A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
was held on the above date, in the 
Commissioners’ Chamber, City Hall, 
Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Egan, Gil- 
len, Howe, Murray, Mayor Congleton. 


The minutes of January 13th were 
read and approved. 


The City Clerk presented An Ordin- 
ance to amend an Ordinance entitled, 
“An ordinance to provide for the open- 
ing and widening of Ferry Street on 
the southerly side thereof from New 
Jersey Railroad Avenue southerly to 
East Mechanic Street; for the opening 
and widening of Market Street on the 
northerly side thereof from Commer- 
cial Street easterly to Commerce 
Street; for the opening and widening 
of Commercial Street on the south- 
easterly side thereof from Commerce 
Street northeasterly to the Passaic 
River”, adopted November 6, 1929, 


‘and stated that today was the time 


fixed for hearing on the same. 


The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone de- 
sire to be heard on this ordinance? 


Mr. Joseph Zemel, 289 Market 
Street, objected to the additional ap- 
propriation as provided in the ordin- 
ance. He said the work so far had cost 
enough. He said that the Newark tax 
rate is very little if not short of 
confiscation, 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Zemel, 1 ' 


agree with you in many things which 
you have said; but so far as the City 
acquiring that property, you are 
about a year and a half or two years 
behind the times. The ordinance to 
acguire those two triangles as part of 
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this improvement was passed, speak- 
ing now from recollection, I think 
fully a year and a half ago. 


Mr. Zemel: That is right, sir. 


Mayor Congleton: Practically all of 
the property has been acquired except 
a few pieces, three or four pieces, and 
when that ordinance was before the 
City Commission this council chamber 
was crowded with people from the 
Tronbound District and around that 
section urging us to pass the ordin- 
ance and acquire the property. The 
reason for this supplemental ordinance 
is because property owners have ap- 
parently demonstrated to the satis- 
faction of condemnation commission- 
ers and struck juries that their prop- 
erty was worth more than we thought 
it was. And the purpose of this is 
to increase and place the city in funds 
to pay for land which we have ai- 
ready condemned and where the time 
within which it can be abandoned has 
passed. . 


Mr. Zemel: I recall, Mr. Mayor, 
that 7 was here at the time that 
ordinance was passed. I recall also 
objecting very vigorously to that part 
of the ordinance which provides fur 
the assessment as a local impro. e- 
ment. 


Mayor Congleton: Didn’t we tell 
you at that time that we recognized 
that the greatest part'of this cost 
would have to be borne by the city 
at large, but if we did not put the 
ordinance in as a local improvement 
no property at all could be assessed 
for any particular benefit it received; 
and I think you will agree with me 
that there will be certain pieces of 
property that were interior lands 
that are now given frontage on these, 
on what I believe will be beautiful 
plazas, and they should pay some 
benefit assessment. 


Mr. Zemel: That is right. 


Mayor Congleton: But you can feel 
assured that the greatest part of this 
cost down and around the Pennsylvan- 
ia Station will be thrown upon the 
city at large, because I recognize it 
myself as a general improvement al- 
most wholly, but certain properties 
that were interior land that are now 
given frontage on these beautiful 
plazas on both sides of the railroad, 
should pay some assessment for bens- 
fits for that improvement; and if it 
is not stated in the ordinance that 
it is a local improvement we cannot 
assess a single dollar. 


Mr. Zemel: Very well, sir. Thank 
you. 


Mr. Herman -Schlesinger, Ferry 
Street. ] am a taxpayer in the Iron- 
bound District close to fifty years, 
and I know something about the sec- 
tion. I fail to see where the Pennsy]- 
vania Railroad—I don’t care, with all 
the highways and byways, the City of 
Newark is building—will do any good 
for the Ironbound District. The Iron- 
bound District today is lost beyond 
any repair, I don’t care whether it 
is near the depot or where it is. What 
will we have there? A Chinese wall. 


Mayor Congleton: No. You will see 
a station on your side dressed up in 
limestone just the same as the side 
that fronts toward Broad Street. 


Mr. Schlesinger: That is the rear 
part. 


Mayor Congleton: You may call it 
the rear, but it will have very excel- 
lent entrances and exits, and the sta- 
tion proper will carry just as much 
ornamentation on that side of the 
track as it does on the other. 


Mr. Schlesinger: Mr. Mayor, you, 
as.well as everybody else, know what 
the Ironbound District is today. You 
cannot get the people from up on the 
hill to move back. What we have left 
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there is the poorer class of people 
that cannot make any money. There 
is no reason why Ferry Street should 
pay what the rest of the city will 
have the benefit. We won’t have any 
more benefit than on the boundary 
line from Orange or Montclair or 
Irvington or anywhere else. Those 
people have just as much benefit as 
the people on Ferry Street. 


Mayor Congleton:, I tried to make 
that clear in reply to Mr. Zemel, that 
we all recognize it that in the largest 
part it is a general improvement, and 
the cost will be spread throughout the 
City; but there will be certain speci- 
fic pieces of property that were in- 
terior pieces that will be given front- 
age on prominent streets, and if our 
ordinance was not worded as it is 
worded we could not assess them one 
dollar for that. That is the purpose of 
ealling it a local improvement. 


Mr. Schlesinger: Well, I connot ur- 
derstand what it will do us any good. 
One half of Ferry street today is eni- 
pty. You cannot rent nothing. People 
don’t pay no rent. 


Mayor Congleton: I only know this, 
that as head of the Department thit 
has charge of streets and lighting and 
things of that kind, that practically 
ever since ] have been in charge of 
the Department I have had demani’s 
from the Ironbound Section that they 
felt that in times gone by they had 
been neglected, and they have askel 
for the pavement of streets, for im- 
provements, and it has been done to 
the extent of several millions of dol- 
Jars, 


Mr. Schlesinger: Right. 


Mayor Congleton: So that it is not 
fair to say that the lronbound Dis- 
trict did not want them and that their 
property was not going to be bene- 
fited. If that is their present belief 
it is a recent conversion to that point 


A 


of view, because since October, 1923, 
when I took charge of the department 
the Ironbound District, through its 
representatives, have been on my back 
constantly for improvements, and 
they have gotten them; and part of 
the debt that we hear so much, about 
now was created to give the Iron- 
bound Section the improvements they 
they were demanding. 


Mr. Schlesinger: For the most im- 
provements, paying interest for their 
assessments, they cannot pay it. 


Mayor Congleton: That may be so, 
but so do I pay assessments. 


Mr. Schlesinger: So do I pay. I am 
a property owner 'nearly for fifty 
years. I cannot pay the interest on 
the taxes or assessments. J] was the 
prince of merchants considered in the 
Tronbound District. 


Commissioner Egan: We always 
called you the Mayor of Ferry Street. 


Mr. Schlesinger: I am talking Ferry 
Street. My property is affected on 
Ferry Street as well as the other 
gentlemen, the same identical thing. 
It is a pity to put on the taxpayers 


such a burden as that when we can- 


not pay it. 


Mayor Congleton: I just want to 
make this one point: You must keep 
before you, the same as we have to, 
that the contract calling for these im- 
provements’ was made in January, 
1929, before any so-called Wall Street 
crash or depression, The contracts 


“were made, and you know what a 


contract is. The committments were 
made at that time. Of course, times 
have changed and we have cut down 
on making any new improvements, 
that we are not permitted to because 
of the times, but we have got to go 
ahead with these that we have solemn- 
ly obligated ourselves to do, and that 
is all we are doing. 
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Mr. Schlesinger: Well, it is mighty 
tough on the Ironbound District, be- 
cause the Ironbound District is hit 
harder— 


Mayor Congleton: The Ironbound 
District as a district will pay very 
very little toward this improvement. 
it will be paid by the rea) estate 
property of the entire city in the 
largest part. 


Mr. Schlesinnger: Why, it is only 
two weeks ago that we appeared be- 
fore the Assessment Commissioners 
and we demanded a reduction to re- 
assess the valuation of property. No 
property owner today can stand it. It 
is almost impossible. And today we 
are facing an increase in taxes yet. 
Mr. Mayor, if the City paid for the 
triangle there, that was. overpaid. 
Every living person that knows any- 
thing about property knows that. The 
whole Ironbound District is hit hard 
because we have no outlet, 


Mayor Congleton: We ‘agree with 
you in that, that we overpaid. 


Mr. Schlesinger: Springfield Ave- 
nue or Orange Street has an outlet 
and highways, which does not bring 
any revenue to the Ironbound Dis- 
trict. That was told to me by a man 
that moved away from there. I urged 
him to come back. He said “I would 
rather be dead up on the hill than 
alive in the Ironbound District.” It 
hurts me to come here, gentlemen, 
before you in open meeting to say 
that, because every penny I possess is 
invested in the Ironbound District to- 
day and we do not get any return, 
absolutely. You can do just as you 
feel like. 


Mr. Louis Adler, 50 Shanley ave- 
nue: I agree with the Mayor that 
he has explained to us that he im- 
proved the Tronbound District. He im- 
proved the Ironbound District and 
Doremus Avenue for the factory pur- 


, poses, but we are on Ferry Street 
carrying the load, carrying the budget, 
carrying everything on Ferry Street. 


Mayor Congleton: You are going 
to have your day before the Assess- 
ment Commissioners—not the tax 
commissioners downstairs, but the 
Assessment Commissioners for im- 
provements. 


Mr. Edler: We were there before 
that thing came up, and they explain- 
ed to us, away before they started 
to talk and they told us that it is 
going to be an improvement for the 
whole city or for the whole Essex 
County. 


Mayor Congleton: That is what I 
tried to make clear, that the proper- 
ties around there will get a very very 
small assessment, and only where a 
piece of property gets some particu- 
fiar benefit. The rest is paid for by the 
City at large. 


Mr. Frederick Zipf, Ferry Street: 
Am I to understand, your Honor, that 
most of this expense will be put on 
the abutting property ? 


Mayor Congleton: No, sir. I have 
said that most of it would be put 
upon the city at large. 


Mr. Zipf: On the city at large. Be- 
cause iL seems to me inconceivable 
at this time, with finances as they are, 
‘that a small area like the Fifth Ward 
of the Jronbound District should be 
called upon to pay such a sum as that. 


Mayor Congleton: You won’t be 
called upon to pay but a very very 
small assessment; and if the Assess- 
ment Commissioners think your par- 
ticular property has not received a 
special benefit, a benefit over ani 
above what property generally re- 
ceives, you won t be assesed anything. 


Mr. Zipf: Then it is really up to the 
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Assessment Commission to tell vs 
what benefit we received, if anything. 


Mayor Congleton: And you will get 
notice of the hearing before them, and 
vou can tell your story and have 
your day in court before them on it. 


Mr. Zipf: All right. That will te 
satisfactory, I thank you.

First. On the new Pennsylvania 
Station, in which the City participate 
financially, Jersey City ironworkers 
are employed 100% to the exclusion 
of Newark ironworkers. J. Rich Steers 
is contractor. 

Second. On the passaic River Val- 
ley Sewer relocation the same situa- 
tion as to Jersey City labor prevails. 
The. Foundation ‘Company: of New 
‘York is the contractor, 

Third. On the Weequahic High 
‘School a number of Jersey City iron- 
workers are employed doing work 
that should be done by Newark citi- 
Zens. 

Economic conditions are such that 
employment of local men on local 
projects appears not only advisable 
but necessary. Other cities are fol- 


lowing this plan in their efforts to re- 
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lieve unemployment distress. This is 
particularly true of Jersey City 
where recently in following the 
plan, Newark workmen on a munici- 
pal project were stopped by the police 
and, later assaulted and driven off the 
job by armed Jersey City residents. 

We believe we are well within our 
rights in requesting you and your 
fellow City Commissioners to investi- 
gate the situation we outlined above 
and to take steps to the end that 
our demand that we Newarker’s be 
given opportunity to work on these 
semi-municipa] jobs be complied with.

That 
belongs to our local. 


_ Mayor Congleton: That belongs to 
your work? 


Mr. Brown: Yes, 


Mayor Congleton: We will take that 
up with the Passaic Valley Sewerage 
Commission. The third item you refer 
to is the new City High School on 
‘Chancellor Avenue. 


Mr. Brown: Yes. 


’ - Mayor Congleton: I have already 
talked with Mr. Young,. president of 
the Board of Education, and he said 
he would take it up. He was strongly 
in favor of only ‘Newark mechanics 
and laborers being used on a Newark 
job. Now, what class of people are 
on that job that are from out of town, 
steel workers? 


Mr. Brown: Structural steel, yes, 
sir. And I don’t know whether we

When the lay-off came instead of lay- 
ing off 45 men from out of the coun- 
ty they laid off our men. We have no 
representative at al. We are sup- 
posed to have, but we don’t have it. 
Our representative don’t give us 1.0 
break at all. He is working under 
orders from somebody else. 


Mayor Congleton: You are all 
steel workers and residents of New- 
ark? 


Mr. Brown: Every one of us. 


Mayor Congleton: And have been 
for some time? 


Mr. Brown: And have been for the 
last ten years. ` 


(Two others in delegation answer- 
ed that they had been residents of 
Newark for twelve and twenty-three 
years respectively.) 


Commissioner Gillen: There are r.o 
Newark men working on this jcb 
now? 

Mr. Brown: On Route 25? 

Commissioner Gillen: Yes. 


Mr. Brown: Why, on this end. 


Commissioner Gillen: This end of 
the bridge? 


Mr. Brown: -Yes, sir, this end of 
the bridge, it is all in Essex County 
from the Passaic River this way. They 
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even went as’ far they demand fifty- 
fifty. and your Honor, yesterday, they 
laid off three men from this local, 


Mayor Congleton: Personally, I am 
in favor and will do all that I can to 
see that all public work that we have 
any jurisdiction over that is paid for 
by the taxpayers of Newark is given 
to Newark mechanics and Newark 
laborers. I have tried to follow that 
policy out on the City Railway and 
on the work of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in so far as we have juris- 
diction, I will continue to do it and 
will do my best to assist you in get- 
ting some of the work that is being 
paid for with the taxpayers’ money 
if it can be done. 


Commissioner Egan: In order to 
bring it before the Commission for- 
mally, I move you it is the sense of 
this Commission that all work that 
the City Commissioners have any- 
thing to do with, the labor in connec- 
tion with it be supplied from residents 
of Newark in preference to any other 
residents. I do not think it is fair 
for outside Jabor to come in here and 
be given the oppurnity to be employ- 
ed on jobs that are being paid for 


"Mayor Congleton: I would like to 
state further that `in all of the con- 
tracts that the City Commissioners 
prepare and ‘directly let the work, we: 
have clauses in the contracts that the 
contractors shall not use anything but.

Canal for a roadway was read and 
ordered referred to the Mayor. 


Mr, T. McCurdy Marsh, 24 Com- 
merce Street:. . 


Mr. Mayor, May I present the re- 
commendation of the Ironbound Man- 
ufacturers’ Association in connecting 
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with the establishment of the new 
link to the State Highway System 
between Route 25 and Route 21. This 
proposal contemplates connecting 
Route number 25 and Route number 
21 by the use of the Morris Canal bed 
running along to the north of Ray- 
mond Boulevard and then continuing 
under the Pennsylvania tracks into 
River Street and so joining with 
Route number 21 at or near the Aron- 
son Circle. In giving this recommen+ 
dation to the Commission, ani 
through them perhaps to the State 
Highway Commission, the Jronbound 
Manufacturers have ascertained that 
Raymond Boulevard as it is present- 
ly situated and used, is very greatly 
congested, and they believe that with 
the opening of Route 25 Raymond 
Boulevard will be so heavily congest- 
ed as to be almost unusable for their 
purposes by reason of the inflow of 
through traffic which will come in 
through Route 25. In order to relieve 
this condition, therefore, their sug- 
gestion is that taking the ramn that 
comes down from Route 25 where it 
intersects with the Lincoln Highway. 
instead of stopping at Lockwood 
Street to continue on, which is shown 
in the shaded area on this diagram; 
then runs under Chapel Streets, per- 
allels Raymond Boulevard between 
that and the Passaic River, and con- 
tinues on as shown in this shaded 
diagram. Now, the reasons which 
they urge with reference to the con- 
gestion on Raymond Boulevard as it 
now exists, I think is apparent if 
you are familiar with the conditions 
ofthat street today. But when Rovte 
number 25 is opened, then you will 
find a situation at Lockwood Street 
which we point out, where there will 
be a very bad point of intersection 
because the westbound traffic wilk 
have to turn into Lockwood Street 
and then into Raymond Boulevard, 
making a very sharp point of inter- 
section, with first a right and then 
a left turn. We think that this plan 
would eliminate this danger point. 
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Commissioner Egan: Have you any 
estimate of the cost? 

Mr. Marsh: We haven’t gone into 
the estimate of the cost. By the use 
‘of the Morris Canal bed— 


Mayor Congleton: Haven’t you al- 
‘most that very thing today with Pas- 
saic Avenue? You don’t show Pas- 
Saic Avenue on this map, but Pas- 
saic Avenue and Raymond Boulevard, 
‘when it comes down underneath the 
new railroad tracks, will work its 
‘way out into Market Street, and in 
‘a very short distance hits Passaic 
Avenue and’Passaic Avenue is a new 
City street made only a few years 
‘ago which connects right with Route 
25 and goes to Jersey City, and 
‘connects with Lockwood Street. Now, 
so far as the use of the canal is con- 
cerned, we have always had in mind 
that some time sooner or later, and 
as things are today it will probably 
‘be considerably later, the further use 
of the canal. But it is absolutely im- 
possible for us, and I think it is also 
impossible for the State Highway 
Commission, if they are going to fol- 
low out in any way the recommenda- 
tions of the Governor as contained 
in his message yesterday, to start new 
projects. We are quite in accord 
that something has’ got to be done 
down, there, but we doubt very much 
if it can be done for some consider- 
cable time. The Board of Commission- 
ers of the City of Newark is concen- 
trating on trying to have the State 
Highway .Commission complete the 
things that committments have al- 
ready been made for and not to try 
to spread out for more until they 
finish what they promised us they 
‘would do, 


Mr. Marsh: But the reason, of 
‘course is two-fold, which brings this 
matier. to a head at the present time. 
We regard this as really part of 


© Route 25 and Route 21, Now, if this 
is to be adopted at all it cannot, be 
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“adopted after the Pennsylvania Rail- 


road has completed the improvements, 
because this goes under the tracks of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad— 


Mayor Congleton: So will our new 
street. 


Mr. Marsh: Of course, i haven’t 


` that shown on this diagram so I can- 
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not tell exactly where that is. 

Mayor Congleton: Raymond Boule- 
vard will go underneath the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad tracks, 


Mr. Marsh: That is shown here. 


Mayor Congleton: And it will be 
a very wide street; and you come 


right out underneath that going up 


toward the river, and you have got 
River Street, and you are right on 
Route 21. 


Mr. Marsh: That is shown on this 
diagram. 


Mayor Congleton: Now, you can- 


not get a second underpass under- 


neath the Pennsylvania Railroad. 


Mr- Marsh: I assume you can, 
when the engineer draws a diagram 
for us. 


Mayor Congleton: Engineers can 
show almost anything on paper. But 
it has been our purpose to keep from 
the river toward Raymond Boulevard, 
and we are compelled to keep it open. 
for the city dock. 


Mr. Marsh: Well, this has that in 
mind, the city dock, and those just 
behind it. That is the dock that is 
north of the Pennsylvania Railroad. 


Commissioner Egan: You have in 
mind using the canal bed at Raymond 


Plaza East? 


Mr. Marsh: The canal bed; follow- 


‘ing this diagram and commencing at 
River Street—of course, this does not 
immediately follow the canal bed as 
it goes past and under the Pennsyl- 
vania. Where it passes the Pennsyl- 
vania tracks, Then it picks up the 
canal bed and follows the canal bed 
right on down to the junction of 
Route 25 at Lockwood Street. 


Commissioner Egan: I think our 
plan now takes in part of the canal 
‘bed and Raymond Boulevard East. 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, 


Commissioner Egan: I do not see 
how you could get another street in 
there. 


Mr. Marsh: By measurement— I 
am assuming that the engineer who 
prepared this diagram has measured 
the ground sufficient to ascertain the 
possibility of constructing this street. 


Commissioner Egan: The only good 
thing about your plan as I see it at 
the moment, it is the sort of thing 
that perhaps the State should pay 
for entirely. 


Mr. Marsh: It proposes to take care 
of the traffic coming in on Route 25, 
taking it up, and if it is northbound 
it takes it up so it can go into Route 
21. 


Mayor Congleton: They can do that 
very easily now when we get our 
new streets— 


Mr. Marsh: It takes it off the city 
Streets and puts it into the state 
highway. 


Mayor Congleton: And you will 
have a strip of land, speaking now 
, from recollection that won’t be more 
than sixty feet-deep between Passaic 
Avenue and your proposed route in 
the bed of the Morris Canal. Now, 
our plan has always been, in con- 


junction with the state highway, that 
as the need becomes apparent, and 
afer we have gotten finished the 
things that the state highway has. 
made committments for here in New- 
ark from time to time as it becomes 
necessary, to widen Passaic Avenue. 
on what we might call the Passaix 
River side: and we do now take up 
in our contemplated improvements in 
and around the Pennsylvania Station 
part of the bed of the Morris Canal. 
And we intended to widen out Ray- 


mond Boulevard as it hits Market 


Street as part of this improvement. 
We are postponing that because of 
the times and the difficulty of financ- 
ing. And several of these matters will 
have to be left, And, personally, I 
am in accord with the Governor's 
program of the State Highway soft 
pedaling a little bit on ‘undertaking 
new projects, and completing some 
of the things that they have started 
which affect Newark very much,--- 
referring especially now to Route 21 
where they have bought a great deal 
of property, taken it out of our rat- 
ables, and we want to get that back 
into Route 21 before we attempt to 
start anything else. 


Mr. Marsh: I might point out in that 
connection that the Manufacturers’ 
Association has in mind that by this 
link the construction of Route number 
10 will be perhaps made unnecessary 
through this section in the immediate 
present. ` . 


Mayor Congleton: Route 10 was 
never proposed to go down there. 


Mr. Marsh: But this will take tke 
traffic coming from the Hudson Tun- 
nels, bringing it out over Route 25, 
over this link and into Route 21. In 
otherwords, it will carry the traffic 
which Route number 10 would have 
been otherwise compelled to hear. 


Mayor Congleton: You will find a 
good part of that traffic leaving your

In the event that there 
are any outstanding temporary loan 
bonds or notes issued to pay the cost 
of said improvements, the money 
herein authorized to be applied to the 
cost of such improvements, shall be 
applied to the payment of such bon'ls 
or notes. 


The following matters 
are hereby determined and declared, 
pursuant to the requirements of said 
Chapter 252 of the Laws of 1916, as 
amended: 


(a) The improvements for which 
bonds are hereby authorized to be 
issued were not completed prior to 
May 1, 19381, and said improve- 
ments are of the classes described 
“in Subdivisions (k) and (U) of Sub- 
section (2) of Section 4 of said 
Chapter 252 of the Laws of 1914, 
as amended. 


(b) The probable period of use- 
fulness of said improvements, com- 
puted in the manner prescribed by 
Section 4 of said Chapter 252 of 
the Laws of 1916, as amended, is 
_thirty years, beginning on the date 
of said bonds. 


(c) INo part of the cost of the 
improvements for which bonds are 
hereby authorized to be issued has 
been or is to be specially assessed 
against property specially benefited 
thereby. 


(d) The average assessed valua- 
tion of the taxable real property 
(including improvements) of said 
The City of Newark, computed up- 
on the next preceding three valua- 
tions thereof, in the manner pro- 
vided in Section 12 of said Chapter 
252 of the Laws of 1916, as amend- 
ed is $731,272,081.00. 


(e) The net debt of said City, 
computed in the manner provided 
in said Section 12, as amended, is 
$45,654 ,944.97. 


(f) The statements required by 
said Section 12 (showing said net 
debt, ete.) have been made and 
filed with the City Clerk, as there- 
in required. 


Section 5. This ordinance shall 
take effect in the manner provided by 
law.

Mr, Henry F. Hilfers, 41 Franklin 
Street: 


I am here not alone representing 
the American Federation of Labor, 
but I am also a voter and taxpayer 
of the City of ‘Newark. And for that 
reason I come here to oppose the con- 
clusion reached by the Newark Cham- 
ber of Commerce that the pay of 
City employees should be reduced at 
least ten per cent. Has the lowering 
of wages decreased the unemploy- 
ment situation? Is the condition in 
industry and trade improved by the 
lowering of the earning powers of 


- those that purchase the bulk or use 


what our factories produce? Has the 
farmer and other producers of food- 
stuffs, and the makers and retailers 
of wearing apparel, and other needs 


that the workers buy or ‘use, gained 


anything in any way by the low, cost 
of products and low selling costs? 
And last but not least, has the wage 


-earner gained anything by these low 


prices, or could the majority take ad- 
vantage of that even if they were in- 
clined to? To all this, the answer 
In the’ 
first place, the cost of living has not 
decreased in proportion to the earn- 
ing power of the worker. In the sec- 
ond place, the cost of living and all 
other commodities cannot remain at 
the present low level, otherwise 
everyone will be in the hands of a 
receiver, 


The Chamber of Commerce in the 
letter directed to the Mayor and the 
Commission acknowledged themselves 
that their payrolls have been reduced 
thirty per cent., that their personnel 
has been reduced somewheres around 
twenty per-cent., but they only ac- 
knowledge a reduction of wages of 
seven and-eight per cent. Now, that 


- latter statement is not based upon 
. facts, and-we- all know it. We can 


mention. some places where wages 
have been reduced fifty per cent. Has 
it helped to better conditions? The 
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bread winners upon whom one fourth 
of the population of this city is de- 
pendent, are out of work and unable 
to buy the very needs of life. Mil- 
lions of dollars of work laying dor- 
mant because of fear that those that 
have the money to pay and spend for 
it and could give out the work, refuse 
to do it. What is preventing people 
from having this done? I have an- 
swered that already: Lack of confi- 
dence, fear, further wage cutting and 
hoarding. Now it is prop2se1 by the 
Chambers of Commerce in all of our 
cities—it is not ours alone, it seems 
to be an endless chain—to make a 
bid situation worse. If the City 
Commission could have the foresight 
two or three or four years ago to 
only imagine what was in store for 
them they probably would not have 
entered into vast and costly improve- 
ments. The Chamber of Commerce 
did not come here and object to them. 
No doubt some of the gentlemen in 
the Chamber of Commerce expected 
to profit by them. That is business. 
But those things have started. It 
cannot be altered. We have got to 
go along with it to a certain extent. 
The City has ten million dollars in 
taxes coming from 1930. Is a fur- 
ther reduction going to bring in all 
that money into their coffers? 

Commissioner Howe: 
from 1930. 


$3,000,000. 


Mr. Hilfers: $3,000,000. for 1930. 
but there is a total of $10,000,000. 


Commissioner Howe: $10,000,000. 
for 1931. 


Mr. Hilfers: Is a further reduction 
going to bring further money into 
your coffers? Why, of course not. 
The prosperity of this country, gen- 
tiemen, rested upon the purchasing 
power of the working people, which 
comprised eighty five per cent. of the 
population of this country. When 
they are not working they cannot 


buy, and consequently, all interested 
suffer. We are going to oppose each 
and every bill that is introduced in 
the legislature by Senator Kuser, 
who even wants to go so far as to 
reduce the $1200 a year man one per 
cent. $23 a week he earns, and he 
wants to reduce him one per cent— 
$12 a year. $12 a year buys some 
shoes, clothes and other needful 
things for children. Perhaps Senator 
Kuser doesn’t think much of $12. I 
wouldn’t either if I were in his place. 
But the man that only earns $20 a 
week, it looks great big to him. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Reilly? 


Mr. Hugh V. Reilly: I would not be 
here today, or the committee would 
not be here today if it was not for 
what we considered the presumptu- 
ous action of a group of our citizens 
in making suggestions of a salary 
cut to you. A year ago the coun:ry, 
state and this city were discussing 
ways and means of finding work to 
tide us over the then crisis. And 
during that time, if we can depend 
upon accounts published in the press 
last Monday or last Thursday, a*ter 
a delegation representing! the Cham- 
ber of Commerce had called upon 
you—during that time the very men 
who called upon you reduced the 
number of their employees by twenty- 
nine per cent., and thereby threw an 
added burden upon you gentlemen, 
upon the state and upon the nation. 
They increased your burdens by that 
act by twenty-nine per cent. Not 
only did they do that, but they cut 
off the means of paying taxes on the 
part of many of our citizens. I sub- 
mit that that kind of a policy is not 
going to bring us anywhere. I was 
in this chamber some two or three 
weeks ago when a delegation from 
that body appeared before you, and 
I heard the rejoinder of Commissioner 
Murray to their proposals wherein he 
said in substance that if more men 
are thrown out of work they will 
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only be thrown on his department, 
and then you will be hard put again 
to find means of caring for them 
under poor relief. And I think he 
put the situation in a nutshell when 
he spoke in that manner. 


Now, one statement in the publish- 
ed account of a week ago that was 
issued by the tax conference commit- 
tee, I believe they call themselves, 
was that it is the belief of the tax 


` conference committee that the city 


employees, if they were aware of the 
seriousness of the situation, would 
not be adverse or antagonistic to a 
reasonable reduction in compensation. 
I believe that that phrase in that 
statement is gratuitous; that the men 
who wrote it, the men who approved 
of it before it was submitted to you, 
knew better to make any statement 


‘ of the kind. 


I have here a few notations taken 
from many that I have received from 
city employees, some of them who 
have not received an increase, al- 
though they were entitled to it, in 
three years time. One fellow—plenty 
of them pay taxes—one fellow paid 
taxes of $218.90 in 1931. He had a 
street assessment of $1222.85, quite 
an item that he had to pay. I too 
had to pay only two weeks ago my 
taxes for 1930. I am not complain- 
ign about it; I had to pay the added 
interest, the nine per cent. interest 
that goes with it, and I am like thou- 
sands of others who are in that posi- 
tion, and I dare say I feel myself 
well off, 


`. It is true proposals have been 
spoken of for an income tax, Propo- 
sals have been made to reduce wages. 
Proposals have been made for a sales 
tax which will be paid by the general 
public and is unjust. But don’t you 
think it is near time—I realize you 
gentlement cannot do it—but don’t 
you think it is near time that our 
whole taxation system was revised? 


That exemptions be given to men 
who own homes for occupancy alone, 
and that the burden of taxation be 
placed where it properly belongs, up- 
on the business man and industries of 
the country. All our business, all 
our industry, ever since the inception 
of the government under the very 
system that we live, has been under 
the direction and the control of busi- 
ness and commercial interests. And 
look at what they have brought us 
to. What a horrible mess they have 
brought us into. Why then, should 
we listen to them. Why then should 
not we give some ear and some con- 
sideration to the men who toil? I 
challenge the statement that Jersey- 
men favor salary or wage reduction. 
ĮI realize it has been going on a long 
while, that it has been going on for 
a year or two years contrary to the 
advice of the President of the United 
States; I realize that the stores and 
chain stores started it under the guise 
of: making goods cheaper to the 
housewife; that our department stores 
carried it on; that even our news- 
papers, except in the mechanical 
trade, carried it on and have been 
carrying it on. It seems everyone 
has been lending their aid towards 


making this situation worse. You 


men may help by making a proposal 
to our legislature and our federal 
government to change the taxing sys- 
tem. And if you don’t do it, I don’t 
know what may happen in another 
year. One man has. pictured still 


-further reductions, still further stag- 


nation in business. But do you think 
your average American is going to 
stand for it forever? Do you think 
the men and women who have been 
brought up in our public schools, 
have breathed the air and imbued the 
spirit of America, ‘do you think they 
are going to stand for this twiddle- 
dum and twiddledee forever? I think 
they are going to form opinions of 
their own as to what should be done. 
But the course of action today is not 
in wage cutting, it is towards stand- 
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ing by these servants of the public, 
helping hem to carry the added bur- 
den that has been thrust upon them. 
And if we do that, the tax rate will 
take care of itself. I thank you. 


Mayor Congleton: I think perhaps 
some short statement should be made. 
I think all of the city commissioners 
appreciate to the full the situation 
that is confronting us. We also recog- 
nize that we are rendering a service, 
municipal service, to the inhabitants 
of the city of Newark. We are not 
a business concern, one which in the 
prosperous days we can build up a 
surplus to take care of times such as 
we are now passing through. The 
commissioners have given very care- 
ful study to their budgets of this 
year, and as the budgets stand today, 
including the Board of Education, 
they will show a decrease over the 
amounts appropriated last year of ap- 
proximately $633,000. That does not 
mean, however, unfortunately, that 
that will be a net reduction when the 
tax ordinance finally comes before 
the people, because what we call our 
debt service, which is interest upon 
notes that have been issued for the 


financing of permanent improvements, 


and for the retiring of serial bonds 
as they come due year by year, will 
be increased this year $335,000. over 
last year just as the item was in- 
creased last year over the previous 
year by some $900,000. Now, the 
reason for that increase is apparent. 
In. our prosperous days and in the 
early part of January, 1929, the city 
through its commissioners, at the ur- 
gent request, and I might almost say 
demand, of practically everybody in 
the city, went forward to make some 
major improvements that at that 
time all the people believed were for 
the benefit of the city. We have made 
committments and we have spent, up 
to date, several millions of dollars. 
Of course, every time we issue`a note 
at the bank tlie bank expects the in- 
terest ‘paid; and we have only one 


way to raise it, and that is throuph 
the tax budget. When the negotia- 
tions for the Pernsylvania and City 
Railway Improvements were first be- 
ing conducted it was not contemplated 
that the Hudson and Manhattan tube 
trains would be extended to South 
Street. When the plans came before 
the public the business interests of 
the southern end of the city, sup- 
ported in their demands by practical- 
ly every other associaticn. demanded 
that the Hudson and Manhattan tube 
trains be extended to the southern 
part of the city. And after negotia- 
tions the Pennsylvania Railroad ofi- 
cials, saying that they did not think 
that the traffic would warrant their 
making that additional investment, 
agreed that they would do it provided 
the city would furnish them with the 
needed additional right of way. And 
that was agreed to, and it was nll 
done ir. the open, and at the hearings 
on these various matters we received 
resolutions and personal visits from 
a great many of the representatives 
of the associations that now sign the 
open letter addressed to the Board of 
Commissioners. One of the signers 
is the Waverly Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation, representing the business in- 
terests and other interests of the 
southern end of the city, who were 
one of the associations that were 
most insistent that we should carry 
the Hudson and Manhattan tube 
trains to the southern end of the 
city, and in doing that it involved an 
additional expense upon the city of 
several millions of dollars. And again, 
this letter is signed by the Tronbound 
Manufacturers Association. When the 
plans came out, this association, 
through its representatives and 
through the property owners of the 
Ironbound District. appeared here be- 
fore this Board of Commissioners and 
insisted that the Ironbound District 
be taken care of just as well as tais 
side of the railroad tracks, And that 
resulted in our agreeing to take the 
two triangles on the east side of the 
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Pennsylvania’ Railroad which is cost- 
ing the city very much more'than our 
estimates, the prices having’ been 
fixed ‘in: many of the cases by con- 
demnation commissioners, made: up 


of ‘the high-class citizens, and I am 


not .criticizing them if it was- their 


best judgment; and further fixed: by- 


struck juries after trials-in our upper 


courts. But: it was because’ of the 
insistent demand of these very asso- - 


éiations who. now’ address this open 
letter to us, that a large part of our 
debt service, which is the item which 
will increase our budget, was made. 
There has been a great deal said 
about a reduction in pay. The annual 
payrolls of the city, including. the 
Board of Education, including men 
that work in the various departments 
that come under my `còntrol who are 
paid by the hour, referring: to the 
meh in the Water Department who 
work with their pick and_shovel, and 
the men in the Street Cleaning De- 
partment pushing brooms and clean- 
ing: the streets, and in the Sewer De- 
partment and the Garbage Department, 
including: all of them that are paid 
on the hourly basis, and at not any 
too great a price today, many of them 
recelving a rate per hour that even 
the emergency legislation fixes as the 
price, including all of them, the an- 
nual payroll of the city is approxi- 
mately $22,000,000. The Board’ of 
Education’s school budget last year, 
the total budget was a little over $11,- 
000,000. $9,500,000 of that amount 
represents: salaries; teachers’ salaries 
and janitors’ salaries; and the teach- 
ers’ salaries, under the law as it 
stands today; cannot be reduced $6,- 
000,000, anda little more, is the pay- 
roll of the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments, and: their salaries cannot be 
redticed. So that would leave about 
$6,500,000. covering the other munici- 
pal-.employees, in which is included 
the men that are paid on a weekly 
basis in the class of work that I pre- 
viously referred to. So that when 
these gentlemen say that..we could 


give a ten per cent. cut and make a. 
saving of $2,200,000, I say that it is 
not possible under the law as it stands 
today. And taking your $6,500,000. 
a ten per:cént cut would be $650,000, 
regardlessof whether the man is get- 
ting fifty cents: an hour or is being 
paid on: the monthly payroll at. a 
higher -rate. In addition to which, 
the City of Newark pays approxi- 
mately sixty per cent. of the county 
tax. A great many of their salaries 
are fixed by law just the sarne as ours: 
are, and for us to: be asked ‘to put a, 
ten per cent. cut on.a few individuals 
and continue to pay the others who 
have protection by statute full sala- 
ries, it strikes me is putting the bur- 
den, an unfair burden, upon a very 
small number of people.’ And for 
that reason I shall not vote for a re- 
duction in the salaries until it be- 
comes uniform, state, county and mu- 
nicipal. ; : 

Commisisoner Murray: Mr. Mayor,. 
in'supporting your statement, I would 
like te comment to the effect that of 
the 1065 employees in my department, 
458 get $20 a week or less, 811 get 
$40 or less; and including those whose 
scale of wages have been established 
by organized labor, the uniform scale, 
the prevailing rate of which we have 
always been aware and which we 
have always met, adds 168, makes a 
totai of 979 out of 1065 who get $60: 
a week or less. And the deduction of 
ten per cent. from the salary of a 
man or woman whois getting $20 a 
week or $40 a week would be just in 
line with: what the gentlemen who 
have just:-addressed this commission 
this morning said, it would place a 
shrinkage in the family of the vast 
majority ‘of each and every one of 
them, and put the burden where it 
does not belong; and when -it was all 
said and done it would have only been 
a flea bite in an attempt to meet the- 


. situation: I ‘too: 'am' opposed abso- 


lutely to: thé consideration of the 
question of:reduction of salaries ex- 
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cept where it is shown that the par- 
ties are overpaid. 


- Mr. Henry Green: I am opposed to 
reduction of wages, and I believe that 
we have reached a higher standard of 
living than we used to have, and it 
has cut down the Board of Health ex- 
pense taking care of the sick and dis- 
eased. Lower wages means a lower 
standard of living. I am never in 
favor of making things lower. The 
poor people are entitled to all the 
modern standards of living, and they 
are entitled to some of the luxuries; 
automobiles and fine houses were not 
intended for bankers or chamber of 
commerce members only, they are in- 
tended for the hard producers. No- 
body is entitled to the fine things of 
life so much as the working man; and 
these gentlemen of the chambers of 
commerce that think that God made 
all these luxuries for their own sole 
purpose, and they are going around 
to the City of New York administra- 
tion and this administration, and 
putting their fingers down and start- 
ing to dictate as to what the ex- 
pense should be. International 
bankers and national bankers and 
local bankers think they have got to 
get hold of the government. When I 
pass Military Park and I see tin cups 
of coffee and sandwiches handed out 
to a line that extends longer that I 
have ever seen it, and we have today 
people standing at night in the cold 
waiting and watching for a place 
where to get a night’s lodging that 
they cannot afford to pay for their 
bed, we do not want to make things 
worse. Nevertheless, we are facing 
an economic situation of the kind we 
have never faced before. The city 
officials and state assemblymen and 
state senators sooner or later will 
have to get together and see that 
whatever power we have on hand to 
wipe this scourge out 'if possible. It 
‘is not municipal only, it is municipal 
county and state, as well as national. 
Two and three years ago I came here 


and I talked of the terrible situations 
we are facing, and it is too bad that 
I came out right. I have constantly 
applied, and I must say the Mayor 
and several of the Commissioners held 
conferences here, and I think we are 
just beginning to face the situation. 
I see that Philadelphia is bankrupt, 
Chicago is bankrupt, and New York 
City is facing a crisis; and we here 
in the City of Newark—Judge Freund 
in this courthouse here says we have 
in Essex County or in the City of 
Newark four hundred evictions a 
month for non-support of rent, and 
there would be more if it wasn’t that 
some landlords are lenient with their 
tenants. Nevertheless, the taxpayer 
is kicking that his taxes are high, 
and we will have to get together and 
see what ought to be done. I see in 
last night’s Evening News where the 
City of Albany, Georgia, by owning 
its gas plant and its electric plant, 
municipally run and efficiently run, 
they have a surplus. The City of 
Newark will have to, in the future, 
find ways and means of how to 
meet the expense of this city, and 
the gas plant, like our water plant, 
ought to be owned by the city, and 
the electric plant ought to be owned 
by the city, and you would derive a 
revenue where you could reduce your 
taxes and pay your working people 
a decent living wage. And I think 
that the time is coming shortly that 


we will have municipal sanitary hous- 


ing for a reasonable amount of rent, 
built and constructed on a large scale, 
so that we can have less of that men- 
ace where the people’s health, such 
as smallpox—Commissioner Murray, 
I think, had over a hundred thousand 
people to vaccinate, and if these times 
keep on we will require a whole lot 
more of vaccination. And gentlemen, 
I am opposed to reduction in wages. 
I am in favor of it all over the city of 
Newark, ineluding officials, should 
meet and discuss -economically the 
situation. And we need a decent 
transportation system, municipal 
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buses and municipal railways so that 
‘we do not pack our people worse than 
you would pack cattle and hogs, 
around five thirty in the afternoon 
when we try to get home on a bus, 


and that is a health menace; and the ` 


time is coming very shortly that we 
will have municipal research and have 
the municipalities develop that which 
pertains to municipal ownership, gas 
plants, electric plants, and manage 
them as efficiently as our water plant 
is managed, and we will reduce the 
gas bill cost and electric bill costs, 
and furnish a fine system of trans- 
portation for our people of Newark. 
And instead of having one bus driver 
for a two-story bus, have two men 
there, and you will decrease your un- 
employment situation there and we 
will stop creating dividends for idle 
parasitic owners, who try to reduce 
the standard of living for those that 
work, and make the running of this 
city possible. I thank you.

A petition, signed by 4,500 citizens 
protesting. against the re-routing of 
buses off Springfield Avenue, was 
read and on motion referred to con- 
ference. . 


Mr. Nathan Bilder: Mr. Mayor and 
members of the. Board of Commis- 
sioners:.I appear here for the Spring- 
field Avenue Merchants Association 
to protest against the re-routing of 
buses from Springfield Avenue, Our 


.problem .today is.not a matter, of 


congestion of traffic, but a question 
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of bread and shelter and food. A 
trial; I understand, is to be made of 
the removal of the buses from one 
of the- principal business centers of 
the eommunity: If you want to see 
the devastating effect of the removal 
of a large portion of the traveling 
public from any. concentrated business 
section, I ask you to visualize New- 
-ark Avenue, Jersey City, at one time 
:a very thriving beehive of business 
. activity.. Along came the Hudson 
-tubes and rerhoved millions of people 
from that traveling section, and today 
that’ section of Jersey City appears 
as though some great catastrophe 
has fallen upon it. That is exactly 
what we face if you attempt to re- 
move 45,000,000 fares annually that 
traverse one of the main business 
arteries of this great city: At the 
. present time there are within a radi- 
-us of fifteen blocks which will be af- 
fected by this removal, some sixty- 
eight vacant stores. There are nine- 
-teen.rmodern buildings that are va- 
cant within a radius -of fifteen blocks 
which is to be affeeted by this. trans- 
‘fer. Can you visualize the result of 
the removal of this large mass of the 
traveling public from this thorough- 
fare? Instead of having sixty-eight 
vacant stores you will have hundreds 
of vacant stores; you will have build- 
ings entirely tenantless; you will in- 
cease unemployment which has been 
so graphically described by the Mayor 
and by the speakers who have pre- 
ceded me on another question, be- 
cause, don’t forget, that every time 
.one of .those, stores is closed down, 
every time one of those buildings is 
vacated,. people are thrown out. of 
work and the. unemployment problem 
becomes more and more acute. At 
the present time—I don’t know, but 
I.,.venture to say that, hundreds of 
thousands of unpaid taxes are due the 
city of Newark for property affected 
by this area. Hundreds of thousands 
worth of unpaid tax bills by, owners 
of ‘property, by merchants. who, at 
best today, with ihe business prob- 
lems that confront. them, are unable 


to make both ends meet. 


That cer- 
tainly is no help to the city. It is 
not time for experiment or trial, gen- 
tlemen. This is a time when every- 
thing should be done to consevre bus- 
iness to keep people employed, not to 
ruthlessly tear away from one of the 


‘main arteries of this city which it ’ 


has taken two generations of people 
to establish as an outstanding busi- 
ness section of this city. I have here 
the petition of 689 business men and 
property owners who object to this 
change being made. This is no time, 
as I have said before, to make this 
trial. It is proposed to take the buses 
off Springfield Avenue and Tenth 
Street and take them along Eigh- 
teenth Avenue, running into Spruce 
Street down to High Street. I trav- 
eled that section this morning. I 
don’t know whether you gentler.en 
have traveled it recently. I do not 
see how that helps the traffic prob- 
lem, if we were concerned with traffic 
instead of bread problems today. I 
do not see how it helps this in the 
slightest. One half the distance al- 
ready has trolley cars on it, and the 
other half of the distance is made up 
of broken down buildings, a few tene- 
ment houses and a few small neigh- 
borhood stores. And forty-five mil- 
lion fares annually use these buses 
that are to be transferred from this 
great artery of business activity over 
a section that neither requires it-nor 
should have it. Neither public neces- 
sity nor convenience demand that this 
change he made. It seems to me that 
the great problems that the business 
men of today have confronting them 
are only increased by adding to them 


.these additional burdens which will 


result from removing from this sec- 
tor so many people. Here you have 
housed five great banking institutions 
within this radius of fifteen blocks, 
one of the largest shoe stores in. the 
city of Newark, a furniture center, 


and a large department store,. all of 


whom depend upon the traveling pub- 
lie for the business which they do. 
Are you going to utterly destroy 
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this? 
The answer is made, as one of the 
Public Service officials said to me, 
“Why, the other night I traveled up 
Springfield Avenue and I got as far 
as to just below Tenth Street, and I 
was stopped there for three or four 
minutes because there were trolleys 
and buses and cars parked, and I was 
late for my dinner.” Well, that is 
just too bad. I am terribly sorry for 
the gentleman who is held up in an 
automobile in which he was traveling 
to his home, because of the conges- 
tion on a rainy day when buses and 
trolley cars and cars were parked 
there. If you want to make a trial, 
try it on some section that won't he 


- as disastrously affected if the experi-

ment is a failure, or wait until prob- 
lems, the financial problems which 
confront these business men today 
are less onerous than they are. I ask 
you gentlemen to vote to have the 
Law Department of the city instruct-

he has covered it so well; but I rep- 


resent some property ownets’ who are’ 
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very much disturbed about the possi- ` 


bility of this re-routing, and I have 
been asked to come here, not as an 
attorney, nor a paid advocate, but as 
a citizen and taxpayer, who is inter- 
ested in the welfare of the people of 
this section of the city. We all know 
that transportation is the life blood 
of any business thoroughfare. No 


business thoroughfare—no thorough- | 


fare ever became a business thor- 
oughfare without transportation; that 
is what helped make it a business 
thoroughfare. The whole thought be- 
hind the creation of a business thor- 
oughfare is to find means of bring- 
ing people to it. Unless you have the 
means of bringing people to it you 
have no potential business thorough- 
fare. In the early days of our city 
when our transportation system was 
being developed, real estate men who 
wanted to develop a section or make 
a business street out of a thorough- 
fare, made some effort to have trans- 
portation through that street. And 
men were induced to locate in those 
streets because transportation was al. 
ready there, or because there was al- 
ready a possibility of getting it there. 
There isn’t a business thoroughfare 
in Newark today that does not owe 
its business character to the fact that 
it has had transportation. Mr. Bilder 
asked. you to visualize a street in 
Jersey-City. and the result of taking 
transportation off it. We do not 
have to go so far; I ask you gentle- 
men of this commission to visualize 


our center market. We had a center . 


market in the city of Newark that 
for years was a place in which many 
merchants did a very flourishing bus- 
iness, and it was located on our main 
‘street. where transportation was am- 
ple. That market was moved only a 


very short distance from its old loca- ` 


tion. to a place where it was difficult 
to get to, to a-place which had no 
adequate transportation, and the re- 
sult was that that great undertaking 
of the city of Newark: in which mil- 
lions of dollars were invested,.depre- 


ciated, business fell off, and mer- 
chants who for years had been doing 
a flourishing business in the old 
stands were compelled to go out of 
business; and the net result of it all 
was that the city of Newark had to 
get it off of its hands and rent it to 
some who who was— 


Mayor Congleton: Do you know, 
as a matter of fact, when the Center 
Market was on Broad Street it was. 
never self sustaining as long as there 
were any bonds out against it? We 
had to raise revenue by taxation to 
retire the bonds. 


Mr. Schoen: It may not have been 
self sustaining, Mr. Mayor, because 
the rentals there were exceedingly 
low, practically nominal; but ask the 
merchants who were doing business. 
in there and they will tell you it was 
very sustaining and they did a very 
fine business, and every one of thern 
did a fine business. The merchants. 
who had their places of business. 
there were doing business, and if the 
city did not get enough revenue out 
of it by reason of the low rentals, to- 
make it self-sustaining, that is ar- 
other matter. , f 


Mayor Congleton: I was a member 


of the Market Committeé for one. 


year while I was in the Council. We 
attempted to do that and we got the 


same story we get now from the 


market people, that “We are paying 
all the rent that the traffic will bear.” 


Mr. Schoen: Well, it is natural for 


people to want to pay as little as. 


they can. But the point is, Mr. Mayor 


and gentlemen of this Commission,. 


that if you drain your main arteries 
or your business arteries of trans- 
portation, all or part, you are going 
to have these streets die by perni- 
cious anemia. We. have got to find 
ways of bringing. people to these- 
streets, not to take them away; an 
as has already been said, this is the 
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worst possible time for any experi- 
ment for doing anything at all that 
might by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion decrease business in any part of 
the city or in any street in your city 
in the smallest degree. These mer- 
chants are working under trying cir- 
cumstances and under great difficulty 


- at present. The natural and normal 


volume of business is not there, and 
to do anything at this time that will 
make it more difficult for people to 
get to the street, or will take and 
remove any convenient method by 
which they are now getting to the 
street, if you only hurt this avenue 
and the business men in it to the ex- 
tent of a few thousands of dollars 
throughout the year, in the aggregate 
it is going to make an enormous dif- 
ference in the total volume of busi- 
ness done on that avenue. Then there 
is another phase of the subject that I 
think merits your serious considera- 
tion. Valuations on this real estate 
are based upon the fact that it has 
one or more systems of transporta- 
tion on it, and the city of Newark 
cannot justify, the same rate of valu- 
ations, or the same valuation after 
removing a part of a transportation 
system from a thoroughfare that it 
has levied or assessed against the 
property under other circumstances 
more advantageous to that property. 
I believe that every property owner 
on this avenue would have a just case 
before the assessment commissioners, 
the tax commissioners of this city, or 
elsewhere, to say that their property 
value has been depreciated because 
the assessment values of last year 
and the-years prior thereto was based 
upon. the fact that there were two 
systems of transportation on that 
street, one of which has been re- 
moved, and to that extent their pros- 
pects. for doing business and bringing 
people to that street for the purpose 
of doing: business there, have been 
diminished and decreased, and that 
their valuations have correspondingly 
decreased. I do not think it would 


be stretching the imagination at alt, 
that if these property owners made 
that kind of a claim, I believe they 
would be entitled to consideration for 
reductions in the assessments on this” 
street, and they would have to be 
made if you change your transporta- 
tion system. Now, I am in that sec- 
tion every day, and I do not see that 
there is any reason why any change 
in the transportation system shouhi 


_ remain, 


Commissioner Howe: Mr. Schoen, 
you and I live on Clinton Avenue, 
and you and I know why we have to` 
ride in the buses, because we do not 
have enough trolleys on Clinton Awe- 
nue. 


Mr. Schoen: I am glad you have 
spoken of that, Mr. Commissioner, 
and I hope you will try to remove it. 
I have not come here to complain 
about the trolley service in Spring- 
field Avenue or elsewhere, but we who 
do still ride in trolleys and do not 
use our private automobiles to and 
from business, know what inconveni- 
ence we have to suffer. The waits 
on Clinton Avenue, as you say, are 
beyond all reason in a city of this 
size. 


Commissioner Murray: How would. 
your people and Mr. Bilder’s people: 
feel if the diversion of traffic took 
place at Belmont Avenue and down 
Court Street over High? 


Mr. Schoen: That would. not help, 
Mr. Commissioners. There is a very 
thriving business section from Bel- 
mont Avenue up to Tenth Street and 
beyond, and the idea is this: These 
business men depend upon people who 
are coming into the city from the 
western section and from the north 
and the south, who come crosstown 
and get on the buses and make trans- 
fers and changes— 


Commissioner Murray: My question: 
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is, to keep the buses on Springfield 
Avenue all the way down to Court 
‘Street—Court Street almost parallels 
Springfield Avenue for a very short 
‘distance— 


Mr. Schoen: But then there is this 
group of business men from Belmont 
Avenue, there may be some one in 
Trvington who would like to come 
down to the corner of Charlton 
Street and Springfield Avenue— 


Commissioner Murray: They have 
only got 150 feet to walk in there. 


Mr. Schoen: True, but if you are 
going to do anything to make it more 
annoying or inconvenient for the 
prospective customer who is coming 
from Irvington or East Orange or 
South Orange or Union, to make it 
more inconvenient for him to get to 
the stores they want to get to, to 
that extent you are hurting the busi- 
ness of that merchant on that avenue. 
I say this is no time to do anything 
that might possibly take business 
away. All our thoughts and effort 
ought to be directed to find a means 
of bringing business to these arteries 
and not taking it away. 


Mr. Nathan Bilder: Will you just 
indulge me for just one more mo- 
ment? I want to call to your atten- 
tion that the hearing before the Pub- 
lic Utility Commission is set for to- 
morrow, and we would like very 
much to have the cooperation of the 
Commissioners ‘at that hearing, and if 
necessary, to have the counsel seek 
a postponement of it until you have 
had a further chance, if you need it, 
to investigate the matter further. We 
would not like to have that hearing 
proceed without the cooperation of 
the city, which is on tomorrow. I 
thank you. 


Commissioner Murray: Mr. Mayor, 
I move you that we direct the Law 
‘Department to apnear at the hearing 


tomorrow and request an, extension, 
and that we take this up in confer- 
ence again on next Tuesday. 


Commissioner Gillen: I second tie 
motion. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: .

Mr. Edward J. Slater: Mr. Mayor, 
I appreciate that there has been much 
said this morning in regards to wage 
cuts, but I would beg. your indulgence 
for a few moments to bring before 
you this matter for the purpose of 
bringing out some of the things 
which have not been brought out here 
this morning. To being with, the 
Chamber of Commerce in advocating 
a decrease in wages of city em- 
ployees, to the minds of organized 
labor is not sound. Now, when I say 
that I do not say it simply because it 
is the thoughts of a few, but because 
it is the thoughts of the entire or- 
ganized workers of the city of New- 
ark and of Essex County. You have 
probably noticed here this morning 
your chamber is quite full. Most of 
those who are present are members 


of organized labor and also taxpayers, 


and they are opposed unalterably to 
any scheme that has to do with re- 
ducing of wages regarding the city 
employees. There are ‘also other 
matters which I believe that you 
commissioners should take into con- 
sideration in this matter; Municipal 
employees have from time to time 
contributed to these unemployment 
funds, and they have also contributed 
to the upkeep and maintenance of 
this so-called community chest or 
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welfare federation, and I believe and 
those identified with organized labor 
in this locality believe that employees 
of the City of Newark have done 
more than they really should be asked 
to do in regards to taking away some 
of their earnings. We say taken 
away, because after all, when a man 
does give part of his salary it is 
equivalent to taking away from him, 
because he personally receives no 
benefit from it. 


Mayor Congleton: When he gives 
it voluntarily he gets a lot of benefit 
from it in his heart and conscience. 


Mr. Slater: As far as his conscience 
is concerned, he may. 


Mayor Congleton: After all, that 
is what we want to keep right. 


Mr. Slater: But I am talking now 
from a monetary standpoint. I de 
not intend to keep you gentlemen 
here, but I. do want to leave this 
you, that organized 
labor in its entirety is unalterably 
opposed to the move to cut wages of 
municipal employees. I thank you.

We 
do feel that of a change certainly 
justifies. our request for this rear 
door.

We have space 
for our trucks, and none of our own 
trucks have been left in or about 
this place of business. If we are as- 
sessed for a value that equals, and 
more than equals, the total assess- 
ment of all the property owners there, 


-and our taxes are more than all the 


taxes paid by these property owners, 


-we are not complaining about our as- 


sessment, nor are we complaining 
about our taxes; and we feel as long 
at this door is a justifiable need to us, 
it should be considered on that: basis. 


Commissioner Murray: I do not he- 
lieve you can consider anything in 
the matter of business convenience 
at any time or any place where it 
jeopardizes in any degree the safety 
of the children who play around. You 


. happen to have made a very nice 


place there; you have got a nice wide 
sidewalk; it is perfectly smooth, and 
the most natural place for children 
to play. They play alongside of your 
building. And your people originally 
made the mistake of agreeing that 
you would not have any exit or en- 
trance on Fairmount Avenue. That 
was voluntarily offered by your own 
concern, As far as playing in the 
park! those kids do not go there be- 
cause they are running in and out 
that |street and on the sidewalk con- 
stantly. I see them every day; I pass 
there at least once every day, some 
times more, and there is a certain 
hazard in the nieghborhood, and we 


are bound by the voice of the many . 


as against the voice of the few. 


Mr. Smith: I was just wondering 


‘if you would not look at these two 


pictures which show the place of bus- 
iness that opened up. 


Commissioner Murray: No,w 
whether he is there by right, I don’t 
know. He is on the other side of the 
street back of the corner. He could 
not make the store do inside, and he 
put the garage back, and he does a 
lot of repair work and changes tires, 
and does a lot of work where he has 
no right to do it; but two wrongs do 
not make a right, and that does not 
make you right. I know the place 
very well. But we cannot agree with 
you.

Mayor Congleton: Does any person 
have any matter they desire to take 
up with the Commission this morn- 
ing? 


Mr. Hugh V. Reilly: Last week rep- 
resentatives of labor called with the 
request that no wage cuts be made 
the basis of the next budget. We left 
you with the impression that you 
were opposed to it and we still be- 
lieve that you are opposed to it. 
However, the next morning we were 
somewhat amazed to note in the 
papers that conferences had been held 
with some banks from New York and 
that it had been the decision of the 
Board to meet representative groups 
of city employes to request them to 
voluntarily accept a cut in salary. 


Mayor Congleton: You are mis- 
taken on that; we did not do any- 
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thing of the kind. We called various 
hoards and commissions before us 
and attempted to lay before them the 
same situation that had been put to 
us, and left it with them to consider, 
and we are to meet them again to- 
morrow. i 


Mr. Reilly: But the ultimate pur- 
pose of it was eventually to possibly 
bring about voluntarily a reduction 
in salaries. That thought spread 
throughout the city. I think it is 
generally understood that not merely 
organized labor, but the average citi- 
zen of our city is opposed to wage 
cuts.. This proposition, however,. 
eoming as it did last Thursday, seems 
to have aroused our citizens as never 
before. We have with us today a 
representative cross-section of New- 
ark’s population. We have gentlemen 
who are manufacturers, clergymen. of 
different denominations, members of 
the Broad Street Business Men’s As- 
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sociation, Weequahic Taxpayers As- 
sociation, and I believe that under 
the circumstances they should be 


` heard lest at this moment our citizens 
‘and you gentlemen might be infiu- 


enced to take a step that would be 
very far-reaching in its consequences. 


ing so strong a stand against reduc- 
ing salaries. If any other way- can 
be found to tide over our difficulties, 
and I believe between two evils it is 


' better to assume the burden of extra 


We know full well the problem, as ` 


‘was stated before, that is before you; 


we know the bankers’ problem, or, at 
least, have a fair idea of it; we know 
it is the duty of the bankers to con- 
serve the depositors’ interests. We 
also know that two years ago when 
the stock market was running high 
the bankers not only of our city, but 
all cities, dumped their money into 
the call money market and received 
tates of interest for it running from 
twenty to twenty-nine per cent., I 
understand. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Reilly, in 
fairness to our bankers I think you 
ought to say at the same time that 
they may have been sending part of 
their money to New York they were 
‘taking care of every one of Newark’s 
needs, taking its paper, and at the 
average interest rate. 


Mr. Reilly: I am not criticizing 
the local bankers in paticular, I am 
merely striving to point out the situ- 
ation that existed, to point out how 
they were using the depositors’ money 
at that time. Surely, the matter of 
risking their money with a corpora- 
tion such as the City of Newark, 
whose reputation of paying its obli- 
gations dollar for dollar has never 
been impaired, I think they should 
bear that in mind and do what is 
right by the city and meet our mu- 
nicipal notes. However, I do not in- 
tend to get into this matter any fur- 
ther, and I want to present to you 
Mr. Louis V. Aronson, one of the lead- 
ing manufacturers of this city and a 
large taxpayer. 


Mr. Louis V: Aronson: I warmly 
commend this honorable body for tak- 


` other occupations. 


troubles in working out our ways or 
means of financing, than to imposing 
hardships on so many who are serv- 
ing us so faithfully at a return which 
is not so large as compared with sal- 
aries in many other cities, or with the 
normal run of salaries or wages in 
If any of our 
New Jersey municipalities is to hreak 
down in the obligations it has enter- 
ed into with its public servants, it 
should not be Newark. Our reputa- 
tion for financial soundness and abil- 
ity to take care of the members of all 
of our municipal family is too high. 
For one, I am strongly behind the 
City Commission in its will to strug- 
gle through without resorting to such 
drastic measures. They might tide 
over an emergent situation, but I am 
afraid that in the long run they might 
do us more harm than good. I thank 
you. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Aronson, 
are you a member of the Chamber of 
Commerce ? l 


Mr. Aronson: Yes, sir. 


Commissioner Egan: You know the 
public attitude of the Chamber of 
Commerce; and your personal atti- 
tude, your individual attitude differs 
with the attitude of the Chamber ? 


Mr. Aronson: I differ mostly as a 
man who has had an experience of 
forty-four years in the handling of 
men, and knowing what salaries mean 
to those men who serve for a salary; 
and, in particular, our public servants, 
to get the best out of them we ought 
to consider that in every way you 
cannot get their good 100 per cent. 
efficiency by reducing their salaries. 
I have learned that lots of times. 


Commissioner Egan: 
Mr. Aronson, 


Thank you, 


Mr. Reilly: We will now call upon 
Rabbi Silverfeld. 


Rabbi Julius Silverfield: I just 
want to mention two points in refer- 
ence to this question. The first point 
is that firemen and policemen, every- 
pody will admit, are not overpaid, and 
the work they do is of vital import- 
ance to the welfare of our commu- 
nity. We can very truly say that our 
very lives depend upon their efficien- 
ey, upon their loyalty and their 
faithfulness. Now, if circumstances 
would compel us to reduce their sal- 
aries, which, as I said is not over 
much, it would expose them to the 
temptation of graft, and before we 
know it we will have officials in our 
community, firemen and policemen, 
who will also have strong boxes. This 
is the first consideration. We cannot 
afford to expose such men to the 
temptation of getting money because 
they have to support their families. 
And in the second place, there is the 
practical reason, the business reason, 
although I am not a business man, 
that should apply to this subject. Any 
business man will tell you that when 
he is a little financially pressed if he 
makes a public spectacle of reducing 
his expense ostentatiously by chang- 
ing his residence, by giving up his 
automobile, instead of helping him- 
self financially he only exposes him- 
self to the people who lend him 
money and they will lose faith and 
confidence, and he is liable to meet 
with ruin. The same thing applies 
to a community, especially to our 
largest city of the state, the metrop- 
` olis of New Jersey. Instead of help- 
ine ourselves that way we would only 
make the bankers and public believe 
that Newark is broke, and therefore, 
instead of helping finance the city, 
selling bonds and so forth, you woul: 
only produce the reverse result; and 
therefore, from a practical standpoint 


I believe that should be the last thing 
we should do. We should try to econ- 
omize in any way possible, but do not 
start with the police and fire depart- 
ments, 


Mr. Meyer Zemel: The bankers of 
Newark, from what I understand, 
have demanded the City of Newark 
officials put their house in order. 
These are critical times; no time to 
criticize, I read in yesterday’s press 
that the Board of Education paid off 
its employees with the large sum of 
$800,000, fourth-fifths of a million 
dollars. Wonderful payroll. If it 
was spent properly in Newark, the 
merchants, the tradesmen, the land- 
lords — everybody would have bene- 
fited. But no. They did not benefit 
as fully as they should have. A 
great amount of this money went out 
of Newark, and unjustly so. The 
Board of Education employs upward 
to 3,000 people. I know from my own 
experience that a great many of them 
do not live in Newark, and in these 
times it behooves us to take care of 
our own. We must take care of our 
citizens, taxpayers, and rent payers 
and our own dwellers. ‘You want to 
raise that 2,000,000. It is very sim- 
ple. You must abolish every position 
held under the City government by 
anyone who does not live in Newark, 
whether he is a property owner or 
rentpayer. You are robbing every 
citizen that lives in Newark of his 
rights. You will say, I suppose, 
“What are you going to do when you 
must fill these positions?” Well, you 
don’t have to fill all of them, you 
can lengthen the school day an hour 
or two. I know from my own ex- 
perience some of these school teach- 
ers only work four or five hours a 
day. Policemen and firemen work 
eight hours a day and mast employees 
in the City Hall work aight hours a 
day. I am in favor of reducing the 
salaries of all of the men that earn 
$15,000 a year in the City of New- 
ark, because no man is better shan 
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‘or of the City of Newark. 


the Mayor of Newark and should not 
receive a larger salary than the May- 
I am in 
favor of abolishing all these part- 
time positions that conflict with every 
every business man in Newark. You 
have employes who do not give their 
full time to the City of Newark, and 
draw salaries from the City of New- 
ark, and compete with every trades- 
man, and myself, in my line of earn- 
ing a living. Only the other day a 
school principal called me up and says, 
“Mr. Zemel,” he says, “I have got a 
proposition for you.” I says, “What is 
it?” He said, “I want to sell you a 
building.” I said, “Are you in the 
real estate business?” “Sure,” he 
said. “I am up in South Orange in 
the read estate business. That is 
where I live.” What good is he to 
Newark? I am in favor of abolish- 
ing numerous positions held in the 
public schools such as vice-principals. 
They are needless. You don’t need 
them. You have too many supervis- 
ors. You have numerous employes 
there that are not needed. 


Newark must take care of its own. 
You cannot be just and cut the sal- 
aries of the employees who live in 
Newark and help carry the burden. 
You must take care of them. A lot 
has been said too about what the City 
has committed itself to. The Penn- 


-sylvania Railroad improvements, the 


Publice Service improvements. When 
it is all done I think it will be worth 
about $30,000.00. Will it bring all 
the benefits that they are pictured to 
bring? I have yet to know or be ad- 
vised that the ePnnsylvania Railroad 
is going to abolish Manhattan Ter- 
minal, 7 


Mayor Congleton: Well, you should 
know that, Mr. Zemel, because it has 
been stated time and time again that 
they were; and it is specifically spec- 
ified in the contracts beween the City 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad that 
Manhattan Transfer is to be aban- 
doned. 
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Mr. Zemel: It will be abandoned. 
Good. Then you are committed fully 
to the $30,000,000 expenditure, and it 
may run more. Don’t you think that 
every policeman, every fireman, every 
street sweeper and clerk working for 
the City of Newark is committed for 
the salary that you have given him 
when they start to work for the City? 
You pay policemen $2500 a year. 
Don’t you think he is committed to 
his family to support them properly? 
You would not want him to go in 
rags and barefooted. You would not 
want him to look like the garbage 
collectors. They are respectable men, 
everyone of them. They are commit- 
ted for that $2500. And I might plead 
with you gentlemen, don’t cut the 
wages of any city employes who lives 
within the boundary lines of Newark, 
New Jersey. Dispose of all those 
who do not live in Newark, and give 
those a chance to live that live in 
Newark, New Jersey. I know for a 
fact there are truckmen doing work 
for the City of Newark that live up 
over the mountains somewhere, and 
1 know Newark’s truckmen’s trucks 
are rusting in their garages. That 
is unfair and unjust to our citizenry 
of Newark. And now you come along 
and want to cut their wages. Unjust. 
If you want to save $2,000,000, cut 
that payroll to $600,000. A school 
year is ten months. And you will 
have $200,000, and the bankers will 
be satisfied, because they are fully 
justified in asking you to put your 
house in order. Thank you. 


Mr. Reilly: We will now have Mr. 
Pearl, — 


Mr. Max Pearl, Manager of Wal- 
lach Brothers: In behalf of Wallach 
Brothers, I come up here to enter a 
protest against. the cutting of sal- 
aries of our city servants. I do not 
have to tell you our business has 
been hit hard. Everybody’s has. And 
by reducing their salaries it won't 
help us any at all. Our expenditures 


and overhead is the same. Wallach’s 
have not reduced any salaries; they 
want their men to get every benefit 
they can. 


Mr. Reilly: Mr. H. B. Bowman: 


Mr. Harry B. Bowman, General 
Manager, New Jersey Automobile 
Club: 


I am not appearing in an official 
position representing our organiza- 
tion, the members of which probably 
employ sixty per cent. of the labor 
in this section. But the opinion of 
the men who have taken up the sub- 
ject of salary reduction from time to 
time has been unanimously opposed, 
particularly in respect to police and 
firemen. 


Mr. Reilly: All of those who have 
spoken and all who will follow have 
_voluntarily offered to appear here. 
Organized abor feels that it has the 
one program which will bring order 
out of the present industrial and bus- 
iness chaos. Because of that, we have 
asked Mr. Edward Grady, legislative 
representative of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, to speak for organ- 
ized labor before you gentlemen on 
this mattr, Mr. Grady. 


Mr. Edward Grady: In part I rep- 
resent the organized labor movement 
of this city. We want to register with 
you our emphatic protest against any 
reduction in wages for city employees. 
I understand that an attempt has 
been made to crystallize public senti- 
ment in favor of reduction in wages, 
and it has come largely from the 
Chamber of Commerce and the bank- 
ers. I want you gentlemen to remem- 
ber that as far as these two are con- 
cerned, banking and commerce, they 

_are always thinking in terms of prof- 
its, and I hope that you gentlemen 
will think in terms of human welfare 
_rather than profit at this particular 
time. I want to call your attention, 
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gentlemen, to the fact that this pro- 
posed ten per cent. reduction in 
wages would bring firemen and po- 
licemen back to where thay were over 
eight years ago. Surely that is not 
a progressive policy, to turn back the 
hands of time and ask these men and 
their families to live on a standard 
of living that even was not equitable 
eight years ago. No less a person 
that the President of the United 
States, has publicly said that reduc- 
tions in wages would be q calamity in 
this country and it would be an act 
that would affect this city vitally, not 
only now, for years to gome. ‘These 
men, these firemen, these policemen, 
these teachers—I undeystand more 
than sventy-five per cent. of them are 
little home owners and practically all 
of them are carrying mortgages and 
all of them are aspiring to send their 
boys and girls to the higher schools 
for education. They have been living 
under a standard and they never ex- 
pected that standard would go down, 
And remember, when you reduce 
these wages you are going to break 
the standards of living. Reductions 
in wages are not going to solve this 
problem; reductions in wages is go- 
ing to increase the problems and 
make this depression las{ for a much 
longer period than it should last. 
And 2 want you gentlemen to krow, 
and say it advisedly, there is no re- 
duction of wages of Federal em- 
ployees by this Congress of the 
United States. Newark is a solvent 
city, and the credit of Newark is 
good and it will continue to be good 
because Newark has been guided and 
is now being guided by faithful pub- 
lic servants, men who have experi- 
ence, and men wohm I am sure are 
going to continue that high standard 
of credit that Newark has always en- 
joyed. The way to bring back pros- 
perity to Newark and throughout the 
entire land is to give the people suf- 
ficient money in the form of wages 
to buy what we are creating. The 
bankers and the Chamber of Com 
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merce do not represent five per cent. 


of the citizenship of this City. 


.Mr. Reilly: We have another labor 
representative with us, a man who is 
well known throughout the state: 
Senator Arthur A. Quinn. 


Senator Arthur A. Quinn: Presi- 
dent of the State Federation of Labor 
and President of the Union National 
Bank: 


T am here today, as I might say, as 
a direct representative of the workers 
of this state and of this city in oppo- 
sition in the proposition to reduce 
the wages of policemen, firemen, ani 
school teachers. We are opposed to 
it, not only because we consider it 
unjust, but because we always con- 
sidered that the policemen, firemen, 


from men who were the most urgent 
in their demands that those improve- 
ments be made by your city. They 
were the most urgent in their de- 


-mands that the city bond itself for 


the new right of way by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, for Raymond 
Boulevard, and for other improve- 
ments that are under way in this 
great city. Now, when we are in a 
temporary depression and the city 
finds itsel unable to meet some of- 
these bills, then they are going to 
fall back on the wage earners to 
make good what they are responsible 
for. I think it comes will ill grace 
when the representative of one of our 
great corporations with $400,000,000 


` of common stock upon which they are 


and teachers are already underpaid. . 


It is not. only unjust but it is a dan- 
gerous proposition. Not only will you 
reduce the. weekly income of these 
men and women, but you are going 


to destroy the morale of your fire- . 
men, your policemen and your teach- . 


ers. You are going to destroy the 
morale of the men on whom we place 
our confidence to protect our lives 
and property. You are going to en- 
courage the wage shaver to reduce 
wages not. only in this community 
put throughout the state. Policemen 
and firemen today receive about $48 
a week, $48 a week you are paying 
men who protect your lives and your 
property. Reduce that wage to $43 
or $44 and every gangster in the 


state, every violator of the law, will | 


sit up and cheer because they figure 


the morale of the men whom they. 


must contend with will be destroyed. 


We have every hope that the Com-. 


missioners of this great city, the 
metropolis of our state, will listen to 
the voice of the masses of the people 
and. refusé to listen.to the financiers 
who believe your future depends on 
wage cutting. I think this proposi- 
zion, gentlemen, gomes with ill grace 


paying dividends and there is no re- 
duction of dividends, but they are re- | 
ducing the wages of the wage earner. - 
1 do not think the Commissioners will 
pay much attention to reducing the 
wages of your firemen and policemen 


and your school teachers and your 
civil service employees. I want to 
say further, gentlemen, that the men 
connected with the labor movement - 
look upon this proposition to reduce 
wages as requiring the workers of 
the state to pay a dole in capiltal. 
We are all opposed to a dole. We 
made vigorous protests against a 
dole being established in this country 
for the idle worker, and now they 
are asking that labor pay a dole to 
capital. You are asking your police- 
men, your firemen, your teachers, and 
your other civil service employees to 
reduce their pay by ten per cent., 
which is nothing less than a dole to 
capital. 


Mr. Reilly: As is usual in private 
life and private industry, when the 
wage earner’s income is reduced, 
those who suffer most are the women 
folks and children. We have a lady 
with us today who I believe of all 
the women of Newark is best quali- - 
fied to reflect the housekeepers’ view- - 
point. We will hear from Mrs. Elias 
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Kanter of the Maple Avenue Parent- 
Teachers’ Association. 


Mrs. Elias Kanter: I am here to 
represent the Consumers League offi- 
cially, and incidentally will speak also 
as the Vice-Chairman of the County- 
Parent Teachers’ Association, and I 
have been asked to speak for our 
own Parent-Teachers’ Association in 
Newark. As the spokesmen for the 
Consumers’ League may I first say 
that the Consumers’ League is an or- 
ganization of thirty years’ standing, 
having to its credit legislation and 
far-reaching social legislation which 
is now in effect, which bears upon 
the improvement of conditions in 
working for women and children and 
minors. We have promoted to a 
large measure such standards as we 
now have, as the minimum wage and 
the better hours for women, and the 
prohibition of working in dangerous 
industries by minors. We are abso- 
lutely opposed to any reduction in 


“wages at this time. We feel it would 
lower the standard of living; we feel 
that there is no necessity to saddle 
the program of economy upon this 
special class. We fee] that there are 
possibilities of reducing it elsewhere; 
and we take the stand that those who 
criticize most severely the public em- 
ployees are those who have in a very 
large measure voted this stupendous 
program of improvement and saddled 
upon Newark and the state such com- 
pulsory expenditures, and now wish 
to take it out, as it were, upon the 
small wage earners. We do not be- 
lieve it is possible for these wage 
earners with their small salaries that 
they do receive, to live at the minim- 
um rate if you reduce the salaries; 
and the Consumers’ League is unal- 
terably opposed to it. May I speak 
for the Parent-Teachers Association 
and for the teachers? I think the 
record of the teachers in the public 
schools, speaks absolutely for itself. 
You might be interested to know that 


last year in the community chest: 


there was raised $110,000 through tre 
school system; $12,000 of that was 
paid by the children and the remand- 
er was paid absolutely as a volunta:y 
contribution to the community chest 
by the teachers of this community. 
I defy any of the taxpayers to show 
that they paid a larger percentage 
of their salary to the welfare of the 
community. They are doing their 
share in bringing about the very best 
conditions for the people at large. 
And the teachers should be protected 
above all others. Those who speak 
opposing the public schagol system 
know nothing at all about it; they 
merely speak from hearsay and not 
actually from practice. 
condemn the Chamber of ‘Commerce 


“and the bankers who at this time, 


after promoting and inducing and 
cajoling of the city officials and state 
officials to make exorbitant expendi- 


tures in the city and state, to come: 


at this time and say, “Reduce the cost 
of the whole program at the expense 
of the city employees.” I thank you. 

Mr. Reilly: Counsellor Cohen, of 
the Weequahic Taxpayers Associa- 
tion. 


Mr. Nathan E. Cohen: We find 10,- 
500 employees under the city service 
that are subject to this possible re- 
ruction, And what would result? We 
know that the consumer, ‘the store- 
keeper, the property owner himself, 
would be obliged to reduce his rental, 
and today with the taxes as they are, 
reducing his rental would mean a 
double burden instead of a single 
burden that he has to face, Now, we 
also find that a lot of these em- 
ployees, if you will go into statistics, 
you will find that a lot of them have 
and own property, the cost of mair- 
tenance being dependent upon their 
own salaries. And if ycu destroy that 
income you are destroying the possi- 
bility of continuing ownership of that 
same property. And what will the 
burden be? It will be coming right 
back to the verv city, and that is no 
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return on the tax books. And I there- 
fore recommend that the means of 
economy is not in cutting the salaries 
of the city employees. Secondly, I 
say to you on behalf of the taxpayers 
that do want reductions, we want our 
rates reduced, but not by that means. 
The same proportion of increase of 
203 per cent. as against a five per 
cent. salary of the employees of the 
municipality should be measured in 
the budget in reducing the cost of 
government so that the taxpayers 
proportion of burden would also be 
reduced, 


Mr. Henry F. Hilfers: I read with 
great interest in this morning’s paper 
of the interview Mr. Rippel had with 
Governor Moore. Mr. Rippel stated 
that we would have to lower the 
standard of living to bring back pros- 
perity. If his argument was right, 
China ought to be the most prosper- 
ous country in the world. He also 
said we have got to cut out ice cream 
and eake. They cut out the breweries 
to make ice cream factories out of 
them and now they want to close up 
the ice cream factories and close the 
cake foundries and bring us down to 
what? To prehistoric times, maybe. 
When we come back to that, I feel 
sorry for the bankers. Will any of 
these things that have been proposed 
by these eminent gentlemen at the 
head of the Chamber of Commerce 
or the Bankers Association of this 
City bring back the desired prosper- 
ity? It seems to me that we are 
running around in rings, we are not 
getting anywhere. If our city em- 
ployees were overpaid there would be 
some reason for the argument, but 
they are not overpaid. Perhaps—I 
read in the paper that some of the 
departments may be overmanned. If 
that is the case, this is no time even 
for re-adjustment; that will have to 
iake place gradually, Gentlemen, 
there is only one thing we can. do 
and that is to try to bring back the 
confidence, try to bring back jobs, and 
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you are not going to do it by cutting 
wages down to a lower notch by thase 
who have not had to stand for a cut 
as yet. 


Mr. Reilly: We have two more 
listed speakers. Before we come to 
them, there was a letter received by 
the Commission this morning, and ] 
believe referred or placed on file. 
Might I ask that be read? 


Mayor Congleton: It was not placed 
on file, it was referred to our meet- 
ing of tomorrow when as we under- 
stood we had planned to adjourn our 
meeting to tomorrow to devote our 
entire day to this matter. That was 
the arrangement we made with the 
people that previously visited us. 
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Mr. Reilly: Might I ask that the 
letter be read now? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, it may be 
read. But it was not just filed, it was 
laid over to tomorrow when the time 
was fixed for this kind of a hearing. 


The Clerk then read a communica- 
tion from Rev. Father Edward F. 
Quirk, of St. Patricks’ Cathedral pro- 
testing against any salary cuts in city 
employees pay. 


Mr. Reilly: We have heard from 
practically every type of Newark life 
except the medical profession. We 
have one gentlemen with us today 
whose views I believe should be heard 
on this subject, Mr. Edward J. Gluck- 
man. i 


Dr. Edward I. Gluckman: I come 
here to protest against the reduction 
of the city employees. I believe that 
Newark pays at the present time be- 
ween fifteen and seventeen per cent. 
less to their police and firemen than 
some of our surrounding communities.. 
Newark being the largest city in the 
state, it would seem unfair at this 
time to reduce that percentage more. 


than that. I understand that the sal- 
ary in Jersey City, Kearny, East 
Newark, and the surrounding com- 
munities, is greater than it is in 
Newark. 


Mayor Congleton: $3,000. 


Dr. Gluckman: They are getting 
$2500 here, aren’t they? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes. 


Dr. Gluckman: So it does not seem 
to me as though that is a fair thing 
to do at this time, or at any other 
time, to a servant who is serving you 
faithfully. Thank you. 


Mr. Reilly: Mr. V. B. Kane of the 
Roseville Business Men’s Association. 


My. Valentine B. Kane: 


If you men are going to make this 
cut is going to affect the building and 
loans. I think that the banks are tak- 
ing the false stand because it is the 
depositors’ money they do business 
on. If we are going to cut down the 
depositors in these banks they are 
not going to have so much money to 
work on. Now, if some newspaper 
man will go back through the pages 
of the history of this city and see the 
atand the Chamber of Commerce took 
on every public movement, they will 
see that the Chamber of Commerce 
was wrong. Now, I remember as a 
boy in the city, and a man, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce always opposed any- 
thing that was for the good of the 
citizens and only favored that which 
was good for the Chamber of Com- 
merce. J am not going to speak very 
iong, but the Chamber of Commerce 
ond bankers of the city are just pass- 
ing the buck; they are going to make 
vou reduce the salaries of the em- 
ployees of the City of Newark ten 
per cent. so the factories and the 
merchants can cut their own men ten 
per cent, That is all there is to it. 
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Mayor Congleton: Mr. Kane, the 
open letter that was addressed to the 
Board of Commissioners purported to 
be signed by the building and loan 
associations as well as these others. 


Mr. Kane: I agree with. you, Mr. 
Mayor; but the fact still remains 
that this money that you are going 
to take away from the men working 
for the City of Newark is not going 
to the building and loans. These men 
have a certain overhead. You spear 
about contracts that we have witi 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, the con- 
tracts we have with the Public Serv- 
jee, is this not a contract’ with the 
men of the city of Newark? Is ıt 
not an obligation, where ydu require 
high type men? I employ labor, anl 
J have employed millions of men, and 
1 know this City of ‘Newark requires 
the highest type of men. . Pay hira 
what he is worth. : 


Mayor Congleton: The only reason 
I spoke about the building and loan 
associations, I wondered just how ex- 
tensively the signers of that letter 
represented them, because I-am presi- 
dent of a building and loan associa- 
tion and I know that matter was not 
presented to the board of directors of 
the building and loan assogiations of 
which I am president. 


Mr. Kane: I might say this, Mr. 
Mayor, that I received a letter as 4 
stockholier of one of the largest 
banking corporations of the City of 
Newark, and in that letter the only 
thing they told me was that one of 
our respected members had, died, and 
another divector was leaving to swirn 
down in Florida. Another thing they 
said, they had done as much business 
as ever last year. They haven’t cut 
my dividends, and yet my stock is 
fifty per cent. wrong. There is some- 
thing wrong somewhere. Let us sift 
it out. I thank you. 


Mr. Reilly: We have ‘one more 
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speaker and then we are through.. heen in precisely the same position 


Mr. Peter Gunne. 


Mr. Peter Gunne: I think the City 
‘Commission should take a stand 
against any pay cutting or lowering 
of living standards. These groups in 
the city are paid little enough. In 
the fire department, first year fire- 
men work twelve hours a day. He 
gets forty-eight cents an hour. After 
the fourth year he gets fifty-six cents. 
He has got to buy his uniform, his 
rubber coats, boots, and all other 
‘paraphernalia that goes with the job. 
You see how little he has left out of 
forty-eight or fifty-six cents. I think 
that what the City Commission should 
do is to re-assess the entire city with 
a high-class commission to re-assess 
it fearlessly and honestly so the large 
taxpayers will pay their share. I 
also think that the City Commission 
should go on record at this session 
of the Legislature and advocate a bill 
for an income tax or a sales tax, as 
the burden on real property is too 
heavy. We have got to come to it, 
and it the only way. By cutting pay 
you reduce the morale and efficiency 
of your department and you are mak- 
ing a mistake. 


Mr. 
Street: 


Samuel Levine, 8-12 Essex 


I am a taxpayer—or rather, I am 
supposed to be a taxpayer. T have 
not paid my 1931 taxes. Because I 
haven’t got the money. Why didn't 
I pay? What is the reason that and 
many others have not got the money 
‘to pay? Is it because people got too 
h'gh wages? There must be some 
reason for it, or, if that is the reason, 
by all means let us reduce wages. 
What is the reason? In 1929 the 
American people produced ninety 
billion dollars worth of wealth. That 
is about $750 per capita, or about 
$3,000 per family. If the American 
people would have consumed all they 
have produced in 1929 we would have 


in January, 1930, as were were in 
January, 1929, but that did not hap- 
pen. Out of the 45,000,000 gainfully 
employed 7,000,000 received salaries 
above $2,000, and the 38,000,000 re- 
ceived either $2,000 or less. Receiv- 
ing what they did they could only 
consume as much as they received in 
wages. The other few could not pos- 
sibly consume all they had. left, and 
therefore we have what we have got. 
Tt will benefit no one, this reduction. 
As Dorothy Thompson, wife of Sin- 
clair Lewis, said last Sunday, that the 
American capitalist can see only as 
far as their next dividend, and they 
cannot see any further. They cannot 
see further than their nose. Now, let 
them tell us, will a reduction help. 
Besides, gentlemen, there is another 
phase to this subject. They pass the 
buck upon the New York bankers, Is 
it a healthy state for us to be in that 
we should be governed by the New 
York bankers? Do you think that 
the world at large will submit by be- 
ing governed by the New York bank- 
ers. If they want to change the gov- 
ernment in England they tell the 
New York bankers. If they want to 
get some concession in Colombia they 
tell the New York bankers. If they 
want to reduce the salaries in New- 
ark of public employees they tell our 
New York bankers. I desire to tell 
you gentlemen of the Commission 
that I, personally did not vote for 
Mr. Holmes, I did not vote for Mr. 
Rippel. If I thought they were fit 
men to govern the city I would have 
voted for them. I voted for Mr, Con- 
gleton, I voted for Mr. G'llen, and I 
voted for Mr. Howe, and it is you 
gentlemen that I expect to determine 
the destiny of this city, and not the 
Chamber of Commerce. The Chamber 
of Commerce, as I said before, has 


_been and is against any social legis- 


lation at all. Every time something 
good comes up they are opposed to 
it. What is there about the Chamber 
of Commerce or the business group 


of this country? Is it really the fact 
because they have money that they 
possess everything else? They just 
have money. They have accumulated 
their money simply because of the 
fact that they concentrate all their 
energy, all their life, their soul and 
everything about them upon making 
money. Let them: stick to making 
money and let the people at large 
govern themselves. There is another 
point, and that may even appeal to 
the Chamber of Commerce. Times are 
very hard; people are starving; we 
don’t know what may happen. Some- 
thing may happen; things have hap- 
pened before. And suppose there will 
be a riot, as there may be, a bread 
riot; what are you gomg to do? 
Commissioner Egan I suppose, will 
call upon the police department to 
stop the riot. Do you think it would 
be well to have the police, under such 
conditions, dissatisfied? Not that I 
personally have any terror of the 
revolution. No. { have not, because 
a civilization that will permit bread 
lines and soup kitchens while the 
government is paying $4,000,000 a 
month for storing wheat should be 
destroyed; but I dread what then af- 
ter a possible revolution. That is 
what I dread. And the more you re- 
duce the purchasing power the worse 
you will make it. Suppose the City 
of Newark should save $2,000,000 by 
the cut. Don’t you think that there 
will be $2,000,000 worth less of com- 
modities bought, and in turn, those 
who make it and sell it will be out 
of work just as well. How will you 
help it? Mr. Rippel spoke yesterday 
about relief, about relief, about re- 
lief. Why, it reminds me very much 
of a restaurant that I was in just a 
few days ago on the lower East Side 
of New York. (Here the speaker read 
from a menu card he carried a long 
list of food.) He told how he asked 
for “a plain piece of herring,” but 
the restaurant did not have any. 


This is about the size of relief. We 
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had Red Cross relief, Farm Board 
relief, food relief, moratorium relief,. 
reconstruction relief, tax relief and 
the people want real relief, just plain 
relief. J desire to call the attention 
particularly of the gentlemen of the 
Chamber of Commerce to an inter- 
esting chapter in history. (Here the 
speakertold the alleged stery of a 
french queen of whom the people 
asked for bread and she answered by 
asking why the people did not eat 
cake. She latter was beheaded by 
revolutionists.) I hope that history 
will not repeat itself but if it does 
repeat itself the blood that will be 
shed will not be laid to the idoors of 
the Communists, Socialists, or radi- 
cals, byt to those gentlemen repre- 
senting bankers and Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


Mr. Reilly: Mr. Mayor, when Mr. 
Levine was speaking I was wonder- 
ing whether there was any; mention 
made in that menu of red herring, or 
do you have to turn to Mt. Rippel 
for a red herring? { feel they are 
trying to draw a red herring across 
the trail, Now, this hearing has been 
lengthy. I hone that we have not 
bored you. It has been an expression 
of the cross-section of Newark life; 
we have had practically every group 
in the city represented, If you would 
want a bigger representation I think 
we could fill the armory, and if they 
became really insistent in opposition 
to this wage cut proposition, I think 
it would be an easy matter for the 
citizens of Newark to fill the Mili- 
tary Park or Branch Brook Park or 
Weequahic Park, so uniform is the 
sentiment against wage reductions. 
We are not closing our eyés to the 
fact that you have your problems, 
that Mr. Howe is concerned as to 
where he is going to get the where- 
withal to meet his payroll on the 
fifteenth of this month. We know 
that is your job. We know you must 
meet it. But after everything is said 
and done it is out of the pockets of

the citizens of this city, and the wage 
earners of this city, in the form of 
rents, that that wherewithal must 
come eventually; and therefore, they 
have got a right to be heard, and 
under the circumstances it is proper 
they they should be heard; they 
should voice their objections. [ ob- 
serve in the press there is what they 
term a growing tide of tax rebellion; 
taxpayers are rising in their might; 
and I have attended some of those 
hearings throughout the state during 
the past two weeks. I was in one in 
a little township outside of Camden 
last Thursday night, Pennsauken 
Township. The meeting was held in 
a school house, you might say within 
voice of where Pete McGuire, the 
founder of Labor Day, lies buried. 
Those in opposition to wage cuts 
were cried down, and those that de- 
manded wage cuts took the stand 
that they alone should be heard, But 
one proposition that was made was 
recalled to me when Mr. Levine 
spoke. One young woman who was a 
taxpayer, she arose and wanted to 


know if the men working on the State 


Highway who were living in Penn- 
sauken Township were taxpayers; if 
they were property owners; and the 
chairman of the Township Committee 
told her that he did not know. Some 
one advised, in the meantime, the 
chairman, and he amplified his state- 
men and said he understood they 
were not taxpayers. She insisted that 
those men be removed from the pay- 
xoll of the State Highway Commis- 
sion and their jobs be given to prop- 
erty owners. Some one in the audi- 
ence asked what should they do? 
Where will these wage earners go 
when they cannot pay their rent? 
She said, “Let them move some place 
else, let them move and find some 
other means of living. When she did 
say that I thought of Marie Antoin- 
ette that Mr. Levine had spoken of, 
when he referred to the queen who 
said that the population could cat 
cake if they did not have bread. Your 
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American life, as bad as it is, has-not 
got that bad yet, but it is not im- 
proving. We are here as a body pro- 
testing against a continuation of the 
steps that have prolonged this situa- 
tion. I read carefully, at least that. 
part of the letter that was published, 
from the tax conference board repre- 
senting the Chamber of Commerce. T 
noted in particular how different 
groups had said that they had re- 
duced their wages; and I could not 
help but thinking, what must business 
men, let alone workers, and house 
owners, of this city, what must they 
think of this steady movement to 
make this situation worse. However, 
the situation is in your hands, We 
trust that under no circumstances that 
the school teachers or policemen or 
city firemen or the mechanics employ- 
ed by the city, those employed in the 
garbage department, we hope that 
under no circumstances that they will 
agree to accept a voluntary reduc- 
tion in wages. Let us meet this is- 
sue four-square. ` One hundred years 
ago the American people were con- 
fronted with a somewhat similar sit- 
uation. The banks of the nation, 
the state banks, were telling the 
United States Government, in a per- 
iod somewhat similar—exactly simi- 
lar, you might say to the present-— 
they were telling them what 
should be done; and they did not hes- | 
itate to assert their power. And An- 
drew Jackson, of that time, soon 
squelched their power. They remained 
decent for a while. I think the time 
is fast approaching when the Ameri- 
can public shall again assert itself. 
There is not a force that has been 
represented today, there is not a 
force in our entire country but what 
is anxiously looking for work, and 
would be glad to work if they got a 
job. Only one factor in our life re- 
fuses to work, and that is money. | 
Have the American people, have the 
residents of the State of New Jersey, 
have the citizens of Newark got today 
to a point where they are going t» 
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permit that one force in our life, 
that one power, to say, “No, we will 
not work; we will bleed you further; 
we will take advantage of your mis- 
eries.” I do not believe Newarkers 
will agree to that; I do not believe 
Jerseymen and Americans will agree 
to that. And in the last analysis I 
know enough of you gentlemen and 
of the men whom I represent to feel 
confident that you will not agree to 
any proposition of the kind. You 
have represented our citizenry be- 
fore; we rely upon you to do it again. 
Find some other means of meeting 
this situation but under no circum- 
stances meet it by reducing wages. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. James R. Giuliano, 744 Broad 
Street: 


I am counsel of the North Rose- 
ville Taxpayers Association, and I 
have been asked to present to this 
honorable body a petition signed by 
about 400 taxpayers asking some re- 
lief in the reduction of taxes. They 
are not in favor or not interested in 
any tax—any saalry squabble; but 
they do ask this body to do something 


in cutting expenditures to reduce. 


their taxes in order to protect their 
homes. That particular neighbor- 
hood is pretty hard hit. They are 
mostly wage earners and cannot pay 
taxes because so many people and 
tenants are out of work. As I have 
stated, the petition does not state 
anything about reducing salaries of 
city employees; the only thing it asks 
this body is to eut some expenditures 
and bring down the tax rate. 


Mayor Congleton: Do you specify 
what expenses? 


Mr. Giuliano: No. 


Mayor Congleton: That is the 
‘trouble with everything. We would 


like to have some concrete sugges- 
tions as to what forms of service that; 
we are row rendering the public they 
would be content to do without. All 
we have to render is service. Now, 
what form of service are we giving 
you today that you think you could 
do without? 


Mr. Giuliano: I understand frora 
them that they are not squabblinz 
with the City Commission on any- 
thing at all, but they ask the City 
Commission to use their best judg- 
ment in cutting whatever expenc- 
iture they think are not necessary to 
be included in this year’s budget, nct 
because they do not care to pay for 
improvements, but because they have 
not the money to pay their taxes. 


Mayor Congleton: It will be refer- 
red to our conference. 


Mr. Henry Green: Mr. Mayor ard 
Commissioners, I would like to keep 
you here until about five o’clock this 
afternoon, but I will only take five 
minutes. 


Mayor Congleton: I just don’t know 
how this misunderstanding arose. 
The City Commission had agreed last 
Friday that we were going to devote 
all of tomorrow, and where the mis- 
understanding arose, I don’t know. 


Mr. Green: The people want taxes . 


reduced, the bankers want the wages 
of the policemen and the firemen ard 
school teachers reduced. But they 
want from the municipalities six per 
cent., an increase on interest. Am I 
right? They just succeeded in getting 
six per cent. in New York. They want 
the wages of everybody reduced, but 
their income increased. I like the 
bankers, I like the members of th 
Chamber of Commerce. They are do- 
ing more to further the cause I be- 
lieve in than J could do on any soap 
box. I can go over to a policeman 
today, where years ago he would try 
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to soak me in the head, and he will 
say, “Brother.” He don’t like the 
gentlemen of the Chamber of Com- 
merce nor the bankers. Why, they 
are as blind as the Czar of Russia 
was. The Czar of Russia did not know 
until the day before he was going to 
be thrown off of a good job. These 
bankers still retain some of those 
silver dollars. They got one in front 
of each eye and they cannot see 
through the economic situation; they 
cannot see that people have lost their 
life; and they are proposing things 


that will make them lose whatever 


little they have. 


(Here the speaker praised the work 
of the police, firemen and teachers. 
He also told of local living condi- 
tions). These bankers have the auda- 
city—and I do understand the building 
and loans have applied to have the 
school teachers and policemen— 


Mayor Congleton: I didnt’ say that, 
I said the open letter that was ad- 
dressed to the Board of Commission- 
ers coming from the tax committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce was 
also signed by the building and loan 
association, Ironbound Manufacturers, 
and others. 


Mr. Green: They approved of it? 


Mayor Congleton: They purport to 
have signed it. 


Mr. Green: Now, who forms the 
building and loans of Newark if it 
isn’t the pick and shovel men; the 
firemen, policemen and school teach- 


` ers? Who pays into them? Is it 


the lawyer from the building and loan 
or the bankers of Newark that sup- 
port a building and loan? Or the 
savings banks? (The speaker here 
talked of conditions under the Czars 
of Russia). : 


Mr. W. Umscheid, 281 North Fifth 


Street: He talked about taxes and. 
wages, also living conditions. 


Rev- L. Hamilton Garner, 815 South 
1ith Street: I do feel very strongly 
with my fellow citizens who have 
preceded me, in expressing the opin- 
ion that out of our love for Newark 
and for its welfare, we know and we 
feel sure and we plead to you that 
you do resist the efforts that are be- 
ing made to get you to balance the 
city budget by reduction in wages of 
those people who are responsible in 
a large measure’ for what we cau 
claim of civic pride in Newark. But 
I think there are no classes of people 
who do more to create this condition 
which makes us able to point to our 
city with pride than these groups we 
are appealing for today. So I as a 
citizen of Newark, proud of the fact, 
present to you as my sentiment and 
my earnest plea that you take into 
consideration the arguments that 
have been presened to you by the 
various groups in this city, and to 
find other methods to meet the prob- 
lem which we all realize is a great 


one for you to meet. 


Mayor-Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. Herman W. Brams: I appear 
here in my individual capacity as a 
citizen and not representing any 
group. I personally feel that there 
should be no reduction of wages, be- 
cause we ought to follow the exam- 


.ple as was set forth by the President 


of these United States, who urged 
that there be no reduction in wages. 
I understand that the budget as now 
being planned is top heavy. I under- 
stand that it is made up of certain 
fixed charges and certain obligations 
that must be met. Now, I do not 
know what the bonded indebteness of 
this city is, but it seems to me that 
every one of he citizens who have ap- 
peared here this morning, and proba- 
bly thousands of more citizens, are 


not the least bit concerned, they are 
not worried the slightest that the 
City of Newark has all of a sudden 
reached the bankruptcy stage. It is 
‘only to those people to whom we go 
for the financing of different projects 
who now say that the city must pare 
down its budget. I was here a couple 
of meetings ago, and at that time 
‘Commissioner Howe said that the in- 
terest charge, about three or four 
months ago, was two and one half per 
cent. Since then he said it has been 
increased to six per cent. How much 
does the City of \Newark owe, and 
howe much are the interest charges, 
‘and on what basis—what percentage 
‘is being charged? None of the depos- 
itors are now getting any more in- 
‘terest than ever before; they are not 
‘getting any more than four per cent. 
in savings and three and a half in 
‘commercial banks. It seems to me 
that the banks of this city are using 
‘the taxpayers’ money to loan to the 
eity, and why they should increase 
the interest to six per cent. I cannot 
understand. And the six per cent. 
charge on the amount of indebtedness 
brings up the budget. Now if they 
feel that we cannot meet the amount 
‘that is needed to pay our bills, then 
why don’t the banks reduce the 
interest charges? Instead of six, let 
‘them ask for five, that will reduce to 
‘a very substantial amount the amount 
of the budget that you are now work- 
ing upon. There is one other point 
‘that I raised at a dinner of the 
Broadway Association that I want to 
reiterate at this time, especially be- 
‘cause I read in last night’s paper that 
‘the Senate and the House of Assem- 
bly have passed a bill permiting mu- 
nicipalities to sell their bonds in smal} 
‘amounts. It seems to me, as I sug- 
‘gested, that if certain moneys are 
needed, and if the City Commission- 
ers will go out to the taxpayers and 
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the residents of this city who have 
money in the bank and are getting 
four per cent. and they offer it to them 
at five, I am positive that the money 
that is needed at his time and that 
Commissioner Howe is now worrying 
about, that he is unable to sell these 
bonds, I am almost sure the citizens 
of this city will be glad to have five 
per cent, instead of six per cent. that 
the bankers are now asking. I offer 
those two suggestions, and J am sure 
if we will permit some of the tax- 
payers who have money in the bank 
and are receiving four per cent. to 
pay their taxes in advance and give 
them an. allowance of five or six per 
cent. discount on their pills, I am sure 
that Commissioner Howe won’t have 
to worry about raising money through 
the banks. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? ' 

Commissioner Gillen moved to ad- 
journ to Feb. 4th, at 10:30 A. M.

An adjourned meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held in the Commis- 
sioners’ Chamber, City Hall, Newark, 
N. J. on Thursday, February 4, 1932, 
at 10:30 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Egan, Gil- 
len, Howe, Murray, Mayor Congleton. 


Mayor Congleton: The Commission 
has convened today to hear from any- 
one who may care to be heard on the 
subject of the making up of our bud- 
get, which, I assume, leads us to the 
question of salaries received by mu- 
nicipal employees, inasmuch as there 
has been considerable in the publie 
print about the question of a reduc- 
tion in salaries of municipal em- 
ployees. We are ready to hear any- 
one who cares to be heard on the 
matter, l 


Mr. Thomas Scully: F am author- 
ized to speak for the entire member- 
ship of the police and fire depart- 
ments. We have held several meet- 
ings since our last interview with 
vou, and the answer is that we are 
unanimousiy opposed to any reduc- 
tion in salaries. I want to present 
to you our counsel, Judge Osborne. 


Mr. John Hogan, representing Es- 
sex Council Civil Service No. 1 of 
New Jersey Civil Service Association: 


We have gone into this thing very 
carefully and join forces with the 
police and firemen and school teach- 
ers in having counsel to represent us 
as a group. We also have the serv- 
ices of Judge Osborne in our ease. 


Mr. Harry V. Osborne: The ques- 
tion we seem to have before us today 
is whether the bankers of the com- 
munity are to be permitted to exact 
their pound of flesh for the purpose 
of fattening upon this group by in- 


creasing their dividends.- The’ busi- 
hess men and the bankers of the com- 
munity have for years stimulated and 
approved the expenditures of the city 
upon the theory that we were making 
a bigger and better city, a busier city 
and that in doing so they were in- 
creasing the prosperity of the city. 
And the bankers went along with 
this, encouraged it, and took over the 
city bonds to meét the expenses of 
the city between the time of the col- 
lection of taxes. Now in this emer- 
gency, for which they are in a great 
measure repsonsible, they come be- 
fore you and demand a reduction in 
the salaries of this group of people 
who are under civil service and ten- 
ure of office, in order to arise $2,000,, 
000. that their interest rate can be 
increased from three and one half 
per cent., or thereabouts, to six per 
cent., on what they are willing to 
lend the city. And I ask you wheth- 
er this position is justified, whether 
it is humane, whether it is equitable 
and honest. They call this a reduc- 
tion in salary. Why, gentlemen, this 
is no reduction in salary; this is a 
tax, it is tantamount to an income 
tax upon a selected group who are, 
perhaps, the best able to bear it as 
any group in the community, as I 
will show you presently, and why. 
This is not an equitable levy upon 
the community, but they select these 
people because they know they are 
practically helpless to defend them- 
selves. And are we going to tax one 
group or another to meet this situa- 
tion which has been painted by the 
bankers for your benefit? Why, I 
say to you gentlemen, that this is 
nothing more or less than part of a 
concentrated pre-arranged program 
to bring down wages in every line 
to reduce our standards of living so 
that it may be possible for capital to’ 
enhance its earnings. Sound econ- 
omists doubt the wisdom of such a 
course. Are you going to meet this 
economie problem by aggravating it 
in this way, by withdrawing from the 


community two millions of dollars of 
buying power? Is it possible by tak- 
ing away from these wage earners a 
substantial part of their income, so 
that they must curtail their expenses 
-—perhaps withdraw from their build- 
ing and loans, perhaps cancel their 
insurance policies, perhaps buy fewer 
clothes from the merchants and fewer 
supplies from the storekeepers — is 
that the way to stimulate business? 
Why, it is simply meeting unemploy- 
ment by creating more unemploy- 
ment, because this question of income 
and spending is purely a matter of 
degree. It is not my purpose this 
morning to discuss the legal aspects 
of this situation. There is no ques- 
tion, I think, in the minds of any of 
us, that this Commission has not the 
legal authority to reduce wages of 
civil service empolyees; but we prefer 
rather than stand on that aspect of 
the situation to discuss it on its mer- 
its as an economic, as an equitable 
situation in which all of the citizens 
of the community are inteersted. Only 
recently President Hoover, in speak- 
ing on this subject, said, that the re- 


duction of the standards of living of 
the American people through the re- 
duction of wages should be avoided at 
all costs. The Commissioner of Labor 
of this State has expressed the same 
view; the Civil Service Commission 
has gone on record as well. And one 
of the greatest economists of the 
country, Professor Leiserson, has 
written a very able article on the sub- 
ject in which he demonstrates the un- 
soundness of such an economie policy. 
From 1929 to 1930 the dividends on 
stock increased a half billion of dol- 
lars, while wages during the same 
period decreased from seventeen to 
eighteen billions of dollars, You see 
how the ratio moves up and down in 
a situation of this kind. Why only 
this morning we read that the Presi- 
ent has asked the public to cease 
hoarding, and put its cash to use. 
Well, is it possible to do that if you 
are going to take the cash away from 
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the people who have it, ar who are 
earning it, and who would spend it if 
you gave them an opportunity ? These 
people are all under either the civil 
service or the Tenture of Office Act. 
Now, what does that mean? That 
means that for years they have re- 
ceived salaries that have been far be- 
low the standards of salaries for sitn- 
ilar positions in different occupations. 
And why have they been willing to 
do this? Because of the fancied te- 
curity of their positions, because they 
believed that they were assured of an 
income that was fixed and deter- 
mined. They gave up their bargain- 
ing power which the ordinary work- 
man or employee has with his en- 
ployer and they submitted, for the 
purpose of this security, for the pur- 
pose of the continuity of their occu- 
pation, to the lower salary fixed by 
law under the civil service. They 
must take examinations, and in some 
cases they must devote years of prep- 
aration in order to fit them for the 
positions which they take and occupy. 
And for all this they have the assur- 
ance that they can raise their fam- 
ilies, that they can send. their chil- 
dren to school, that they: can clothe 
them properly and fit them properly, 
and take care, if you will, of their 
other dependents. Not in a grand 
style,, not munificently, but adequate- 
ly. They can do it because of the cer- 
tainty of their position and their in- 
come. They are able to budget their 
expenses, and they have done so, as 
I will show you presently what it 
may mean to some of these people 
who have, in reliance upon the good 
faith of the State of New Jersey act- 
ing through this municipality, in this 
ease, have, in many cases, given up 
the best years of their life to che 
service. They have fixed standards 
of living which are a behefit to the 
community. We are trying to live 
up to at least within those standards 
of living of the American people that 
we boast so of. In timesiof prosper- 
ity we are very fond of comparing 
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our condition with the condition of 
some less fortunate foreign country. 
You all recall how frequently we have 
boasted of the standards of living 
fixed by and through the prosperity 
of America. What has become of it? 
Where are they going? To what 
depths will they descend if we con- 
tinue this breaking down process, 
which is bound to reflect itself in the 
morale of every man and every wom- 
an and every group that it touches? 
These 10,000 people who will be af- 
fected are a bulwark to the commun- 
ity. They are able to set and to live 
up to conditions which are an exam- 
ple and which are helpful and which 
sustain the standards of the commun- 
ity. During the periods of prosperity 
the occupants of the civil service po- 
sitions, municipal employees, had to 
get along with the wages which they 
were then receiving. Those veterans 
who are now affected and who will 
be affected to the number of some 
twelve or fifteen hundred, were over- 
seas, drawing wages at $30 a month, 
while others were here receiving 
twenty and thirty and forty dollars a 
day. You are going to affect hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of those men 
who were not able to take avantage, 
because they were doing their patri- 
otic duty, of the economic conditions 
that were developed during the war. 
If you will look at this chart just a 
moment you will see graphically il- 
lustrated the situation that I am at- 
tempting to picture to you. This 
brown line indieaes a change in the 
cost of living with the peak in 1920. 
I want you to notice that the wages 
of the industries of the United States 
have never gone below that mark in 
all that time. That is the free labor 
of the country: free to bargain with 
its employers, free to demand its 
rights, to take advantage of the rise 
in prices, as well as to acquiesce in de- 
creases. That rise and fall in the wage 
scale may be justified in those cases, 


-in cases of that kind. But see what 
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a different picture is presented witls 
regard to the civil service employees 
and the school teachers. Always be- 
low the brown line representing the 
cost; the school teachers never rose 
with that peak and never rose to the 
apex of it. It was not until 1922 
that the school teachers’ pay even 
paralleled the cost of living. And look 
at the purple line, the civil service 
employees: always below, never hav- 
ing the advantage of these sharp 
rises; going along with practically the 
same wage scale until 1930 arrived 
before it even approximates the cost 
of living. Now, they have had to ad- 
just themselves to -that condition. 
They have adjusted themselves to it- 
And yet, the suggestion comes now 
hat you tear up all of these adjust- 
ments by the roots and compel them, 
for the benefit of the banking group 


‘of this community, to begin all over 


again and re-adjust their lives to 
meet this situation. When, even the 
Chamber of Commerce, I understand, 
comes in here and asks you gentle- 
men to strike this blow at the credit 
of the City of Newark, representing: 
the very people who have encouragi! 
the situation which we now find our- 
selves in; representing the very peo- 
ple who will later be most adversely: 
affected by the result of this action 
on your part. We will have to 
change the slogan of the City of 
Newark, and it will take us years to 
overcome. It is a gratuitous blow at 
the credit of this city. We will have 
to say and spread to the world: “no, 
Newark is not bankrupt; the credit: 
of Newark is still sound, even though 
our own bankers in our own com- 
munity who live by us and with us 
and upon us have taken fright and 
are scuttling.’ Instead of standing 
by, instead of encouraging you gen~- 
tlemen to meet this difficult situation 
that you are confronted with, they- 
make it worse in their timidity and 
their fear, because, what is more- 
proverbially timid than capital? What. 
becomes frightened quicker than the: 


rich man’s dollar? You see that 
fright or that avarice, or that com- 
bination of both, whatever it may be, 
reflected in their attitude at this 
time. The balance sheet of the City 
of Newark shows that it owns prop- 
erty valued at $171,000,000. $171,000,- 
290; $60,000,000 more than the inter- 
est-bearing debt of the city. And 
back of that, to the credit of New- 
ark, is over a billion dollars of prop- 
erty subject to taxation. And is New- 
ark bankrupt? And in the face of 
this situation is it necessary to go 
to this group and take them by the 
throat and say, “Here, give us ten 
per cent. of your little salaries be- 
cause these bankers are demanding 
Six per cent., when for years we have 
been able to borrow from them and 
they have been glad to lend at three 
and one half per cent., and even as 
low as two and a half per cent. in- 
terest.” Newark is not bankrupt, 
gentlemen. 


Commissioner Gillen: Who said it 
was? 


Mr. Osborne: Who said it was? 
The plain inference is, when they 
come to you with such a demand, that 
you are bankrupt. Perhaps they wish 
you were, and then they might de- 
mand not six per cent., but even 


more. These employees of the city 
have not received the normal in- 


creases which under the law they are 
entitled to, and which they have a 
reasonable right to expect, because 
of economic conditions. They have 
been willing to forego this. They 
have contributed already to the funds 
which have been made necessary to 
take care of the emergency velief 
situation in the community. The civil 
service group has contributed $40,000. 
or seventeen per cent. of the total 
raised by the Emergency Relief Com- 
mittee of the city, although they only 
represent four per cent. of the work- 
img population. The teachers have 
raised and distributed voluntarily a 
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special fund to take care of the 
needy. Jn almost every school—-I 
might say in every school without 
fear of contradiction — the teachers 
are caring for the underprivileged 
children, both by service and by 
money. We know that they are as- 
sisting the welfare organizations in 
their efforts. And are these contribu- 
tions which are being made and which 
have been made to be ignored? Are 
we to forget all this? When we at- 
tempt to exact from this group these 
two millions of dollars, what is going 
to become of it if you get it? Where 
is it gcing? The teachers, gentlemen, 
through their officers, have author- 
ized me to say that they are opposed, 
and they feel that they are justly op- 
posed, to any voluntary reduction. 
‘he president of the Parent-Teachexs 
Association, in convention within a 
day or two, came out with an imsis- 
tent and emphatic demand that the 
teachers’ salaries should not be xvre- 
duced. You know it is difficult enough 
to get competent teachers. We know 
that wonderful profession can scarce- 
ly be recruited because ef the low 
pay of teachers. 

Mayor Congleton: That has not 
been our experience in Newark; cur 
trouble is getting teachers we think 
competent in our system, They go 
outside of Newark too often, we 
think. 


Mr. Osborne: Perhaps there is bet- 
ter assurance— 


Mayor Congleton: No. They come 
here because the pay is better. 


Mr. Osborne: Well, then, Newark 
is very fortunate. Now, do you want 
to bring down that situation? 


Mayor Congleton: We want to give 
jobs to Newarkers, if they are com- 
petent, before they go outside of 
Newark. 
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Mr. Osborne: You can do that; I 
haven’t any objection to that; but you 
cannot indict a class because some 
people are either going to leave New- 
ark and go elsewhere for better con- 
ditions, or because other people come 
from outside because you have made 
conditions in Newark so that you at- 
tract the best teachers from every- 
where. And that is as it should be. 
Why should not Newark make her 
teaching conditions so attractive so 
that the best will come, so that the 
children of the City of Newark will 
have the advantage of the best teach- 
ing that the profession affords? Cer- 
tainly any action of this character 
must necessarily be conducive to 
breaking down of the morale, of the 
fine standards that you say you have 
set up in the City of Newark. If you 
say it is so, I have no doubt that it 
is so, and I am glad that it is so, and 
you ought to be proud of it, and 
prouder still to maintain it unimpair- 
ed. Now, there are some rather inti- 
mate aspects of this situation which 
J think I should like to in a very gen- 
eral way, and briefly, bring to your 
attention. J have before me an anal- 
ysis of the police and fire department 
personnel of the City of Newark. 
And what does it show? As you read 
page after page you find, married, 
married. I open at random one page, 
and every officer is a married man. 
And that is as it should be. That 
means that you have represented on 
your force a great majority of stable, 
sound, family men, good citizens. 
And you look again and you see that 
they have dependents, as we all have, 
and as we should have. Unless the 
milk of human kindness has entirely 
oozed from our veins we must have 
dependents, either of our own or of 
our less fortunate fellows: dependents 
anywhere from one to eight. And it 
is rather surprising to find, in view 
of the obligations of these men, how 
many of them own or are attempting 
to purehase their own homes. As you 


. surprised. 


look over this list, under the column 
“Do you own your own Home?” and 
you come to the statement “No. No. 
No.” If you did not stop to realize 
how ill they can afford to own their 
own homes you might be somewhat 
But many of them do, 
both in the fire department and the 
police department. They are mort- 
gaged, and they are paying off the 
mortgage in the building and loan, or 
otherwise—usuaHy in the building 
nad loan. And they are supporting 
a mother. Take these at random: 
Here the children of a dead brother, 
here a sister, here a mother-in-law. 
That is the story, page after page 
and page after page. And we expect 
to get this type of man on the police 
force and in the fire department. We 
are entitled to have men from the best 
of our citizenship on our police and fire 
departments, men who are willing to 
make the sacrifices that these men 
make; men who visk their lives day 
after day; men who lose their lives 
with too great frequency. You gen- 
tlemen who are at the head of these 
departments appreciate what that 
means. I do not have to bring the 
roster here, the roll of honor of the 
men in these departments who have 
lost their lives in the performance of 
duty; who ar willing to submit them- 
selves, and do in large numbers, for 
blood transfusions of utter strangers; 
who are subject to the call of duty ` 
day and night. You know that, gen- 
tlemen, far better than I do. And 
are they over paid in the City of 
Newark? What establishes these sal- 
aries? Comparison with similar occu- 
pations or occupations requiring sim- 
ilar duties in other walks of life. 
Other communities. Where does New- 
ark stand? Is Newark isolated in 
paying $2500. which they only reach 
after five years of service, to these 
policemen and firemen? Why, almost 
the entire first page of this sheet 
which I show you, is of cities which 


-pay $2500 or more to its patrolmen. 


There are three communities, none of 


which are as large as ‘Newark, in this 
state, paying their patrolmen $3,000 
a year. There are six others paying 
them from $2550 to $28000; there are 
probably twenty or thirty, and some 
of the places very small, which are 
paying their patrolmen a sum equal 
ot that received in the City of New- 
ark. And the lowest one of any city 
in the state is $2250. That is a city 
where conditions are peculiar and un- 
usual, and not parallel in any other 
community in New Jersey. Now, can 
you say that these wages are too 
much? Have you been too generous? 
Have you been wrong in encouraging 
the living of a decent family life, the 
proper bringing up of the children, 
the meeting of his social obligations ? 
Have you been wrong in encouraging 
all that, that you must now come in 
and in this paltry, pitiful way, say, 
“Now we want you to give some of 
that back.” Of course, we know you 
cannot afford it, we know we are not 
giving you a square deal, we know it 
is uneconomic, but somebody else is 
putting the pressure on us and we 
cannot stand up under it and we can- 
not find any other way.” I do not 
believe, gentlemen, from my knowl- 
edge of the history of this city and 
of the men who compose this commis- 
sion that we are going to reach any 
such conclusion, Perhaps I should 
call your attention to this morning's 
paper in which the suggestion was 
made by employers that a certain cut 
in wages should take place. It is sig- 
nificant, because if you will examine 
that table in which the wages of the 
various trades are analyzed, and the 
present scale is set up, and the new 
seale, you must be impressed by the 
fact that nowhere, even under a 
twenty-five per cent. cut, have the 
wages reached the low level of that 
group who are here before you today 
asking you to consider their rights 
and their interest. Remember, that 
this proposition affects not only the 
higher pay, but every one, to the 
lowly scrub, woman and the laundress 


in your institutions eking out a bare 
pittance, receiving enough scarcely to 
rise above that minimum which is 
fixed in the giving of gratuitous re- 
lief to the unfortunate. And are we 
going to ask those people to pay ten 
per cent., to further impoverish them- 
selves, to meet this situation? Per- 
haps we should, if we follow the dce- 
trines or the teachings of a man who 
presumes to speak for the banking 
interests of this community. In yes- 
terday’s paper in a published inter- 
view, Mr. Rippel— 


Mayor Congleton: That ‘was a pub- 
lic interview, if you please, Senator, 
before Governor Moore in Trenton, at 
which most of us were present. 


Mr. Osborne: Then you gentlemen 
will appreciate— 


Mayor Congleton: We did. 


Mr. Osborne (continuing): the sig- 
nificance of the gentlemen’s remarks. 
The man reputed to be the richest 
man in the State of New Jersey pre- 
sumes to come out in this public in- 
terview and say that we must reduce 
our cost of living, we niust reduce 
our standards of living. Why, he even 
says that we are going tod far in our 
welfare programs; that we must be 
careful that we do not take too much 
care or too good care of the sick and 
the hait and the lame and the blind. 
Who is this man who dares to strike 
this blow? It is the most astonishing 
pronouncement that I have seen, He 
says we mustn’t have any radios. 1 
shouldn’t be surprised if he would go 
a step further and say we must close 
our libraries, we shan’t have any 
books that he would wipe out all eul- 
ture except for the rich; that you 
cannot have electric ice-boxes; he 
says they are a luxury; you must go 
back to the old drudgery; if ycur 
wife cannot afford a servant she must 
carry this great pan of melted water, 
or perhaps lift the ice around, be- 
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cause, forsooth, you must not take 
advantage of modern science; we need 
this ten per cent. that represents the 
difference between your necessities 
and your comforts. Capital needs it 
in the form of an increased rate of 
interest. And then he says it is going 
to become impossible to dispose of 
the paper of our municipalities. My 
God, why wouldn’t it be impossible 


will be made available, (Newark will 
be entitled to a substantial part of 
that amount in its allocation to the 
municipalities. What is it, two mil- 
lion and half? Whatever the sum 
may be. :

Mayor Congleton: Jersey City was 
not yesterday. Five and a half mil- 
lion of bonds. They received no bids. 


Mr. Osborne: Certainly not, with 
this thing going on.

Mr. Osborne: What happened in 
New York, though? How many hours 
was it before the bonds of the City 
of New York were snapped up out of 
the market before you could give 
your broker an order to buy them? 
And is the administration of the City 
of New York better, cleaner, abler, 
than the adininistration of the City 
of Newark? If New York can sell 
her bonds, why can’t we? You may 
ask, and perhaps—-I say not perhaps, 
but no doubt properly, “What do you 
suggest? What are you going to do 
about it?” Of course, I might say, 
say, “That is your responsibiilty, not 
mine.” But we are not here in that 
spirit, gentlemen; we do not say that 
if we had had the opportunity and 
the time to analyze this situation that 
we might not have been able to have 
made suggestions, perhaps construc- 
tive and valuable, perhaps not; be- 
cause, after all, we recognize the fact 
that the responsibility is yours and 
not ours. But it occurs to us that with 
the $16,500,000.00 of state funds which

Mr. Osborne: That is one place to 
look as an alternative to this levy, 
this tax upon this selected group, se- 
lected, presumably, because they are 
the easiest to get at, because they are 
the handiest, because they are more 
subject to your will; not selected by 
you gentlemen, but selected by others 
for you to take the responsibility of 
and for. There is due the City of 
Newark-—this is my second proposi- 
tion—$1 4,583,266 in taxes due, back 
taxes; fourteen millions of dollars, 
fourteen and a half millions. Sugges- 
tion has been made that by advanc- 
ing the penalty date it may stimulate 
the payment of a large proportion of 
those taxes, and that would seem to 
be a good suggestion. And we have 
this further suggestion to make, that 
the citizens of this community be per- 
mitted to have the advantage of this 
6 per cent. by voluntarily coming in and 
paying their taxes in advance, and 
reeciving for that payment a discount 
of six per cent., or some other sum 
which will make the proposition so 
attractive that our citizens themselves 
will finance this whole situation. Then 
there is another suggestion that we 
desire to make, and that is, that in- 
stead of turning all of these bonds 
over to the bankers to cart off to 
New York, or somewhere else, and 
sell at a premium, that they be is- 
sued in denominations of such denom- 
inations as to permit our own citizens 
to buy them. (Applause.) 


Now, you may say that you cannot 
sell enough of them. How do you 
know you cannot sell enough of 


them? Did you ever try it? And if 
you cannot, you can at least sell 
enough to relieve the situation some~ 
what. Just how far you can go and 
what the effect will be, you don’t 
know, perhaps; but isn’t it worth try- 
ing? Why shouldn’t the people of the 
City of Newark get some of these 
profits? Maybe you will need legisla- 
tion to enable you to give a premium 
for prompt payment. I understand 
there is no reason why the bonds 
should not be sold to the publie if 
the public is willing to take them. 
Isn’t that so, Commissioner Howe? 


Commissioner Howe: Yes. 


Mr. Osborne: Of course, it has 
never been done in the past because 
the bankers have always been so glad 
to get them and until they saw this 
opportunity of squeezing out a higher 
rate of interest there was no neces- 
sity of it. Didnd’t we buy liberty 
bonds during the war? Wouldn’t the 
the effect of this be to open up the 
strong boxes and bring out the money 
which the President in this morning’s 
paper says is being hoarded? He es- 
timates that $1,300,000,000 is being 
hoarded in strong boxes because of 
the fear created in the minds of the 
people by just such suggestions as 
this, How much of that is there in 
the City of Newark that would be 
available if the opportunity were af- 
forded to meet this emergency? We 
have a Federal Reserve Bank, is the 
next suggestion. My information is 
that it is yre-discounting paper in 
south Jersey of the south Jersey 
banks so as to make funds available. 
Other cities are being afforded facili- 
ties for meeting their economic prob- 
lems that are denied the City of 
Newark, Why can’t our bankers avail 
themselves of that situation And 
there has just been organized — our 
fifth suggestion—the Federal Finance 
Corporation, as I understand it, to 
meet just such emergencies as this so 
that the banks and industries can 
borrow money from the Federal gov- 
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ernment, which, in turn, can be used 
and passed through to the niunicipali- 
ties to meet their needs. These arə 
the suggestions, gentlemen, that w> 
present to you for your consideratior.. 
They are not new; no doubt you hav> 
had them in mind. But we would sug- 
gest that before you permit your- 
selves to be stampeded into any such 
uneconomic unmoral wrong as this, 
and work an injustice upon this 
group, teachers, city employees, pè- 
Heemen and firemen, who are already 
underpaid, who are already giving 
their best to the City, and who have 
never yet shirked their duty, that 
you consider these other remedies, 
these other potential possibilities, and 
that you refuse the demand of the 
banking interests to impose this in- 
justice, (Applause.) 

Mayor Congleton: Judgé Osborne, 
the Commission appreciates the 
splendid presentation of the matter, 
and we, of course, will take it in con- 
ference with us on the further study 
of our budget. But there are just one 
or two things that we would like 5o 
give you some information about so 
that you may know that we have not 
just been sitting still; we have been 
working on this proposition for a 
long time. With respect tọ trying to 
induce the Federal Reserve of this. 
northern district to rediscount munici- 
pal paper; We have taken that up, 
not this Commission alone, but the 
governing officials of almost all of the 
municipalities of northern New Jer- 
sey. It is true that the Philadelphia 
District, which is governed by a dif- 
ferent board, does permit, up to a 
certain percentage, the retliscount of 
municipal paper. The board in this 
district does not permit it. And it is. 
governed by one of their regulations. 
We have appealed to the Governor 
for his assistance, along with ours, 
in trying to prevail upon the Federal 
Reserve Board in this district to fol- 
low the practice pursued in the Phi.a- 
delphia District. Every single one of 
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the members of this Commission were 
in Trenton all of Tuesday backing 
up, if you please, the recommenda- 
tions of Governor Moore, which in ef- 
fect call for a moratorium on the 
further undertaking of new projects 
by the State Highway Commission, 
and turning back to the municipali- 
ties some of the moneys which I care 
to call loans to them in the early 
days of their existence. It is incon- 
ceivable to me that in this day and 


generation, when the State Highway 
‘Commission has the inčome that it 
has from registration fees, from bond 
issues, from gasoline tax, that we 
should still be compelled to raise by 
a direct tax on real estate further 
moneys for the building of the state 
highways. It is true that in the bond 
issue there was arbitrarily set aside 
£5,000,000 to be apportioned back to 


municipalities to help relieve them of 
this mill tax burden we have still got 
to carry for several years by reason 
of its being tied up to the original 
$40,000,000 bond issue. But even after 
they had apportioned back this five 
millions, Newark’s share last year 
was $689,000; but we had to raise by 
direct taxation upon real estate, and 
pay into the state treasury for state 
highway purposes, $901,000; so that 
after this relief given to us we still 
were to the bad to the tune of $211,- 
000. Now, that should certainly be 
corrected; and if we got that $211,- 
000 more of cash to anticipate in our 
miscellaneous revenues it would re- 
duce our tax rate more than two 
points; and we have been looking at 
every place that we can conceive of 
to relieve this situation, One of the 
troubles that we are up against is the 
fact that taxes for 1932, which carry 
the salaries of the city employees, jn- 
cluding our own, are not payable until 
June, and that from the first day of 
January until then, or certainly from 
April 15, when people may come in 
and pay, if they please, until that 
time the City’s business has to be 
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carried on on credit. We have advo- 
cated, and we are having prepared, 2 
bill which will be introduced in the 
legislature next Monday evening, and 
which the municipal officials at this 
conference on Tuesday agreed to 
sponsor, upon our suggestion, a bill 
which will permit the taxpayers to 
come in and make payments on ac- 
count of 1982 taxes on the basis of 
1931, offering them a liberal discount 
and any adjustment between what 
they are taxed actually as for 1932, 
as compared with 1931, be re-adjusted 
at the time of the payment of the 
second installment of taxes. Even be- 
fore that bill is introduced and be- 
comes a law, there is no reason why 
taxpayers who want to assist in this 
situation cannot come in and make a 
payment on account of 1932 taxes, 
and I am sure that they will be prop- 
erly dealt with. We are slive to the 
situation and are going to do every- 
thing that we can do, and deal with 
this entire matter in a proper, equita- 
ble way. There was just one state- 
ment that you made that I would like 
to correct, in so far as the City -of 
Newark is concerned, and that was 
your reference to the boys who went 
overseas working for $30 a month. 
The City of Newark recognized the 
inequality of that, and it was my 
pleasure, as head of the Law Depart- 
ment, to give the City Commission an 
opinion under which they paid to these 
boys the difference between what they 
got from the Federal Government 
and what their salary was as city 
employees. 


Mr. Osborne: The reference which 
T made—I am very glad to know that 
because it is quite characteristic of 
the attitude of this City government 
in all matters of this kind—the refer- 
ence which I made was, of course, 
without that knowledge; but it was 
with regard to those who were not in 
the city employ at that time but are 
now. But I beg of you gentlemen, in 


looking about, as you say you are 
‘doing, and 1 have no doubt you are 
‘dome, that vou do not look too 
stronzly upon the $34,25 which is 
the averae weekly salary of your 
employees upon which they must live 
and bring up their families. 


Co:amissioner Murray: Judge Os- 
borne, you might have said by way 
of opposition, if you want to use the 
term, that many of the city employees 
from 1914 to 1920 staved on their jobs 
here wien industrial plants and other 
institutions about the neighborhood 
were offerng from £90 to S125 a 
week, they staying with the City at 
their lower wave and refused to take 
the h'gher job. 


Mr. Osborne: Thank you very much. 
T have no doubt there are many 
things T could have said, but I did 
not want to trespass too much upon 
your patience and your time. 


Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
else who desires to be heard at this 
time? 


Mr. John D. Lengel, 794 South 14th 
Street: 


I em representing the group of 
mechanics working for the City of 
iNewark. The International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, of which I am the 
representative in the City of Newark, 
through its membership, who are 
working for the City of Newark, have 
requested me to appear here before 
you this morning and voice an objec- 
tion to any cut or any reduction in 
salary, whether voluntary or other- 
wise. Some of the reasons that we 
have for this we are going to state 
at this time. First, under the Civil 
Service Act an agreement had been 
reached between the officials of this 
organization and the former commis- 
sioners, that these men would volun- 
tarily receive an increase every year 
of about $150. For the last three 
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years, and some even longon, thos.» 
men have not received thelr annu | 
increase, as we call it, which they 
have a right to expect, hecatise of the 
fact thas that agreement had been 
reached in previous years with your 
former commissioners of th’s city. 
We realize that from time ta time the 
men who work in all the devactments, 
not only in the mechanical department, 
of the City of Newark, are ealled up- 
on to make contributions to various 
funds in order that relief may be had 
where it is absolutely necessary. The 
small amount of wages they receive, 
aml the deductions made by their 
voluntary contributions, still make 
their wages lower than they should 
be receiving. We have at the present 
time between sixty-five and seventy 
men who are working directly for the 
city under civil service, and we have 
figured that without this increase we 
have lost in wages appoximately $25,- 
000 in the last three years. These 
figures may not seem very large to 


some neople, but I am going to tel 


you it is exceptionally large to the 
average wage earner in the City of 
Newark. The men who are clamoring 
for this cut or reduction, as it is so 
put, in wages, are men who will be in 
the end affected by this very same 
reduction, I cannot understand how 
anybody or any group of men could 
come before you Commissioners here 
today, cr at any other time, and ask 
for a reduction in wages when it 13 
going to reflect back at them. Don’t 
the workers put their wages, what is 
left when you are lucky enough to 
have some left, in the bank? Doesn’t 
the worker buy the products and tle 
merchandise that these buginess men 
sell? Put yourself in the place, or put 
the bankers and manufacturers or 
chamber of commerce, as it is s>- 
called, made up of some of the busi- 
ness men of this town, in their place, 
and ask them to take a reduction in 
wages and see what they would tell 
you. You would have the biggest hol- 
ler, as we will put it in plain words, 
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that you have ever heard in your life 


before. It is all well and good for a 
‘man of means, a man who has accu- 
mulated plenty of money so that he 
does not have to worry where his 
next leaf of bread comes from—it is 
all right for him to say “Reduction 
in wages.” But put the boot on the 
ether foot and see what happens then. 
‘Taxes on homes must be paid. There 
are certain laws requiring, after the 
duration of a certain time, that the 
City of Newark, or any city in the 
United States, can sell your home if 
your taxes are not paid. Who is bene- 
fiting by that? Surely, it isn’t the 
city. The homes are sold for taxes, 
and that is all. If the man is lucky 
enough, perhaps he can redeem that 
house; but in nine times out of ten 
he will never redeem it, and the 
monied interests buy up these homes, 
therefore creating a hardship again 
to the men who earn wages, because 
of the fact that they have to go out 
and rent a home where rents are 
high, and in some cases the houses 
are not fit to live in. I believe if this 
condition keeps going on the way it 
is that Commissioner Murray will 
have plenty more money to expend 
for relief. 


Mr. O. Henry Grois: We are just 
coming here today to thank you gen- 
tlemen of the Commission for your 
liberality in listening to our pleas in 
the past relative to this situation. 
We want to assure you that our stand 
has not changed one bit. That the Es- 
sex Trades Council is one hundred 
per cent. behind this plan and that 
we will not be in favor of seeing this 
Commission, or any other group, try- 
ing to use any influence whatsoever 
to reduce the salaries of the munici- 
pal employees. We stand upon that 
ground firmly, and we are united in 
that. plan. Jt is impossible for us 
today to outline to you the many 
feasons for our assuming that atti- 
tude. Most of you realize we have 
helped this community with all these 


trade union movements, and that can 
be assured to you by one example I 
will show to you. Our organizations 
are not appealing to this city or to 
‘Director Murray’s Department of 
Public Welfare for any help for our 


. members; we are trying to cope with 
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that situation as best we know how. 
I may say for our own organization, 
T doubt that it can be proven to me 
that the bakers organization I repre- 
sent, that there is a man being help- 
ed by the Department of Publie Wel- 
fare, that there is one cent of the tax- 
payers’ money being used to feed him 
or his family. 


Mr. Meyer Zemel: Have the bankers 
actually asked you to reduce the 
wages of the employees of the city of 
Newark ten per cent? 


Mayor Congleton: No, sir, 


Mr. Zemel: If the bankers have not 
asked you— 


Mayor Congleton: The Chamber of 
Commerce has suggested it. 


Mr. Zemel: I know nothing about 
the Chamber of Commerce. But the 
bankers are being villified for asking 
you to put your house in order. I do 
not resent it when'the banker asks. 
me, Mr. Zemel, furnish me with a 
financial statement.” And I do, and 
if it warrants I get the credit J am 
entitled to. Now, before you under- 
took that big project for the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad and Public Service, 
there appeared in the press a state- 
ment that the City of Newark was 
financially capable and able to carry 
that project forward. Was that false? 
Why are the bankers being villified ? 
Why put them in a false light? I 
cannot see it. You can and will put 
your house jn order or you won’t get 
any money, is what they tell me. I 
dont’ think that the City of Newark 
is bigger than its citizens. No, sir. I 
have suggested ways yesterday. I 
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have another way, too. From what 1 
know and understand the Newark 
schools, whether they be grammar 
schools, high schools, day schools, ot 
night schools, are the dumping ground 
for the surrounding communities; 
they send their children to the New- 
ark schools and Newark pays the ex- 
pense withou getting a button in re- 
turn. I know that the Newark City 
Hospital, the Alms House, and the 
Poor House is another dumping 
ground. I know that in your depart- 
ment, Mr. Mayor, you have high 
priced employees whom I see from 
day to day, and very little return they 
give—not $2500 men, no, don’t cut 
them; not $1500 men, no don’t cut 
them; they have got to live, but I do 
know of one instance which only hap- 
pened last year and was told to me 
last week by a man, where $40,000 
was thrown away to the winds, This 
party made an appraisal of some 
property on the right of way of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad for the City 
of Newark, It wasn’t satisfactory to 
the powers that be, and it was re- 
jected. If it wasn’t satisfactory, why 
were they paid for it? Somebody else 
made the appraisal again, it was paid 
for again. I only speak here as a tax- 
payer. I am bled white; I am a beggar 
today; I cannot collect rents. I am a 
beggar today. I am more in danger, 
probably, than any other citizen of 
becoming a charge upon this city. 


(Laughter.) 


J speak the truth, gentlemen. I 
speak the truth. (Applause.) 


You have in your departments men 
who get over $1500 a year that don’t 
put in but part time. I emphasized 
that yesterday. They have got other 
businesses, they have other interests. 
In all departments. Those men, either 
the city should get rid of them, or 
they should give their full time to the 
city. This is no joke; this thing is 
getting to be serious. It won’t be any 
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trouble to you to cut down that $2,- 
000,000 if there aren't any frills and 
fringes on your budget. There wor't 
be any trouble about it. It has got to 
be done, that is all. The bankers aʻe 
criticized regularly. I am in favor of 
what Mr. Rippel says about doing away 
with radios, ice cream and Frigid- 
aires, and all that stuff; but we have 
got to live. I do business with the 
bankers every day. They treat me 
fair if I can sohw them I am entitled 
to it. The City of Newark must not. 
cut the wages of any employee that 
is giving his service honestly and is 
faithful as a policeman, fireman, gar- 
bage collector, street sweeper, or any 
of your clerks; but you have got plen- 
ty of men right here in the City Hall 
who are drawing wages and should 
not be drawing them. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Zemel, you 
referred specifically to my depart- 
ment. I would be very glad to receive 
a list of these men that you say are 
drawing salaries and performing 10 
service, at your convenience. 


Mr, Zemel: They are only perform- 
ing part time service. 


Mayor Congleton: All right, give 
me a list of them. That is a general 
statement. 


Mr, Zemel: If you will furnish me 
with a list of your employees— 


Mayor Congleton: You mentioned 
people that you knew. Give me the 
names of them. 


Mr. Samuel Levine: He talked on 
economic conditions. 


Commissioner Gillen: May I inter- 
rupt for a moment? There are sev- 
eral speakers to be heard here and I 
think we ought to get down to the 
point. You are an intelligent man, a 
gool talker— 
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Mr. Levine: I accept your correc- 
tion; I think you are right. All right. 
They talk about reducing the cost of 
living. Now, is there any earthly 
reason why we should reduce the cost 
of living? Why should we reduce the 
cost of living? Aren’t our natural re- 
sources as great as ever? Haven’t we 
as much manpower as there has ever 
been? Aren’t the forests as great as 
ever? Why reduce the cost of living? 
What are you going to do with the 
machinery? I don’t see how you can 
possibly think of reducing the cost of 
living. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Levine, the 
question before us is whether or not 
the City Commission should reduce 
the salaries of municipal employees 
in the making up of our budget. Now, 
we would like you to confine yourself 
to that. Now, some of these things 
that you are talking about— 


Mr. Levine: You think it has noth- 
ing to do with it. 


Mayor Congleton: No. We will lis- 
ten to you on that subject. 


Mr. Levine: All right, Mr. Mayor, 
J think you are probably right; prob- 
ably I have a chestful, and proba- 
bly—- 


Mayor Congleton: We have a prob- 
lem here, a business proposition, and 
we would be. glad to hear any sugges- 
tions you may have. 


Mr. Valentine B. Kane: Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen of the Commission— 


Mayor Congleton: We have not 
forgotten what you said, Mr. Kane. 
We will listen to any new sugges- 
tions, but we do not think it is quite 
fair to us to have it repeated day by 
day. We have a record made by the 
stenographer. We will listen to any- 
thing new you have to say. 


Mr. Kane: I want to leave this: 
thought with you: In my travels from 
Maine to Florida I see signs put out. 
by the City of Newark: “Newark 
knows how.” This is the time to 
prove that slogan. Does Newark know- 
how? 


Mayor Congleton: This may not be 
—or rather, this may be a very appro- 
priate time for the City Commission 
to give vent to a matter we have had: 


on our minds for several years. It 
has been referred to indirectly here 
several times today. Reference has 
been made to the effect of a salary- 
reduction that the merchants would 
feel, and some reference has been: 
made to the fact that landlords can- 
not rent their homes and apartments: 
and collect the rents. The City Com- 
mission as long ago as three or four 
years started giving consideration to 
this matter that I refer to, and that. 
is, that so many of the municipal em-. 
ployees, while under the civil service- 
laws have to be residents of Newark: 
in order to enter the competitive ex-- 
amination, shortly after getting their 
job move out of the City of Newark. 
Now, this has been revived again in 
our conferences, and without saying. 
that this is final, but the consensus. 
of opinion seems to be that if New- 
ark is a good enough place for us to 
make our livelihood in from general: 
taxation, it ought to be a good enough: 
place for the City employees who are 
making their livelihood here to live 
in, and to help the landlords whese- 
apartments and homes are vacant by- 
either spending their money here to 
buy homes, or to pay rent, and thus- 
take a larger part in the cultural and: 
civic life of our city. It may be that 
one of the things that will come out 
of this situation is that the City may 
have to adopt that as an absolute- 
fixed rule. And I state that now be- 
cause practically every group of city- 
employees are represented here this: 
morning, and it might be well for them. 


to carry it back to their fellow em- 
ployees, 


Mr. Henry Green: I am opposed to 
a reduction, and I hope you will be 
opposed to it; and I hope, Mr. Mayor, 
J am not doing you an injustice, and 
I hope not to, because it is not a per- 
sonal matter, and I want to come here 
again, and I want to be on friendly 
terms, real brotherly terms—but if 
you went to Trenton and you told 
Governor Moore not to have old age 
pensions this year after we spent 
$30,000 on that Senator Yates, that 
beautiful beaut with his dame, and 
give him highballs in New York 
where they have an old age pension, 
they are paying it—we passed one to 
take effect next June. Are you going 
to take away bread from the mouths 
of the old women and men? I hope 
the newspapers quoted you right, and 
I hope I am not misquoting you; but 
God, if you every try to take that 
pension next June away and have 
‘Governor Moore cooperate with you 
on that, they will hear from us citi- 
zens of Newark. 


Mayor Congleton: The suggestion 
“was made to Governor Moore, grow- 
ing out of a confeernce of municipal 
officials, that it be postponed to the 
first of the year because they are not 
yet ready to function, and the people 
that will come under that act are now 
being provided for. 


Mr. Selick J. Mindes: It has been 
‘stated that the bankers have not re- 
quested the City of Newark to de- 
crease the salaries of municipal em- 
ployees; it has been stated that the 
‘Chamber of Commerce has made that 
suggestion, At a meeting of the 
Building and Loan League last Fri- 
day night, the statement was made 
that the Building and Loan League 
and the Building and Loans of the 
‘City of Newark were in accord and 
were in favor of the reduction of the 
salaries of the city employees in or- 
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der to reduce the municipal budget: 
I want to say on behalf of the build- 
ing and loans of the City of Newark, 
and also of the County of Essex, 
and I want to say in behalf of 
the Building and Loan League and 
I daresay I have that right to say it 
without the authority, because I was 
present at that meeting, that the 
building and loan associations and 
the Building and Loan League never 
went on record, never have expressed 
themselves in any manner in favor of 
the reduction of wages of the city 
employees in order to reduce taxes. 


i 
Commissioner Gillen: The Chamber 
of Commerce said they did. 


Mr. Mindes: Mr. Commissioner, I 
don’t know whether they did or did 
not, but if the Chamber of! Commerce 
said they did, the Chambér of Com- 
merce made a misstatement. Now, I 
have taken up the matter, and the 
reason why the building and loans 
complain, they say that they are get- 
ting back a lot of properties because 
people are unable to pay their taxes, 
with the result that they have to pay 
and bear the burden. There is a very 
large demand on the building and 
loans by mortgagors to pay taxes be- 
cause the mortgagors cannot pay 
them themselves. And as a result 
there is complaint by the building 
and loan associations that properties 
owned by some of their mortgagors, 
and properties which they have at- 
quired by reason of foreclosure, in- 
stead of being assessed at one hun- 
dred per cent. on its value, as the 
law requires it to be assessed, at the 
present time is assessed at 125 ard 
130 per cent. of its value. Now, that 
is a serious thing. That ig the coni- 
plaint of the building and loans. They 
have appeared before your tax board 
and they have said, “Gentlemen, we 
will sell this property for twenty-five 
per cent. less than what you have as- 
sessed it for; we will enter into a 
contract with any individual or your- 
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selves.” And your tax board has re- 
plied to them, “That is a forced sale; 
that is a sale at sacrifice value; we 
don’t think your taxes ought to be 
reduced. Furthermore, we cannot re- 
duce them because the City has cer- 
tain mandatory requirements that it 
must make good, and you have got 
to pay the taxes in order to assist us 
in doing that.” Now, I say that in 
passing without any criticism; but I 
do say this, and I speak as a tax- 
payer of the City of Newark, not rep- 
resenting any particular association, 
branch, or in any other manner than 
an ordinary taxpayer. We are all in 
accord that taxes must be reduced. 
Now, it is a very serious thing when 
you find in the northern part of our 
city a taxpayer’s association rising 
and stating that they are going to 
march to the City Hall and make a 
presentation— 


Mayor Congleton: Haven’t we al- 
ways had that? 


Mr. Mindes: Yes. But I say it is a 
serious proposition when you have it 
from all over the city. That means 
there is something of complaint some- 
wheres. Now, let us assume that they 
are justified or unjustified. We must 
assume that somebody is laboring un- 
der an impression that something 
should be done concerning taxes, and 
they are in accord in that respect, 
and. we are all in accord in that re- 
spect. And we feel that the Chamber 
of Commerce is perfectly correct and 
justified in asking that taxes be re- 
duced. We feel that the building and 
loan associations and all individuals 
are justified as asking that taxes be 
reduced. The modus operandi is the 
question. Now, I do not understand 
that the Chamber of Commerce has 
said that you shall reduce your taxes 
by reducing the wages of the city em- 
ployees. 


Mayor Congleton: Let me read you 
this ‘paragraph from this letter: 
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“This Commitee is not informed as to 
whether or not it may be necessary 
to reduce salaries in order to effect 
the saving of $2,500,000, but in the 
event that such a course proves nec- 
essary, it recommends a reduction in 
the salaries of public employees of a 
sum not less than ten per cent.” 


Mr. Mindes: That is correct: Mr. 
Mayor; I have that, and that is ex- 
actly what I was going to read. They 
said, “This Committee is not inform- 
ed as to whether or not it may be 
necessary”?— 


Mayor Congleton: Well, they pre- 
tend to be when they come here be- 
fore us; and they have had their re- 
search men in our books for weeks 
and months, and the only suggestion 
they have made is a reduction in 
salaries. Now, let us call a spade a 
spade, 


Mr. Mindes: Now, My Mayor, they 
say in effect that they don’t recom- 
mend—that they don’t want to recom- 
ment, but they suggest. 


Commissioner Egan: The Chamber 
of Commerce has never recommended 
anything. 


Mr. Mindes: They make a sugges- 
tion. 


Commissioner Egan: They have 
never been anything but a super- 
governmental organization, and never 
any initiative manifested. 


Mr. Mindes: I understand that. But 
what I am getting at is this: That 
taxpayers are somewhat at a loss lo 
understand why pick on the firemen 
and policemen and school teachers 
and the city employees in order to 
reduce your budget? What have they 
done to merit reduction? Now, we 
feel this, that while there are some 
unnecessary employees, that that is 
the minimum such as will oecur in 


‘every business. But we do feel that 
there are a number of city employees 
that are underpaid and have been 
underpaid for a good many years. 
We recall very distinctly that during 
the period of inflation when an em- 
ployee who was earning $50. a week, 
or $2500. a year, was unable to live 
decently in rooms unless he paid $75. 
a month for those rooms. At that 
time he went through sacrifice and 
‘deprivation in order to maintain and 
support himself; and all these years 
he went along, and now when he gets 
down to a situation where the cost of 
living is just about coming in—not 
yet within his income—it is proposed 
out of a clear sky to reduce his sal- 
ary. Now, we say that is unfair. You 
ennot get a decent day’s work out of 
any man unless you pay him a living 
wage. And you cannot get your em- 
ployees to do conscientious and hon- 
est work unless they get fair and rea- 
sonable salaries for it. I want to 
say this, Mr. Mayor; I heard the re- 
mark stated by you that teachers 
from outside come to the City of 
Newark for employment because of 
the fact we have got higher salaries 
here than they get anywheres else. 
You don’t eman that. You mean that 
they get a living wage here and they 
may not have gotten a living wage 
‘somewhere else. 


Mayor Congleton: Don’t misunder- 
stand me. I think the salary schedule 
of the teachers is a perfectly proper 
schedule. When that salary schedule 
was adopted by the Board of Educa- 
tion I had recently been made Mayor, 
The Board of Education took that 
schedule up with me before they put 
it into effect, and if I had any objec- 
‘tion to it I certainly would have made 
it known then. I acquiesced in that 
salary schedule and urged them to 
adopt it. But the point I was trying 
+o make was that we have competent 
people in the city of Newark who by 
education and personality are quali- 
fied to become teachers in our school 


system, and that just as long as we 
have them here in the City of Newark 
that are qualified, they should be 
given the first opportunity for the 
positions in our system. 


Mr. Mindes: Now, I felt that that 
was your Honor’s views, and I felt 
that a wrong impression might go 
abroad, and it was because of that I 
brought that subject up. But I want 
to say to you, Mr. Mayor, to you 
Commissioners, that more honor to 
you that school teachers do seek em- 
ployment here from other communi- 
ties, and more honor to you because 
the City of Newark for years has 
been known as a city that paid a 


wage earner a living wage. We were, 


known as having the best artisans in 
this vicinity, as I recall my boyhood 
days, and as I remember Newark 
with its number of citizens, remem- 
ber how it has increased in population 
from 200,000 to close on to 500,000, 
that the thing that did ‘it was the 
fact that we had specialized artisans 
here. We paid our men a living wage 
and they came here, and that increas- 
ed our population and it increased our 
tax ratables. Now, shall it now be 
said that we shall diminish our pop- 
ulation by paying them less than a 
living wage? I defy anybody to show 
me where any policemen in the city 
of Newark or any firemen or any 
school teacher gets any higher pay 
then in any other city of equal com- 
parison. That is what I mean when I 
say that we should maintain our 
standards, and maintain it because of 
the good of our taxpayers. And I say 
this, that the moment that you depre- 
ciate, the moment you cat your sal- 
aries of your employees, you are go- 
ing to affeet every taxpayer in this 
city, and I will tell you how: When 
you reduce or attempt to reduce your 
city employees, what do you suppose 
they are going to do? Jt was sug- 
gested in the newspaper that a let- 
ter was written in which it was sug- 
gested that scrip might be issued in 
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place of money. Don’t you think that 
the school teachers and the employees 
would accept that scrip in preference 
to a eut? They have got faith in the 
city’s eredit; they will maintain that 
faith and what will happen? They 
will accept that scrip, but they will 
‘withdraw their savings, their life sav- 
ings, the savings that they maintain- 
ed for a rainy day and for illness, 
they will draw that out of our banks, 
they will reduce their mode of living 
from three rooms to one room, they 
will combine their families to meet 
their wages. And how will that affect 
your city? Will the merchants’ busi- 
ness be increased? Will your land- 
lord have more rooms vacant or will 
he not? The school teachers and po- 
Jicemen and the firemen and the city 
employees are one chain in the pros- 
perity of this city. Now, I am some- 
what mindful of this: I recall that 
years ago in a certain municipal ad- 
ministration they went into office 
with one avowed purpose, to create 
certain economics. And what did they 
do? They reduced the number of 
brooms and the number of cuspidors 
—-the number of cuspidor cleaners, I 
should say, but not the number of 
cuspidors. And the result was that 
they were pennywise and pound fool- 
ish, because an unhealthy condition 
occurred. And so here, if you reduce 
the wages you are going to create an 
unhealthy condition. Now, we don't 
say to you “Don’t reduce taxes,” but 
we do say to you that there are other 
means to reduce taxes than that. And 
it has been suggested, and there are 
a number of suggestions, and now it 


is very dificult for an outsider to 
come into you and say, “Here, you 
are to do this and do that; we want 


to make a constructive suggestion 


and not a destructive suggestion, and 
the taxpayers are in accord with you.” 
I dare say that I echo the sentiment 
of the majority of the citizens of 
Newark, because your employees are 
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part of that majority. I echo their 
sentiment when they say that we do 
not want their salaries reduced at all. 
We want some other means and some 
other method of tax reduction and we 
do not want them picked out, they are 
faithful, they are honest, they are 
contributors to our welfare and we 
want them, we need them—we tax- 
payers need them and we cannot af- 
ford to put theim in a position where 
they are going to injure the city in 
any way. And that is the view of 
every building and lean in this city. 
Every building and Joan has said the 
moment we attempt to reduce the 
wages of our employees these men 
will withdraw from the building and 
loan, and the effect will be bad on us. 
We do not want it, because they are 
the ones that are paying their dues, 
and that is the situation. And we say 
that now we understand the position, 


and we ask that these employees con- 
tinue at a living wage, because we 
fee] that they are getting no more 
than a living wage at this time. 


Mayor Congleton: We, the Com- 
missioners, feel that we are alive to 
the present economic condition, and 
we realize that it is necessary to give 
the taxpayer every consideration pos- 
sible. And if Mr. Mindes had been 
following the newspapers he would 
see that up to the present time we 
have reduced our budget appropria- 
tions in th neighborhood of $900,000. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move we 
adjourn to Tuesday, February 9th, at 
11 o'clock A. M.

Your communication of January 29, 
1932, referring to this Board for rec- 
ommendation and report a petition to 
amend the Zoning Ordinance so as to 
change a block bounded by Midland 
Place, Norman Road, Mt, Vernon 
Place and Ivy Street from a first to 
a second Residence District was con- 
sidered by the Board of Adjustment 
at its meetings of February 2nd and 
16th. 


On February 2nd the Board listen- 
ed to arguments in favor of the 
change from representatives of vari- 
ous properties within this block. Mr. 
Milton W. Unger, receiver for the 


Emkay Investment Company which. 
owns eight lots on the east side of 


Midland Place, has contracted to sell 


these properties providing the pur- 
chaser can erect two-family dwellings.. 


It was the opinion of those who 


ry 
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spoke in favor of the proposition that 
construction work would be started 
shortly after the requested change 
was approved. 


It so happens that while this entire 
block is within the one-family zone, 
it is surrounded on three sides by 
zones permitting either two-family or 
multiple- -family dwellings. After in- 
specting the neighborhood on two dif- 
ferent occasions the Board of Adjust- 
ment has reached the conclusion that 
some change should be made in the 
zoning regulations as applied to this 
block. 


The Board is divided in its opinion 
as to whether the regulations should 
be changed for this entire block, or 
whether only the easterly half should. 
be changed. In the former, the same 
condiitons would then hold on Mid- 
land Place as now prevail on Norman 
Road, namely: with one side zoned 
for 1-family dwellings and the other 
for 2-family dwellings. If the latter, 
the block would be divided and the 
two types of dwellings would then be 
back to back. 


Attached hereto are the statements 
of four of the Board members, two 
favoring the change of the entire 
block and two favoring a change of 
the easterly half. Mr. McDermitt did 
not make a written statement.

Mayor Congleton: It doesn’t say, 
even though they are union men, that 
they are residents of Newark. I had 
a similar situation on the canal, They 
had a lot from Orange and West Or- 
ange.

Mayor Congleton: Does any person 
have any matter they desire to bring: 
to the attention of the Commission 
this morning ? 


Mr. Dominick Orgo, 235 Eight’: 
Avenue, protested against “high sal- 
aries” in the city government. He 
asked for a continuation of emergen- 
ey relief jobs, 
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Mayor Congleton: Address your re- 
marks to the point. 


Commissioner Howe: Mr, Mayor, I 
positively resent any such remarks. 
These men can only be laid off by a 
majority of the City Commissioners. 
A meeting was to be held today at 
which the financial condition of the 
City of Newark would be laid before 
the City Commission. As a result 
of the publicity of a certain kind that 
has been made public, the credit of 
the City of Newark has been injured. 
Sensational headlines do not tell any- 
thing. I haven’t the power to sus- 
pend anybody but the twenty-four 
men who are in my own department, 
and they do not work for $6 a day. 
Everyone of them has been getting 
$24 a week. JI do not require any 
champion for my position. At this 
time I have the most unpopular posi- 
tion in the City of Newark, to go out 
and raise money; and if you know 
where to go and raise enough money 
to carry on the City of Newark at 
this time, come down to my office and 
tell me. I have been working for six 
weeks visiting the banks and institu- 
tions, insurance companies and de- 
partment stores, to secure sufficient 
money to carry on the situation in 
Newark. No one knows better than 
I what the condition is. And no one 
feels any worse than I. When any- 
one says I want to throw out a thou- 
sand people, they lie. Positively lie. 
A conference will be held after this 
meeting, and it was known that a 
conference would be held. I may have 
recommendations to make at that 
meeting, but until I do make those 
recommendations I do not want to be 
quoted as throwing any one man out 
of work. Now, I hope that is clear 
and I hope that will satisfy the rest 
of you. It is unfortunate that the 
City’s condition it as it is, but the 
City’s condition has been injured by 
the publicity of a certain kind that it 
has received, and maybe before long 
you will have other information that 


won’t be any too pleasant for the 
public to hear. 


Mr. Orgo: Well, we said that. Now, 
we go back— 


Commissioner Howe: I resent any 
personal attack on me because I am 
only one of the five of the Commis- 
sion of the City of Newark. 


Mr. Orgo: I attack your way of do- 
ing business. 


Mayor Congleton: Stay to the 
point. If you think we are not trans- 
acting the City’s business— 


Mr. Orgo: Mr. Mayor— 


Mayor Congleton: Wait until I am 
through. Stay to what we are talk- 
ing about. If you have any point to 
make that the City Commissioners 
are not conducting the City’s business 
in the proper way, we will listen to 
you. Stay to your point and your 
facts. But we are not going to sit 
here and listen to any harangue such 
as you started on. 


Mr. Orgo: Under the aldermanic 
law we used to have a financial com- 
mittee to be the responsible body of 
the City. 


Mayor Congleton: We had a fi- 
nance committee. 


Mr. Orgo: Now we hold Mr, Howe 
responsible. 


Mayor Congleton: No. We have a 
Board of Commissioners and he can- 
not do anything without the sanction 
of the Board of Commissioners. 


Mr. Herman Lowenberg, 20 Fair- 
view Avenue: Į am sorry to have to 
come as often as I do. It is not a 
hankering for publicity. 


Mayor Congleton: What is it then? 
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Mr. Lowenberg: But it is a hanker- 
ing to find out what eventually will 
become of us. 


Mayor Congleton: Didn’t my de- 
partment give you a job right after 
you were here last time? 


Mr. Lowenberg: Positively. 


Mayor Congleton: Are you still 
working ? 


Mr. Lowenberg: I am working. I 
want to find out whether we are go- 
ing to be thrown out. 


Mayor Congleton: You will have to 
wait and see. We cannot do more 
than the possible. Now, you are be- 
: ing given temporary work. 


Mr. Lowenberg: Yes. 


Mayor Congleton: And you had 
better go and sit down and tend to 
your job and wait until you are re- 
: lieved from work. We cannot tell 

what is going to happen. 


Mr. Lowenberg: I am not supposed 
to work today; I didn’t lose any time. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, wait until 
you are laid off. 


Mr. Lowenberg: I am trying to 
. find out. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, we don’t 
know yet. 


Mr. Lowenberg: That is different. 
‘That is all the information I want. 


Mrs. Ellen Duffy, 214 Smith Street: 


I come here in reference to some 
complaints brought to me that there 
are married women employed in the 
` City Hall whose husbands are on the 
: police and fire departments, and mar- 
ried schoo] teachers whose husbands 


are employed, and that is entirely 
wrong at this time. I haven’t any ob- 
jections to any married. wonan work- 
ing if times were good, but if such is 
the case, I think it is wrong. I think 
there should be a check-up made on 
the payroll. 


Mayor Congleton: I cannot tell you 
anything about any policemen’s or 
firemen’s wives working in the City 
Hall. I can say to you that there are 
married teachers working, and I will 
also say to you that we have no 
power, after they have gotten their 
tenure of office, which is three years 
continuous work, to separate them 
from their positions simply because 
they are married, 


Mrs. Duffy: No, but I think at this 
time it is not fair to heads of fami- 
lies. 


Mayor Congleton: I agree with you, 
but we are powerless to change the 
situation under the State law. 


Mrs. Duffy: Can taxpayers in a 
body object? 


Mayor Congleton: You can go to 
Trenton and get the law changed, if 
you can. 


Mrs. Duffy: I think at this time 
when there are so many people suf- 
fering, it is a crime. 


Mayor Congleton: I think myself 
that at a time like this, and in normal 
times— 


Mrs. Duffy: In normal times it is 
all right, 


Mayor Congleton: I think that a 
woman whose husband is steadily 
employed and able to support her 
ought to stay home and take care of 
her household duties and raise a fam- 
ily and help to make the community 
a better place for us all. I do not 
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think, generally, that married women 
working is to the best interests of the 
American home. 


Mrs. Duffy: Well, I do think it is 
wrong if there is a man who is on 
the police department or the Newark 
fire department here in Newark who 
has his wife employed here in the 
City Hall on the City payroll. I think 
it is a mistake. And I think if it is 
necessary the names could be fur- 
nished. I do not like to mention 
names without going to a proper way 
about it first. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, you may 
submit your names if you care to and 
it will be taken up in conference. But 
so far as the school teachers are con- 
cerned, we have no jurisdiction in the 
matter. 


Mrs. Duffy: Because after all, I 
think there is so many heads of 
homes where there are little children 
suffering, they should have the places 
that are held by thse married women. 
Of course, I am just a (Republican) 
district leader, and people come to 
me with complaints, and they figure 
I have the time, so I promise I would 
come before the Commission this 
morning and speak of it. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, I cannot 
say any more to you than I have, 
Madam. 


Mrs. Duffy: Thank you. 


Mr. Henry Green: From what I 
understand some men are going to be 
Jaid off because of the financial situ- 
ation, 


Mayor Congleton: No, Mr. Green, 
do not say that, because we do not 
know yet. We are going into con- 
ference. We cannot ask people to 
work if we haven’t money to pay 
them. That is one of the problems 
we have on our hands today. 


Mr. Green: And rightly so; but this 
situation, it is an international situ- 
ation, it is not municipal altogether, 
and it requires planning, it requires 
action ahead. New York State is get- 
ting an income tax, and we need one 
in the State of New Jersey in order 
to put the burden on those that can 
stand it best, and we ought to get 
busy in this city even if we have to 
go to Trenton. 


Mayor Congleton: Our Board of 
Commissioners has been to Trenton 
and gone on record as being in favor 
of such a thing. We know we cannot 
do it. We have made an appeal to 
the State Legislature to do it. Now, 


- you ought to address your remarks 


to the Legislature. 


Mr. Green: If the Legislature was 
in Newark I would have to be in a 
position to go to Trenton to speak to 
the Governor. 


Mayor Congleton: No, the members 
of the Legislature have got to take 
action before the Governor. 


Mr. Green: We ought to call the 
members of the Legislature into this 
City Hall, we ought to have hearings 
on the subject, 


Mayor Congleton: If you want to 
address the Essex delegation of the 
Legislature you don’t have to go to 
Trenton, they meet every Friday in 
an open forum at four o’clock in the 
Elks Club, and you can address all 
twelve of them. They have invited 
such suggestions. 


Mr. Green: Don’t you think that we 
ought to all do that? 


Mayor Congleton; We have done it. 
Mr. Green: We ought to keep at it. 


Mayor Congleton: All right. 
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Mr. Green: Until the job is com- 
plete, because this thing is going to 
come up. The bankers are using their 
3nfluences on the national government 
and on the local governments, and all 
they are out for is to get six per 
cent. on the municipal Joan, and then 
they favor a reduction of wages for 
the workers, 


Mayor Congleton: I think in fair- 
ness to the bankers, Mr. Green, that 
some of your statements should be 
corrected. The bankers have not at 
any time either demanded or suggest- 
ed that wages of city employees 
should be reduced. On the other hand, 
the banks have, in my judgment, tu 
the fullest extent cooperated with the 
city in its financial conditions, and so 
have the insurance companies. 


Mr. Green: You are going to pay 
six per cent. 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, and it is 
being paid generally through the 
United States. 


Mr. Green: Does that make is jus- 
tified ? 


Mayor Congleton: Well, supply and 
demand is still a law. 


Mr. Green: Supply and demand is 
still a law? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, sir. And 
the more the demand for money the 
higher the rate of interest, and you 
know that as well as I do. 


Mr. Green: That is an established 
form that has been in use for years, 
but it will die out with the present 
changes, economic changes that are 
taking place. 


Mayor Congleton: 
but they haven’t died out yet, 


Mr. Green: And the bankers are 
taking advantage of this situation, as 
you cal] economic supply and demand.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


While, as I indicated to you yes- 
terday, I do not feel that we should 
‘voice any formal] protest concerning 
the cut on the part of the City Com- 
mission, I think I must in all fairness 
to my boys point out that this, if 
taken in conjunction with a State cut 
and the drop in our fees, places us in 
an absolutely untenable position. It 
‘is necessary for me to go before my 
boys and indicate that it will not be 
possible to carry on the work next 
year in some of its departments, and 
this I have hesitated to do until this 
time. 


I think I appreciate somewhat the 
position of the City Commission, but 


I do want the Commission to un- 
derstand very definitely the situation 
in which it places us. The cut of $10,-. 
000 together with the drop of $40,- 
000 in fees, which the boys simply 
cannot afford to pay because they 
haven’t the money, will. force us, I 
am afraid, to discontinue some con- 
siderable part of the instruction. 


Provided the State follows with a 
cut, it would seem that we must dis- 
continue. I hope you will understand 
this letter and appreciate my posi- 
tion, which is simply one of trying to 
represent my constituents, that is my 
students, and represent boys who 
could not secure an education if it 
were not for the existence of the 
school,

My dear Mayor Congleton: 


At a special meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the Newark Museum 
held on Tuesday, February 16, 1982, 
the matter of the budget was taken 
up and great regret was expressed 
at the necessity for cutting the bud- 
get from $150,000 to $100,000. 


The Trustees fully appreciate that 
you and the Board of Commissioners, 
in this time of depression, have a very 
difficult problem on your hands and 
that you undoubtedly have done as 
much for the Museum as it is possible 
for you to do this year. I was asked, 
however, to make it very plain to you 
that while the Museum will cooperate 
most loyally in the effort to effect 
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economics in this critical period, the 
334% cut in the Museums’ income 
makes a radical] cut in the Museum's 
work necessary. To keep within the 
budget the Museum must be managed 
on so small a margin that it will be 
unable to function as it has up to 
this year. It will not only be neces- 
sary to cut the hours of opening, but 
it will be impossible to have loan ex- 
hibitions which attract favorable at- 
tention not only to the Museum, but 
to Newark. 


It will also be necessary to dismiss 
some of the members of the staff and 
to make a 183% to 30% cut in the 
salaries of the remaining members of 
the staff. 


The upkeep of the building, repairs 
to the plant, in fact, proper care, is 
not only reduced to its lowest point, 
but is so left that no emergencies are 
allowed for. 


The Board of Trustees feel that 
they should keep you informed as to 
the difficulty of running a live and 
growing institution under the budget 
allowance granted, but that every ef- 
fort will be made to do as much as 
possible under the changed conditions 
for the next ten months. 


We all hope that next year a 
change in economic conditions will al- 
low the Museum once more to oper- 
ate under its former appropriation of 
$150,000. The reputation of the New- 
ark Museum, known not only through- 
out this County, but abroad, and the 
educational work which it carries on 
in our community are real assets to 
the City of Newark. It is very re- 
grettable that there should be even 
a temporary break in its activities, 
and especially in times like these 
when institutions which support the 
morale of our people are of greater 
importance than usual.

I think 
we will hear from the public just the 
same. I want to suggest a further 
cut in the budget of the Free Public 
Library. Their budget as now before 
us is less than they are entitled to 
under the statute, but they have con- 
sented to a further cut of $12,000.

Commissioner Gillen: I move you, 
Mr. Mayor, to reconsider the vote by 
which the budget was adopted.

Mr. Frederic W. Smith: Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen of the Commission, on 
behalf of the Welfare Federation of 
Newark I desire to have drawn to 
your attention the item of $100,000 


which’ it is requested be included in” 


the budget; and in support of this 
item I wish to introduce Mr. Ralph 
Lum who will speak on behalf of the 
Federation, 


` Mr. Ralph E. Lum: Mr. Mayor and 
Mr. Commissioners, I wil] try to be 
brief, and I am not speaking in any 
official capacity for the Welfare Fed- 
eration. I said to the City of Newark, 
as you know, “The task thou gavest, 
to me I finished to the. best of my 
ability.” I am speaking as a taxpayer! 
as a private citizen, and as one vast- 
ly interested in the welfare of New- 
ark. I realize the importance of ask- 
ing you gentlemen to reconsider your 
view and to include the figure of 
$100,000 in the budget, not for any- 
thing general, but for a specific cause,” 
which I contend, with no fear of con- 
tradiction, is the greatest for which 
anyone may contend. I am speaking 
for three classes, primarily, none of 
whom may speak for themselves, none 
of whom can raise a hand in protest 
against any action of yours that may 
be here made, First, there can be 
nothing said to you by the babies who 
are our charges in the Baby Hospital; 
there can be ilttle said, and perhaps 
less seen, by the next set of charges 
for whom I speak, those at the Eye 
and Ear Infirmary; and little can be 
done or said by the crippled children, 
the third for whim I speak. Now, 
Commissioner Murray, with keen vis- 
ion and far sight, realized the need 
and the utmost necessity of our city 
extending its hospitalization work 
wider, and plans were under way for 
a very fine structure which would 
have included that which could be 
done by these specialized institutions. 
The economic condition made abso- 
lutely necessary the holding up of all 
those plans in suspense. And in the 
meantime we have gone forward car- 
rying this specialized work, work, un- 
derstand, for which the city has no 
facilities whatsoever; and that is be- 
ing done, and it cannot be done with- 
out its help. We have gone to the 
very extreme; we have carried as far 
as we possibly could carry; we were 
met as you were met by calls from ` 
banks, and we were comnelled to meet 
things which we have been carrying, 
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moneys which we had borrowed ot 
meet emergencies which could not be 
denied even by a man or woman with 
a granite heart. They had to be met, 
and we went out in the disadvanta- 
geous situation of last fall and raised 
neaily $1,450,000, a no mean task. 
We counted with absolute certainty in 
that sum on this $100,000. Without it 
the situation simply cannot be met. I 
realize full well the pressure being 
brought to bear upon you five brave 
men; you are being pressed to cut 
whre it hurts tremendously to cut; 
you are being abused by individuals 
who have little knowledge and less 
understanding of the tremendous 
tasks with which you are confronted 
by our great economic machine, a 
great industrial machine, the greatest 
machine ever been built in this world 
in this great country, at the fullest 
speed being suddenly dropped into re- 
verse, without you being a‘ fault or to 
blame. Conditions have been present- 
ed which are most difficult indeed for 
you to meet. I want, however, to say, 
that I am speaking authoritatively on 
behalf of scores and scores of those 
who must meet the largest part of 
practically the one point which would 
be added to the tax rate by the grant- 
ing of this request. I don’t know 
whether Mr. Bachellor is here. If not, 
I may say that he has asked me to 
speak with approval of this request, 
and so I might, too; there are here 
scores to speak for this cause, of 
those who are our largest taxpayers 
and those who are most interested, 
not only in the financial and the econ- 
omic welfare of our city, but in its 
heart and soul as well. Bear in mind, 
gentlemen, that we have carried just 
as far as we could carry: I am speak- 
ing on behalf of this individualized 
fund for these three institutions 
which simply must carry on. The 
‘price of abandoning the work there 
being done by the Babies Hospital, 
-the Home for Crippled Children, and 
the Eye and Ear Infirmary, is too 
serious for contemplation. I am not 


speaking at all, and I might, if you 
had the patience to listen, go on for 
hours, with other things which are 
being done, I could mention, for in- 
stance, the fact that by the official 
record of St. Barnabas Hospital last 
year they took care of nearly $70,000 
of free cases, and that in that were 
$17,000 of free work sent from the 
Newark City Dispensary, and the re- 
ceipts from that totaled entirely 
$2500, the difference carried by the 
Welfare and by that institution, T 
could go on thorugh the entire list 
with similar situations. Miss Shugard 
here could tell what is being done by 
the East Side Day Nursery. And I 
want to see if you will grant this re- 
quest: If anyone speaks to you, and I 
care not who he may be, man, woman 
or child, in protest, ask that individ- 
ual to do one simple thing, go down 
to Elm Street to the East Side Day 
Nursery and see the work that is be- 
ing done there, and then come back 
to you, and if they have any objec- 
tion whatsoever as to this being 
granted, then to tell you. You may 
ask what is the connection. The an- 
swer is, that if this fund is not taken 
care of for this specialized work, the 
East Side Day Nursery cannot func- 
tion, and there will be scores of men 
and more scores of women who can- 
not go to work in this city because 
they must remain at home to take 
care of those children. You don’t have 
a critic who dares go down and see 
the work being done by that institu- 
tion and come back and challenge 
your judgment in meeting this cost. 
I could go on, gentlemen, for hours, 
with this cause. No greater has ever 
existed. And the fact that they may 
not plead for themselves leads me to 
feel so that I do not apologize for 
earnestness and the sincerity which 
I could not have for a less worthy 
cause, or advocate better able to help 
themselves. Now, the need is very 
great, but we dare not cut, we dare 
not prune our budget, we dare not 
economize at the expense of the crip- 
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ples or the blind or the babies. And 
in all earnestness and sincerity I ask 


` you, make if you will the furthest and 


most searching scrutinizing examina- 
tion as to the use put to every single 
dollar of this fund, dedicated solely 
and wholly to the cause for which I 
have spoken. Solely to the cause of 
health, for which you have appropri- 
ated so much money, recognizing it 
as a paramount and primary consid- 
eration for the City. We have no 
other resources and we must ask that 
you please reconsider and include this 
item for this specialized work alone 
jn this body. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. Smith: Thank you gentlemen 
for hearing us. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mrs. George Barker, President, 
Board of Managers of Babies Hospi- 
tal: May I say just one word? It 
seems almost impudent to come here 
and tell any of you how to run your 
budgets, because it is just like step- 
ping into a private home and telling 
anyone what they should do. But it 
does seem to me that to cut entirely 
the budget in this one work, you can- 


-not close your City Hospital, and 


these special hospitals are really 
branches of your City Hospital. We 
are doing the work you cannot do in 
that one hospital. It is not possible 
for any one hospital to carry on this 
specialized work, and it has only been 
within a few years that you have 
given money to those. The other day 
a man came from New York to speak 
to us. He had charge of raising the 
money for the United Hospital Drive 
in New York. And he told us the 
amount of money the City of New 
York gave to those hospitals, and, 
approximately, it was about $6. per 


‘capita for the inhabitants of the City 


of New York. Now, the amount of 
money given by the City of Newark 
—I think we have about 450,000 in- 
habitants, at least, that is not fifty 
cents per capita. So it is not so much 
in comparison to other cities that has 
been given. Now, if you cut out all of 
that, it seems to- me that some other 
budget could be cut in proportion and 
not cut that entirely. Because it does 
not do any good, really, to keep your 
schools open and have a child go there 
who canot see. They cannot get the 
benefits of the school, nor could a 
child if it is crippled. And these hos- 
pitals cannot keep on if the city does 
not help them. It seems to me to cut 
off the branches of your city hospital, 
we have become in doing this work 
for the poor of the City, that at least 
a part of it, if not all that you have 


` given, just a small amount, could be 


kept up this year when it is needed 
more than ever. 


Mr. Curtis R. Burnett: Gentlemen, 
the Presbyterian Hospital is vitally 
interested in this. A little mental 
arithmetic would show the situation. 
If $100,000, as has been mentioned, is 
not put in by the City to relieve the 
three institutions, those institutions 


. must either give up their work for 


the coming year, or another prorating 
take effect in the welfare budget. We 
are only now receiving 92 per cent. 
That is what has been promised for 
1932, because as you all know, the 
budget did not reach the goal. Our 
own institution, the Presbyterian, 
would have to take an additional cut 
of a substantial amount. And to show 
you that we have already tried to put 
our house in order there, may I state 
this, that last month we borrowed 
$20,000 to take care of deficits of last 
year. We are arranging to make them 
up, aS everyone from the Superinten- 
dents to the lowest menial has had a 
reduction in compensation there. 
Further than that, last September we 
have arranged that our student 
nurses hereafter get no compensation. 
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That will, within a few years, save 
us severa] thousands of dollars. And 
I might say, that we had a larger 
class and a greater number of appli- 
cants under the new arrangement 
than otherwise. That will take care 
of itself. But if we are going to be 
compelled, and that would apply to 
other institutions of like type, to turn 
away patients that will be brought 
there, the reaction is not going to be 
good, because we will have to say 
merely one thing, “We havent the 
funds to take care of you, we haven’t 
the funds to continue our clinic or to 
give free treatments.” And we ex- 
pended nearly $100,000 last year for 
patients: who paid either nothing or 
only paid a part of their cost, I feel 
a little delicate in coming before you, 
because I realize, as we all do, the 
position you gentlemen are in official- 
ly; but we cannot make bricks with- 
out straw, and you cannot make 
bricks without straw, and therefore, 
we appeal to you as man, as fathers, 
as citizens as well as officials to re- 


- consider the situation and not make 


us take a further backward step 
which is almost impossible which you 
consider the pressure that is on us 
from the public and those in need. 
Thank you. 


Mayor Congleton: Do you say you 
were able to borrow $20,000 from the 
. bank last week? 


Mr. Burdett: Yes, without endorse- 
ment. 


_ Mayor Congleton: You are in a 
. fortunate position. 


Mr. Burnett: We make that up by 
the cuts we made; we will pay that 
back this year. 


Mr. Samuel Késsler: Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen of the Comimssion, I rep- 
resent, the Conference of Jewish 
Charities. As you probably know, the 
conference is composed of approxi- 


mately one hundred representative 
men and women who represent the 
Jwish charities in the City of New- 
ark, and I venture to say that of those 
hundred men and women, they are 
perhaps the largest and most sub- 
stantial taxpayers in the City of 
Newark of our class. I don’t want to 
make a speech of the character of 
work because you are just as famil- 
iar as I am, and perhaps more so, 
but I want to say to you this, that 
representing them, I feel sure when 
T say to you that they will back this 
up, that they will support and do 
support this additional one point in 
the tax rate by inclusion of this 
$100,000. They feel that the work 
would be tremendously hampered and 
greatly underdone if this money does 
not come to them; and while they are 
going to pay the bill, not entirely, 
but they represent such a tremendous 
lot of people, that they urge upon 
you to include that in the tax rate 
and they will be glad to pay the tax- 
es for that additional. 


Miss Louise D, Shugard: Well, Mr. 
Commissioners, I have never asked a 
thing of any of you in vain, and I 
am just as sure I am not asking in 
vain now for all of Newark’s poor 
children and hospitals, as I have 
never asked in vain when I asked 
for my own institution. When I came 
here today somebody said “A bar of 
justice.” And I said, “In back of it 
are five men who have always played 
the game square.” And I am telling 
it to you now, and I know perfectly 
sure that whatever decision has been 
made, you are going to reconsider 
and will help us and help those that 
need it. Thank you very much. 


Mr. Perey S. Young: Mr. Mayor, 
I appreciate the tremendous respon- 
sibility that you gentlemen are under 
today, and I appreciate the fact that 
this city and many other cities have 
got to scrutinize their budget this 
year as never before. We are going 
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through a crisis that must be met; it 
is pot only the municipalities, but 
the states and the nation are review- 
ing their expenditures and determin- 
ing how they can meet them, Never- 
the less, it seems to me that no 
body of responsible officials can ne- 
glect the sick and the afflicted under 
these conditions. This $100,000 is a 
large sum, but when we consider what 
that sum is helping to do in this 
city, it seems to me that the taxpay- 
ers of his city cannot afford to cut 
eut of this budget this amount which 
has been presented to you. As I am 
informed, there have been forty 
thousand days of free service in three 
of the hospitals of this city. Taking 
the lowest sum of $5. a day, we have 
there a sum of $200,000. The com- 
mittees who have worked to raise 
this sum have done their utmost. And 
a very large majority of the citizens 
of this city have contributed to this 
cause, but we are short, gentlemen, 
something more than this sum. Mr. 
Lum has explained to you the com- 
plete situation, and if it is possible 
in any way for you to include this 
sum I feel sure that there is no soul 
in this city that can critize you, and 


J think everyone will applaud your 


act. Thank you. 


Mr. Smith: We could go on, Mr. 
Mayor and Commissioners, we will 
not trespass upon your time further 
except to express our appreciation 
very much for this hearing. 


Mayor Congleton: The Commis- 
sioners appreciate the position that 
your organization find yourselves in. 
We have tried to take care of the 
sick and the blind and those needing 
help, but we spent of the taxpayers’ 
money last year in the doing of that 
task as best we knew how, something 
over $1,6000,000. In the study of our 
budget we realized that we had that 
same situation confronting us this 
year, and we did not think that some 
of the people that you have referred 


to who will have to pay the largest 
part of it through taxes, would, per- 
haps, prefer to pay it in some other 
way than on a tax bill. I hesitate, per- 
haps, to make this statement, but you 
make reference to the fact that you 
do not think any one will find any 
fault. I know they wouldn’t with this 
particular work; but it is a question 
of financing, if you please; and since 
this Board has been in session this 
morning I have been called to the 
phone and have had an ultimatum laid 
down to us that unless our hudget is 
cut at least two millions of dollars, the 
New York syndicate cannot take our 
bonds and finance our needs. This has 
been brought about largely by reason 
of some very extravagant propoganda 
that has been circulated in this city 
by people who we supposed had a 
deep interest in the city. Everywhere 
I have gone, and where the rest of us 
have gone with the idea of financing 
our city, being caught as other people 
are caught in these particular times 
with large improvements on our 
hands that we started before the de- 
pression hit us, we have been con- 
fronted with their propoganda. The 
sommission will take your appeal un- 
der consideration and dispose of it 
late in the meeting, or later in the © 
day. 


Mrs. Spurr: I am not going to 
make a plea of any kind, because it 
is silly; but I think the best invest- 
ment that could be made is in the 


work that has been undertaken and 
carried on so well; and it seems to 
me that it is rather thoughtless to 
have all that we have planned for 
shall be undone. This is the best in- 
vestiment that can be made, and I 
think if the citizens of Newark went 
to these different institutions they 
would feel it was a good investment. 


Mayor Congleton: I think you have 
got to deal with your budget as we. 
have with ours. Take some of your 
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character-forming organizations and 
cut them down some. 


Mrs. Spurr: I quite agree with you, 
and I think everyone can cut, and I 
think you cannot cut hospitals. 


Mayor Congleton: I think you 
ought to have money from the Com- 
munity Chest and cut down some of 
‘the others perhaps. 


Mrs. Spurr: What do you mean? 


Mayor Congleton: I mean some of 
the so-called character-building or- 
ganizations in a time like this. Of 
course, their work is important. 


Mrs. Spurr: Haven’t they been cut 
- down? 


Mayor Congleton: Some. 


Mrs. Spurr: I am afraid if you cut 
tco much you will have some more 
of the very troubles of unemployment 
which we have, because after all, 
there seems to me there must be some 
- other place that can be cut rather 
than our hospitals. 


Mayor Congleton: We have cut our 
budgets that we have jurisdiction over, 
Mrs. Spurr, $968,000. from the ap- 
propriations of last year. 


Mrs. Spurr: I don’t doubt every- 
body has cut, everyone, but I do think 
this an awful thing to cut this. I hope 
that you will reconsider it and let 
us cut somewhere else. 


Mayor Congleton: I wish I knew 
where to do it. 


Commissioner Egan: I move the 
hearing be closed on the budget.

Dr. Newton A. Bornstein, 942 
Broad Street; 


I represent the Central Dental As- 
sociation of Newark, New Jersey. 
They held a meeting on February 15 
and passed a resolution protesting the 
-action of the Commissioners in depriv- 
ing the Newark Free Dental Clinic 
Association of the annual appropria- 
tion of $15,000, which action deprives 
the clinic of their only means of 
earrying on the wor;k of giving the 
Indigent children of the city their 
right to obtain free dental service. 
'Th following committee was assigned 
-the duty of presenting this protest to 
the public meeing to be held Wednes- 
day, February 24; Drs. Cook, Crecca, 
Rauch, Devita and myself. The clinics 
have operated.in Newark for twenty- 
three years giving good service td the 
indigent children of Newark. The es- 
tablishment and control of the clinics 
by an independent board of directors 


enabled them to give services to the 
public and parochial schools alike. 
The directors have been men of prom- 
inence in the community, such as Dr. 
Laban Dennis, Mr. George Reeve, Mr. 
Willard Hamilton, Mr. Felix Fuld, 
Rabbi Solomon Foster, Mr. A. S. 
Ward, and others. Mr. Richard Den- 
bigh is now the president of the board 
of directors. The operating staff con- 
sists of six dentists and two atten- 
dants, who are the only ones receiv- 
ing a salary. 


Mayor Congleton: Who did you say 
are the only ones receiving a salary? 


Dr. Bornstein: Six dentists and two 
attendants, who are the only ones re- 
ceiving a salary. The clinics are oper- 
ated five and half days a week. They 
perform some 21,000 operations such 
as fillings, treatments, extractions, 
cleaning and so forth per year. They 
pay their own rent buy all supplies, 
equipment and other expense, all for 
$15,000 a year. It is inconceivable by 
the directors that any of this amount 
js wasted or misused, nor how it 
would be possible to give this amount 
of service under any other kind of 
management. The directors do not 
claim that the clinics cover all or a 
majority of the worthy cases that 
present themselves for treatment. 
They have for many years endeavor- 
el to have the appropriation in- 
creased. Newark is far behind other 
cities in point of free dental service. 
The news, therefore, came as a most 
hocking surprise when it was learn- 
ed of the action of the Commissioners 
to withhold the usual appropriaption. 
It cannot be a matter of economy of 
the directors learned on good-author- 
ity that the fund is to be appropri- 
ated to another department, which 
they feel cannot give as good service. 
They base that assertion on the plan 
which they learned, unofficially, is the 
one adopted by the new clinic. We 
cannot go into full details with our 
present knowledge of the new plan, 
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but we do most emphatically protest 
the withdrawal of this appropriation. 


Mayor Congleton: How much time 
«do those six dentists put in, are they 
full-time men? 


Dr. Bornstein: No, each serves a` 


half day. 


Mayor Congleton: Why shouldn’t 
they serve the same as doctors and 
surgeons do in the City Hospital, 
without charge? 


Dr. Bornstein: It cannot be done. 


Mayor Congleton: It cannot? Well, 
it was done, because I was present, 
at the birth of this clinic and fath- 
ered the legislation to make the ap- 
propriation available to them; and the 
‘representation made to me then as 
‘chairman of the finance committee 
was that was just exactly what you 
wanted to do. We started out with a 
small appropriation that you needed 
te buy your material, and that your 
dental association would furnish the 
younger dentists who would perform 
their services free of charge. 


Dr. Bornstein: We did that for 
about a year, and then the volunteer 
service became so delinquent — the 
men would stay away on one excuse 
or another—it is different in a hos- 
pital where the men are getting 
something, even if they are not get- 
ting any money they are getting 
something, they are getting prestige, 
or something. 


Mayor Congleton: Aren't the den- 
tists getting it in taking care of the 
poor in the clinic the same as the doc- 
ors get it taking care of the poor in 
the City Hospital? 


Dr. Bornstein: I do not think it is 
just the same. 


Mayor Congleton: I would think it 
was exactly the same, and that any 
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dentist who had a high sense of his 
profession and wanted to go ahead, ` 
would want it to be on a par with~ 
the surgeons and physicians devoting 
part of their time to the poor, 


Dr. Bornstein: Well, we found it 
was impossible to work with a volun- 
teer organization, and that the only 
way we could get good service was 
to be able to give the men a small 
salary. They do not get much salary. 


Mayor Congleton: I appreciate it 
is small. 


Commissioner Murray: Your in- 
formation that the fund is to be used ` 
at another point is absolutely wrong. 
It is not so. 


Dr. Bornstein: The clinics are not 
to be continued? 


Commissioner Murray: What clin- 
ics? 


Dr. Bornstein: The dental clinics. 


Commissioner Murray: You mean 
the Health Department? 


Dr. Bornstein: I don’t know, the 
work: 


Commissioner Murray: You said 
your information was this fund was 
going to be taken away from this free 
dental clinic and given to some place 
else? 


Dr. Bornstein: Exactly. 


Commissioner Murray: That is not 
S0. f 


Dr. Bornstein: I understand the 
work is to be continued. How will it 
be continued ? 


Commissioner Murray: The work is 
to be continued in the Health Depart- 
ment clinics just as it has been be- 
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-fore, and extended where it is possi- 
ble to extend it; but there is no con- 
nection between the dental clinic in 
the Health Deparment and this clinic. 


Dr. Bornstein: How will you be 
able to have the work performed ? 


Commissioner Murray: That is up 
to you. . 


Dr. Bornstein: To us? 


Commissioner Murray: Up to your 
clinic. l 


Dr. Bornstein: Are we supposed to 
continue our clinic? 


I am not 
I don’t 


Commissioner Murray: 
connected with your clinic. 
know whether you are or not. 


Dr. Bornstein: How are we to con- 
tinue ? 


Commissioner Murray: I am just 


correcting your statement that the 
funds were to be taken away from 
you and apparently given to other 
dental clinics run by the city. That 
is not so. 


Dr. Bornstein: I said it was un- 
official information; we have not been 
able to get any information on that 
subject at all. 


Commissioner Murray: There has 
been nothing done, so far as I know, 
except that the Commission decided 
to eliminate this $15,000. 


Dr. Bornstein: Well, I don’t know 
how the dental work can be continued 
without some money, and somebody 
will have to spend it. 


Mayor Congleton: We have clinics 
in the public schools, we have clinics 
in the Board of Health, we have clin- 
ics in the parochial schools, dental 
clinics, When we were giving study 


to this and checking up we thought 
that we would take care of most of 
them, so far as we could see. 


Dr. Bornstein: All the clinics that 
you have at present are inadequate 
to perform one half or less than one 
half of the work that is required. 
There are so many children that are 
growing up with lost teeth or badly 
decayed teeth, they are losing time 
in school, their whole character is be- 
ing caanged by the lack of this work. 


Mayor Congleton: In other werds, 
our dental work in the schools is not 
efficient and they are not doing their 
job? 


Dr. Bornstein: I say none of them 
are efficiently ours either; I say we 
are not covering the field by any 
means; and to take away what we are 
doing I think is a great wrong---or 
rather, the directors do. 


Dr. Meyer C. Ellenstein: I appear 
on behalf of the Newark Free Dental 
Clinic and as I understand this insti- 
tution was inaugurated back in 1909, 
so they have been functioning for 
twenty-three year, And at that time 
a crying need for the care of the chil- 
dren’s teeth, particularly those that 
attend school, was determined by the 
dentists, and they volunteered their 
services and they found they were so 
overfiooded with applications at that 
time that it necessitated the passing 
by the Legislature of an act enabling 
those first-class cities to appropriate 
$10,000 for that work. Subsequent. to 
that, in 1924, I think the Legislature 
increased it to $15,000, at which ñg- 
ure it has been held since then, Now, 
these clinics are situated, one on 
Ferry Street and the other on New 
Street right in the very heart of those 
people who require this sort of work, 
and it is an absolute necessity. Statis- 
tics show that where children’s tezth 
are not taken care of they require 
six months additional to complete the. 
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-term in the elementary school. That 


costs the City $100 per child per 
year. Now, I know full well the prob- 
lems you gentlemen are concerned 
with at this time, and I say to you, 
considering the fact that this is run 
and operated by laymen and dentists, 
such men as Willard Hamilton, Cur- 
tis Burnett, the late Felix Fuld, Rab- 
bi Foster, and Mr. Ward, treasurer 
of the Howard Savings Institution, 
who was treasurer of this institution 
for a long time, those prominent men 
sought to enable this clinic to con- 
tinue. Now, I can see a great deal of 
harm being done by the closing of 
those clinics. I know that a survey 
was made only in recent years in the 
City of New York among school chil- 
dren, and it was determined ıt would 
require all the dentists to work on the 
teeth of just school children for a 
year and a half, eighteen months, be- 
fore they would have completed that 
work. And I can say to you gentle- 
men from my personal experience, if 
it is economy that you are looking 
for, that this would by all means be 
false economy. I know how reluctant 
a child is to go to some other part 
of the city, particularly so an indi- 
gent child, a child who is poor, whose 
parents haven’t the mental capacity 
to ascertain the value of the care of 
the teeth. My understanding is that 
in the Board of Health teeth are sim- 
ply extracted, while in these clinics 
the teeth are preserved and saved by 
putting in fillings and carrying the 
child over to not only a period of 
where the child is comfortable, but 
where it is going to affect their en- 
tire systems. The medical profession 
in the last ten years has fully realiz- 
ed the value and effect of bad teeth 
up the system, how it affects the 
child’s heart, joints, and various other 
parts of the body. And in the past 
year in this clinic there were 21,000 
dental operations, and the sum ex- 
pended, including the rental of these 
two places, fees paid to these opera- 
tors, was $14,400 which is a negligi- 


ble amount, considering the fact that. 
so many dental operations were per- 
formed, I want to bring to your at- 
tention the fact that there were eigh- 
teen to twenty per cent. of these 
school children were from parochial 


schools, and I know the importance 


from my personal experience in clin- 
ies, that you will find a great deal of 
difficulty in bringing a child from the 
eastern part of the city down to the 
Board of Health to have any dental 
work performed. They have been ac- 
customed to going to these places, 
the children know about it; the sum 
expended is a negligible amount; and 
J would urge upon you gentlemen 
that an appropriation in the same 
manner be put aside for the continu- 
ance of those clinics. At present the 
clinic is supervised by Dr. Stevens 
and Dr. Hussey, reputable dentists in 
this city, who receive no remunera- 
tion for it. It has the accord, I be- 
lieve, of all the poor people in the 
sections of the city where it is lo- 
cated; on the one hand it feeds those 
children in the south and northwest- 
ern parts of the city, and on the other 
hand below the railroad it assists. 
those children in that section of the 
city where there is a crying need for 
that sort of work, I think if you gen- 
tlemen will stop to consider the enor- 
mous amount of dental operations, 
the cleaning of teeth, the filling of 
teeth, and extraction of teeth in those 
clinics, only a very small percentage 
of the teeth of the children were ex- 
trated. You gentlemen may not be 
aware of the value of teeth to a 
child, how it aids the child to masti- 
cate, and how it aids the child’s di- 
gestion; an in many of those cases 
those children are undernourished if 
they cannot give proper masticatiorr 
to the little food they get and they 
cannot be expected to raise them- 
selves and be valuable citizens to this. 
city. I know the amount received by 
those dentists in attendance at the 
clinic is negligible. I heard your Hon- 
or say something about these dentists 
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contributing their work. I want to ac- 
quaint your Honor with this fact, 
that the statisics show that the aver- 
age denist earns $50 a week, whereas 
a physician can devote his time and 
-give an hour or two, the dentist, when 
he devotes his time, as they do in 
this clinic, giving three or four hours 
a day either morning or afternoon, 
that he cannot possibly do it for less 
than he is making without making 
‘many sacrifices. Then too, the Central 
Dental Association unanimously pass- 
-ed a resolution in favor of continuing 
the dental clinics. Now, I am a mem- 
‘er of the Central Dental Associa- 
vion, I know they take in every single 
-ethical dentist in the city and sur- 
rounding neighboring cities. Surely 
the dentists know what would be to 
the best interess of those children in 
those localities. I am urging upon 
you again that you consider it and 
consider it carefully, because I do 
“know it would be economic to retain 
those clinics. 


Mayor Congleton: How many den- 
tists have you in Newark? 


Commissioner Murray: May I cor- 
rect your impression that the Health 
Department clinics do nothing but ex- 
tract teeth? They treat and fill teeth 
just the same as if the child were 
paying for it. A child from down neck 
does not have to go to the Health 
Department, there is a very present- 
able clinic in St. Casimir’s School, 
there is another at St. Michael’s at 
Broadway, and there is another being 
equipped at St. Lucy’s on Seventh 
Avenue; and I had those in mind 
when I said the extension of those 
clinics would be made as rapidly as 
possible. That is nothing against your 
‘clinics, but the Health Department 
clinics do treat and fill teeth as well 
as extract them. They only extract 
‘them where they cannot be filled or 
taken care of otherwise. 


Dr, Ellenstein: I want to say it is 
‘not my clinic— 


Commissioner Murray: I mean to 
say the clinics to which you refer, it 
is nothing against them. 


Dr. Ellenstein: There is this to say, 
the Legislature having passed such 
legislation, it was surely their inten- 
tion that those clinics be entirely di- 
vorced from poliics, and it is that 
thing that the members of the Cen- 
trel Dental Association is opposed to. 


They want to keep it still out of poli- © 


tics, and there cannot be any objec- 
tion, arid there isn’t anybody can say 
the clinics as they are set up now are 
not run in the most economical fash- 
ion. I have the number of dental 
operations performed there, the num- 
ber of children treated there, the 
number of parochial school children, 
eighteen to twenty per cent. that 
were treated at that point, why 
change that? These children have 
been accustomed to going to these 
places, and it has been there for 
twenty-three years. What would be 
the object in changing that? 


Mayor Congleton: How many den- 
tists have you in ‘Newark, or carrying 
on business here that call themselves 
Newarkers and who may sleep out- 
side? 


Dr. Bornstein: Between four and 
five hundred, I guess. 


Mayor Congleton: I remember very 
distinctly Mr. Abner S, Reeves was 
the father of this idea. Ana all they 
wanted the City to do was to give 
them sufficient money to pay the rent 
and buy material with which they 
worked, and I was rather surprised 
when I found out that a good part 
of our appropriation was used to pay 
salaries, because the very idea that 
the fathers of this dental clinic put 
up to the governing body was that 
the dentists wanted to do this work 
as their contribution to the civic life, 
the same as the physicians and sur- 
geons are doing at our City Hospital. 
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Dr. Ellenstein: That is true, and 
they are making great sacrifices when 
they average $1500 a year when they 
devote three or four hours per day 
every day of the week. That is a 
decided sacrifice. I think you will 
agree with me, Mr. Mayor, that that 
is not a large salary for a man who 
has gone through dental school— 


Mayor Congleton: I am not criti- 
cizing the amount. 


Dr. Ellenstein: Well, he is spend- 
ing the greater part of the day and 
~he is making sacrifices which would 
necessitate someone doing the work. 
The best men in the City are selected 
to do that work, and there surely is 
a crying need, I say to you gentlemen 
-that every one of you has to safe- 
guard the health, safety, welfare anid 
morals of the citizens of this city, 
and health is always put first and 
that is a very important factor, par- 
ticularly so in the care of children’s 


teeth. There isn’ a more crying need, 


“and I know it would be to the best 
interests of the city and to the best 
interests of those poor indigent chil- 
dren, to have their teeth taken care 
of; and assuming it was necessary to 
have all these other clinics, these 
clinies should not be closed up by 
virtue of the fact that the children 
in those sections are accustomed to 
go there, and you know from experi- 
ence, Mr. Mayor, how reluctant a 
child is to go to a clinie and how very 
often when a clinic is in the immedi- 
ate vicinity the child will take the 
hand of another and go to that clinic 
whereas if you place it in some other 
remote part of the city, the proba- 
bilities are they will not attend to 
those clinics, and as a result of it 
suffer from it. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
‘desire to be heard? 


Dr. Bornstein: You mentioned Mr. 
Reeve. Mr. Reeve himself found out 


it could not be operated under volun- 
teer service, and he was the one who 
brought the matter before the Mayor 
at the time, I believe. 


Mayor Congleton: I drew the Dill 
and had it introduced and lobbied for 
it, the original bill, which contained a 
very much smaller appropriation than 
the present; and from time to time 
your association has, through legisla- 
tion, had the amount increased twice, 
I think, from the original amount. 


Dr. Bornstein: That is right. 


Mayor Congleton: It is merely per- 
missive the same as a great many 
other statutes they pass. They do oc- 
casionally pass a permissive act. A. 
great many of them are mandatory. 


Dr. Bornstein: We understand that, 
that it is not compulsory on your part 
to grant the appropriation; but we 
show the necessity. We want all over 
that twenty years ago somewhere in 
1913, and showed the necessity, and 
it was concurred in at that time. 


Dr. Ellenstein: I just want to add 
this, gentlemen of the Commission, 
that surely four or five hundred den- 
tists, where only six of them receive 
remuneration surely, four or five hun- 
dred dentists would not be in accord 
on continuing a clinic unless there 
was an absolute need for it. Now, of 
$15,000, $14,000 was expended in the 
last year. That is a negligible amount 
considering the harm that would be 
done as a result of closing these two 
clinics. And these dentists should 
know the value of those clinics. 


Mayor Congleton: J am not in any 
way meaning to reflect upon the clin- - 
ic or the work it is doing. My only 
thought is that you have gotten away 
from the idea that you started under; 
and with four or five hundred dentists 
in the City of Newark that want to 
carry on this work, it does seem to me 
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that the original thought they had in 
mind could be carried out just the 
same as the greatest surgeons and 
greatest physicians that we have in 
this community give their services 
free of charge, not only at the City 
Hospital, but at St. James’, St. Mi- 
echael’s and the other large hospitals 
of our community. 


Dr. Ellenstein: Now, Mr. Mayor, 
that is hardly a fair comparison. 
When a surgeon goes to the hospital 
he gains by that, 


Mayor Congleton: Don’t these den- 
tists gain by their experience in fill- 
ing teeth and performing dental op- 
erations ? 


Dr. Ellenstein: Not in the least. 
That is elementary work, and any 
dentist, or a man that has been, in 
‘dental school for one year, is qualified 
to do that type of work. He may not 
do it as skillfully as another, but this 
‘work is largely temporary work; the 
permanent teeth have not entirely 
erupted; and with the exception of 
one or two teeth, they are called upon 
to do temporary work. A surgeon 
gains, if not in dollars and cents, in 
experience which stands him in later 
years, which a dentist does not gain. 
Statistics show that dentists earn no 
more han $50 a week on the average. 


Mayor Congleton: I guess a good 
many doctors, their average is not 
so large if you take them all in all. 

Dr. Ellenstein: However, I am not 
stressing that point at all, I am 
stressing the point of the harm that 
would be done by the closing up of 
these two clinics; and it is a negligi- 
ble amount, $15,000, 


Mayor Congleton: Every single 
item that we have touched in itself 
“is practically in that same class, but 
in the aggregate they amount to 
$968,000. 


Dr. Ellenstein: I might say, you 
said they started out that way. That 
was only continued for one year. The 
clinie was opened in June, 1909, and 
in 1910 the Legislature then passed 
an act permitting first-class cities to 
appropriate $10,000 for that paricular 
class of work. It was surely the in- 
tention of the Legislature at that 
time to keep it separate and apart 
from the city budget. 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t think the 
Legislature knew anything about it, 
because we went down there and ad- 
vocated the bill, and it was a per- 
missive one, and we got it through. 
They did not know whether it was 
politics or not politics; and I do not 
think it is quite a fair statement to 
intimate that all of our clinics are 
run on a political basis. 


Dr. Ellenstein: I did not intimate 
that at all. 


Mayor Congleton: You made the 
point that yours particularly is run 
without any politics, 


Dr. Ellenstein: That is right. 


Mayor Congleton; And I say there 
isn’t any politics in our clinic either. 


Dr. Ellenstein: That ig the point 
that the Central Dental Association 
takes, that they want to keep it free 
and apart from politics because it is 
so intimately concerned with the 
health of these poor indigent children 
in those localities, 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard on this matter? 
Does any other person have any 
other matter they desire to discuss 
with the Commission this morning ? 


Mayor Congleton offered the follow- 
ing resolution:

I 
have no interest in the matter with 
respect to Mr. Adams that I spoke 
of other than that pension fund, and 
l think that while this thing is being 
tried out he ought not to be deprived 
of the protection he has there after 
having paid in for years. 


Commissioner Gillen: We have no 
objection to that; but change it from 
Tuesdays to every day.

3. All Using Agencies of the city 
shall file detailed estimates of their 
requirements in supplies’ materials 
and equipment in such manner at 
such times and for such periods as 
the Board of Purchases shall pre- 
scribe. This shall in no wise prevent 
any Using Agency from filing with 
the Board of Purchases at any time a 
requisition for supplies, materials and 
equipment, the need for which was 
not foreseen when the detailed esti- 
mates were submitted. 


4, As rapidly as any class of sup- 
plies, materials or equipment shall 
have become standardized: it shall be 
the duty of the Board of Purchases 
to incorporate such standards as the 
basis of specifications on which said 
supplies, materials or equipment shall 
be purchased or contracted for. 


5. The Board of Purchases shall, 
when deemed necessary: invite into- 
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conference any expert or authority in 
the City Government whose advice is 
required in the preparation of stan- 
dards and specifications for the pur- 
chase of or contract for supplies, ma- 
terials and equipment. 


6. When it becomes necessary to 
purchase materials, supplies or equip- 
meni not covered by contract, it shall 
be the duty of the Board of Purchases 
to obtain at least three prices there- 
on and to award order to lowest bid- 
der. 

q. In case of emergency any or all 
Using Agencies may purchase direct- 
ly any supplies, materials or equip- 
ment whose immediate procurement 
is necessary to the continance of the 
work of the Using Agency concerned, 
providing the amount to be expended 


does not exceed $...0000000000... Requisi- 


tion covering the emergency purchase 
must be forwarded immediately to the 
Board of Purchases for issuance of 
confirming order. 


8. The receiving agent in each Us- 
ing Agency shall be held responsible 
by the Board of Purchases for the 
proper receipt of all materials, sup- 
plies or equipment as indicated on 
the triplicate written order and con- 
forming therewith as to specifications: 
standards, ete. G 


9. The Board of Purchases when 
considered necessary shall prescribe 
chemical and physical tests of sam- 
ples submitted with bids and samples 
of deliveries to determine their quality 
and conformance with the said stan- 
dards and specifications.

Mayor Congleton: Merely as a pre- 
cautionary measure in case some- 
body should come along tomorrow, I 
would suggest when we adjourn to- 
day we adjourn to meet tomorrow at 
two o’clock in the afternoon because 
if these bonds are now sold they can- 
not be sold under that advertisement, 
they will have to be sold under this 
new act within sixty days of the time 
they were advertised.

Commissioner Egan: Do you wan’ 
to meet again tomorrow? 


Mayor Congleton: We will adjourn

Commissioner Egan: The though: 
was expressed yesterday about new 
revenues— 


Mayor Congleton: I think this is a 
good time to discuss it. 


Commissioner Egan: I think we 
ought to have a license feé on open 
parking stations. I think all engin- 
eers in Newark ought to be licensed 
at about $100 a year. 


Commissioner Murray: It would be 
a good thing to license chain stores 
in Newerk, too. They collect the 
money in Newark and take it out. 


Mayor Congleton: Do you want to 
diseuss that matter, Commissioner 
Murray ? 


Commissioner Murray: Yes. It juss 
seemed to me that with the need for 
increasec revenues being as keen as 
it is. due to the fact that in the case 
of the open-air parking station today 
it is in existence because of the eradi- 
cation of ratables that heretofore ex- 
isted on the properties, and when you 
realize that people who built expens- 
ive buildings for garage purposes and 
pay substantial taxes; and the rents 
are very considerable for open-air 
parking spaces and yet the city gets 
no benefit from the fact that the land 
produces a very substantial income 
without the investment of what would 
go in the maintenance of 4 building. 


that did stand upon the premises - 


formerly; and it occurred to me it 
would be a good thing to come to 
some determination that the area 
should be the basis of the license tax 
upon each of these stations, and that 
area avould be divided into the num- 
ber of square feet occupied by a ca 
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parked thereon: and let them pay so 
much per year per car space in the 
parking station. A man who had a 
one-hundred car capacity would pay, 
for example, $1.50 a car, that would 
make $150 a year. With our experi- 
ence with parking stations in the 
center of the city that might produce 
a very substantial revenue. 


Mayor Congleton: I think that is 
a very excellent idea. I am ready to 
go along with it and I think we 
might instruct the Law Department 
to prepare an ordinance, and, in the 
meantime, through proper channels, 
we could make some investigation as 
to what fees are charged in other 
places and we can leave the fee part 
blank, but get the ordinance ready. 

Commissioner Egan: How about 
gasoline pumps? 


Mayor Congleton: We talked about 
that a lot. I think your department 
had an ordinance prepared. 


Commissioner Egan: The Law De- 
partment has got it in its files. 


Mayor Congleton: Let us revive 
that again. Now, there are a lot of 
you might say itinerant merchants. 
i am thinking now of those ice cream 
wagons we had last year that I think 
paid a dollar a year, and they are go- 
ing around through the streets com- 
peting with storekeepers and mer- 
chants that are paying real taxes and 
real rents for stores. Those fellows 
‘buy a little automobile, put a man on 
it, and occupy our streets, and they 
‘park at the corners and have got no 
other expense. I think a higher fee 
could be put on businesses of that 
type, not alone ice cream wagons, but 
maybe some of those out-of-town 
peddlers of other merchandise. 


Commissioner Egan: 


Bakery 
wagons, for instance. f 


Mayor Congleton; Yes. They put 


one through up in Irvington a while 
ago. 


Commissioner Egan: It is my de- 
sire to refuse to grant licenses to 
these Good Humor ice cream wagons 
this year. 


Mayor Congleton: They ought to 
pay a very substantial license fee if 
they are going to do business. Down 
in Asbury Park on something of that 
nature they fixed a license fee of 
$400, and the courts sustained it. You 
might have someone look up that 
case. I think it was Asbury Park; 
it was one of the seashore towns. On 
the question of these additional reve- 
nes, my department has been work- 
ing on the question of vaults and 
construction work and other things 
where they are using the street; man- 
hole and coalhole covers, they are all 
charged for in other cities, And 
we are working on that to see if we 
can get Some more revenue. 


While we are talking on these gen- 
eral things, why don’t we discuss this 
proposition further of our city em- 
ployees living in the City of Newark. 


Commissioner Egan: I would sug- 
gest and offer a motion before the 
Commission that all City employees 
be required to live in Newark. 


Mayor Congleton: Let the Law De- 
partment prepare an ordinance along 
that line. 


Mr. Boettner: May I report I took 
that up with Mr. Brogan in Jersey 
City. He said the way they arranged 
that with all Board of Education em- - 
ployees, they made them agree, all 
the new employees-——they. could not 
change the old employees—but all 
new employees had to agree to be 
residents and to remain residents as 
long as employed by the: Board of 
Education of the City of Jersey City. 
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Mayor Congleton: The employees 
that are now living outside of the city, 
J think in fairness to them we should 
give them a reasonable time to dis- 
pose of their property, and so forth. 
Jf they want to work for. Newark 
they should be required to live in that 
community. 


Commissioner Egan: I do not think 
J have any in my department. 


Mayor Congleton: I think your 
rules require the police and firemen 
to live here; but I think I did get a 
report the other day of a policeman 
or fireman living in East Orange and 
his wife is working, 


Commissioner Egan: I had two or 
three complaints and they all checked 
out. 


Mayor Congleton: If you have got 
only one or two in your department 
you are fortunate, because I have a 
lot of them. 


Commissioner Howe: So have I got 
a lot of them. 


Mayor Congleton: This ought to be 
a bena fide residence, and we should 
define in the ordinance a bona fide 
residence is the place where if the man 
is married his family resides. This 
thing of having the family outside 
and keeping’ a voting residence with 
some relative I think is all wrong. 


Commissioner Murray: I want to 
advise you that our accommodations 
at the lodging house are at the maxi- 
mum.and the demand is up to the 
limit: -We have about 468 and we 
have no room for others. They turn 
away from sixty to 130 a night. 


Commissioner Howe: I see a line at 
half-past five when I am going home. 


: Commissioner . Murray: I suppose 
we have to face the issue. We hope 
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with the warm weather, and it un- 
doubtedly will very substantially re- 
duce the number of guests there, be 
cause it is the cold nights more than 
anything else, and the stormy nights.. 
that drives them under cover; but 1 
have to say for them, of the thou- 
sands we have taken care of, I would. 
say they were ninety per cent. good 
men, men of good type; not over ten 
per cent. were even questionable, and 
only a small portion of that ten per 
cent. was objectionable. 


Commissioner Howe: Are many of 
them colored? 


Commissioner Murray: Yes, a large 
number of them are colored, but not 
a preponderance. 


Commissioner Howe: Not a major- 
ity? 


Commissioner Murray: No. 


Commissioner Egan: I wag over in 


the lodging house Monday morning 
between one and two o’clock, and I 
want to tell you it is a mighty well 
managed institution, clean and com- 
fortable. . 


Commissioner Murray: These men 
are bound to be clean and bound to 
be fairly comfortable, because they 


_get an examination to show they are 


clean from communicable diseases, 
and we have got a showerroom and a 
man in a bathing suit is there to see 
they get a good bath and not wet 
their heads. We have wash tubs and 
wash boards and soap and water 
where their soiled linen and under- 
clothing may be washed, and they are 
required to wash them if they are 
dirty. 


Commissioner Egan: J saw a fellow 
washing his shirt at half-past one 
Monday morning as happy as a 
canary bird. ` 
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Commissioner Murray; Those fel- 
lows go to bed perfectly clean and 
they have a comfortable, warm night- 
gown on, and they dress in clean 
clothing, all the clothing having gone 
through the sterilizer and they go 
out with a meal ticket for their break- 
fast and they make a very good start; 
and the general results of that are 
not limited to the comforts to these 
men under shelter overnight, they in- 
clude, perhaps, avoiding the danger of 
holdups, and so forth, by men who are 
cold and hungry and desperate; and 
you have 468 men who do not need 
police protection or police regulation 
through the hours of the night. They 
are there early—Commissioner Howe 
says he saw them at half-past five— 
the doors open at six o'clock, and at 
eight o'clock they are all in bed and 
the premises have all been entirely 
cleaned, the baths are scoured and 
the clothing is on its way through 
the sterilizer. 


Commissioner Egan: I saw one of 
your employees handling clothes out 
of the sterilizer the other night and 
you would think he was handling 
little babies; he was happy as could 
be. 


-Commissioner Murray: The staff 
is very good, and the general results 
from a social service standpoint are 
splendid. Now, we will soon have to 
go to the question of extended facili- 
ties, and I think nex: Tuesday at our 
conference—between now and then 1 
will try to get some information as 
to what available premises there may 
be where we may establish an annex 
to take care of this overflow, because 
I understand the Salvation Army’s 
free accommodations are taxed to the 
utmost; and when those men are 


` asked why they did not go to the 


Salvation Army they said they had 
been there and could not get in be- 


_cause they had no money, and it is 


tough to turn them out on a rainy 
stormy night, it is tough to turn them 


out, but with every corner filled and 
with every accommodation given that 
decency would permit, we still, never- 
theless have to turn away from 60 to» 
180 a night. You would not need a. 
place quite as large as this— . 
` ` 
Commissioner Howe: How about 
the South Market Street School, isn’t 
that closed? ` 


Commissioner Murray: I don’t 
know; but that is remote; that is too 
far away. If you have these things 
centrally located you get the men 
better. 


Mayor Congleton: I think you can 
get one floor or two floors in that 
building right next to you if you want 
to. 


Commissioner Murray: Will they 
put shower baths in for you? 

Mayor Congleton: That is a ques- 
tion you would have to negotiate. 
They were considering doing it them- 
selves. 


Commissioner Murray: There is 
only one way to do it, and that is the 
right way. This plan costs about 27 
cents a man for his lodging, every- 
thing included, plus 15 cents for a. 
meal ticket which gives him a fair 
start at seven o’clock in the morning, 
and he must be out at that time. E 
think it is a very satisfacory work- 
ing outfit, and I want any annex to be 
conducted along the same lines and 
give the same accommodations, priv- 
fleges, and same requirements as they 
have in this plant. We will take it 
up Tuesday, then. 


Mayor Congleton: We cannot let. 
the poor devils freeze. 


Commissioner Howe: Believe me, 
it was cold last night at one o'clock- 


Commissioner Murray: It was. It 
was cold to you with a good warns 
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overcoat and warm clothes on you 
and it is colder to the fellow whose 
overcoat was new five years ago, the 
collar of which is worn through from 
contact with his neck, and without 
lining, and poor clothing, and very 
frail. if any, under clothing on, and 
poor shoes and no socks; and he is 
the kind of a fellow you have got to 
take care of. We get a lot of ma- 
terial assistance from the Overseer 
of the Poor who gathers suits and 
overcoats without number, shoes and 
socks and underwear, and we are able 
to send these fellows out in much bet- 
ter shape than they come in wherever 
they need it. It is because of that 
from the social service standpoint it 
does monumental work. We do not 
give it much publicity, but it is there, 
and I think they appreciate it, too. 


Mayor Congleton: In reference to 
that Bayonne contract it is estimated 
on their present consumption that the 
City of Newark as their share of the 
receipts from that contract will col- 
lect considerably over a million 
dollars. 


Commissioner Murray: Before we ad- 
Journ I would like to raise the question 
of salary of Overseer of the Poor. It 
is getting to the end of February now, 
and when he came here it was agreed 
if he came at $5,000 for last year, at 
the end of the year we would give 
kim $6,000 as I recall it, and I do 
not know why we should not live up 
to that, because he has done a strenu- 
‘ous job and done it very well, and he 
has shown what a department like 
that can be made; and it has been an 
education to all of us; and he has 
answered the call under the stress of 
the present circumstances splendidly 
and every detail is taken care of. 
Last week he started in to work at 
twenty minutes to nine in he morn- 
ing and finished at twenty minutes to 
one on the following morning, and in 
that one stretch of time as a result 
of an intensive checkup by him and 


those working under him, there was 
a return of coal orders totaling near- 
ly $5,000, not fraudulently gotten, not 
irregularly issued but those orders 
were, for example, addressed to John 
Doe and Mary Doe at a certain num- 
ber of a certain street in the particu- 
lar district, and between the time the 
order was applied for and approve: 
by investigation, the family had been 
put out and had to go somewher: 
else. And we had this caréful check- 
up of the coal orders. The coal or- 
der might have been left at that ad- 
dress and another party not entitled 
to it might have delivered it to a 
coal man, and he cannot identify the 
individual, and the coal might have 
been delivered to somebody not en- 
titled to it. 


Commissioner Howe: What do you 
do with that? 


Commissioner Murray: Bring it 
back. They are now in the Overseer’ 
office where they are entitled to it 
under a change of circumstances in 
their particular circumstances. They 
will get coal. They will get coal or- 
ders. But it is an abundance of cau- 
tion which suggested this 4s routine 
to be followed by his department, and 
it is done now with frequéncy; and 
in a single night it brought in a re- 
duction of grocery orders of about 
$1,600, and an increase in some orders 
of perhaps four or five hundred dol- 
lars. The families were found to be 
entitled to more than they were get- 
ting, and some families, because 


somebody had gone to work were en- 


titled to a little less. That adjust- 
ment has been made. He has given 
personal attention to this. I have had 
regular and constant contact with him 
and we have worked this thing out 
now, and I think we should without 
question concur in the arrangement 
that was made with him when he 
came here, and increase his salary 
back to the first of January. 
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Mayor Congleton: I have a very 
distinct recollection of the arrange- 
‘ment made with Mr. Malady. It was 
-first agreed to make his salary $6,000. 
T was the one who suggested that in- 
asmuch as our budget had been 
passed and the Overseer at that time 
was getting $5,000, I asked him if he 
would not take for the first year 
$5,000, with the agreement on our 
‘part after he had been in for a year 
“we had a chance to judge of his work, 
it would go to $6,000. I feel under a 
moral obligation to carry out my con- 
‘tract. 


Commissioner Murray: I do not 
think it is in any sense an increase 
in salary, it is just carrying out our 
contract, 


Mayor Congleton: It was the ar- 
yangement made, the first year he 
was to get $5,000, and the second year 
$6,000 if we were satisfied with his 
work; and I think we can all say—I 
know I can, because I have been in 
rather close touch with him—not as 
close ás Commissioner Murray, but I 
have seen a great deal of it, and Mr. 
Malady has done an excellent piece 
of work for us and saved us tre- 
mendous sums of money. 


Commissioner Murray: And I think 
he is thoroughly entitled to it. 


Mayor Congleton: I make it clear, 
as far as my vote is concerned, that 
it is not an increase, it is the salary 
that was fixed last year when Mr. 
Malady came to us. Present your 
resolution on it. 


Commissioner Murray offered tha 
following resolution: 


RESOLVED, that the compensation 
of Owen A. Malady, Overseer of the 
Poor, be and the same hereby is fixed 
at Six Thousand Dollars ($6,000) per 
annum, effective January 1, 1932, in 
accordance with agreement entered 
into with Mr. Malady upon his, ac- 
ceptance of the position.

House to know that we appreciate 
very deeply the wonderful assistance 
and help that you have given us, 


We appreciate it so much that I 
have been directed at the unanimous 
wish of the Commission to request 
the Clearing House to appoint a small 
committee to advise with us in our 
financial affairs. 


The Board of Commissioners and 
the Board of Education have reduced 
the budget appropriations for current. 
expenses of their respective depart- 
mnts by $968,715. This, of course, is 
not all net to the tax payer for the 
reason that the debt service item in 
our budget is increased this year over 
last year by $268,715, thus showing 
a net decrease of amount to be raised 
by taxation of $700,000. We are pre- 
pared, and will this afternoon re-open 
our budget and reduce the total of the 
budget, as it now stands, by an addi- 
ional $500,000. at least, the reduction 
being brought about through the co- 
operation of the Board of Education 
and the City Commissioners and will 
atfect both departments. 


I also would like you to know that 
I have for some time been working on 
a revision of the water rates for the 
City of Newark and the new rates will 
be fixed at an amount which will be 
sufficient to meet all operating ex- 
penses and fixed charges upon the 
debt service. As you know, we have 
been discussing with your Committee 
the question of additional capital ex- 
penditures, and you have the assur- 
ance of the Board of Commissioners 
that no ‘new capital expenditures will 
be incurred other than those already 
contracted for. 


The City of Newark has balanced 
its budget for some years past, and it 
is our desire and purpose to get down 


_ to a basis where we can live within 


our cash income, and in the accom- 
plishment of this we: feel the Com: 
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‘mittee can be of great assistance.

said loan shall be evidenced by tax

by the Director of the Department of

That the Mayor, Director of the De- 
partment of Revenue and Finance, 
City Auditor, and City Clerk are 
hereby authorized to execute said 
bonds, and that the offer to purchase 
said bonds heretofore submitted to 
the Board of Commissioners by Fidel- 
ity Union Trust Company is hereby 
accepted, and the Director of the De-

Mayor Congleton: This being out- 
of the way, gentlemen, we have got 
to get $240,000 off our budget. E 
don’t know where it will come from. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, 
you can write your own ticket on my 
department, 


Mayor Congleton: That is putting 
a lot up to me. 


Commissioner Egan: Well what do 
you want from the Department of 
Publie Safety? 


Commissioner Gillen: The best way 
is to put it on a percentage basis, 
isn’t it? 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t believe 
we can, Commissioner; I wish we 
could. 


Commissioner Murray: Mr. Mayor. 
it was your request over the telephone 
that my department cut its budget. 
still further to the extent of $25,000. 
That is going to mean pretty close 
pinching, but we are in a positio 
where we all have to take a part of 
the load, and my budget will be re- 
duced by the additional $25,000. 


Commissioner Egan: You indicateé 
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to me over the telephone, Mr. Mayor, 
you felt if I could further cut my 
budget $100,000, that might require— 


Mayor Congleton: Could you make 
it $115,000? I have cut mine down 
to two forty-seven. I don’t know 
where it will come from, but I will 
take another $100,000-—or can Com- 
missioner Gillen take a little of that 
$15,000? 


Commissioner Gillen: I will take it 
just the same as everybody else. 


Mr. Brady: In the Poor and Alms 
budget you have got $300,000 in 
there. Under the law you have got to 
put in at least what you had in 1929. 
That is only $235,000. You have got 
at least that much. 


Mayor Congleton: We are going to 
use it. You mean to put it on the 
Emergency ? 


Mr. Brady: Yes. You are way over 
your Emergency now, but that is 
what we have to put in, at least what 
we had in 1929. 


Commissioner Egan: Would that 
come in next year’s budget if we did 
go over it? 


Mayor Congleton: It would be 
‘spread over the eight-year period. 


Commissioner Egan: Then I think 
you ought to take advantage of that. 


Mayor Congleton: How much would 
that be off? 


Mr. Brady: $235,000, $65,000—it is 
‘a little but more—make it $236,000. 


Commissioner Egan: Take $50,000 
off it. 


Mayor Congleton: If we do that, 
to make an even half million it leaves 
$165,000. I would like to show our 


good faith, as long as we have come 
this far, and the Board of Education 
took that extra $10,000, to go not just 
the even figure but a trifle over it; 
and if you will take $100,000 I will 
take $100,000. I don’t know where it 
will come from. 


Commissioner Egan: Whatever 1 
take will probably result in my laying 
off some men. My thought at the mo- 
ment is that if I do lay off some men 
J will have to reduce the amoun: of 
service rendered in the department. 
But it is necessary I will lay off the 
men who are the youngest employees; 
and if you want $100,000 taken off, I 
say “yes” now. 


Mayor Congleton: All, right, $100- 
C00 off there, and we take $100,000 
off of our budget I don’t know where, 
but we will take it off. 


Mr. Brady: Which figures do you 
want it taken out of? 


Commission Egan: Leave that to 
me. Do you have to have it right 
away? 


Mr. Brady: I will have to get it out 
of the budget not today, but I will 
have to have it pretty soon. 


Commissioner Egan: Give me a 
chance. Yesterday I went after it 
from this point of view: I will have 
to spread mine out— 


Commissioner Gillen: Where do you 
stand now? 


Mayor Congleton: We are all right, 
$535,000. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, 
yeu cut your department pretty close 
to the bone before. Are you going to 
find yourself handicapped if you cut 
it much more? Can we help you 
some? 
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Mayor Congleton: I realize that 1 
am way down before I take any more 
off. 


Commissioner Gillen: I will cut 
$7,590, I think. 


Mayor Congleton: Then can I have 
the credit of that, and make it $535,- 
000? 


Commissioner Egan: Yes. 


Mayor Congleton: Are we going to 
go through with these ordinances tax- 
ing open air parking stations, and so 
forth? 


Commissioner Gillen: I say yes. 
Mr. Brady: Can we do that? 


Mayor Congleton: If we are, that 
is going to produce us some additional 
revenue. If we get the ordiannce 
ready and put it through by the first 
of April, for nine months it will swell 
your miscellaneous revenue a bit, 


Commissioner Egan: Couldn’t we 
do this, Mr. Mayor: You say $100,- 
G00 for my department. Does any- 
body have any idea how many open- 
air parking stations we have? 


Commissioner Gillen: And gasoline 
stations, too. 


Commissioner Murrey: There must 
be 50,000 cars parked in these 
stations, 


Commissioner Egan: What would 
‘you figure, $1 a car? 


Commissioner Murray: $1.50. 


Mayor Congleton: I told some of 
these people in New York about it, 
and they thought it was an excel- 
lent idea, and did not know why it 
should not be $1 a month. 


Commissioner Egan: Suppose you 
say $1.50 a car, and say you park 
50,000 cars a year. 


Commissioner Murray: That is $75,- 


000. 


Commissioner Egan: Now, on your 
gasoline stations, if you did not do 
anything else but this, you ought to 
charge at least $25 a year flat as a 
minimum for every gasoline siation. 
There must be a thousand of them. 


Commissioner Murray: About three 
hundred. That is $7,500 more. 

Commissioner Egan: Say $10,000. 
Itinerant merchants, after we get that 
studied out your Good Humor ice 
cream wagons and bakery wagons. 
that ought to give us another $10,000. 
don’t you think, Mr. Mayor? 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t know. 


Commissioner Egan: There is $95,- 
000. 


Commissioner Gillen: You have 
about four or five hundred farmers 
and speculators «doing business in 
these publie markets here, and they 
ought all to be taxed, every one of 
them. . 


Commissioner Egan: I think you 
are right. 


Mayor Congleton: Wouldn't we be 
safe if we estimated at least $50,- 
000 from all of these new forms of 
licenses ? 

Commissioner Egan: I think you 
can say $100,000. 


Commissioner Gillen: You can say 
$100,000, the way he is figuring 
now. 


Mr, Brady: I am afraid you are go- 
ing too high now on that, because I 
went every peg on miscellaneous reve- 
nue, and I don’t think I am going to 
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get it, because I have got $166,000 for 
market rent, and I don’t think I am 
going to get it. I went the very last 
limit. 


Commissioner Egan: Then if you 
don’t change this thing at all, and you 
have already put that in, you prob- 
ably aren’t going to get it. 


Mr. Brady: Then if I get other stuff 
it will just about offset that. 


Commissioner Murray: You have a 
tremendous number of lunch wagons. 


Commissioner Gillen: They ought to 
be taxed just the same. 


Commissioner Murray: They are a 
very large business and they cost 
$12,000, $15,000, $18,000, and I doubt 
very much if any of them are assessed 
five per cent. of that. 


Commissioner Egan: That isn’t a 
bad thought there, Commissioner 
Murray. You take your lunch 
wagons, they manage to work it out 
where they have practically no assess- 
ment for real estate. You could in- 
crease that; the license fee is $10 
now; we could get $25 out of that. 


Commissioner Murray: Because 
they are virtually fixtures; they have 
to put in plumbing and sewers; and 
they were originally built— 


Commissioner Egan: I move you, 
Mr. Mayor that we put in the budget 
as miscellaneous revenue $100,000 
covering these contemplated license 
fees that we will work out for this 
year. 


‘The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Egan, Gillen, 
Howe, Murray. Mayor Congleton. 


Mayor Congleton: That means that: 
we have got to get right down to busi- 
ness and adopt the ordinances regard-

the syndicate. Of course, they are all 
made bearer, but you have to fill in 
your stubs. They are to be dated 
February 29 due March 29, at six 
per cent. ` 


Mr. Brady: Now, do I understand 
that the permanent bonds go at six 
per cent. Because I have got to 
notify them to go ahead and do the: 
printing. 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, And that 
resolution should be passed here sell- 
ing to this syndicate. Will it be all 
right if I cut that $100,000 to $90,- 
000? 


Commissioner Egan: I think so, Mre 
Mayor, 


Mayor Congleton: I said I would 
take $100,000. I don’t want you to 
think I am welching by cutting it 
down, but $90,00@ is my limit. 


Commissioner Gillen: No, go ahead.

of Assembly, that the governing body 
of Newark urges most seriously the 
passage of a law covering income tax. 


Mayor Congleton: Are there any 
remarks on the motion? 


Commissioner Gillen: This has been 
discussed a great deal, of course, for 
some time past; and the question was 
as to whether the income tax or the 
sales tax would be the better at this 
time. I understand the Federal Gov- 
ernment is going to pass a sales tax. 


Mayor Congleton: On the income 
tax, Commissioner Gillen, I am rather 
strong for it. On last year’s figures 
the State of New Jersey would start 
out by receiving $4,000.000 that are 
now paid by New Jersey peeple he 
cause their place of business is in 
New York. Now, under that New 
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York statute, just as soon as New 
Jersey passes a state income tax law 
and gives New York residents that 
same reciprocity, that $4,000,000 goes 
into our state treasury rather than 
into New York State. 


Commissioner Gillen: Then why not 
have the Law Department prepare a 
bil. right away? 


Mayor Congleton: I think there is 
one in the Legislature. 


Commissioner Egan: The Balantine 
bill. 


Commissioner Gillen: Who prepared 
the bill? 


Mayor Congleton: I understand the 
Attorney General's Office. 


Commissioner Egan: If it isn’t in 
the form that might meet the situa- 
iion it is easy to bring aut a corm- 
mittee substitute. And I think we 
ought to carry on an intensive cara- 
paign with the state officials. 


Commissioner Gillen: I second the 
motion. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adop‘ed by the follow- 
ing votes:

fault, and that would not help any 
paper that anybody had in their vaults 
from any state. county or municipal- 
ity. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, 1 
base my statement on the fact that 


you have done a remarkable job, not 


enly in the manner in which you have 
handled the entire situation, but the 
bare fact we are required to pay six 
per cent, on a permanent bond issue 
indicates to me that you had a dif- 
ficult job to do. A six per cent. rate 
of interest on a permanent bond issue 
such as this is something new in the 
financial world, as I study it, and it 
is really too bad that we have to pay 
six per cent. 


Mayor Congleton: But it prevails 
every where, 


Commissioner Egan: I grant you 
that; but we are fundamentally in a 
sound position from a financial stand- 
point, and when you bear in mind that 
this is a permanent issue, a long term 
bond issued and the only question that 
is confusing is the question of credit 
because of the present money market, 
it seems a pity that we have to pay 
six per cent. for a long term perm- 
anent bond issue. And that fact, re- 
gardless of all of the other problems 
that you have done so efficiently, in- 
dicates that you gentlemen did a very 
dificult job efficiently. 


Mayor Congleton: If I did anything 
to help I am tickled to death. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, 
don’t you think we ought to have a 
conference Tuesday, if necessary 
morning and afternoon, to have these 
ordinances covering further revenue 
whipped into shape as far as pos- 
sible? 


Mayor Congleton: I think so. 


Commissioner Egan: I move you 
that we confer on Tuesday, and if 
necessary, all day Tuesday, in order 
to have these ordinances in proper 
shape for introduction on Wednesday.

An ordinance to license hawkers, 
peddlers, transient merchants and 


itinerant vendors and to provide pen- 
alties for the violation of the pro- 
visions thereof and to put into opera- 
tion and effect an act entitled “An 
Act to license and regulate the busi- 
ness of transient merchants or itin- 
erant vendors in this State,” being 
Chapter 88 of the pamphlet laws of 
the State of New Jersey for the year 
1931. 


The Board of Commissioners of The 
City of Newark Do Ordain: 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. All “transcient mer- 
chants’ and/or “itinerant vendors” as 
defined in Chapter 88 of the Laws of 
193i aforesaid, shall, before offering 
for sa'e any goods, wares, merchan- 
dise or bankrupt stock, pay to the 
Director of Public Safety the sum of 
three hundred dollars ($300) and 
upon the payment of said sum said 
merchant or vendor having first made 
application therefor, shall be entitled 
to receive a license which shall con- 
tinue in favor of the person to whom 
jt is issued for a period of 180 days 
from the day of issue, provided all 
ether provisions of said Chapter 88 of 
the Laws of 1931 shall have been 
fully complied with. 


Section 2. A separate license must 
be obtained by a licensed “transient 
medchant” for each branch or separ- 
ate place of business in which his 
business is conducted; and each 


license shall authorize the licensee to 


conduct business only at the location 
which is indicated therein. 


ARTICLE H.

The purpose of this or- 


aa) To put into effect Chapter 8& 
of the Pamphlet Laws of 1931; 


(b) To prevent unfair competition 
and dishonest business practices by 
requiring persons, intending to en- 
gage în any of the occuptions by this 
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ordinance to be licensed, to furnish 
certain preliminary information, to 
conform to the requirements of this 
ordinance and to the extent set forth 
in this ordinance, to regulate the con- 
duct of persons engaged in any of 
said occupations; 


(c) To impose upon any person en- 
gaged in any one or more of the 
businesses specified in Section 1 of 
Article I and subdivisions (a), (b} 
and (c) of Section 2 of Article IU 
hereof, license fees for revenue. 


ARTICLE IIE. 


Section 1. The word “person,” as 
used herein. when referring to “tran-

corporation, voluntary association, in-, 
corporated association and principal 
or agent thereof. 


Section 2. Foy the purpose of this 
ordinance— 


(a) A “peddler” is a person com- 
monly referred to as a péddler o1 
hawker, who goes from place to place 
or to a common market place, or who 
travels on the streets or from house 
to house, and carries with him goods, 
wares and merchandise for the pur- 
pose of selling and delivering them. 


(b) A “transient merchant peddler” 
is a person who engages in business. 
in a manner defined in Chapter 88 of 
the Pamphlet Laws of 1931 of the 
State of New Jersey, and in pur- 
suance of said business becomes & 
“neddler,” as defined in subsection (a) 
of Section 2 of this Article, 


(c) A “peddler’s helper” is a per- 
son who accompanies the peddler an“ 
assists and helps him in the sale or 
delivery of goods. 


(d) A “solicitor” is a person sell- 


ing goods by sample or taking orders 
for future delivery, with or withou: 
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accepting an advance payment for the 
goods. 


(e) A “non-profit-making vendor” 
is a person who sells géods, the pro- 
ceeds of which are devoted exclu- 
sively to the purpose of a philan- 
thropic, charitable or religious society, 
on whose behalf he acts as an agent 
without pay. 


(£) A “new merchant” is a person 
who engages in business‘in this mu- 
nicipality by hiring premises for the 
sale of merchandse and intending to 
remain longer than one year ‘subse- 
‘quent to the opening of said premises. 

Section 3. That subsections (a), 
(b), (c), (d), (e) and (f) of Section 
2 of this Article shall constitute ʻa 
license classification, a separate 


‘Hicense being issued for each class 


under the terms hereinafter set 
forth. 
ARTICLE IV. 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful 
for any peddler transient merchant 
peddler, peddler’s helper, solicitor, 
non-profit-making vendor or new 
merchant to offer for sale or to sell 
or dispose of any goods wares or mer- 
chandise within the municipality of 
The City of Newark without first ob- 
taining a license and paying the 
license fee hereinafter prescribed for 
the elass for which the license fee is 
issued, except that new merchants 
shall not be required to pay the 
license fee herein provided for until 
the same becomes due as hereinafter 
provided. 


ARTICLE V. 

Section 1. Any person desiring 2 
license to operate under any classifica- 
tion defined in Article III hereof shall 
file with the Director of Public Safety 
an application on a blank form to be 
furnished by said Director. The ap- 
plicant shall furnish on said blank 
the following information: - 


(a) FOR ALL LICENSE CLASSES. 
(1) Name of applicant; (2) Perman- 
ent home address; (3) Names and 


addresses of persons from whom goods 
making up the stock were or are to 
be purchased; (4) three (3) business 
references; (5) the place or places of 
residence of the applicant for the 
three preceding years; (6) the length 
of time for which the license is de- 
sired; (7) a description of the wares 
to be offered for sale; (8) the num- 
ber either of arrests or convictions 
for misdemeanors or crimes and the 
nature of the offenses for which ar- 
rested or convicted; (9) two (2) 
photographs of applicant; (10) if ap- 
plicant represents a person or firm a 
letter from the person or firm for 
whom applicant purports to work, au- 
thorizing him to act as such person 
or firm’s representative. 


(b) FOR TRANSIENT MER- 
CHANT PEDDLER LICENSE. 


In addition to the foregoing infor- 
mation the application must show: 
(1) names and addresses of each ped- 
dler acting for said merchant; 


(c) FOR NEW MERCHANT LI- 
CENSE. 


In addition to the foregoing re- 
quirements for all classes of licensés, 
the applicant, for a New Merchant 
License shall on the application blank 
state the average quantity and kind, 
as nearly as can be, and the value of 
the stock of goods, wares and mer- 
chandise intended to be sold or ex- 
posed for sale, and shall also, on ap- 
plication blank, give a specific state- 
ment as to the location of such goods, 
wares and merchandise, by street and- 
number and whether on the premises 
from which they are to be sold or in 
warehouse or storage. The Director 
of. Public Safety in arriving at the 
valuation of the stock of goods may 
require the submission of bills or in- 
voices of such goods, wares and mer- 
chandise intended to be sold. 


The. statements required by this 
section to be set forth by the appli- 
cant on his application shall.in every. 


ease be verified by the oath of the ap- 
plicant. 


Section 2. Following the filing of 
the application with the Director of 
Public Safety said Director shall 
thereupon with all convenient speed 
investigate the statements in said ap- 
plication: (a) as to arrests and/or 
convictions; (b) the alleged present 
and preceding places of residence of 
applicant, and shall investigate the 
financial information contained in 
said application. If the statements 
made in said application are found to 
be correct and satisfactory, the Direc- 
tor of Public Safety shall issue a li- 
cense to said applicant, provided all 
other requirements of this ordinance 
shall have been complied with. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Section 1. That in the case of an 
application for a license as a tran- 
sient merchant peddler or new mer- 
chant, the Director of Public Safety 
is directed to establish the classifica- 
tion of the business by procuring 
from the applicant a declaration of in_ 
tention in writing as to whether he 
intends to remain in business within 
the municipality temporarily or for 
longer than one year. 


Section 2. Before any license shal] 
issue the applicant for a transient 
merchant peddler’¢ license or new 
merchant’s license shall file with the 
Director of Publie Safety a bond, ex- 
ecuted by the applicant with good and 
sufficient surety or sureties to be ap- 
proved by said Director of Public 
Safety, in the amount hereinafter 
specified, which said bond shall re- 
main in force for one year and shall 
be conditioned to indemnify and pay 
to the City of 'Newark any penalties 
or costs incurred in the enforcement 
of any of the provisions of this or- 
dinance and further conditioned to in- 
demnify or reimburse any purchaser 
of goods, wares and merchandise in a 
sum equal to at least the amount of 
any payment or payments such pur- 


chaser may have been induced to 
make through the misrepresentations 
as to the kind, quality or value of 
such goods, wares and merchandise so 
purchased, whether the misrepre- 
sentations were made by the owner 
or by his servant, agent ar employee, 
either at the time of making the sale 
or through any advertisement of anv 
character whatsoever, printed or cir- 
culated, with reference to the said 
stock of goods, wares and merchan- 
dise, or any part thereof, and further 
conditioned that the bond shal] be 
due and payable for any falsification 
of a statement of fact in the applica- 
tion filed for the license or if the 
business conducted under said license 
is conducted in a manner contrary to 
law or against the morals, public 
health or safety of life or limb of 
the public, or, in the case of a new 
merchant if the licensee discontinues 
the business licensed in the munici- 
pality within one (1) year after the 
date of the issuance of the license 


without the payment of the license 


fee or fees required under this or- 
cinance, 


The penal amount of the bond in 
the case of a transient merchant ped- 
dler shall be 25% of the value of the 
applicant’s stock, and in no event less 
than the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1,000). 


The penal amount of the bond in 
the case of a new merchant shall be 
ten (10%) per cent. of the value of 
the applicant’s stock, but in no case 
shall said bond exceed three thousand 
dollars ($3,000). 


Section 3. That the license issued 
to any applicant shall not authorize 
any person except the designated li- 
censee to engage in business under 
such license. Said license shall not 


be transferrable from the person to. 


whom issued to any other person ex- 


cepting upon the transferee comply- 


ing with all the provisions of this or- 


dinance in relation to original ap- 
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plications and licenses, except that re- 
lating to the payment of the license 
fee, and shall then only be transfer- 
able in case the original license fee 
has been paid or a bond been given 
to guarantee its payment, the ap- 
proval of the transfer shall be given 
by the Director of Public Safety and 
upon the payment of a transfer fee 
to the City of Newark in the sum of 
ten per cent. (10%) of the fee for the 
erigina] license. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Section 1, A licensee, not having 
a permanent place of business, shall 
carry his license with him while en- 
gaged in business. 


Licensees carrying on their busi- 
ness by means of vehicles shall have 
affixed to such vehicle the metal plate 
or tag bearing the words “Licensed 
Peddler, Municipality of The City of 
Newark,” together with the number 
of the license and the year for which 


it is issued, which metal plate or tag 
shall be issued by the Director of 
Public Safety to the licensee at the 
time of issuance of the license. 


A licensee not having a permanent 
place of business shal] also have is- 
sued to him by the Director of Public 
Safety a license button, which shall 
be affixed to the lapel or other con- 
spicious portion of his outer garment 
at all times while engaged in busi- 
ness, and which button shall have 
imprinted thereon the words “Licens- 
ed Peddler.” 


A licensee conducting his business 
at a fixed location shall have his 
license posted at his place of business- 
in a prominent position therein. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Section 1. The license fees to be 
paid annually for conducting the busi- 
ness, trade or calling hereinafter 
named shall be as follows:

Section 2. That “transient mer- 
chant peddlers,” as defined in this or- 
dinance shall pay the same license fee 
as a “peddler” is required to pay if 
engaged in the same line of business. 


‘Section 3. The license fee for a 
“peddler’s helper” shall be ten per 
cent. (10%) of the fee paid by the 
peddler by whom he is employed. 


Section 4. That “new merchants,” 
as defined in this ordinance if such 
new merchant remove his stock and 
business from the municipality with- 
in said year, shall pay the following 
license fees for each place at which 
their business is conducted and which 
place of business is discontinued: 


Florists, nurserymen or greenhouse 
growers $200. 


All other businesses not especially 
provided for in this section and com- 
ing under the classification of “new 
merchants” shall pay a license fee of 
$25 for each place of business con- 
ducted and discontinued as aforesaid. 


ARTICLE IX 


Section 1. A license may be re- 
voked by the Board of Commissioners 
for the violation of the terms of the 
license or falsification in applying for 
the license, or when, in the opinion of 
the Board of Commissioners the busi- 
ness so licensed is conducted in a 
manner contrary to law or to public 
morals or to the public health or to 
the safety of the life or limb of the 
public. Before a license is revoked 
the licensee shall be accorded a hear- 
ing before the Director of Public 
Safety. The decision of the Director 
of Public Safety as to revocation shall 
be final, 


Section 2. A license may be sus- 
pended for not more than two (2) 
weeks by the Director of Public 
Safety upon probable cause being 


shown that the license should be r= 
voked. 


Section 3. The Director of Publie 
Safety shall hold such hearings and 
make such investigations as he may 
deem necessary in carrying out the 
provisions of this ordinance in rela- 
tien to suspension or revocation of 
licenses. 


ARTICLE X. 
Section 1. That this ordinance 


shall not apply to honorably discharg- 
ed soldiers, sailors or marines of the 


military or naval service of the 


United States who shall comply with 
“An Act to authorize the issuing of 
licenses to honorably discharged sol- 
diers, sailors and marines, for hawk- 
ing, peddling and vending af merchan- 
dise within this State,” P. L. 1904, page 
273, as amened and supplemented, vor 
to peddlers of farm produce who sell 
the same in the Farmers’ Market es- 
tablished by the City and pay the 
City a fee for so doing. 


ARTICLE XI. 


Section 1. That all licenses issued 
under the provisions of this ordin- 
ance, except licenses issued to “itin- 
erant vendors” or “transient mer- 
chants” shall run from the Ist day of 
January in one year to the 31st day 
of December, 12 o'clock midnight, of 
the same year. If at the time of the 
application for a license under the 
provisions of this ordinance less than 
six months of the current license year 
have expired the applicant shall be 
required to pay the full fee for the 
year; if six months or more shall 
have expired the applicant shall be 
required to pay one-half of the full 
fee for the year. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply to “tran- 
sient merchants” or “itinerant ven- 
dors” who shall pay the full license 
fee of $300. 
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Section 2. The license fees im- 
posed hereunder shall be paid to the 
City Clerk. 


Section 3. In case any person duly 
licensed to conduct any of the busi- 
nesses or occuptions referred to in 


‘this ordinance desires to add to such 


licensed business any other business 
not included in the classification for 
which his then existing license has 
been issued he shall pay an additional 
license fee amounting to one-half of 
the amount prescribed by this or- 
dinance for the business so added. 
No person shall conduct any such ad- 
ditional business without first secur- 
ing such aditional license as herein- 
above provided. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Section 1. Nothing in this ordin- 
unce contained shall be construed to 
relieve any person, firm or corpora- 
tion from complying with the pro- 
visions of any ordinance of the City 
of Newark relating to the. manufac- 
ture, sale, distribution or handling of 
food or food products. 


ARTICLE XUI. 


Section 1.’ Any person or persons 
violating any of the provisions of this 
orinance shall. upon conviction there- 
of, pay a fine of not less than twenty- 
five ($25) dollars nor more than two 
hundred dollars ($200), or in de- 
fau's of such fine may be imprisoned 
in the county jail for a period not 
exceeding ninety (90) days; any cor- 
poration violating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction thereof, pay a fine of not

1. The words “open air parking 
Station,” as used in this ordinance, 
shall be held to mean and are here- 
by defined as meaning any plot of 
ground, lot or land,.within the City, 
where motor vehicles are exhibited 
for sale or are stored , parked, kept, 
or located in the open air. 


2. No person, persons, firm or 
corporation, shall manage, conduct, or 
operate or carry on the business of an 
open air parking station, as defined 
hy this act, without first having ob- 
taned a license therefor as berein- 
zf.er provided. 


3. The application for such li- 
ewense for the business of managing, 
conducting, and carrying on an open 
air parking station shall conform to 
the general provisions of the ordin- 
ance of the City relating to applica- 
tions for licenses, and shall specify 
the location of the open air parking 
station and the number of motor 
vehicles that can or may be kent 
thereon. Every such application shall 
be made to the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety. 


4. The annual license fee for each 
open air parking station shall be 
fixed by multiplying the maximum 
number of motor vehicles that may be 
kept at said open air parking station 
at any one time by: One Dollar and 
Fifty Cents ($1.50). Such permit or 
Yicense shall run for a period of one 
year, commencing January Ist and 
ending December 31st of any year.

An ordinance concerning the opera- 
tion and maintenance of gasoline sta- 
tions and gasoline filling tanks in 
The City of Newark and providing for 
the licensing thereof. 


The Board of Commissioners of The 
City of Newark Do Ordain: 


1. The words “gasoline station,” 
as used in this ordinance shall be held 
to mean and are hereby defined as 
meaning any building, structure or 
premises, enclosure or any other place 
‘within the city where a container or 
containers, tank or tanks, either port- 
able or stationary, containing therein 
gasoline, liquified petroleum gas, oil 
or other inflammable liquids are kept 
or located for the purpose of selling, 
offering for sale or distributing any 


such liquids from such container, con- 
tainers, tank or tanks, 


2. No person, persons, firm or cor- 
poration shall manage, conduct, oper- 
ate or carry on the business of a 
gasoline station without first having 
obtained a license therefor as here- 
inafter provided. 


3. The application for such license 
for the business of managing, con- 
ducting or carrying on a gasoline sta- 
tion shall conform to the general pro- 
visions of the ordinances of the city re- 
lating to application for licenses, and 
shall specify the location of the build- 
ing, structure, premises and enclosure 
of every place in which it is proposed 
to keep such gasoline station, and the 
capacity or capacities in gallons of 
the container, containers, tank or 
tanks. Every such application shall 
be made to the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety and shall 
be approved by the Fire Commis- 
sioner before a license is issued. 


4. The annual license fee for each 
gasoline station shall be as follows: 


(a) Ten dollars for each container 
or tank having a total capacity of 
one hundred gallons or less. 


(b) Fifteen dollars for each port- 
able wheel tank. 


(c} Twenty-five dollars for each 
costainer or tank having a total capa- 
city of more than one hundred gal- 
lons, but not exceeding four hundred 
gallons. 


(d) Fifty dollars for each container 
or tank having a total capacity of 
more than four hundred gallons, but 
not exceeding one thousand and sixty- 
five gallons, 


(e) For each container or tank hav 
ing a total capacity in excess of one 
thousand and sixty-five gallons, the 


license fee shall be one hundred dol- 
lars for the first thousand and sixty- 
five gallons, and an additional fee of 
fifty ($50) dollars for each additional 
one thousand and sixty-five gallons 
capacity or fraction thereof; provided, 
however, that any container or con- 
tainers, tank or tanks used exclusive- 
ly as initial storage container or con- 
tainers, tank or tanks, from which the 
sale of any of the inflammable liquids 
mentioned in this article is not made 
direct to the consumer, the license fee 
for each initial container, containers, 
tank or tanks is to be five dollars for 
each one thousand gallons or fraction 
thereof, 


5. Every such license shall remain 
in force and be valid until December 
thirty-first of the year in which it is 
issued and shall not be assignable. ‘If 
at the time of the application for a 
license under the provisions of this 
ordinance, less than six months of the 
current license year have expired, the 
applicant shall be required to pay the 
full fee for the year, if six months 
or more shall have expired, to pay 
one half of the full fee for the year. 


6. Each gasoline station shall be 
conducted and maintained in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Or- 
dinances of the City of Newark. Each 
filling station shall be inspected at 
least twice in every year by the 
Bureau of Combustibles and Fire 
Risks of the City of Newark. It shall 
be the duty of the person making 
such inspection to see that the prem- 
ises are maintained in compliance 
with this and other ordinances of the 
City, to see that there is no dangerovs 
accummulation of waste or other 
combustible material on the premises, 
and to report to the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety any vio- 
lation of the Ordinance which may be 
discovered during such inspections. 


7. Tanks or containers used in any 
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gasoline stations for the storage of 
any of the inflammable liquids named 
herein shall be free from leaks, and 
shall be constructed in accordance.. 
with the Ordinances of the City of 
Newark, and the laws of the State of 
New Jersey. It shall be unlawful to 
permit or maintain any accumulation 
of waste or other material which is 
combustible so as to create a fire haz- 
ard on any premises used as a gaso- 
line station. Except as is otherwise 
permited by ordinance, no tank for 
the storage of inflammable liquids in 
a filling station shall be located with- 
in any building. 


8. Any person or persons violat- 
ing any of the provisions of this or- 
dinance shall, upon conviction thereof,. 
for the first offense pay a fine not to 
exceed: the sum of One Hundred Dol- 
lars ($100), and an additional penalty 
of not more than Twenty-five Dollars 
($25) for each day the violation con- 
tinues, or in default of such fine be 
imprisoned in the County Jaid for a 
term not to exceed ten (10) days; any 
corporation violating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall, woon 
conviction thereof, for the first of- 
fense pay a fine not to exceed One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) and an ad- 
ditional penalty of not more taan.

Mr. Schoen: I have no doubt you 
had a large number of objectors here 
But that storm of protest that you 


saw that day was rather instigated 
and more artificial than real. It was 
a protest that was fomented and ar- 
tificially created. If I cannot show 
that when we have the hearing on 
‘that I will retire from the thing. 


Commissioner Murray: I move a 
re-hearing be granted, 


Mayor Congleton: The motion is 
‘that the matter be re-opened and a 
re-hearing granted. i 


Commissioner Murray: You will 
have to notify all these people again 
the same as in the original instance. 
“Three weeks from today. 


Mayor Congleton: Three weeks 
from today. I want to say I expect 
I may be away on that day, but if 
I were here and there were any ob- 
‘jectors I should certainly vote against 
the granting of the chicken market 
permit. I will not vote for them 
where there are objectors in the 
neighborhood, where they are asking 
for a permit in a district which is 
other than the one fixed by the ordi- 
nance for them. 


Commissioner Murray: Make it 
four weeks from today so the Mayor 
will be here. 


Commissioner Murray moved that 
the matter be laid over for four 
weeks, March 30th. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes; 


Yeas: Commissioners Egan, Gillen, 
Howe, Murray, Mayor Congleton. 


Mayor Congleton: The same notice 
must be given that is required for an 
original hearing before the Board of 
Adjustment. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
«iesire to be heard? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel, the speaker, filed 
a protest against an increase of sal- 
ary to the Overseer of the Poor. He 
said he wrote a letter to the Overseer 
and the latter replied to the effect 
that he did not understan Mr. Zemel’s 
writing. Mr. Zemel said the City cf 
Newark understood his tax checks. 


Mayor Congleton: You mean the 
bank recognizes the signature. 


Mr. Zemel: No, but the filling in 
must be correct or the City of New- 
ark won’t take it either. 


The speaker said that the old 
Washington Street School, now a free 
municipal lodging house is a fire 
trap. 


Commissioner Egan: Why do yeu 
think it is a fire trap? 


Mr, Zemel: Why? Because it is, be- 
cause there is wooden ceilings, no fire 
escapes, 


Commissioner Murray: Is the fire 
room fireproof? 


Mr. Zemel: I wasn’t in the fire 
room, I was in the building proper 
anc, saw the wooden ceilings, wooden 
partitions, an I saw no fire escapes. 


Commissioner Murray: You saw no 
fire escape? Then you don’t know 
what a fire escape is. 


Mr. Zemel: I do. 


Sommissioner Murray: There are 
cast and west stairs the north and 
souths ends of the building, fire-proof 
absolutely, inside stairways, fireproof: 


My. Zemel: The building is not 
sprinklered. 


Commissioner Murray: . Tt doesn’t 
have to be. There isn’t any fire in it. 
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Mr. Zemel: Then I suppose, Com- 
missioner Murray, you do business 
under the adage that the king can do 
no wrong, but his subjects must com- 
ply with the law. 


Commissioner Egan: Wait a min- 
ute, Mr. Zemel, perhaps technically 
you are right. We will look into that 
end of it. You will have to grant 
the fact it has housed a lot of poor 
fellows that otherwise would have 
been out on the streets. Mr. Zemel 
said that he and his brother offered 
loogments at the rate of twenty-five 
cents each and that the City is now 
under its own management paying 
more than that sum. 


Mr. Harry Green: From what J un- 
derstand there is going to be a cur- 
tailment of the night schools and 
summer schools. Is that decided? 


Mayor Congleton: It has not been 
decided, and we do not decide it, If you 
want to discuss that question you 
should discuss it with the Board of 
Education. We do not have anything 
to do with the running of this school. 


Mr. Green: You haven’t anything 
to do with it? 


Mayor Congleton: No, sir. We fur- 
nish the money and they run the 
schools, 


Mr. Green: I understand you ap- 
point the members of the Board of 
Education. 


Mayor Congleton: I did, sir. And 
I appointed men whom I think are 
competent to run the school system 
of the City of Newark. 


Mr. Green: I did not come to give 
you an argument about that; I never 
thought you incompetent. You are 
mighty competent. 


Mayor Congleton: I said the men 


29 


of the Board of Education were com-- 
petent; I am not making any com- 
ments about myself, 


Mr. Green the speaker, spoke of 
home welfare and its relation to sum- 
mer schools. He was sorry there was. 
no labor man on the Board of Educa- 
tion. 


Mayor Congleton: I thought I had 
appointed one. 


Mr. Green: Mr. Mayor— 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Byrne, one 
of the labor representatives affiliated’ 


with the Essex Trade Council. 


Mr. Green: I wish he would raise- 
his voice in this particular situation. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else- 
desire to be heard? 


Miss Sara M. Lewitt, 128 Market. 
Street: I want to ask for a favor, I 
represent both myself and my family 
as taxpayers in the City, and I want 
to know if it is not possible at the- 
present time under the distressing 
conditions that we are all going: 
through, for the Director of Revenue. 
an Finance to allow us to pay our 
taxes in what we would call install-. 
ments. 


Mayor Congleton: Have you tried 
to make payments in that fashion? 


Miss Lewitt: I haven’t dared. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, I think if 
you make the offer you will find the 
City taking the money. There is no 
difficulty about making payments om 
taxes that are in arrears on the in- 
stallment plan. 


Miss Lewtt: Can we do that? 


Mayor Congleton: Absolutely. 


Commissioner Howe: We have been 
doing that for months. 


Miss Lewitt: Will you take $50 or 
$100 or $25 and apply it on a certain 
tax bill? 


Commissioner Gillen: Just give it 
to him and see if he will take it. 


Commssioner Howe: Certainly. 
Miss Lewitt I just wanted to know. 


Commissioner Howe: The place to 
find out should have been downstairs. 


Miss Lewitt: I tried it once before. 
. Commissioner Howe: I did not 
mean to be discourteous. You will 
find down there we are taking any 
money that is presented, even to odd 
cents. 


Commissioner Gillen offered the 
following resolution: 


Be It RESOLVED by the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark that the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Public Property 
‘be and he is hereby authorized and 
directed to enter into an agreement 
with the firm of John J. Berry & 
Brother for brokers’ commissions in 
consideration of a lease made by The 
City of Newark with the Down Town 
Parking Corporation authorized by 
this Board by resolution of March 2, 
1932; that the said agreement shall 
authorize the payment to said firm of 
5% of the rentals and shall be pay-

the premises be recaptured by the 
City or surrendered by the tenant no 
commissions shall be payable for any 
portion of the term for which no rent 
is paid.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above date, 
in the Commissioners’ Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Egan, Gil- 
len, Howe, Murray, Mayor Congleton. 


The minutes of meeting of March 
2nd were read and approved. 


The City Clerk presented An Or- 
dinance to amend an ordinance en- 
titled “Zoning Ordinance of the City 
of Newark,” adopted January 8, 1930, 
and stated tha: today was the time 
fixed for hearing on the same. 


The Board then entered apon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone de- 
Sire to be heard on this ordinance? 


Mrs. K. Tepper, 60 Tuxedo park- 
way: We have there in Tuxedo park- 
way and Midland place, we have close 
to seven hundred feet of, ground, and 
it was restricted three years ago. 


Mayor 
please? 


Congleton: What street, 


Mrs. Tepper: Midland place and 
“Tuxedo parkway. 

- Mayor Congleton: Where is Tuxedo 
parkway here? This is Ivy street 


-and Mt. Vernon place. 


Mrs. Tepper: It is on the corner of 
Mt. Vernon place. 


Mayor Congleton: But it is a block 
“west 


Mrs. Tepper: Yes, 


Mayor Congleton: So that your 
‘property does not abut on this block 


that we are thinking of changing, 
does it? 


Mrs. Tepper: Yes, we have a block 
there almost four hundred feet right 
opposite this block. 

Mayor On Midland 
place? 


Congleton: 


Mrs. Tepper: Yes. 
Mayor Congleton: Is it built on? 


Mrs, Tepper: Not yet; but we have 
a one-family house. 


Mayor Congleton: How many one- 
family houses are there on Midland 
place between Ivy street and Mt. 
Vernon place? 

Mrs. Tepper: None. 

Mayor Congleton: None. 


Mrs. Tepper: But we have a one- 
family house on ‘Tuxedo parkway. 


Mayor Congleton: That is a block 
further away; it dces not abut on this 
block we are considcring, does it? 


Mrs, Tepper: Well, it is right one 
block away. 


Mayor Congleton: If is one block 
away. 


Mrs. Tepper: Yes. But we have 
four hundred feet right opposite. 


Mayor Congleton: Vacant land ? 
Mrs. Tepper: Yes. 


Mayor Congleton: All right, we will 
note your objection. 


Commissioner Murray: Is your land 
restricted to one-family ? 


Mrs. Tepper: Yes, all restricted. 


Commissioner Murray: She says she 
has got four hundred feet just across 
from it, 


Mayor Congleton: But is is vacant. 


Mrs. Israel Din, 98 Vassar avenue: 
I am here— 


Mayor Congleton: Where is the 


property that you own in this neigh- 
borhood? 


Mr. Dinn: Midland to Mount Ver- ` 


non, that corner one hundred by one 
hundred. 


Mayor Congleton: Which corner ? 


Mr. Din: Midland and Mount Ver- 
non, opposite their ground. 


Mayor Congleton: The northwest 
corner ? 


Mr. Din: Yes, facing their ground. 
I would not like to change it. 


Mayor Congleton: Do you know the 
street numbers of your property? 


Mr. Din: No. 
Mayor Congleton: 99-101? 


Mr. Din: I think so. That is a cor- 
ner there. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, there are 
four eorners there. I am trying to 
find out which one is yours. 


Mr. Din: Well, it is across the 
street from where they want it. 


Mayor Congleton: You object to 
this change? 


Mr. Din: Yes. J would have a cus- 
tomer for one families, but if he 
heard it is going to be two— 
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Commissioner Gillen: How many 


blocks removed are you’ 
Mr. Din: Across the street, 


Mayor Congleton: But it is all 


vacant land? 
Mr. Din: Yes. 


Mayor Congleton: How long nave 
you owned it? 


Mr. Din: Well, I own it a few years. 


Commissioner Gillen: We are not 
going to change this part of it. Here 
is your property here (indicating). 


Mayor Congleton: We change that 
whole block. 


Commissioner Murray: Do you 
want this changed to two families, 
too? 


Mr. Din: I don’t know. 
] got a customer for one. 


At present 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else- . 


desire to be heard? 


Mr. Isadore Scolkin, 95 Mead street: 
I have the property on the easterly 
side of Tuxedo parkway from Ivy 
street up to approximately 150 feet 
away from Mt. Vernon street. Also E 
own the westerly side on Tuxedo 
parkway where a one-family house is 
built already. 


Mayor Congleton: That is a block 
away, isn’t it? There is a whole solid 
block in between? 


Mr. Scolkin: Well, there is a solid 
block between, yes, two hundred feet, 
and I sold the property what I sold,. 
shey also bought on the strength it 
would be one-family only. That is 
“he way I sold them, and the people 
yeally are disappointed. 


Mayor Congleton: Isn't the block 


a? 


across from your property already 


zoned for apartment houses? 


Mr. Seolkin: No, šir, it is only one- 
families there. 


Mayor Congleton: The block be- 
tween Midland and Tuxedo parkway 
south of Mt. Vernon place is zoned 
for apariment houses. 


Mr. Scolkin: They are on the other 
side of Mt. Vernon place, but this side 
is only for one-family houses. 


Mayor Congleton: Well,.there are 


four-family houses in there. It is 
pretly hard to get a one-family house 
next to a four-family. 


Mr. Seolkin: Well, there is a couple 
up there. If we are crowded all 
around with fours and twos, the peo- 
ple living in there would not buy be- 
fore if they know it would be 
changed. 


Commissioner Murray: You mean 
to say the people who want to buy 
land won't buy it if it is changed to 
a two-family zone? 


Mr. Scolkin: The people who al- 
ready bought the house bought for 
one-family, and now they hear about 
it being changed. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard in opposition ? 


Mr. Ernest F. Miller, 49 Tuxedo 
parkway: We bought the building at 
49 Tuxedo parkway, understanding 
that it was zoned down to Midland 
place as a one-family zone. Although 
we do not butt up against this prop- 
erty, it influences the entire commun- 
ity in that section,. because. the more 
two-family places they have in there 
the less desirable the one-family 
places are. 
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Mayor Congleton: That is the block 
between Midland and Norman -not 
between Midland and Tuxedo. 


Mr. Miller: Well, the closer they 
come, it is like a poorer class of sec- 
tion coming closer to us, and conse- 
quently, the nearer they come the less 
our property can be valued at. 


Mayor Congleton: J our-family 
houses are permitted on the south 
side of Mt. Vernon place all the way 
up on Tuxedo parkway now. 


Mr. Miller: That is way down in th 
other section. : 


Mayor Congleton: Oh, no. Mt. Ver- 
non is one of the streets that abuts 
on his block that we are considering, 
and there are four-family houses on 
the north side of Ivy street, which is 
the other side of this block. 


Mr. Miller: Four-family houses on 
the north side? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes. 
Mr. Miller: Two of them there. 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t know how 
many there are, but it is zoned for. 
four-family houses. 


Mr. Miller: All the others that are 
built in there are single homes. Of 
course, that retrogresses and brings 
down the valuations even having 
those two there. 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t think 
two-family houses do where you are 
surrounded by four-family houses and 
apartment sites. 


' Mr. Miller: But in asmuch as they 
were restricted originally, and all the 
people that bought in there under- 
stood they were to be restricted, I see 


no reason why they should change the 
restrictions and consequently bring in 
a tenement class istead of a residen- 
tial class into our section of the 
country. 


Mayor Congleton: You say you are 
49 Eastern parkway. Between what 
side streets is that, Mr. Miller? 


Mr. Miller: In between Mt. Vernon 
place—Ivy street does not go beyond 
Tuxedo parkway, 


Mayor Congleton: So that you are 
-on Tuxedo parkway up here between 
Mt. Vernon and what would be Ivy 
street extended? 


Mr. Miller: We are just a little jog 
from Ivy street north. Where is that 
zoned for four-families ? 


Mayor Congleton: The south side of 
Mt. Vernon place. 


Mr. Miller: That is way over. 


Mayor Congleton: It is one of the 
streets that butts on the block we are 
considering. 


Commissioner Gillen: Look at this 
map. 


Mr. Miller: This is Norman road 
here (indicating). 


Mayor Congleton: Here is the block 
we are considering, here is Tuxedo 
parkway; this is zoned for four-fam- 
ily houses and this is zoned for four- 
amily houses (indicating). 


Commissioner Gillen: This is zoned 
for apartments here. f 


Mr. Miller: There are only two 
four-family flats in there. 


Mayor Congleton: Here is what I 
say is zoned for four-families. 


Mr. Miller: This down to here (in- 
dicating). 


Mayor Congleton: But this is the 
blocx we are considering from Mid- 
land to Norman. There is another 
whole block in between your property. 


Mr. Miller: This entire section in 
here has all been considered as one- 
family residences. 


Mayor Congleton: And zoned as 
such. 


Mr. Miller: Then this is where we 
do all our trafficking down through 
here; this is where the bus comes up, 
comes down here, comes around there 
(indicating). 


Commissioner Gillen: You are about 
here? (indicating). 


Mr. Miller: No, right there (indicat~- 
ing). 
Mayor Congleton: Not on here? 


Mr. Miller: Yes, they want to built 
one-families on that street. 


Mayor Congleton: Two-families. 
That is what their application is now. 


Mr. Miller: On this side? 


Commissioner Gillen: The appliea- 
tion now is to turn that whole entire 
block— 


-Mr. Miller: But there are no bu:ld- 
ing in there. 


Mayor Congleton: There are nore 
in kere yet. 


Mr. Miller: There are lots of peo- 
ple in there that want to build one- 
family places. 


Commissioner Egan: I live on 
Longfellow avenue, which is all a 
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one-family street, and Monticello, a 
block below, is all two-families, and ł 
do not see where it deteriorates the 
type of neighborhood at all. 


Mr, Miller: Your property won’t 
sell as high on the market. 


Commissioner Howe: Do you find 
any better families living in one-fam- 
ily houses than in two-family houses? 


Mr. Miller: They are more careful. 


Commissioner Howe: My deed is re- 
stricted to 1950 to a one-family house, 
and we have better families living in 
that block in two-family houses. We 
found a still there. 


Mr. Miller: There is a four-family 
flat down there that has a still. 


Commissioner Howe: They stuck 
the still in a one-family house right 
on my block, and they raided it, 


Mr. Miller: Well, all I want to say 
is I object to it, and all the other 
people object too. 


Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
else who desires to be heard in op- 
position to this matter? 


Mr. James Zanzonico, 101 Mt. Ver- 
non place: I did not come down to 
hear what change of zone means. So 
I got a two-family house on Mt, Ver- 
non place, and we own that, and they 
change it, and we don’t find no princi- 
pal changing the zone. 


Mayor Congleton: All right, sir. We 
will consider what you say. Is there 
enyone else in opposition? Now we 
will hear anyone who desires to speak 
for the change. 


Mr. Milton M, Unger, Lefcourt 
pbuilding: I am appearing purely on a 
representative capacity. I am Re- 
ceiver of the land company which 
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owns all of the ground in this block 
which fronts on Midland place. J 
have been Receiver since May, 1930, 
and have endeavored to sell it for use 
for one-family houses, but have met 
with no success. The land logically 
ought to be either zoned for two-fam- 
ilies or four-families. 


Commissioner Murray: Do you say 
if this re-zoning matter went through 
there would be nine two-family houses 
built on it? 


Mr. Unger: Yes, sir. 


Commissioner Murray: What assur- 
ance have we that that will be done? 
Mr. Unger: My contract with the per- 
son who is buying them calls for the 
immediate erection of the houses and 
the payment of the price as he goes 
along. . 


Commissioner Gillen: Your people 
are going to build there? 


Mr. Unger: Yes. We have sold the 
lots on Midland place provided we can 
secure a change in the zoning from 
one-family to two-family. 


Commissioner Gillen: You have sold 
it to someone who is going to build? 


Mr. Unger: Yes, sir. He is here. 


Mr. Ira J. Katchen, 26 Thirteenth 
avenue: I am appearing for Mr. Isreal 
B. Qreene, Receiver for the Urban 
Land and Mortgage Company, who 
joins with Mr. Unger in asking for 
the re-zoning of that block. At pres- 
ent this property that is to be re- 
zoned is filled-in ground. Any im- 
provement by way of two-family 
houses or any other sort of building 


must certainly be an advantage to the 


owners of one-family houses a block 
or two away. In the past five years 
only two houses have been erected in 
that block, and both of them were 
abandoned during the course of con- 


struction because of inability to ob- 
tain a mortgage on any one-family 
houses there. We just repeat that for 
five years taxes and assessments have 
been unpaid on this property, they 
have just been accumulating, with the 
result that out of the prospectivt sale 
of approximately $18,000 by Mr. Un- 
ger for that ground, over $11,000 of 
that money will go immediately to the 
City for payment of those tax arrears. 


Mr. Harry Phillipson, Kenney build- 
ing: Mr. Commissioners, I appear for 
the Receivers who hold the mortgages 
upon the land owned by Mr. Unger 
as Receiver— 


Mayor Congleton: Is everybody in- 
terested in this property in the hands 
of Receivers ? 


Mr. Phillipson: Not everybody. The 
motigagees are. A portion of it 
owned by the mortagors is in the 
hands of Receivers also. 


And, of course, unless this property 
is rezoned for two-family houses it 
would be impossible, as Mr. Unger 
has pointed out, to dispose of the 
same. It means tax sales, and event- 
ual complete loss. 


Mayor Congleton: The property has 
been put up at tax sales and nobody 
bid for vacant land, 


Mr. Phillipson: That, of course, is 
an indication as to the value of it 
zoned in the manner that it is at the 
present time. 


Mr. Charles Handler, 790 Broad 
street: I appear for somebody who is 
not in receivership. I appear for the 
company that owns the northeast cor- 
ner of Mt. Vernon place and Midland 
avenue. They own about a lot and a 
half or two lots on the:corner. It is 
impossible to do anything with it. 
My people also own the easterly side 
of Midland place south of Mt. Vernon 
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place. They have commended a build- 
ing operation there for a two-and-one- 
half-family house, because that is 
zoned for that. They will come to the 
end of that in two months and they 
will be ready to go into this tract 
here, and they will be stopped, just 
because of this not economieal or just- 
ified zoning arrangement. 


Mr. R. L. Haas, 58 Park place: I 
represent the parties to whom the 
land was sold. We have made a num- 
ber of attempts over a period of time 
to sell this for one-family houses, un- 
successfully, and finally succeeded in 
finding a buyer providing the prop- 
erty could be zoned for two-families. 


Commissioner Gillen: Are they 
builders ? 

Mr, Haas: Yes, sir. 

Commissioner Gillen: Ready to 
build? 

Mr. Haas: They have obligated 


themselves to build nine houses on 
tract, beginning immediately, and, in 
fact, have one house sold already. 


Mayor Congleton: Are they typical 
two-families ? 


Mr. Yiaas: Yes, sir, typical; and 
they have built many in that neigh- 
borhood and built high-type houses. 


Mayor Congleton: J have ridden up 
through there, and looking at this sit- 
uation I have been astonished the way 
the adjoining blocks have built up an! 
wondered just why this blodk did not. 


Mr. Haas: That is the reason. 


Mayor Congleton: I can readily see 
now that it being surrounded on three 
sides-—and I for the lfe of me can- 
not see how two-family houses in any 
way are a detriment to the neighbor- 
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hood. I know from my own exper- 
jence, having lived in them for a good 
many years, a community of two-fam- 
ily houses I think is a very healthy 
and wholesome kind of a community 
for our city. 


Mr. Haas: I might say we also rep- 
resent the owner of the southeast cor- 
ner of this block, and that owner is 


. Gesirous of having the property zoned 


also for two-family houses. 


Mayor Congleton:. Does 


else desire to be heard? 


anyone 


(No response). 


No one appearing, Commissioner 
Gillen moved that the public hearing 
be closed. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

Commissioner Gillen moved that 


the following ordinance be taken up 
on second reading: 


An ordinance to amend an ordinance 
entitled “Zoing Ordinance of the City 
of \Newark,” adopted January 8, 1930. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


1. That an ordinance entitled 
“Zoning Ordinance of the City of 
Newark,” adopted January 8, 1930, be 
and the same is hereby amended by 
extending the Second Residence Dis- 
trict so as to include the area describ- 
ed as follows: 


-On the west by Midland place, on 
the north by Ivy street, on the east 
by Norman road and on the south 
by Mt. Vernon place; 
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and that the Zoning Map which ac- 
companies and is a part of the or- 
dinance to which this ordinance ‘is an 
amendment be and the same is here- 
by changed so as to include within the 
Second Residence District the area 
above described. 


2. All ordinances and parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent herewith be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


8. This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately.

Mr. Frank Voigt, 869 South 13th 
Street: : 


Mr. Commissioners, I appear here 
for myself and for the property 
owners on South Thirteenth Street 
between Clinton Avenue and Avon 
Avenve, relative to the re-routing of 
your bus line No. 14 through that 
street. This is a petition of protest 
signed by everybody who lives on 
that street on those two blocks, ex- 
cept three men who are out of town. 
In other words, there are eighty-four 
signatures here out of eighty-seven. 
Some few years ago we filed the 
same kind of a petition protesting 
against the re-routing of this car line 
through this street on account of its 
strictly residential section, and we 
were assured at that time that no ac- 
tion would be taken in a matter of 
this kind again unless we were first 
nottfied. 


Commissioner Howe: Is that a per- 
manent bus line? 


Mr. Voigt: As I see it it is the re- 
routing of the bus line I think at 
the present time you want to run ex- 
press buses through the street; I 
think that was your object, as I was 
surprised to see a notice in one of 
the buses when I rode in it one day, 
and that is the first information I 
had of it, and I don’t know just what 
your intention is, but we don’t want 
any opening wedge for any line run- 
ning through this street. We bought 
our properties there thinking it was 
a quiet residential neighborhood, and 
we don’t want it spoiled. 


Commissioner Howe: I happen to 
liye in that neighborhood. 


Mr, Voigt: I know. 


Commissioner Howe: If my neigh- 
bors want: it to run through Twelfth 
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Street I am satisfied, but if my neigh- 
bors do not want it I am against it. 


Mr. Costello: This line was insti- 
tuted at the request of the people liv- 
ing south of Clinton Avenue, for 
morning and evening express service. 
The morning service is run on a sen- 
minute headway, eastbound seven 
buses from seven-fifty to eight-fifty, 
and in the evening from four-fifty to 
six-twenty-two; Saturday three buses. 
eastbound, none westbound. There is. 
an average of fifty people a day om 
each bus trip and they save ten min- 
utes running time turning at Clinton. 
Place and going down Clinton Ave- 
nue. 

Commissioner Howe: That is ar 
hour in the morning? 


Mr. Costello: An hour in the morn- 
ing and a little over an hour in the 
afternoon, and three buses on Satur- 
day with no return trip. And as I 
say, it was done at the request of the 
people living down there, and we have 
had very favorable comments on the 
service. It is just the morning and 
evening rush hours. 


Mr. Voigt: I am sure, Mr. Com- 
missioners, you will be able to find 
another way to satisfy the people 
south of Clinton Avenue. You have 
a number of avenues running east 
from Clinton Avenue that would sat- 
isfy them to go down quicker. I don’t 
think you ought to ust our street for 
the purpose of satisfying the people 
south of Clinton Avenue. 


Mr. Meyer Zemel: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, I live at the corner 
of Thirteenth Street and Madison 
Avenue. I bought that property for 
my own family to live in the house. 
The neighborhood is restricted until 
1950. And the neighbors, one hun- 
dred per cent., excepting three men. 
who were not home, signed this peti- 
tion against the routing of these 


buses on Thirteenth Street. And we 
ask you Commissioners to protect our 
property rights. 


Commissioner Egan: How long has 
this been going on? 


Mr. Zemel: Since the ninth of this 
month, sir. 


Commissioner Egan: I think, Mr. 
Zemel, that you are justified in your 
complaint so as you knew nothing 
about it in advance. And this is a 
very nice residential section up there. 


Mr. Zemel: I know, Commissioner 
Egan; you used to live in the neigh- 
borhood and you know it. 


Commissioner Egan: I think the 
Mayor’s department will take care of 
it. Probably it was something done 
for emergency purposes. Į think if 
it is referred to the Mayor you will 
get relief. . 


Mr. Zemel; I have been informed 
by Mr. Costello that it was an exper- 
iment, but why experiment on us. 
Let them experiment on somebody 
else. 


Commisisoner Howe: Does any 
other citizen have anything to bring 
before the Commission ? 


Mr. Fred W. Romaine, 851 South 
Thirteenth Street: 


I am the one who secured all of the 
signatures and interviewed the own- 
ers and the tenants on Thirteenth 
Street. And I secured everyone but 
three who are away, and every one 
of them was opposed utterly to the 
bus going over Thirteenth Street. 


Commissioner Gillen: Do you live 
there, 


Mr. Romaine: Yes, I live there. 
The street is a narrow street, and 
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following the remarks of Mr. Cos- 
tello as to the buses being run one 
hour a day, this morning I left the 
house at twenty minu‘es of ten and 
there was a bus going one way, and 
I waited for ten minutes more and 
there was a bus came the other way. 
Friday at eleven-thirty the buses 
were in operation both ways. Thurs- 
day at ten-thiity the same. Now, 
what hour he means through the day 
—if rush hours are from ten-thirty to 
eleven-thirty, that is something new 
to me. 

Commissioner Egan: I do not 
blame you for not wanting them. 


Mr. Romaine: We don’t want them, 
arid I hope to get a decision in our 
favor. 


Comimssioner Howe: I think that 
is sufficient. Does any other citizen 
have any other matter to bring ve- 
fore the Commission” 


Mr. Henry Green: A couple of years 
ago we thought that this depression 
by this time would be over, at least, 
even his eminence the President of 
the United States thought that it 
was around the corner, but until then 
we did not know that there was any 
round corners. And today we have 
a bread line in Military Park. The 
Evening News does not know who 
runs it. It is a Mr. X. The Star- 
Eagle doesn’t know any more than 
the Evening News The Ledger—— 


Commissioner Howe: Are you go- 
ing to talk on something that is of 
vital interest to the people, or are 
ycu going to harangue the President 
or the newspapers? If you have got 
anything worth while I will sit here 
and listen to you. 


Mr. Green: Every time fÍ have come 
here I come here on a proposition, 
and I don’t come here to harangue 


the President or the newspapers. That 
isn’t my object. 


Commissioner Howe: He is your 
President as well as mine. 


Mr. Green: Yes. 


Commissioner Howe: He has got 
his own troubles, so don’t add to it. 


Mr Green: It may be your fault, 
but not mine 


Commissioner Howe: He would be 
my president if he was a Socialist. 


Mr. Green: All right, Commission- 
er Howe, personally, you know that 
I never had anything against any 
one man, but there are conditions that 
we are dealing with, What I want 
to ask you in particular, to get down 
to the fina? analysis— 


Commissioner Egan: We thought 
what you had in mind was that there 
is another slump in the depression. 


Mr. Green then described the de- 
serving men and boys who stand in 
the bread lines daily and who he felt 
should receive proper lodging by the 
City aside from the food line charity 
of citizens. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Green, 
you know perfectly well that Com- 
missioner Murray had done a very 
fine piece of work in looking after 
the citizens and residents who are in 
distress. He has done a very fine 
piece of work. 


Mr. Green: I don’t find fault with 
the things that were done. 

Commissioner Egan: You think 
more should be done? 


Mr. Green: But there is a lot more, 
and -we would not feel it. You can 
see that line. Stop over there be- 


- ity now. 
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tween six and seven and you will see 
women, and it break anyone’s heart, 
1 don’t care how tough his heart is. 
It is bad to be unemployed, it is bad 
to suffer from worry, and it is a bad 
thing not to know where to get your 
night’s lodging. And I am not here 
to run counter to Commissioner Mur- 
ray. 


Commissioner Egan: He hoped we 
would not need it. 


Mr. Green; It is not a personal 
matter. I did not come here to have 
an argument with you or Commis- 
sioner Howe or Commissioner Gillen. 


Commissioner Egan: We are not _ 
arguing with you, we are discussing 
it with you. f 


Mr. Green: Another thing, there is 
a big manufacturer not far from here 
who has just locked out 125 people, 
threw them all out after they could 
not stand a wage cut anymore. He 
is a member of a merchant’s club, 
and he enjoys luxury. And he told 
these people when they asked for 
better conditions, he said, “There are 
seven thousand people living on char- 
I will give them 125 more 
families,” 


Commissioner Howe: You and I 
have been very good firends for a 
good many years and we have had 
many discussions similar to this. 


Commissioner Gillen: And you will 
have many more. ` 


Mr. Green: You said a mouthful, 
Commissioner. 


Commissioner Howe: 
Mr. Green.

1139-1140 of the Revised Ordinances 
of the City of Newark ‘(Revision of 
1918), and prescribing penalties for 
the violation of the provisions there- 
of. 


Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark Do Ordain: 


1: That Section 1116 of the Revis- 
ed Ordinances of the City of Newark 
(Revision of 1913) be amended to 
read as follows: 


Section 1116. Every practicing 
physician in this City shall report in 
writing to the Department of Health 
the name of every, patient, he or she 
may have examined, affected with 
cholera, smallpox .(including varid- 
loid), diphtheria, membranous croup, 
yellow, typhus, typhoid or scarlet 
fevers, or any other contagious dis- 
ease that may be publicly declared 
by the Department of Health to be 
dangerous to public health, together 
with the precise locality where such 
patient may be found, immediately 
after such physician shall ascertain 
the nature of such disease. Any per- 
son or persons failing to comply 
with, violating or offending against 
any of the provisions of this section, 
shall on conviction thereof, forfeit 
and pay a penalty not exceeding fifty 
dollars for each offense, 


2: That Section 1117 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of the City of New- 
ark (Revision of 1913) be amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 1117. Whenever it shall be 
deemed necessary by the Department 
of Health to establish the true char- 
aeter of any disease which they may 
believe to be communicable, a medi- 
cal examination of the person or per- 
sons affected by such disease may be 
ordered, the medical attendant select- 
ing any physician engaged with the 
Board of Health as he may desire, 
and such examination shall be per- 
mitted by all attendan‘s and persons. 
Any person or persons offending 
against any of the provisions of this 
section shall, on conviction thereof, 
forfeit and pay a penalty not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars for each such of- 
fense. 
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3 That Section 1118 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of the City of New- 
ark (Revosion of 1913) be amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 1118: No principal, teach- 
er or superintendent of any school, 
and no parent or guardian of any 
child attending any school, shall per- 
miż any child sick with any disease 
mentioned in Section 1116, or with 
any other communicable disease, or 
any child residing in any house in 
which such disease shall exist, to at- 
tend any school, until such time as 
the attending physician certifies that 
it can be done without danger of corn- 
municating the disease to others. 
Any person or persons offending 
against any of the provisions of this 
section shall, on conviction thereof, 
forfeit and pay a penalty not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars for each offense. 


4: That Section 1119 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of the City of New- 
ark (Revision of 1913) be amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 1119, In case any conta- 
gious or communicable disease occurs 
in this city, the person affected there- 
by shall, at the discretion of the 
Health Officer, be isolated, or said 
person may be removed to such local- 
ity as the Health Officer ‘may order 
and direct; and all buildings, ‘cloth- 
ing, property and premises and veni- 
cles which may become infected by 
the presence of persons affected by 
cntagious or communicable disease, 
shall be disinfected or fumigated at 
the expense of the tenant, occupant 
or owner thereof, and said disinfec- 
tion or fumigation shall be made and 
performed in such manner and with 
such materials and within such stated 
tirne and under such supervision as 
the Health Officer may direct. Any 
person or persons offending against 
any of the provisions of this section 
shall, upon conviction thereof, forfeit 
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“and: pay a penalty not exceeding fifty 


dollars for each such offense: 


5: That Section 1120 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of the City of New- 


ark (Revision of 1913) be amended . 


to read as follows: 


Section 1120. It shall, under the 
direction of the Health Officer, be the 
duty of the keeper of any hotel, 
boarding, rooming or public house, or 
the owner or occupant of any private 
residence, or tenement house where 
any person may be sick with-any con- 
tagious or communicable disease, to 
close any such house or’ place, and 
keep it elosed' as against all lodgers, 
customers and persons desiring to 
visit the same until such time as in 
the opinion of the Health Officer all 
danger of communicating said disease 
from any such house or place, or the 
inmates thereof shall have passed; 
and no person or persons brought in- 
to direct contact with those so affect- 
ed shall go about the City, or any 
common or public or private place so 
as to endanger the health of other 
persons; provided that the provisions 
of this section shall not apply to 
either the physician or clergyman in 
attendance on such sick person or 
persons. ‘Any person or persons fail- 
ing to comply with, violating or of- 
fending against any of the provisions 
of this section shall upon conviction 
thereof forfeit and pay a penalty not 
exceeding fifty dollars for any such 
offense.

When any person or 
persons shall be sick or infected with 
smallpox, scarlet fever or diphtheria, 
or any other contagious disease to be 
hereafter specified by the Health Offi- 
cer, in any dwelling house, store, shop 
or rooms in the City of Newark, it 
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shall be the duty of the Health Offi-. 
cer to put up and maintain in a con- 
spicuous place on the front of said: 
dwelling house, store, shop or other 
building, a card or sign on which the 
name of the disease shall be. writterr 
or printed in plain letters, of such. 
size as the Director in charge of the: 
Department of Health shall direct, 
which card or sign shall be so main- 
tained until the same shall be order- 
ed or removed by the Health Officer..

caused the house or premises con- 
nected therewith to be disinfected to 
the satisfaction of the Health Officer. 
Any person or persons failing to com- 
ply with, violating or offending 
against any of the provisions of this 
section shall upon conviction thereof, 
forfeit and pay a penalty not to ex- 
ceed fifty dollars for each such nf- 
fense. 


8: That Section 1123 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of the City of INew- 
ark (Revision of 1913) be amended: 
to read as follows: 


Section 1128. No person shall 
bring or cause to be brought into the- 
City of Newark, any person infected 
with any contagious disease, except 
the same be a resident of said City, 


and then only on a permit granted by 
the Health Officer, No person 
shall bring or cause to be brought 
into said City any article, liable to 
propagate a communicable disease. 
Any person, persons or corporation 
offending against any of the provi- 
sions of this section, shall upon con- 
viction thereof, forfeit and pay a 
penalty not to exceed fifty dollars for 
each such offense. 


9: That Section 1124 of the Re- 
vised Ordinance of the City of New- 
ark (Revision of 1913) be amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 1124. When death has 
been caused by cholera, smallpox, 
diptheria, membranous croup, typhus, 
scarlet or yellow fever, or any other 
contagious disease that may be here- 
after specified by the Department of 
Health, no dead body shall remain 
unburied for a longer time than 
twen.y four hours without a permit 
from the Health Officer. When death 
has been caused by any of the above 
Specified diseases, the body shall be 
immediately thereafter disinfected 
and prepared for burial in such man- 
ner as may be directed by the Health 
Officer and the funeral of such per- 
son shall be strictly private, only 
members of the immediate household 
being permitted to be present, and a 
hearse shall be employed for the re- 
moval of the body. Any person or 
persons failing to comply with, vio- 
. lating or offending against any of the 
provisions of this section shall upon 
conviction thereof, forfeit and pay a 
penalty not exceeding fifty dollars 
for any such offense, 


10: That Section 11385 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of the City of New- 
ark (Revision of 1918) be amended 
to read as follows:

lation Hospital from a building where

11: That Section 1136 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of the City of New- 
ark (Revision of 1918) be amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 1136. Every person hav’ng 
authority to solemnize marriages 
shall transmit to the City Clerk of 
this City the marriage license re- 
quired by law, and a certificate of 
every marriage solemnized before 
him, within five days next thereafter, 
and said certificate shall be made out 
on blank forms furnished by him for 
that purpose and shall include all the 
facts required by said forms. Any 
person or persons failing to comply 
with, violating or offending against 
this provision shall upon conviciton 
thereof, forfeit and pay a penalty not 
exceeding twenty dollars for each 
such offense. 


12.. That Section 11837 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of the City of New- 
ark (Revision of 1913) þe amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 1187. The physician or

concerning said birth, 
called for on the blank forms fur- 
nished him for that purpose, and said 
report shall be made within five days 
next after the date of said birth. 
Any person or persons failing to com- 
ply with, violating or offending 
against any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
such offense. 


13: That Section 1138 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of the City of New- 
ark (Revision of 1918) be amended 
to read as follows: 


Section i188. No undertaker or 
other person shall bury in or bring 
into this City, or remove from the 
City, the dead body of any person 
without first having received from 
the City Clerk of this City a permit 
so to do; said permit shall be granted 
only upon presenting to him the cer- 
tificate of death, which shall be in 
accordance with the requirements of 
the next following section, or when 
the body is brought into the City 
from without, upon recommendation 
of the Health Officer or County Phy- 
sician of Essex County. Any person, 
persons or corporation failing to 
comply with, violating or offending 
against any of the provisions of this 
‘section shall upon conviction thereof, 
‘forfeit and pay a penalty not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars for each offense.

No person shall dis- 
inter or remove from one burial place 
to another the body of any person, 
without a permit so to do from the 
Department of Health, and all graves 
shall have at least four feet of earth 
between the top of the coffin and the 
surface of the ground. Any person, 
persons or corporation failing to com- 
ply with, violating or offending

Commissioner Egan: We certainly 
used every effort to get the Highway 
Commission to illuminate that high- 
way. The Mayor of Newark has been 
in constant touch with them for over 
a year. J understand now they are 
working out a plan where it will be 
illuminated in the very near future. 


Commissioner Howe: We have 
taken it up with the State Highway 
Commission, 


Mr. Kosh: Yes, I have been speak- 
ing to Mr. Wolber yesterday. He said 
it is up to the State Highway Com- 
mission to try to do something. 


Commissioner Egan: We haven't 
anything to do with the State High- 
way Commission. 


Mr. Kosh: I will show the letters 
that I have sent to the State High- 
way and to the Governor. 


Commissioner Murray: What hap- 
pened, did you get hurt on the high- 
way, 

Mr. Kosh: Yes, sit, I had a little 
gasoline station and repair shop, and 
T was called out on the highway to 
fix a tire and I was hit. 


Commissioner Egan: Where abouts 
did it happen, here in Newark. 


Mr. Kosh: Yes, sir, on the elevated 
highway. 


Commissioner Egan: Near where? 


Mr. Kosh: Right near Christie 
Street on the elevation. 


Commissioner Murray: You never 
found out who hit you: 


Mr. Kosh: No, 


Commissioner Gillen: Is that over 
towards the Lincoln Highway ? 


Mr. Kosh: It is on Highway No. 1, 
Route 25. I was on the elevation. 


Commissioner Gillen: What were 
you doing, walking along the street? 


Mr. Kosh: No, I was yp there on 
business. 


Commissioner Gillen: You were hit 
at night?

Commissioner Gillen: It was dark? 

Mr. Kosh: Yes, it wag dark. So 
when I was in the hospital they told 
me that the leg had to be amputated, 


that gangrene is in there.

Mr. Kosh: Yes, sir, above the knee. 
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Commissioner Gillen: I think that 
highway ought to be lighted. 


Commissioner Egan: It is the State 
Highway’s responsibility. We have 
“been after the State Highway, and 
Mayor Congleton has taken it up 
many, many times. He has conferred 
with them, he has written them 
letters, 


Commissioner Howe: Did you see 
Senator Wolber? 


Mr. Kosh: I have spoken to Senator 
Wolber, and every lawyer I speak to 
tells me they cannot sue the State. 


Commissioner Egan: I think the 
State Highway Commission is the 
body you will have to deal with, They 
might be able to work out something 
whereby they can give you considera- 
tion. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move that 
we communicate with the State High- 
way Commission through the City 
Clerk and present this case of this 
citizen of Newark. 


Commissioner Murray: It is on ac- 
count of such accidents as this that 
we have been fighting three years to 
have it lighted.

“A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date, in 
the Commissioners’ Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Egan, G'l- 
len, Howe, Murray, Mayor Congleton. 


Tne minutes of meeting of March 
23rd were read and approved. 


The City Clerk presented An or- 
dinance to teense hawkers, peddlers, 
transient merchants and itinerant 
vendors and to provide penalties for 
the violation of the provisions there- 
of and to put into operation and effect 
an act entitled “An Act to License 
and Regulate the business of transient 
merchants and itinerant vendors and 
to provide penalties for the violation 
of the provisions thereof and to put 
into operation and effect an act en- 
titled “An Act to License and Regu- 
late the business of transient mer- 
chants or itinerant vendors in this 
State,” being Chapter 88 of the pam- 
phlet laws of the State of New Jersey 
for the year 1931, and stated that to- 
day was the time fixed for hearing on 
the same. 


The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyene de- 
sire to be heard on this ordinance re- 
lating to hawkers and peddlers? 


Mr. Manuel Pogash, 24 Commerce 
Street: I represent the Newark Fruit 
Peddlers Protective Association, an 
organization composed of about one 
hundred fruit peddlers in the City of 
Newark. We are not opposed in any 
way to the $25 license fee for fruit 
peddlers, nor are we opposed to the 
ten per cent. fee for peddlers’ helpers. 
We are opposed,. nevertheless, to the 
provision in the ordinance, article 11, 


which provides that afier six montis 
of the year have elapsed the fee for 
licenses shall be reduced fifty per cent. 
The reason for our opposition to this, 
in the first place, that the fruit ped- 
dlee makes whatever money he does 
make during the summer months of 
the year. During the winter there is 
very little or no profi:. If, as pro- 
vided for in the ordinance, a peddler 
can, after the 30th of July, obtain 2 
license for $12.50, there will be an in- 
flux of peddlers for the summer 
months, for the only profitable months 
of the fruit people. We propose in- 
stead that this provision be substi- 
tuted for Article 11: Instead of giving 
licenses at all in the middle of the 
year, the licenses be granted only for 
one month. J am given to understand 
that this provision is in effect in East 
Orange. If licenses are to be granted 
on January 1st, then a fruit peddler 
can obtain his license only during the 
month of January. After the month 
of January has elapsed there shall be 
no licenses issued at all. So that 
those who are regularly engaged in 
the business may be given an oppor- 
tunity to earn a living. 


Commissioner Gillen: You mean the 
period of granting licenses shall he 
for one month only? 


Mr. Pogash: Only thirty days. That 
is to eliminate those factory workers 
who having seasonal work in their 
factories, come out in June or July 
and become fruit peddlers for a period 
of three months, and then go back to 
their regular trade, thus furnishirg 
unfair competition to those peddlers 
who serve their customers through- 
out the whole year regularly. In the 
second place, Section 2 of Article 11, 
which provides that in case a peddler 
desires to take on a different line 
from that for which he has obtained 
a license 


Mayor Congleton: Are you re- 
ferring to the right section and the 
right article? 
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Mr. Pogash: Section 3, I beg your 
pardon. 


Commissioner Egan: Of article 11? 


Mr. Pogash: Article 11—-providing 
for a fifty per cent, license fee if a 
peddler desires to take on another line 
not provided for in his license. It 
has been the practise in the past 
years for fruit peddlers to deal a little 
bit in eggs. Now, most fruit ped- 
dlers— 


Mayor Congleton: Wouldn’t he an- 
nounce that when he put in his ap- 
plication for the original license? 


Mr. Pogash: Before this year? 


Mayor Congleton: No, now under ` 


this ordinance wouldn’t he list in his 
application all the various things he 
wanted to peddle during the year? 


My. Pogash: Yes, but apparently as 


it reads now, if a fruit peddler were: 


to list a desire to carry eggs as a 
side line he would be required to get 
a license fee for eggs, which would 
cost him $25, fifty per cent. Now, 
most fruit peddlers carry about thirty 
dozen eggs or fifteen dozen eggs on 
their wagon a day. Fundamentally 
that provision is sound. We cannot 
expect fruit people to peddle one day 
fruit, the next day eggs or flowers. 
But an exception should be made for 
those peddlers who desire to carry a 
g small quantity of eggs as a side 
line. Now, being in favor of the or- 
dinance as it reads,, with the two ex- 
ceptions, we request and strenuously 
urge that the Commissioners give us 
better protection than they have given 
us in the past. I dare say today there 
are about.a thousand fruit peddlers in 
Newark, whereas five hundred have 
licenses, 


Mr. Arthur L. Forrest, 24 Branford 
‘Place: I yepresent the Retail Trade 
Council of the Chamber of Commerce, 


The Retail Trade Council is in favor 
of the ordinance, with certain revi- 
sions which I understand are to be 
made, and is opposed to it the way 
the ordinance is printed, namely, pro- 
viding specified fees for peddlers 
whose trades are not specifically men- 
tioned in the ordinance, and so forth. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard on this particular 
ordinance? 


Mr. Abraham S. Getchman, Lefcourt 
Buiding: I represent the Good Humor 
Ice Cream Company, and it appears 
to us that in view of the fact that 
we are being substantially taxed in 
the city, and we employ approximate- 
ly 100 people, and we in no way offer 
unfair competition in view of the fact 
our products is not like any other 
product sold by any store or any ven- 
dor, we feel the proposed fee of $300 
directed at us is highly excessive, and 
what you are doing there is merely 


‘legislating us out of business. We can, 


if we so desire, go in under the pro- 
vision that veterans are beyond the 
scope of the ordinance. We do not 
propose to use the veteran as a sub- 
terfuge to do business in the city, but 
we do contemplate doing business by 
paying a fair license fee. 


Commissioner Egan: Don’t you 
know it is your particular client that 
caused most of the dissension among 
our store owners last summer? The 
Good Humor ice cream wagon goes 
through a street, and every kiddie on 


` the street rushes into the house to 


get a dime to pay for his ice cream. 


Mr. Getchman: Thanks for the ad- 
vertising. 


Commissioner Egan: And the corner 
store suffers accordingly. I have had 
the experience in my own home with 
my own kiddies. 


Mr. Getchman: That is fine I am 
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glad they like it. The fact remains, 
nevertheless, that the Good Humor 
ice cream or the type of confection 
which they carry, is not like what 
they carry anywhere else. It is no 
more fair to tax Good Humor ice 
cream than to tax any other commod- 
ity which is carried by anyone else. 


Mayor Congleton: You are using 
our streets and public places for the 
purpose of conducting a private busi- 
ness. You do not rent stores and 
you do not employ people in your 
stores, and you are conducting abso- 
lutely unfair competition, as I view it. 


Mr. Getchman: I beg to differ with 
you. We certainly do rent. 


Mayor Congleton: You have a place 


down on Frelinghuysen Avenue which 
you use for deliveries from Brooklyn 
and to load up your wagons, and then 
you go around the streets, and I say 
again you park your trucks or wagons 
at the corners of public streets and 
other publie places, which I say is a 
nuisance. That is not what streets 
are for. 


Mr. Getchman: Where,of course, a 
-condition like that exists, it is up to 
the Police Department to remedy it. 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, and it kept 
us pretty busy last summer. 


Mr. Getchman: Of course, they are 
not following the orders of the com- 
pany. 


Mayor Congleton: I object to the 
wagons going through the streetst 
after we have got home and want to 
rest, and ringing their bells. 


Mr. Getchman: Those things can 
all be remedied. We have never re- 
ceived complaints before. 


Mayor Congleton: Oh, yes, they 


have. Your people have been spcken. 
to time and again. 


Mr. Getchman: The fact remains, 
nevertheless, that we are emploving 
about a hundred people right on Fre- 
linghuysen Avenue. 


Mayor Congleton: It will keep sev- 
eral hundred more in work by reason. 
of doing away with some of the un- 
fair competition that you are carry- 
ing on, as I view it, in parking your 
wagons right alongside. of a little 
store whose owner is paying rent. for 
twelve months in the year and em- 
ploying help. 


Mr. Getchman: That has been a 
subject which has arisen on one or 
two occasions, and we have investi- 
gated it and we found those com- 
plaints usually arise from the fact 
that different ice cream companies 
feel that is a good argument to pre- 
sent to the fathers of the various 
rounicipalities. 


Mayor Congleton: I am speaking 
from my own personal observa‘ion, 
not what somebody brought to me. 


Mr. Getchman: We can limit our 
trucks to certain streets and stay 
away from certain neighborhoods. 
But to legislate us out of business 
after we have the large capital in- 
vested which we have, and you accept 
our taxes— 


Commissioner Egan: We do not get 
very much taxes out of you. We get 
no tax on the automobiles and you 
rent a building on Frelinghuysen. 
Avenue. 


Mr. Getchman: We do pay taxes on 
the stock which we carry on an aver- 
age. 


Commissioner Egan: You do not 
have very much on the first of Octo- 
ber in the way of ice cream. 
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Mr. Getchman: No, but under the 
regulations of your tax department 
we Lave got to pay on the fair value 


of the average amount of stock. If 


we operate six months a year and we 
carry $10,000 a day in stock, we natu- 
rally pay on $5,000. 


Commissioner Egan: We have had 
numerous complaints from the store 
owners of the city who feel they have 
been made to suffer unfairly because 
of your enterprising activities. 


Mr. Getchman: May I suggest as a 
compromise of some sort that we limit 
the scope and the parts of the city 
over which our trucks may travel? 


Commissioner Murray: You have a 
Seasonal business. There are large 
plants in Newark which maintain 
very expensive premises and pay very 
substantial taxes for their premises, 
and their ice cream is delivered to 
stores all over Newark. Now you 
come in. They tarry on for twelve 
months of the year and they meet tae 
slow business of the winter and they 
earry their expenses just the same. 
And you come along in the rush sea- 


son of the ice cream business and you | 


put your trucks on the streets and 
you carry this commodity at the most 
enticing and seductive hours of the 
day, through the early evening, in all 
the neighborhood; and, as Commis- 
sioner Egan says, every youngster 
when he sees that white wagon, he 
rushes into his home to get ten cents, 
and that ten cents worth of business 
is taken away from the neighborhood. 


Commissioner Egan: My kiddies 
have even opened up charge accounts 
with your drivers, 


Mr. Getchman: That is splendid; 
that is advertising, something we did 
not contemplate when we came down. 


Commissioner Murray: You are 
urging as one of your reasons the 


fact that you employ a hundred peo- 
ple. Now, the ice cream companies. 
here in Newark employ their people 
twelve months a year. 


Mr. Getchman: They do not have 
them all the year round. They work 
on a skeleton plant in the wintertime. 


Commissioner Murray: They re- 
duce, of course; but just the same, 
they are in business twelve months of 
the year and they are meeting their 
expenses and they are paying twelve 
months taxes and paying employees. 
for twelve months a year. 


Mr. Getchman: As a matter of fact,, 
we operate with a skeleton force dur- 
ing the winter months as well. 


Commissioner Murray: You do not 
have your wagons around here. 


Mr. Getchman: 'No, but we employ 
people during that time. 


Commissioner Murray: You just. 
come in and pick the cream of the 
year during the summer months. 


Mr. Getchman: There is nothing un- 
lawful about that; it is just good busi- 
ness to do that. 


Commissioner Murray: It is good 
business to do it, but if you do it 
under regulations that put your com- 
petition on a fair basis with the perm- 
anent residents and occupants of 
property— 


Mr. Getchman: That certainly is not 
unfair competition. I want to call 
your attention to the fact our product 
is unlike anything carried by any 
ether store or any other factory in 
town. 


Commissioner Egan: It is just a 
subject of taxation, and that is not 
under very serious consideration. 
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Mr. Getchman: May I suggest, 
therefore, that you reconsider this be- 
fore you make this final as to the 
umount of license you intend— 


Mayor Congleton: Have you any- 
thing to suggest? 


Myr. Getchman: J suggest we pay a 
reasonable license fee of $50 to $75. 
That would be ample. 


Mayor Congleton: All right, we will 
take your suggestion under considera- 
tion. Does anyone else desire to be 
heard on this particular ordinance? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel: Your attitude on 
these hucksters and licensing the busi- 
ness of peddlers is exactly right, but 
you have not made the fee high 
enough. Unfair competition does not 
‘lescribe it. 


Mr. Henry Green spoke on local 
economic conditions. 


Mayor Congleton: Now, Mr. Green, 
we are willing to listen to you with 
respect to this ordinance, but, I, for 
one, am not going to sit here and lis- 
ten to you indulge in personalities. If 
you have any comments to make 
ahout this ordinance I will sit and 
listen to you. 


Mr. Green: Mr. Mayor, I think you 
are right. For the first time I am 
going to agree with you. But you 
know, not that I want ho accuse you 
of being insincere, but I think— 


Mayor Congleton: I have been ac- 
cused of most everything; I do not 
think that will hurt me. 


Mr. Richard J. Congleton, Lefcourt 
Building: I am appearing for Mc- 
Carter & English on behalf of Dugan 
Brothers, bakers in Newark. Dugan 
Brothers have a large plant here in 
Newark taking up a full city block at 
Third Street and Abington Avenue. 


The property of Dugan Brothers is 
assessed on the tax books at $323,900. 
They employ in their plant here in 
Newark approximately 360 men. They 
have in addition to this plant, fifty 
wagons that have routes in Newark; 
and under the proposed peddlers or- 
dinance you intend to put a tax of 
$50 on each of these wagons. And if 
such a thing is done to a firm which 
is already paying taxes, and paying 
large taxes in Newark, it might neces- 
sitate their removing that plant from 
Newark to some other place where it 
ean fairly carry on business. For 
that reason we wish to object to the 
peddlers ordinance in the present 
form, because it does not exclude peo- 
ple who have plants in Newark and 
already paying taxes. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard on this ordinance ? 


Mr. Alexander Loeb, Halsey Street: 
If it is necessary to tax hucksters,. 
and I think every city has hucksters, 
and we will all admit that you ought 
to confine them to certain streets. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move the 
public hearing be closed and the mat- 
ter be taken up in conference and 
further action postponed to April 
13th. 


Commissioner Howe: I second the 
motion. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the following 
votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Egan, Gillen, 
Howe, Murray, Mayor Congleton. 


The City Clerk presented An ordi- 
nance concerning the operation and 
maintenance of open air parking sta- 
tions in the City of Newark, and pro- 
viding for the licensing thereof, end 
stated that today was the time fixed 
for hearing on the same. 
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The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone de- 
sire to be heard on this ordinance? 


Mr. Edward B. Jacobson: I want to 
say I am not opposed to this parking 
ordinance, or this ordinance regulat- 
ing parking places, excepting that 1 
believe that if it applies to all places 
equally it will work an injustice to a 
certain class. In order to explain and 
bring to your mind what I mean by 
that class, may I just make it per- 
sonal by saying that adjoining the 
Bears Stadium we have prepared a 
recreation field known as the Iron- 
bound Field where hundreds and hun- 
dreds of under-privileged boys and 
young men seek recreation in organ- 
ized games of various kinds. In front 
of that field we have a plot for park- 
ing. We have sublet that to Mr. 
Reno, who parks cars during the play- 
ing season of the Newark Bears Base- 
ball Club. There are about 85 days 
that they use that for parking, and of 
those 85 days, dbont three hours a 
day that it is used. Now, it is mani- 
festly unfair to charge the same rate 
for three hours a day for eighty-five 
days as you would charge for uptown 
parking where they park, some of 
them, twenty-four hours a day, 365 
days of the year. 


Mr. Harold A. Miller, 763 Broad 
Street: I represent Mr. Dinge,. a man 
who has a small open air parking sta- 
tion on East Alpine Street. If this 
ordinance is put through with that 
$1.50 per car per year tax, it will sim- 
ply mean this man will have to go 
cut of business. It is all he has to 
live on. I am not appealing for this 
one man in particular, but I think you 
will find that he is in the class with 
‘hundreds, and perhaps thousands, of 
others, who have similar open-air 
parking stations. But, if in addition 
to that situation you impose now on 
the class of open-air parking stations 


this man I mention has, and there are 
lots of others, in that class, a tax of 
$1.50 per year per car— 


Mayor Congleton: Per car space. 


Mr. Miller: That is what I meant, 
based on the capacity of his space— 
you are going to drive this man., and 
I fear lots of others like him, out of 
business; and I respectfully submit to 
you gentlemen, before you take any 
final action on this ordinance that you 
consider these different phases so you 
will not work an injustice and hard- 
ship on the small man who is simply 
now hanging by the skin of his teeth, 
so to speak, 


Commissioner Murray: How many 
cars can this client of yours get into 
his space? 


Mr. Miller: I cannot tell you, but 
offhand I should say probably twenty- 
five or thirty. 


Commissioner Murray: If he has 
twenty-five or thirty cars parked 
there— 


Mr. Miller: He doesn’t have them, 
that is the trouble. 


Mayor Congleton: That would be 
$37.50 a year. 


Commissioner Murray: He has 
space for those cars. We will say 
twenty-five cars. If he has any pro- 
portion of that occupied by cars 
stored during the day and the night 
he is just taking that many cars out 
of a garage building which some 
garage owner is paying taxes upon, 
and he is taking the business away 
from another man, because he hasn’t 
the overhead to meet that the garage 
man has, and it is not fair to the 
garage man. 


Mr. Miller: When a person goes to 
a garage for indoor parking they get 
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better accommodations and they ex- 
pect to pay more. There are certain 
classes of people that go to the out- 
door parking stations that would not 
under any circumstances go to the in- 
door parking stations because they 
cannot afford to do it, especially in 
this section I speak of, East Alpine 
Street, there is no competition with 
any indoor parking station. 


Commissioner Murray: You are 
bringing up your man’s business to 
something nearer the plane on which 
the garage man does his business. A 
man has to pay almost as much to 
get in an open-air parking station for 
all-day parking as he will pay to a 
garage. 


Mr. Miller: I am not opposing any 
tax. I think it is a proper thing to 
do. But I do say at this time this 
figure is too much. 


Commissioner Egan: That would he 
only about $37.50 a year for your 
‘man. 


Mr. Miller: Assuming that is his 
capacity. 


Commissioner Egan: Say twenty- 
five cars at $1.50 a car. 


Mr. Miller: Yes. 


Mr. Egan: It would run into about 
$37.50. 


Mr. Miller: That would not be so 
‘bad if he had the business; but at the 
present time, for example, he has got 
in there, I suppose, on an average 
now of four or five parking, and that 
is all, every day, and business is 
gradually getting worse. 


Commissioner Murray: If he can 
pay his rent out of the parking re- 
ceipts for four or five cars a day, he 
is a wiz. 


Mr. Miller: He can do it only be- 
cause he is paying a small rent. 


Mayor Congleton: $37.50 more a 
year is not going to break him. 


Mr. Miller: As a matter of fact, the 
rent he is paying is $10 a year for 
one year to give him a start. 


Mayor Congleton: This would make 
it $47.50. 


Mayor Congleton: This would make 
it $47.50. And if an open-air parking 
station won't stand $47.50 a year 
rent there cannot be much demand for 
it, I would say. 


Mr. Miller: There isn’t. 


Mr. Charles Handler, Kinney Build- 
ing, representing West Park Parking 
Station, 14 West Park Street, capa- 
city 70 cars; Center Parking Station, 
20 Commerce Street, capacity 30 cars; 
Hahne’s Parking Station, 74 Halsey 
Street, capacity 150 cars; Rector 
Parking Company, 17-27 East Park 
Street, capacity 100 cars; 21-23 Me- 
chanic Street, capacity 35 cars; 145- 
149 Washington Street, capacity 50 
cars; 8363 Washington Street, capacity 
75 cars; 75-79 New Street, capacity 
50 cars; N. J. Parking Company, 1040 
Broad Street, capacity 200 cars; 366 
Plane Street, capacity 50 cars; 152 
Washington Street, capacity 50 cars; 
Smith-Cooke, City Hall, capacity 250 
cars; Essex Street, capacity 60 cars; 
Halsey Street and Treat Place, capa- 
city 100 cars; Plane Street and Acad- 
emy Street, capacity 75 cars; Halsey 
Street and Washington Street, capa- 
city 125 cars, total capacity 1,470 ears. 
I represent about sixteen parking 
stations in the center of Newark, and 
we are here to protest against the or- 
dinance, not in principle of taxing, 
but as against the theory upon which 
this tax is based. 


Commissioner Egan: What: is the 
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difference between the principle and 
the theory? 


Mr. Handler: This, Mr. Commis- 
sioner: I think that in principle the 
parking station business is- one that 
would justly support license regula- 
tions, and would therefore be justly 
taxed a license fee; but I think the 
‘theory upon which this tax is worked 
cut is not a regulatory license fee 


basis, beeause in the amount per unit, . 


because of the class of unit you select 
to make your basis for your rate, and 
because of the amount that would be 
involved in these downtown stations 
I think it is entirely inconsistent with 
what has been the policy of the law 
towards license fees. I say that for 
this reason, that first of all, $1.50 per 
car in most of these places would en- 
tail a tax of somewhere between $150 
and $300. Now, it does not seem to 
me that the amount of supervision, or 
that the amoun: of licensing red tape 
would anywhere approximate a re- 
turn for that amount of tax paid for 
the licensing purpose. 


Mayor Congleton: We anticipated 
‘that argumens might be made, and we 
have specifically stated in our ordi- 
nance that this is for the purpose of 
revenue. ; 

Mr. Handler: I have observed that 
too, Mr. Mayor, and I assumed it was 
put in there for that purpose. How- 
ever, I think that the ordinance is so 
plain in its provisions as purely a 
licensing ordinance, that we must take 
it up with that thought in mind. If 
you want to view this ordinance from 
the standpoint of a revenue raising 
-ordinance, then I think regardless of 
what words you put into it that you 
‘are coming in direct conflict with the 
State constitutional provisions against 
taxing property except by general 
laws. In the parking station business: 
if you want to develop that argu- 
ment,. it is a business. You do not 
‘tax any other business— 


Mayor Congleton:. Yes, we do. 


Mr. Handler: For revenue purposes, 
except either on a real estate tax or 
personal property tax. 


Mayor Congleton: Oh, yes, we do. 
There are several ordinances in effect 
now., 


Mr. Handler: I don’t know about 
the validity of those ordinances; but 
as regards this and the general 
theory of the constitution of taxation, 
both in this state and throughout the 
country— . 


Mayor Congleton: When I was in 
charge of the Law Department I drew 
many, many ordinances that are still 
in effect: Restaurants, soda water 
fountains, bootblack stands, and many 
others. 


Mr. Handler: They were license or- 
dinances ? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes: 
Mr. Handler: Based on a per unit? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes; bootblacks 
based on the number of chairs., and 
the others are restaurants based on 
the number of tables, and so on. 


Mr. Handler: If we do go on the 
question of capacity, your Honor, I 


do think—I don’t know about the 
other ordinances that you mention, 
because my attention has not been 
called to them; but I do think this, 
that the amount of license fee they 
pay is more or less commensurate 
with the idea in the law as to what 
the license fee should be. I think, and 
my people, I believe, would back me 
up in this, that a license fee for those 
places should vary somewhere be- 
tween twenty-five and seventy-five 
dollars a year, and no more. 


Mayor Congleton: Regardless of the 
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size of the parking place and regard- 
less of the buildings they have torn 
down? 


Mr. Handler: Your Honor, as to 
buildings torn down, I cannot see 
whether because Newark has become 
so progressive as to make a certain 
type of building out of date and to 
create a condition where it is unten- 
anted and unoccupied and cannot be 
rented, I cannot see why the penalty 
of progress should be inflicted on any 
property owner who cannot rent his 
building and must tear it down to pre- 
vent the cost of insurance mounting, 
and the cost of upkeep through taxes. 


Mayor Congleton: I do not think it 
is any sign of progress to take vacant 
lots on the main street of our city and 
make them open-air parking spaces 
and places for the sale of second-hand 
automobiles. 


Mr. Handler: It is backhanded 
progress. It is because conditions 
have changed and properties and fac- 
tories downtown are not desirable 
any more, and they have left the city 
for other reasons, and the landlord 
cannot rent his building. Now, 1 can- 
not see where the City should make 
its premise because the building was 
make him keep his building up, an 
make him keep his building up, and 
out-of-date building that he cannot 
rent. I think it is a sign of progress 
when he tears it down, because event- 
aally a modern building will come and 
take the place of the old one. 


Mayor Congleton: And in the mean- 
time he does not want to bear his 
fair share of the burden of supporting 
the city. 


Mr. Handler: There is nothing in 
the theory of our law, anything that 
compels a man to erect a certain type 
of building for the purpose of ereat- 
ing revenue for the city. 


Mayor Congleton: There are pro- 
visions of the Home Rule Act which 
give governing bodies the power to 
fix a license fee on practically every 
line of business; and when land sach 
as we are dealing with today is taken 
and put in a line of business that: is 
not paying any kind of a license tax, 
ï say again that it is unfair competi- 
tion with the fellow around the block 
who has spent thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars to build the type of 
building that is used ordinarily for 
the parking and storing of auto- 
mobiles. 


Mr. Handler: If your Honor plezse, 
we have heard unfair competition so 
much this morning on several occa- 
sions. I cannot see, for the life of 
me, where a City Commission is en- 
titled, by the use of its taxation pow- 
er to alter economic conditions of 
competition. I cannot see why if one 
man elects to operate his business un- 
der a plan that costs a million dollars, 
which same business can be operated 
under a plan that only cost $50,000, 
that the City is compelled to step in 
and make up for his! lack of business 
judgment by taxing the other fellow. 
I cannot see that where land is va- 
cant in the City of Newark and is as- 
sessed at tremendous rates, and the 
landlord must pay taxes on that va- 
cant land, why that landlord is not 
entitled to rent it out for any lawful 
business, and if that business happens 
to be parking, and if you think park- 
ing is a business that should be li- 
censed and regulated., then I say the 
only question remains is, is it a rea- 
sonable license fee,. or are you simply 
trying to make up something on this 
man unjustly. If the City needs reve- 
nue let them increase their taxes ,but 
don’t let them under the guise of a 
license tax soak a man more than he 
could be soaked for license purposes, 
Let them make a general increase in 
taxes and settle the argument. 


Commissioner Egan: Under the pro- 
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visions of this proposed ordinance, 
what would be the amount your 


largest parking place would have to 


pay? 


Mr. Handler: About $137 or $145. 
I havent got the figures exactly 
worked out. 


Commissioner Egan: Do you rep- 
resent some of the big ones? 


Mr. Handler: Yes, your Honor,. [ 
do. I represent 1040 Board Street, 
one of the biggest ones. 


Cemmissioner Egan: What would 
that cost under this ordinance as pro- 
posed ? 


Mr. Handler: I haven’t worked them 
all out. There is a 200 foot frontage 
and I think there is about a 300 foot 
depth. 


Commissioner Egan: You represent 
the largest, we will say. 


Mr. Handler: I think I do. 


Commissioner Egan: The approxi- 
mate amount would not be over $150 
to $175. 


Mr. Handler: We can work this out 
in a minute, your Honor. It won’t 
take a half a minute. That one there 
would cost about $300. 


Commissioner Egan: Now, this pub- 
lic hearing is for the purpose of get- 
ting the viewpoint of the interested 
parties. Is $300 a year an exhorbit- 
ant tax on a property as big as that 
particular one is? 


Mr. Handler: Yes. 


Commissioner Egan: I daresay you 
pay $10,000 a year rent. f 


Mr. Handler: Yes. 


Commissioner Egan: You don’t 
think a $300 license fee on a property 
that is costing you $10,000 a year to 
rent is too high, do you? 


Mr. Handler: I do in this case,. yes, 
because many a man downtown is 
paying rental and not making a 
profit. He has been caught on a 
lease that was executed in boom 
times. Now you know what condi- 
tions are all over. These spaces have 
eapacity, but they are not occupied 
by any means to capacity; and prob- 
ably the man who is paying $10,000 
on his lease is losing money every 
year, but he cannot drop his lease, he 
has got to make something every year 
to pay his rental. I daresay any man 
paying rental on a lease executed two 
and one half years ago is losing 
money on a downtown parking sta- 
tion. It might have been a good way 
to figure if the leases had been figured 
with enough foresight to pay their 
rent today. 


Commissioner Murray: When you 
referred to 1040 Broad Street as be- 
ing 250 to 200, that gives you about 
50,000 square feet. That means a 
capacity of perhaps 250 cars, allow- 
ing idle space, and so forth; and while 
that is not occupied to capacity and 
while he might only have 75 tv 100 
cars a day, he may have 75 to 100 
ears three or four or five times, in 
twenty-four hours. 


Mr. Handler; That is all probable. 


Commissioner Egan: That is his- 
tory. 


Mr. Handler: It may be history as 
far as the figures you have are con- 
cerned, but these people are by no 
means making comfortable livings 
out of these parking stations. Most 
of them are absoultely sweating to 
pay their rent, and some -of them are 
not doing that. Even aside from 
that, I don’t think you can measure. 
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it that way, Mr. Commissioners. I 
think if you are going to tax a busi- 
ness, then tax all businesses on that 
theory. But we are speaking about 
a license tax, and I think in common 
justice a license tax should be appor- 
tioned on the amount of regulation 
required. 


Mayor Congleton: If you will go 
over on Washington Street some af- 
ternoon, any day, and see those open- 
aiy parking spaces with people try- 
ing to get in and out of them, and 
the assistance that our police have to 
give them, I think you will agree 
with me then that $1.50 per car space 
per year, even from the strictly reg- 
ulation standpoint, is still a very low 
figure. 


Mr. Handler: Business could not 
exist there unless the public patron- 
ized it, and if there are a lot of cars 
coming in and out it is the public of 
Newark that is going in and out; and 
if they are going in and out there 
they are keeping the streets free of 
a certain amount of congestion when 
they come downtown to patronize our 
department stores and office build- 
ings, and they pay these big taxes, 
That is what the police department is 
for. ` 


Mayor Congleton: And the people 
who get the service should pay some 
of the burden. And I say the folks 
running the open-air parking stations 
are not today paying their fair share 
of the cost of the government for the 
service they get in return for that. 


Mr. Handler: You would not turn 
around and soak Orbach on Market 
Street and Halsey Street an extra tax 
because they have to have policemen 
there on days of extra sales to keep 
the crowd clear, The City would 
give him police regulation to help 
business. The parking stations are 
just as much a convenience for down- 


town shopping conditions as they are 
a source of revenue. 


Mayor Congleton: Your Dapzrt- 
ment stores are paying very substan- 
tial taxes on merchandise in their 
stores that people are going in to 
buy, and your parking station is pay- 
ing absolutely nothing. 


Mr. Handler: And the store is not 
paying any more for police protec- 
tion. 


Mayor Congleton: Oh, yes, he is, 
through his assessment on personal 
property, which you have none on 
your property that is taxed. 


Mr. Handler: It. is an even rate for 
any store, regardless of whether they 
have sales or not. Well, that is the 
position of sixteen owners in the City 
of Newark, and we strenuously ob- 
ject to the passing of the tax on the 
basis of this proposed ordinance on 
the ground the unit and the yield are 
unjust in our case, illegal and does 
not comport with what 4 proper li- 
csenes tax should be. 


Mr. Clarence H. Lane, Vice. Presi- 
dent, Garage Owners Assdciation, 465 
Clifton Avenue: I want to say a word 
in defense of this ordinance, gentle- 
men, as the open-air parking station, 
in my opinion, is a necessary thing in 
some respects, but if it is not proper- 
ly regulated and guarded against 
very strongly, it stands to ruin a ñf- 
teen million dollar business. That is 
just exactly what it means. These 
fellows rent a piece of property and 
store cars for all kinds of rates in 
competition dgainst a man with a 
building that has cost him all the 
way from twenty to fifty thousand 
dollars and more. The Washington 
Terminal Garage pays almost $20,000 
a year taxes, and has to store cars 
just as cheap as they do in a park- 
ing station. It cosst every garage- 
man in Newark $10. a year tax for 
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‘every car space he has got. Now, I 
wish these fellows with open-air 
parking stations would swallow that. 
I wonder what they do if they had to 
do business under those conditions? 
It makes me tired to stand here and 
hear them plea about. a forty-five dol- 
lar tax on a piece of prperty 200 by 
200. It is absolutely ridiculous. I 
‘do not think this Commission has got 
the tax half high enough. 


Mr. William L. Morgan, 744 Broad 
Street: I represent the Newark Auto- 
mobile Trade Association. This ordi- 
nance provides that it shall apply to 
motor vehicles which are exhibited 
for sale. I need not say to you gen- 
tlemen—— . 


Mayor Congleton: Isn’t it limited 
to open-air parking spaces? 


Mr. Morgan: Yes. 


Mayor Congleton: Having cars for 
sale. 


Mr. Morgan: Having cars for sale. 
I need not say to you gentlemen 
that one of the most- difficult prob- 
lems in connection with the operation 
of the sale of motor cars is the dis- 
position of the so-called second-hand 
or used car which is taken back from 
the customer. The members of this 
association are all of the highest 
type of business conducted in the city; 
they are all paying taxes; they are 
employing a large number of people. 
I think that the hast census showed 
that ten per cent. of the people em- 
played in Newark were employed in 
the automobile business or the auto- 
mobile industry—that is the people 
‘employed in retail sales. At any rate, 
in order to properly conduct the busi- 
{ness it became necessary to have a 
large space for use to exhibit and to 
sell the second-hand or used automo- 
bile which is taken back in connection 
with the purchase of the new car. 
These open-air spaces are not used 


for the purpose of getting back any 
revenue whatever. They are used in 
order to conduct the business success- 
fully, which is fighting for its exis- 
tence today. Every effort is being 
made to revive the automobile indus- 
try and automobile business. And un- 
less we can conduct our business suc- 
cessfully it simply means that we are 
adding to the problem of unemploy- 
ment. While this does not seem to be 
burdensome, yet I give you the as- 
surance which comes to me from the 
members of this association, that it 
is extremely burdensome to their 
business. And we respectfully peti- 
tion that an exception be made in 
charges against the legitimate auto- 
mobile dealer who is paying his taxes 
and doing his share toward the busi- 
ness structure in this economic situn- 
tion. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire ot be heard on this particular 
ordinance? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel] appeared and said 
open-air parking stations are “a 
monstrosity.” He approved the mod- 
ern type structural garage. He 
favered the tax as proposed on open- 


air stations. 


Mr. Frank G. Fanning, Elmhurst, 
L. I., representing Ogden and Rector 
Parking Company: Our parking sta- 
tion is on Ogden Street at the foot of 
Rector. When we purchased our 
property four years ago we had in 
mind to erect a garage, but on ac- 
count of the proposed widening of 
that street for highway purposes we 
were stopped. Therefore, it was 
necessary for us to convert part of 
our premises for parking purposes. 
We have no particular objection to 
the $1.50 per ear per year tax, but we 
do object to the promiscuous parking 
of cars in the streets. You have men- 
tioned before that the Police Depart- _ 
ment renders valuable assistance to 
epen-air parking spaces. In that case 
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I must take serious objection to what 
you have said. We find daily in the 
three streets surrounding our prop- 
erty almost four hundred parked cars 
‘there, sometimes two deep. The Po- 
lice Department occasionally will give 
tickets for parking beyond the legal 
limit, but the following day the cars 
are there just the same. 


Commissioner Egan: Two deep 
where ? 


Mr. Fanning: On Fulton Street. 


Commissioner Egan: I will be glad 
to check that specially for you. 


Mr. Fanning: On Rector Street they 
park on both sides, and they should 
not be allowed to park on Rector 
Street at all; the buses go througn 
Rector Street. 


Commissioner Egan: I think you 
are right. 


My. Fanning: And today it is a 
sericus menace, not alone to traffic, 
but to the pedestrians, to cross the 
street to get to our parking space. 
All we ask from the City of Newark 
is some police protection, in return 
for which we will gladly pay the $1.50 
car tax. In addition to that, I might 
mention, in view of what some of the 
others have said relative to the tax 
that garages pay, that on our prop- 
erty today we pay approximately $17 
a vear for each car space that we 
have, and that is on vacant land,. so 
therefore, the parking property is cer- 
tainly much more expensive from an 
owner’s point of view than a garage. 
We might incidentally mention that in 
the last two years we have lost two 
of cur lessees because of the fact of 
poor business. Poor business occa- 
sioned particularly by this promiscu- 
ous and free parking of cars sur- 
rounding our property. If you will 
give us your cooperation we certainly 
will be glad to pay this additional 


tax, which we think is small enough. 
Thank you. 


Mr, Joseph J. Duffy, 562 Ogden 
Street: It seems to me that you are 
taxing the property twice. The land- 
lord pays a tax for his property, ancl 
if the landlord happens to go into 
business there you are charging him 2. 
tax for the same piece of ground 
again. Am I right or do I stand te 
be corrected? 


Mayor Congleton: That would be 
right. 


Mr. Duffy: In other words, he is 
paying a tax twice for the same 
article. 


Commissioner Gillen: If the mare 
who ‘runs the parking owns the land. 


Mr. Duffy: That rates being taxec. 
twice. 


Mayor Congleton: Yes. 


Mr. Duffy: Supposing he has «a 
capacity of 100 cars; it is almost im- 
possible to fill it up due to the fact 
of his location. He would be taxed 
for the hundred cars just the same. 
In other words, he is paying a tax 
for something he hasn’t got. ` 


Commissioner Murray: He has te 
go out and hustle for business and 
settle it up. 


Mr. Duffy: I really am in favor of 


taxing the parking stations. I own 
ene myself. But I think the answer 


to the problem is this, to zone them.. 


zone the parking stations. 


Commissioner Gillen: You think 
there ought to be higher fees charged 
for ones located in the center of the 
City? i 


Mr. Duffy: Yes, zone them all. 


Commissioner Gillen: Do you re- 
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ceive as much per car in your place? 


Mr. Duffy: No, sir, it is impossible; 
and we do not do any night parking 
because there is nothing to draw from 
this factory neighborhood. 

Commissioner Gillen: Where are 
you? 


Mr. Duffy: Ogden and Fulton. I 
think I know the answer to the prob- 
lem. If somebody just tried to solve 
the thing in a zoning proposition, a 
per capita rent, a man’s business and 
his capacity and the location, the 
number of ¢ars going in and out, it is 
easily solved. l 


Commissioner Gillen: I move the 
hearing be closed and the ordinance 
be referred to conference, and further 
action postponed to April 13, 1932. 


The roll being called, the resolution 
was declared adopted by the following 
votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Egan, Gillen, 
Howe, Murray, Mayor Congle:or. 


The City Clerk presented An ordi- 
nance concerning the operation and 
maintenance of gasoline stations and 
gasoline filling tanks in the City of 
Newark and providing for the licens- 
ing thereof, and stated that today was 
the time fixed for hearing on the 
same. 


The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Communications protesting against 
the proposed ordinance were received 
and read from the Independent Oil 
Dealers Association of New Jersey; 
Modern Auto Service Company, Alpha 
Radio and Battery Service and Mul- 
man ‘Auto Service Company, and on 
motion referred to the weekly con- 
ference of the Commission. 


Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
who desires to address the Commis- 
sion on this ordinance? 


Mr. W. Umscheid, 281 North. 5th 
Street,.stated he favored the proposed 
license. He said he spoke in the: in- 
terests of the taxpayers, 


Mr. Harold A. Miller, 763 Broad 
Street: I represent Frank J. Finley 
who has a gas service station at 456 
West Market Street. We feel, in fact, 
we know, that the tax at the present 
proposed rate will be so excessive as 
to drive this man out of business. 
Considering the competition which he 
has around there, considering the time 
of depression when people are buying 
as little as possible and from hand 
to mouth—-many are not driving cars, 
at least as much as usual— 


Mayor Congleton: The receipts 
from the Motor Vehicle Department 
do not indicate that less gasoline is 
being bought. 


Mr. Miller: I don’t. know what sta- 
tistics you refer to, but I know this 
man is not, and a tax at this rate at 
the present time would simply operate 
to drive him out of business. Gas sta- 
tions today are in the position of the 
saloons years ago, when there were 
so many that none of them could do 
business and make money. 


Commissioner Murray: Does your 
man offer any suggestion as to what. 
he thinks would be a fair tax? 


Mr. Miller: I did not go into that 
with him; he is here; if you want to 
ask him that question. 


Mayor Congleton: He has all these 
various tanks because of his desire 
to cater to the wishes of the people 
who are customers of the various 
kinds of gasoline. He is the indepen- 
dent dealer and he carries every brand ` 
of gas that there is. 
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Mr. Miller: Yes. 


Mayor Congleton: That is the rea- 
son he has ten pumps. 


Mr. Miller: Yes. Commissioner 
Murray, Mr. Finley is here if you 
would like to ask him that question. 
I don’t know whether he is prepared 
to answer it or not. 


Commissioner Murray: Well, you 
can write us a letter about it. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
wish to be heard? 


Commissioner Howe: Mr. Mayor, I 
wish to state in answer to the gentle- 
men who spoke before Mr. Miller, that 
I am in a position to know that every 
gas station in the City of Newark. is 
’ taxed and on the same basis that any 
other property is taxed, your home 
or mine; and, in many instances, the 
tax on the gas stations exceeded the 
shacks that were taken down before 
the gas stations were put on there. 


Mr. Miller: May I just reply to the 
Commissioner? Possibly you misun- 
derstood me, 

Commissioner Howe: I said the 
speaker before you. 


Mr. Arthur Phillips, 173 Freling- 
huysen Avenue: I am here in the in- 
terests of the garages, automobile 
dealers and service stations in New- 
ark, to protest against the ordinance 
now under consideration. While I ap- 
preciate your endeavor to balance the 
budget of the City of Newark and the 
necessity for doing so, at the same 
time, the men you are now attempt- 
ing to further burden with this addi- 
tional tax have had greater difficulty 
balancing their budgets than the City 
of Newark, and probably greaetr dif- 
ficulty than a great many other lines 
ef industry. It appears that every 
time the Federal, State or City gov- 


ernments want to balance budgets, 
they hit what might appear to be the 
source of their present largest reve- 
nue-producing factor, and that is the 
automobile, the user, the garage, the 
dealer, and the auto accessory dis- 
penser, 


Mayor Congleton: Isn’t it fair to 
say that all of the money that has 
come in from those various forms of 
taxation, the gasoline tax, has gone 
back for the building of roads for 
those very people to use? 


Mr. Phillips: That is true, but they 
are being overburdened at the pres- 
ent time. 


Mayor Congleton: That may be. 
But it has gone to their special use. 


Mr. Phillips: But the burden has 
become so heavy that I am afraid if 
you enforce this tax you will probabiy 
lose more than you will gain. Prob- 
ably you are not aware that the gar- 
ages and service stations have about 
four or five hundred new competitors 
in this City, and that is the chain 
grocery stores. They have recently 
started to sell oils. 


Mayor Congleton: How long has 


` that been going on? 


Mr. Phillips: It has been going on 
for some time. And the suggestion I 
have is an ordinance—an act that was 
recently introduced in the State of 
Soutl Carolina. Other states are also 
adopting similar acts.” This act, by 
the way, has been declared constitu- 
tional. ' 


Mayor Congleton: Is that the tax- 
on chain stores? 


Mr. Phillips: Yes. 


Mayor Congleton: It was sustained 
by the United States Supreme Court? 


Mr. Phillips: This law provides a. 
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tax of $5 on the first chain store,. 
each additional store $5 up to thirty 
stores. The thirtieth store pays $150 
and cvery store above that pays $150. 
I think, gentlemen, that is your solu- 
tion. 


Mayor Congleton: The chain stores 
are getting like drug stores which 
sell everything but drugs. 


Commissioner Howe: You have seen 
the oil displays in the A & P. Stores? 


Mr. Phillips: Yes, 


Commissioner Howe: 'Fhat is what. 
you referred to? 


Mr. Phillips: That is right. 


Mr. Meyer Zemel: I represent my 
own tenant who has a small gas sta- 
tion on the corner of Sixteenth Street 
and Springfield Avenue. And if you 
impose the tax that you have adver- 
tised in the paper, it means that that 
man goes out of business. 


Mr. Frederic J. Faulks, 763 Broad 
Street: I represent today directly the 
corporations whose names J will men- 
tion in just. a moment, but I trust 
that what I say will also be regarded 
as good on behalf of the dealers who 
buy their gasoline and oil from these 
companies, and on behalf of the in- 
dependents as well. They have not 
asked me to speak for them; they are 
quite able to voice their own senti- 
ments. But I think that under the 
existing conditions we are all in the 
same boat, the companies and the 
clients. The companies J represent: 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
and I wish you would b2 good 
enough to take the names of the men 
here who are prepared to give you 
any more definite information you de- 
sire, either now or by mail—that com- 
pany is represented by Mr. Boe‘sma; 
the Texas Company by Mr. A. C. 
Smith; the Sun Oil Company by Mr. 


Ware; the Tidewater Oil Sales Com- 
pany by Mr. Drinkwater; the Gulf Re- 
fining Company by Mr. Bacon; the 
Continental Oil Company by Mr. Hol- 
mes; the Crew Levick Company by 
Mr. Lynch; the Pure Oil Company by 
Mr. Rohrbach; the Pan-American. by 
Mr. Scholl and Mr. Cohn; Peerless Oil 
Company by Mr. Ritchie; Northern 
New Jersey Oil Company, Mr. Osbar; 
Shell Company by Mr. Harris. Now, 
Mr. Commissioners, I think I appre- 
ciate the needs of the city for reve- 
nue at this time, and I find no fault 
whatever on the part of you gentle- 
men turning to any possible source 
of revenue. But there are; some 
things in th way of revenue that are 
not warranted, and there are some 
that come too high; that is, you can 
get the money temporarily, but in the 
long run you will kill the goose that 
lays the golden egg. I think no one 
will question that there is no business 
in the world that is as overexpended., 
and I think I ean say properly,. over- 
taxed, as the oil business today. One 
of my clients, walking down, told me 
his company,. although it lost many, 
many millions of dollars last year,. 
paid $54,000,000 in taxes. Another 
of them told me that on $64,000.000 
of business done they paid $67,000,000 
of taxes. That cannot go on indefi- 
nitely, When you come to the dealer, 
he is a replica of the same thing in’ 
a smaller way. All of these gentle- 
men have gone every place they could 
think of to get business. The result 
is that a dozen of these companies—I 
represent a dozen companies—six of 
them will sell to the same dealer,. 
and six of them will sell gasoline with 
ethyl, and six without ehtyl. That 
means the man must have, if he is 
going to compete with the fellow 
across the street, ten or a dozen 
tanks I am told that the average tax 
here—I don’t, know, but I am told by: 
men who should know—the average 
tax on these dealers represents from 
$200 to $300. They cannot stand it. 
Now, is there any real warrant for 
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this particular kind of tax? I have 
listened to the remarks with refer- 
ence to the other ordinances this 
morning, both pro and con, and | 
have heard the views very well ex- 
pressed by the Mayor that where 
there is some particular property in 
‘Newark out of which people are mak- 
ing money, but on which they are not 
paying a fair share of the tax bur- 
den of the City, it should be sub- 
jected to a special tax, an occupation- 
al tax of the kind that is so frequent. 
And I think that the notion may pre- 
vail with some of you gentlemen that 
expensive buildings have been tom 
down to make way for building a sta- 
tion shack and that Newark is there- 
fore losing a great deal of revenue on 
properties—from properties which it 
would have obtained if they had not 
been changed into filling stations and 
the like. Now, that is not the fact,. 
and T hope to be able to convince you 
on that with a very few figures. They 
are subject to check—-J have not 
checked them personally—they are 
not furnished me under affidavit, but 
they are furnished me by business 
concerns of good character and I 
know that they must be approximate- 
ly right. Now, bear in mind this 
thing that I undertake to demon- 
strate, namely, that every one of 
these oil companies, and J think, on 
the whole,. all of these dealers for 
whom I have no direct warrant to 
speak, are paying their share, and 
perhaps somewhat more than their 
fair share as compared with other 
people, in direct property taxes. The 
Mayor pointed out the diference be- 
tween a large department store and a 
peddler, that it had a large amount of 
stock in trade, valuable buildings, and 
it bore a fair share of the tax raised 
‘by the City. Now, in the first place, 
this tax—and I want to say a very 
serious word about that in just a 
moment—extends to bulk stations as 
well as filling stations. The bulk sta- 
tions owned by clients—I think there 
are nine out of the twelve who own 


bulk stations in Newark, the taxes 
that were paid on those stations when 
they were acquired., J mean the as- 
sessments on all of those stations in 
the aggregate when they were ac- 
quired by the respective companies,. 
was $249,554. A similar assessment 
on the very same properties for the 
year 1931 was $1,047,467--I beg par- 
don, it is $1,557,986; in other words, 
an increase of $1,808,432. Now, that 


increase is not due in the main to the 


stepping up of all tax rates, some- 
thing to which we all have to cor- 
tribute. These are modern plants 
that have been put here within the 
last two years. And on those prop- 
erties there have been erected build- 
ings which have increased ratables 
from $249,000 to $1,308,000. I do not 
want to take much of your time,. but 
just let me be specific in the cases of 
two of the companies in order to con- 
vince you, if I may, that this is not 
a situation for an occupational tax or 
a privilege tax. The Texas Com- 
pany, for instance, erected a bulk 
pant here only a few years ago when 
the tax was, at the time it acquired 
the property, it was assessed at $4,- 
875 and in 1931 it was assessed for 
$115,700, an increase of 2273 per cent. 
In the case of the Sun Oil Company, 
their property, when they bought it, 
was taxed at $8,900 and last year it 
was taxed at $203,500, an increase of 
2186 per cent. Now, surely they are 
bearing their share of the general 
property tax of the City, and they are 
increasing the ratables, I think, quite 
as fast as any other industry can be 
doing. Take the matter of these fill- 
ing stations where it is said that a 
grand or storage building is torn 
down and a shack is put up. As a 
matter of fact all of the filling sta- 
tions served by these twelve clients of 
mine were taxed on an assessment of 
$1,047,000 as of the date that they 
were acquired, and for last year they 
were assessed at $1,614,000, and in- 
crease of $567,000. And.in the case 
of ten out of the eleven—I haven’t 
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‘the figures for one, in fact, this one 
‘has no filling stations—the Shell has 
‘no filling stations in Newark, and, of 
course, never will have—it is plan- 
ning to have but cannot have if we 
are going to have taxes Hke this— 
“but with the exception of that one 
company where there was a slight de- 
crease, every other one has increased 
very, very substantially in value since 
the property was acquired. Now, 
there again that is not the gradual 
stepping up of rates, because I think 
we have only had filling stations in 
any quantity for the last six or seven 
years. Now, we think that is a good 
wholesome business. We have about 
every kind of competition that any- 
body can think of. The word “boot- 
legger” no longer applies to the whis- 
key and gin business alone, it applies 
probably in great degrees to the 
oil business. Every one of these com- 
panies pay three cents a gallon. Of 
course, it is placed on to you and to 
“me, but it figures in the cost of busi- 
ness, it figures in the ability to do 
business. There are probably people 
‘selling—I don’t know what proportion 
of the total gas that is sold by all of 
these companies that pay nothing at 
all. Now, I think the tax as a whole 
is unwarranted; I believe that it will 
-cost the City money; I believe that it 
will, if it is confined to the filling 
stations alone — but there are two 
things, Mr. Mayor and Commissioners 
‘that you want to be very clear about 
in deciding whether or not you are 
going to pass this partieular ordi- 
nance; one of those is whether bulk 
stations should be taxed.at all. I 
have read you the figures as to the 
substantial property tax they already 
pay. They are all located on the 
water where the contents are brought 
by barge from the various refineries. 
‘They can be located outside of New- 
ark. H-would be infinitely cheaper, 
for instance, for the Standard Oil 
Company to truck from Bayway, Lin- 
den, than to pay $17,000 of taxes that 
-they will have to pay for licenses on 


the bulk station, minimum tax. In 
other words, there is over $100,000 
of tax that you may think will arise 
from, this ordinance, that in all prob- 
ability cannot arise. (Now, don’t find 
fault with those gentlement for say- 
ing they are going to leave Newark. 
They don’t want to. They have come 
here in preference to any other place, 
they are competing with several 
plants which are advantageously lo- 
cated in East Rutherford, bulk sta- 
tion plants. The industry will simply 
not bear that additional tax. ‘As I 
figure this out, if you are going to 
tax bulk plants according to this or- 
dinance, even at the minimum rates it 
provides for the large tanks, you are 
going to get in the neighborhood of 
$200,000 if none of them go. I think 
as far as the bulk stations are con- 
cerned, the companies will have no op- 
tion but to go. They can go readily. 
They don’t want to, and I hope you 
won't drive them out. Then, the or- 
dinance is not clear in one other re- 
spect; that is whether it applies to all 
kinds of oils and greases. These fill- 
ing stations, they are like little de- 
partment stores now. You go there 
and you want to get a little of this 
kind of oil and that kind of oil, Nujol; 
it is there, it is in a bottle, and that 
is a container. According to the strict 
interpretation of this ordinance, if it 
applies to every kind of a container 
and every kind of oil, they will have 
to pay a tax of ten or fifteen or twen- 
ty-five dollars on every one of those 
bottles. Of course, you don’t mean 
that, nobody means it, but I think 
the ordinance should not pass. I do 
not think there is any warrant for it. 
I think if you will not drive these 
companies out of business they will 
continue to do business in Newark, 
you will not be able to avoid the tax 
en the filling stations. Of course, 
they will not bear it; eventually the 
dealer will have to bear it as one of 
the expenses of the business, and he 
cannot survive.. He is a good fellow; 
he -has put ten or fifteen thousand - 
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dollars into these stations; he is a 
good citizen; he is paying his fair 
share of the property tax; and I 
think it is a mistake to add two or 
three hundred dollars to his burden 
which I think he cannot bear. But 
speaking particularly for my own 
clients, I ask that you do not pass 
this ordinance, first, because I think 
it is wrong in principle; and second, 
because in any event bully stations 
should not be included; and in the 
third place, the fees, if there must be 
fees, should be limited to gasoline 
and motor oils and not cover medi- 
cinal oils and fuel oils and lubricat- 
ing oils, and things you put on your 
hands to get rid of chaps. I thank 
you, and I hope I have not taken too 
much of your time. And if you want 
any further information these men 
whose names I have given you, they 
will be glad to furnish it. 


Commissioner Gillen: Do you Say 
some people are not paying the three 
cents ? 


Mr. Faulks: The bootlegging indus- 
try has grown up, a great industry. 


Commissioner Gillen: Bootlegging ? 


Mr. Faulks: Gas is brought. from 

amden, from New York, or any- 
wheres, and sold at random. That ac- 
counts for the different rates you will 
see posted. Now, the average good 
company— 


Commissioner Gillen: They are not 
paying the three-cent gasoline tax to 
the state? 


Mr. Faulks: The average good com- 
pany is, but the bootlegger is not. 
Now, that means this, that competi- 
tion has driven all of the good com- 
panies—I hope you do not mind my 
calling my companies good companies, 
they are; they are the best people in 
the business, they are the backbone. 
They make money in good times, they 


are all losing money now. Now, they 
are selling gasoline on an average of 
about twelve or twelve and a half 
cents to those dealers in Newark. 
They havent any right in Godl’s 
world to be selling that gasoline at 
that price. After they pay the cost 
of drilling, whether it be out in Okla- 
homa or down in Texas or down ip 
South America, where a great deal of 
crude oil comes from, after they 
transport that to Bayonne or Rahway 
and erack it off, refine it and store it 
in their tanks, they have got four 
cents left with which to bring that 
gasoline to Newark or Saratoga 
Springs or anywhere else and market 
it, and four cents does not leave a 
penny’s profit in the business today. 
Now, they are charging twelve cents 
because the bootlegger is charging 
nine and a half, ten or eleven. If they 
charge the fair cost they would not 
get the customers. And, of course, 
they have all of the other burdens 
that go with any business today, and 
Į think a little more than their share; 
part of them brought on, I think, by 
their own excessive competition. But 
that must not affect your judgment 
and it must not be allowed to furth?r 
them or hurt the dealers. 


Commissioner Gillen: Some of these 
gasoline station owners or operators, 
are they in cahoots with the boot- 
legging industry ? 


Mr. Faulks: No. Any man. we sell 
pays the three cent gas tax. In other 
words, you drive up, he has bought his 
gasoline from us for twelve and a 
half cents. He adds three cents tax 
and little something for profit, and he 
sells it to you for seventeen centz. 
Now you pay the three cent tax and 
he has to pay that to this company, 
which in turn has to send it down to 
Trenton. But you can drive up to an- 
other place right next door, I don’t 
know the name of the company, and 
you don’t have to pay seventeen cents, 
but you can get gas for fourteen and 
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a half cents if you are willing to take 
the chance on the quality, because 
that bird has not paid the three-cent 
tax, he has sneaked the thing in, and 
he is an outlaw; but he is getting 
away with it and there is no way of 
stopping it that I know of. And I 
come back to the one thing— 


Commissioner Gillen: Can’t the 
State check up on that thing’ 


Mr. Faulks: They ought to. I have 
been consulted by these people from 
time to time as to what can be done 
about it. JI} make no appeal for sym- 
pathy for either companies or dealers. 
Take the figures I have given you 
and check them in the Tax Depart- 
ment or wherever you will, or check 
them against the companies’ records. 
Aren’t they bearing their fair share 
of the tax burden of Newark just.as 
Bamberger, the Prudential or any- 
body else is who is paying a fair tax 
on a fair value of the property. If 
they have abolished valuable buildings 
to put shacks in their place, that is 
one thing, but they have not. . 


Mayor Congleton: It is very inter- 
esting to hear about this bootlegging 
of gas. I assume that all kind of 
eiforts have been made to detect it 
and stop it. I am particularly inter- 
ested this morning because I am in- 
formed that some liquor was boot- 
legged in over Port Newark the night 
before last, and there is great conster- 
nation because I happen to be in 
charge of that port, that I did not 
detect it. 


Mr. Faulks: The City Attorney told 
me that this morning. I said I 
though it could not be tiue. 


Commissioner Howe: You might 
have heard what J said a moment ago, 
that I was in a position to know, as 
head of.the Tax Department, that 
every station in the City of Newark 
is taxed. That increase that you set 


on the buildings and real estate is 
$1,865,000 more than it was before? 


Mr. Faulks: Yes, sir. 


Commissioner Howe: Personall 
$549,000. Our estimate is two mil- 
lion, which is $135,000 and $500,000, 
which is $49,000 different from you. 
In one you are less and in the other 
you were ahead. 


. Mr. Faulks: That is probably ac- 
counted for. by the fact I do not repre- 
sent everybody, I only represent fill- 
ing stations supplied by these com- 
panies. 


Commissioner Howe: You are $1,- 
§65,000 and we are $2,000,000. On the 
other we are $500,000 and you are 
$549,000. 


Mr. Faulks: On the whole property 
that was taxed for $1,200,000 when 
we bought it not so long ago—I do 
not think it is fair to compare condi- 
tions now with 1890 to four, five and 
six years ago when we bought this 
property. The total assessment on 
that was $1,200,000, and today it is— 


Commissioner Howe: I want you 
and the public to know that every 
gas station is taxed. 


Commissioner Gillen: There is no 
way of estimating the amount of 
bootleg as compared with the legiti- 
mate? 


Mr. Faulks; I have not come into 
contact with this particular matter 
except as these agents told me; but I 
have been asked by the officers of 
these companies to recommend some- 
body who could stop it. I have made 
recommendations, but what they have 
done I don’t know. l 


Commissioner Murray: There are a 
number of gasoline stations I have 
noted in Newark and out of Newark 
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which do not tell the name of the 
company whose gas is sold. They 
have a sign up, “Gas 114 cents, tax 
included.” Is that one of these boot- 
legging outfits that you refer to? 


Mr. Faulks: I don’t know, sir; you 
can draw your conclusions just as well 
-as I and the gentlemen whose names 
I have given the stenographer can 
tell. I haven’t any information. | 
have simply been consulted about 
bootlegging gasoline for the last two 
years. 


Commissioner Gillen: What is the 
wholesale price to the dealer of legiti- 
mate gasoline? 


Mr. Faulks: Eleven and nine-tenths 
cents. 


Commissioner Murray: Wholesale? 
Mr. Faulks: Yes, sir. 


Commissioner Murray: That is the 
bulk producer to the dealer? 


Mr. Faulks: 11.9 including the tax. 
Now, the man charges perhaps two 
cents profit and he has to do all this 
work that some other speaker spoke 
about. 


Commissioner Murray: Isn’t it a 
fair inference then that where you 
‘see a Sign up “Gasoline 114 cents, tax 
included,” a pretty fair assumption 
that it is off color? 


Mr. Faulks: It is either bootleg gas 
or awful poor gas. 


Mayor Congleton: It might help if 
cur ordinance was amended to provide 
that each pump was labelled with the 
type of gas they were selling, and 
then the salesman of that company 
would know whether or not it was 
his gas. 


Mr. Faulks: Of course, we put 


Standard gas into a Standard tank 
and Texas gas into a Texas tank and 
would not put it anywhere else. 


Mayor Congleton: The other fellow 
that was selling at a price that indi- 
cated bootleg gas would have to dis- 
close the kind of gas, and if he had 
to put that sign up, your salesman go- 
ing around that territory would know 
that was not so and it might lead to 
some detection. 


Mr. Faulks: There certainly should 
be some way of working it out, and I 
think the companies in their own in- 
terest would have to work it out. 


Mr. William L. Morgan, 744 Broad 
Street: Again representing the New- 
ark Automobile Trade Association,. I 
wish to bring your attention to their 
relation to this particular ordinance. 
Undoubtedly this ordinance as pre- 
pared is intended to operate against 
the distributors of gasoline and motor 
oils. And while it is true that the 
members of the Newark Automobile 
Trade Association have in their dif- 
ferent places of business storage fa- 
cilities for providing gasoline and fuel 
oils, yet in every single case of every 
member of this association, who are 
legitimate automobile dealers in the 
City of Newark, that supply of gaso- 
line and of lubricating oil is kept for 
the convenience of the customer. They 
are not in any way trying to make a 
profit on the sale of these com- 
modities. 


Mayor Congleton: You are speak- 
ing now of established garages? 


Mr. Morgan: Established garages,. 
established automobile businesses of 
the members of the Newark Automo- 
bile Trade Association. And to prove 
to you the situation, I have had taken 
off from the books of the Cadillac 
Motor Car Company their experience 
in relation only to the gasoline which 
they have been consuming at that 
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office during the past year. The aver- 
age consumption of gasoline—pur- 
chaSe of gasoline amounted to an av- 
erage of 4,000 gallons per month, of 
which 2,000 gallons are used by the 
salesmen and 1,500 gallons are put in 
the used cars and used by the service 
department. The gas sales to cus- 
tomers amounted to about 500 gallons. 
And if this ordinance should be pass- 
ed in its present form and the taxes 
should be levied on the storage ar- 
rangements of the gasoline alone 
without reference to the motor lubri- 
cating oils and other inflammable oils 
which are included in this ordinance,. 
the tax would be $160 for the sale of 
approximately 500 gallons of gas. I 
don’t know whether it was the in- 
tention of the Commission to include 
businesses of this character as being 
subjected to this tax, but I submit 
to you that any other business which 
is being operated as our automobile 
sales business is in the City, that it 
is an unjust burden to a business 
which is already carrying its fair 
share of the burden in every way. 


Mr. Jacob Lubetkin, 60 Park Place: 
There is one element affected by this 
ordinance more so than any other, 
and that is the owner and operator of 
the garage in conjunction with which 
gasoline and oil is sold. I do not 
think there is any question that Para- 
graph 1 or section 1 of the proposed 
ordinance includes garages where 
gasoline and oil is sold. I represent 
the Weequahic Auto Service Station 
at 1020 Bergen Street, Newark, and 
to illustrate the effect of this ordi- 
dance upon the general garage owner, 
I would just give you some facts con- 
cerning this particular garage. The 
lot is 50 by 90. The building on it is 
50 by 65. The remainder of the lot, 
the front portion being used for a 
gasoline station. His property is as- 
sessed for $19,000 and he pays $756.20 
taxes a year. If this ordinance is 
adopted he will be required to pay 
£370 more to the City to operate his 


own business, and he owns the gar- 
age—and, by the way, his taxes for 
1930 and 1931 have not been paid. 
That is a condition which you will 
find prevails amongst many garage 
owners. Now, this garage has been 
there for a number of years. Within 
the past two years the Standard Oil 
Company erected a station at the cor- 
ner of Scheerer Avenue and Bergen. 
Street, two blocks away, and within 
a few months after that his Standard 
Oil pump was removed. Only very 
recently Warner-Quinlan established. 
a station another block away,. caus- 
him the loss of more patronage. That 
is a problem that the owner of a gar- 
age who has had a substantial invest-. 
ment, and which was built when: 
things were high, has got to face. Be- 
sides that, these gasoline stations, be- 
sides selling gas and oil, have gone 
into the accessory business and are 
selling automobile tires, batteries and. 
incidentals, which formerly the gar-. 
ageman used to make a few dollars 
on the side to help tide him over. 
Then the depression came along and 
the average garage today is twenty 
per cent. oceupied. This man has a. 
capacity of thirty cars and he has: 
about ten there. McFee’s has a capa- 
city of eighty and he has twenty. You 
have cars standing out in the street: 
and parked on the lots. 


Mr. Clarence H. Lane, Vice Presi- 
dent, Garage Owners Association, 465 
Clifton Avenue: I think this is a fine- 
time for the garage man to thank you 
gentlemen for reducing our tax rate- 
twenty points. It has been a big help 
to us. It seems in this ordinance, 
though, that the definition of. garage 
is so broad that it includes a class of 
business that is very much depressed, 
and a business that pays a lot of tax 
in the City of Newark. It does seem 
to me that we as garage owners,. that. 
is all I represent, deserve to be ex- 
empt from any part of this ordinance. 
And our grounds for claiming such is 
that we pay to Newark, three hun- 
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dred garages pay to the City $342,- 
697.36, taken from the Tax Office. 
Now. it seems to me that that seems 
to be a lot of money, when you con- 
sider the condition of the times. In 
speaking of gasoline and speaking of 
taxing the garageman for his gas 
tank and his oil tank and every other 
kind of a tank he has got, it does 
seem to me that the garage man to- 
day is only handling gasoline and oil 
because he has to. It is a necessity 
in his business, he cannot do business 
without it. We are forced to carry it, 
and lots of them at a loss. Now, we 
certainly feel that this tax which ap- 
plies to gasoline service stations is so 
broad in the ordinance that it includes 
the garageman, which I don’t think it 
should, in view of the fact of the 
money we pay the City of Newark. 
If this ordinance is put over and the 
gagages are included instead of us 
enjoying a twenty point reduction in 
our tax rate it will increase our tax 
rate 150 points, 100 to 150 points; and 
according to a questionnaire that we 
put out among our members, we find 
there isn’t two-thirds of them that 
have paid their 1930 taxes yet. Now, 
gentlemen, you can readily see that 
this business, which incidentally rep- 
resents between fifteen and twenty 
million dollars investment in the City 
of Newark, garages have been since 
the automobile came, you have seen 
new buildings going up, and I think 
that it is a vital question for this City 
Commission to consider, because an 
industry with fifteen million dollars 
is something to be considered. I feel 
that we ought to be exempt from 
this ordinance because we are in such 
condition, and the gasoline and oil 
business that we do does not warrant 
any such a charge, because lots of us 
‘would sooner take the money that we 
would have to pay the City and put it 
in our pockets and throw gasoline and 
oil out, if we could. 


Mayor Congleton: You carry it 
largely as a convenience for people 


who store their cars in your garage? 
Mr. Lane: Yes, sir. 
Mayor Congleton: I get your point. 


Mr. Lane: We feel that the City 
Commission really needs a new 
source of income. But on the other 
hand, we as garagemen are in such 
shape that we really cannot stand any 
more tax. And if this tax should be 
put upon us it would reduce our earn- 
ing power, and when our earning 
power is reduced our valuations are 
reduced, and our valuations are the 
same today as they were in the high- 
est period of time. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


(No response). 


Commissioner Murray: I move the 
public hearing be closed, the raatter 
referred to conference, and further 
action postponed for two weeks.

Mr. Joseph S. Zemel, 289 Market 
Street, protested, saying he did not 
think that the City of Newark is at 
this time in a position to spend a 
million dollars or a million cents on 
any improvement. 


Commissioner Gillen: The idea is 
to come right through to Broad 
Street. We are negotiating with the 
Post Office Department now to open 
the thoorughfare right on up. We 
have the width.from Plane Strect 
right on up; that has already been 
acquired. 


Mr. Zemel: I only saw the descrip- 
tion in the local papers. 


Commissioner Gillen: This is to 
prevent a dead end or a neck in the 
bottle, as you call it; this is a part 
of the Raymond Boulevard improve- 
ment from the new Pennsylvania 
Railroad Station all the way through 
to New and Lock Streets which was 
urged upon us shortly after the mak- 
ing of the agreement for the building 
of the City Railway, so that there 
will be a continuous highway from 
the Pennsylvania Station over the 
top of the City Railway as far as 


, New and Lock Streets at this time. 


Mr. Zemel: Then do I understand 
it is the intention of the Commission 
later to acquire the post office prop- 
erty, or part of it, because as I see 
it now the post office is right in the 
way. 


Mayor Congleton: Congressman 
Lehlbach has introduced a bill in 
Congress which has the approval of 
the Treasury Department which con- 
trols the post office. Another bill 
gives us the right to go in under the 
edge of the one-story building so as 
to not hold up the construction of the 


City Railway. It will be a continuous 
‘Street. 


Mr. Zemel: He objected to the ordi- 
nance as providing that the work 
shall be done as a general improve- 
ment. He said that the proposed im- 
provement would give the Kresge 
Store additional street frontage. 


Mayor Congleton: The reason for- 


the ordinance being as it is, Mr. 
Zemel, you have referred to the Kres- 
ge property. We have negotiated, as 
J understand an agreement with the 
Kresge Company permitting us to have 
entrance and access through their 
building which does not make it neces- 
sary for the City to condemn that 
right, and it will be gotten either one 
way or the other. 


Mr. Zemel: Of course, I realize 
that the Kresge Company is not re- 
quired to give the City aright of way. 


Mayor Congleton: And the post 
office property cannot be assessed; it 
is government property. 


Mr. Zemel: I realize that, sir. But 
while I realize that, it is desirable to 
have the right of way—— 


Commissioner Gillen: You mean to 
have the assessment zone there? 


Mr. Zemel: Yes, sir. 


Commissioner Gillen: Not only the 
abutting properties, but other prop- 
erties. 


Mr. Zemel: Whatever property is 
peculiarly benefited, as providing in 
the Home Rule Act, just as is being 
done on Mulberry Street at the pres- 
ent time and this afternoon hearings 
are being held. It seems to me in 
fairness to the property owners they 
ought to pay whatever is proper. As 
for the Kresge property and other 
properties along there, I don’t know 


their names, it is very kind of them 
to give a right of way either gratui- 
tous or for some other consideration; 
nevertheless, it has been the practice 
of assessing the property peculiarly 
benefited in any event, and when you 
realize if the Kresge Company gives 
the City a right of way through 
there, that right of way will be as 
much a benefit to them as it is to 
the City in that it will bring custom- 
ers there and make it more conveni-~ 
ent for customers to get into their 
store from the City Railway. I can- 
not see why that should be any reas- 
on for the other property owners not 
to share in some part of the cost of 
this improvement. 


Mr. Herbert J. Hannoch, 17 Acad- 
emy Street: Mr. Mayor, may I read 
ubjections which I wish to file with 
you in connection with this ordi- 
nance? I have entitled this, in the 
matter of the ordinance and I ad- 
ressed it to Board of Commissicners 
‘oy Alexander S. Rice and Louis Hood 
as executors and trustees under the 
last will and testament of Florence 
R. Strauss, and as substituted admin-

ant therein, herewith present their 
protest and remonstrance against the 
adoption of the above entitled ordi- 
nance which had its first reading on 
March 16, 1932, and which will be 
taken up for further consideration 
before final passage at the meeting 
of the Board of Commissioners on 
Wednesday, April 6, 1932. 


The ordinance contemplates the 
taking of a plot of land on the west- 
erly side of Halsey Street where it 
is crossed by the old Morris Canal 
immediately South of the Canal, hav- 
ing a frontage of 31.41 fet, an ap- 
proximate depth of 159 feet and a 
rear width of 30.80 feet. 


Some months ago the Commission- 
ers authorized the taking of this 
same land under the Eminent Domain 
Act. The avowed purpose of such 
taking was the construction of a City 
Railway and the laying of a public 
highway. Under the proceedings 
taken by the City of Newark, the 
value of the land so to be taken, to- 
gether with the damage to the re- 


mainder, was determined to be $410,- 
were 


000.00 The Commissioners 
dissatisfied with this award and took 
steps to abandon the proceedings. It 
is now proposed to institute proceed- 
ings under the authority of the above 
named ordinance, to take the same 


- parcel of land for the same purposes 


contemplated by the earlier proceed- 
ing, and it hag not been concealed 
that the reason for the contemplated 
action is to have a new assessment 
of damages conducted by other com- 
missioners, to wit; the Board of Com- 
missioners of Assessment, in the ex- 
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pectation of a lower award. The fore- 
going statement of facts demon- 
strates that the abandonment of the 
first proceeding was specious and not 
bona fide. Such an abandonment is 
not authorized by law, for, otherwise 
a corporation clothed with the right 
of eminent domain would be empow- 
ered “to abandon any judicial ascer- 
tainment that does not conform to its 
wishes and through the instrumental- 
ity of a new procedure submit anew 
the question of just compensation” 
until an award was reached whiclr 
the condemnor would “give undue ad- 
vantage to one of the parties to the 
controversy and work a rank injus- 
tice on the citizen and property own- 
er.” Objection is, therefore, made to 
the present proceeding at this time 
for the preservation of the objectors” 
rights in the litigation which must 
ensue upon the adoption of the ordi- 
nance and to negative any contention 
that objectors’ silence constitutes con- 
sent or waiver; and attention is called 
to the fact that the ordinance under- 
takes to create a new public highway 
of a public highway already in exis- 
tence, 
` è 

There are other objections to the 
taking of the land under the pro- 
posed ordinance which relate to the 
act under which the Commissioners 
are operating and involve both legal 
and constitutional questions. It is not. 
deemed necessary at this time to. 
particularize the objections beyond 
stating that the taking of the objec- 
tors’ land under the proposed ordi- 
nance would be a taking without due- 
process of law, and would compel the 
objectors to participate in a hearing 
in which there is no process for the 
compulsory attendance of witnesses: 
or the production of documents.

Mr. Charles Handler, Kinney Build- 
ing: 


There was a matter before the 
Zoning Board yesterday, the Board 
of Adjustment, and I appear today 
‘because I made public notice of it 
yesterday before the people up be- 
fore the Board of Adjusmetnt here, 
‘that I would appear here today for a 
suspension of the rules to see if it 
‘might be approved of. 


Mayor Congleton: What case? 


Mr. Handler: 72-80 Mt. Vernon 
Place, where we filed our vlans to 
build a row of stores and we followed 
‘the code that has been in existence 
‘for several years. 


Mayor Congleton: Were there any 
‘objectors ? 


Mr. Handler: There was a few ob- 
jectors but the Board passed it. 


Mayor Congleton: Personally, I 
won't vote to suspend the rules where 
‘there are objectors. They know our 
procedure that it is laid over for two 
“weeks and then comes un. 


Mr. Handler: If your Honor please, 
‘the objectors made a suggestion at 
that time that the side of the build- 
‘ing, that is, the rear of he building 
‘be stuccoed or covered with face brick 
25 feet in from the street and that 
would take care of their objection. 
That amendment was made by the 
Zoning Board, and we are willing to 
stand by it. 

Commissioner Egan: -Is this for 
more stores un there? 
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Mr. Handler: Another store build- 
ing. The property has been zoned “or 
stores at the time when the zoning 
ordinance went through for the Shel- 
don Park block, they took out one 
block for a community park section. 


Commissioner Egan: Then why was 
it necessary for you to go before the 
Board of Adjustment? 


Mr. Handler: When the architect 
prepared his plans, of course, he fol- 
iowed the code which he followed a 
year and a half ago which was pass- 
ed without question, and in the mean- 
time the company bound itself with a 
contract to build, a mortgage has 
been granted, and they have been 
held up two weeks on starting work. 
There is a time limit set in the con- 
tract and a penalty for non-perform- 
ance. And I feel certain-—— 


Mayor Congleton: Who held it up 
for the year or so that you speak of? 
Why was it held up for that long a 
time? 


Mr. Handler: It was not held up 
any long time. 

Mayor Congleton: I thought you 
said your contract was made a year 
ago. 


Mr. Handler: No I said the other 
building was put up a year ago. 


Commissioner Egan: The question 
is the setback of seven feet? 


Mr. Handler: Yes. 


Commissioner Egan: ‘Your inter- 
pretation of the ordinance was you 
did not require a setback because the 
ordinance, being ambiguous—in the 
mind of whom? 


Mr. Handler: The ambiguity only 
came up at this time when we filecl— 


Commissioner Egan: By the Build- 
ing Department? 


rt 
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Mr. Handler: I believe-so. Super- 
intendent Bigelow—of course, I may 
state this—told me that he believed 
our interpretation was correct. I 
think the question came up on some 
Clinton Avenue property and the 
Law Department filed an opinion 
clearing up the ambiguity the other 
way. 


Mayor Congleton: Clearing it up 
or making it more ambiguous ? 


Mr. Handler: I think so. There 
was no objection, and I felt the Board 
would pass it anyway two weeks 
from today, but to prevent any legal 
technicalities we will want to go 
ahead we are ready, and I don’t think 
any harm will be done. I did an- 
nounce up there yesterday that I 
would appear here this morning, and 
I don’t think there will be any hard- 
ship worked on anybody. 


Commissioner Egan: Were the ob- 
jectors satisfied after Mr. Handler’s 
presentation of the case? 


Mr. Rankin: I think the stuccoing 
of the rear wall—some of the objec- 
tors were located quite a ways away 
from this place. 


Mr. Handler: There wasn’t one ob- 
jector there who was on the same 
side of the street or near our prop- 
erty. There were only three there. 


Commissioner Egan: How big a 
building are you putting up? 


Mr. Handler: Fifty deep by 120 
long——-120 frontage, ; 


Commissioner Egan: One story? 


Mr. Handler: One story. A very 
beautiful store job. We have a du- 
plicate of the same thing we told 
them we would give them, a very fine 
type of architecture. And I would 
not urge this if I thought for a mo- 
ment it was in the nature of putting 
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something over on somebody; but it. 
is an economie necessity for us to get. 
going. 


Mayor Congleton: It is part of that 
land that was annexed from Maple- 
wood? 

Mr. Handler: It is part of that 
same tract, 

Commissioner Egan: What street: 
is it on? 


Mr. Handler: Mt. Vernon Place,. 
corner of Florence Avenue, on the 
southwest corner. We are allowed to 
go in one hundred feet for business. 
and we are only going in fifty feet. 

Commissioner Egan: This brings. 
you in fifty feet? 


Mr. Handler: That is all. 


Commissioner Egan: Are there any 
residence right next door to this par- 
ticular lot? 


Mr. Handler: No, there is fifty feet: 
between our building and ‘the first: 
residence, ` 


Mayor Congleton: What is the set-- 
back on that house? 


Mr. Handler: Why, on the map it 
shows fifteen feet, but I think it is: 
closer to ten feet; and the man who 
owns that house and the row of 
houses right there did not come down 
to protest. . 

Mayor Congleton: All that you say,. 
Mr. Handler, is probably so, but we 
have been criticized a number of times. 
when we acted in this fashion be- 
cause there have been some objec- 
tors that wanted to be heard. Per- 
sonally, I do not believe that where 
there are objectors and it involves a 
setback line and there is a house 
within fifty feet of it, that we have 


any right to deprive those people of 
their day before this Board. I hate 
to see any building held up, but at 
the same time I think that the prop- 
erty owners who took the trouble to 
come before the Board of Adjust- 
ment, if they want to appear before 
this Board they are entitled to their 
ay. 


Mr. Handler: Your Honor, I do not 
want to urge anything that might re- 
sult in ertiicism to the Board. 


Mayor Congleton: Perhaps you have 
not been here to some of our meet- 
ings when we thought we were help- 
ing building and we have done what 
you have asked, and then had prop- 
ercy owners come before us. 


Mr. Handler: Your Honor, I won- 
‘dered if we could do this: Is it pos- 
sible to get that approval, because the 
contract is let and they are ready to 
go to work, and the contract means 
a great deal because the stores have 
to be ready by the first of May. 


Commissioner Egan: Why can’t you 
notify the property owners within the 
zone that the matter will be consider- 
ed next Wednesday. Let us compro- 
mise on a week. We are likely to be 
criticized if we pass upon it today 
without giving the other side a 
‘chance; and I think you will find 
labor available to do it in a hurry. 


“Mr. Handler: All right, I will with- 
‘draw my application. 


Commissioner Egan: Do you want 
to do that, let them know by next 
week? 


Mr. Handler: The Building Depart- 
ment told us they would give us a 
provisional permit. I think we will 
start operating under that and let it 
take its regular course without mak- 
ing a cause for criticism of anybody. 
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Mayor Congleton: I think that 


would be better. 


Does anyone else have any matter 
they desire to take up with the Com- 
mission ? 


Mr. Herbert J. Hannoch, 17 Acad- 
emy Street: . 


May I come back again? I repre- 
sent the property owner at the south- 
east corner of Brozd and Chestnut 
Street. In July of last year you in- 
troduced and adopted a resolution es- 
tablishing a setback line of forty feet. 
In the fall we asked permission to 
put a gasoline station in there so that 
we could rent it out for parking pur- 
poses and get some income. The 
Board of Adjustment approved it, and 
you rejected it, and therefore we were 
not allowed to go on. A real estate 
man told us that he thought he might 
be able to rent stores from plans, so 
I prepared a set of plans and had 
them submitted to the Building De- 
partment for approval, and the Build- 
ing Department told me they are in 
perfect accord with the Building Or- 
dinance, but because of the setback 
line they have instructions not to 
award building permits. I appeared 
before the Tax Board in connection 
with the assessment. We do not dis- 
‘pute the amount of assessment, the 
rate, but say there is forty feet of 
land that we cannot use, and they say 
it is just too bad. Now, if you will 
tell me what I should do with that 
property, I would like to know. You 
won't allow me to build on it, you 
won't give me a permit to temporar- 
mit for a parking place. 


Mayor Congleton: You have a per- 
mit for a parking place. 


Mr. Hannoch: I want a gasoline 
station there. You say I have to pay 
taxes on it and you do not go ahead 
with your ordinance to complete the 
widening of Chestnut Street. 
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. Commissioner Egan: And we wilt 


not for a long while. 


Mr. Hannoch: Now, then, in that 
situation I should think that we 
should at least have the right to use 
this property in such a way as we 
feel we ought to be able to use it, 
without being hampered and the dif- 
ficulty we are in. Now, you tell me 
what to do with that property. 


Mayor Congleton: I think the Build- 
ing Department has misconceived— 


Mr. Hannoch: They have a big map 


across there. 


Mayor Congleton: That may be, but 
until the ordinance is passed—I think 
they misconceive the legal effect of 
the first proceeding that we took. 


Mr. Hannoch: Can somebody tell 
them they are wrong 


Commissioner Egan: I think if you 
are courageous enough to build stores 
on that corner now— 


Mr. Hannoch: I am going to draw 
plans and try to.rent them from the 
plans. 


Mayor Congleton: I think that mat- 
ter will be straightened out with the 
Building Department. 


Mr. Hannoch: May I ask one other 
thing: This afternoon there is set for 
hearing before your Board of Assess- 
ments the question of the assessment 
to be made toproperty owners for the 
widening of Mulberry. Street. I ap- 
pear on behalf of the Alice Gummer- 
sell Estate that owns property on 
Mulberry Street south of Market. 
And you have adopted an ordinance 
widening Mulberry Street from Mar- 
ket to Mechanic. The hearings have 
progressed and have covered a period 
of time—I think they started Jast fall, 
and the City has not yet completed 
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the introduction of its testimony. The 
last hearing was held in February and 
we are unable to get. any word as to 
whether the hearings are going to 
proceed or whether the project is go- 
ing to be abandoned. In the mean- 
time the tenants having been told the 
property is going ot be abandoned, 
have moved out. One of them has 
built himself a store across the street. 
We cannot lease the property. And 
we appeared before the Assessment 
Commissioners and asked them 
whether they would not require the 
City either to complete its hearings 
or to discontinue, and they said that 
was a matter which we would have 
to bring before your body. We are 
now confronted this afternoon with a 
hearing in which it is proposed to 
assess us for the widening of (North 
Mulberry Street. We probably should 
be assessed, but we cannot tell how 
much we own If you go through 
with your improvements we own a 
piece of property of one size, and if 
you do not go through with the im- 
provements we own a property of 
another size. We cannot go on with 
hearings, the Board of Assessment 
will not compel a completion of the 
proceedings, and our tneants have 
moved out and we cannot do any- 
thing there, 


Commissioner Egan: There is no- 
thing complex about that. 


Mr. Hannoch: But as soon as we 
proceed to court to ask for a writ to 
ask you to either fish, cut bait or go 
ashore— . 


Commissioner Egan: How you love 
those writs. 


Mr. Hannoch: If you were to own 
that property, Commissioner, and 
found your tenants moved out be- 
cause of the action of the City, it 
would be a different situation. Now, 
we cannot do anything; we are de- 
prived of the income. We assumed 


when the project went through that 
it was going to be completed and we 
prepared a set of plans and speci- 
fications— 


Mayor Congleton: So did we. 


Mr. Hannoch: Can't we be told if 
you are either going through or not 
going through? 


Mayor Congleton: I would suggest 
that you get in touch with Mr. Casale’ 
I had a conference with him yester- 
day on this situation. 


Mr. Hannoch: Mr. Groel has been 
handling it. I have been doing all 
my negotiating with him— 


_ Mayor Congleton: Mr. Casale at- 
tends the hearings before the Assess- 
ment Commission. 


Mr. Hannoch: Yes, but Mr. Groel 


has been given the South Mulberry 
Street job. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Casale yes- 
terday had a long conference with 
me. Now, maybe he came at the re- 


quest of Mr. Groel, but if you will see 
him— 


Mr, Hannoch: This hearing is go- 
ing on this afternoon and I told Mr. 
Soffel would be here today to find out 
what he should. do this afternoon. 


Mayor 
Casale. 


Congleton: You see Mr. 


Mr. Henry Green: He requested 
that a public welfare conference, 
based on hard times conditions, be 
held in anticipation of local condi- 
tions next winter. 


Mayor Congleton: For what pur- 
pose? Cant you state what you want? 
We have our agencies set up taking 
care of these matters. If you have 
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something to recommend it will be 
given consideration. 


Mr. Green: Well, } think I have 
stated it many times. 


Mayor Congleton: What do you 
want to present to the conference? 


Mr. Green: You are doing that in a 
friendly mood, I suppose? 


Mayor Congleton: Surely. 


Mr. Green: I know you are. The 
cause of the conference is that your 
present situation with the lodg-ng 
houses are not large enough, that is 
admitted by Commissioner Murray. 
He asked for other quarters. The 
last time I was here I said, and I 
think Commissioner Egan supported 
that as well as Commissioner Gillen— 
I don’t know exactly, but I think 
Commissioner Howe is not against it 
—-you are the only one that was in 
doubt—during the summer we will 
need sandwiches for those people-—: 


Mayor Congleton: No, I did not say 
any such thing. 


Mr. Green: Well, whether I read 
the paper wrong or whether the paper 
put it in wong— 


Commissioner Egan: Let me set 
you straight. The Mayor was per- 
haps more expressive in his desire to 
take care of. those who were in need 
of food than any other member of the 
Yommission. For once we will have 
to chalk you up wrong. 


Mr. Green: I was wrong once, and 
I don’t expect to be wrong this time 
only; I expect if I live longer—it is 
only dead men! that are never wrong. 


Mayor Congleton: It is a question 
of lodging houses and feeding? 


Mr, Green: Lodging and feeding. 
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Mayor Congleton: Let me set you 
straight with the City Commission: 
We have that matter in hand, and 
Commissioner Murray is today get- 
ting some prices on fixing up another 
building; and the question of feed- 
ing has been discussed and determin- 
ed by the Board of Commissioners. 


Mr. Green: You mean it has been 
agreed upon? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes. And the 


papers carried that also. 


Mr. Green: He suggested that the 


-~ city supply food to those unemployed 


and their families who now depend on 
charity. He described a man employ- 
ed on emergency relief construction. 
This man’s child begged Mr. Green 
for five cents with which to buy milk. 


Mayor Congleton: If he is working 
for the City he is getting $4 a day. 


Mr. Green: If he works for the 
State Highway he gets only $3? 


Commissioner Egan: $4. 


Mr. Green: If he is paid for three 
days he gets $12. If he has a rainy 
day he gets $8. If he has two rainy 
days he only gets $4. He says, “My 
kid is asking me for five cents to con- 
tribute for milk in the classroom.” 
He says, “I cannot afford to give it 
to him, and still that kid pesters me 
to death.” We ought to find out how 
many parents of these children are 
out of work, how many children go 
foodless. Furthermore, Commissioner 
Murray has provided sleeping space 
for the male unfortunates. Do we 
know how many female ‘unfortunates 
are covering the streets of Newark 
and wanting a sandwich and a night’s 
lodging. If we were living in the 
Third Ward we would see. 
let us make provisions for men only. 
But there are as many female unem- 
ployed today as there are male unem- 


All right, - 
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ployed, and I know we are started in 
the way where you wil] cooperate, the 
housing situation, the general situa- 
tion, the feeding situation; it requires. 
a conference. We ought to have the 
Red Cross. That organization is or- 
ganized for the purpose of taking 
care of some of these unfortunates. 
Are they doing anything in this City ? 


Mayor Congleton: They are. 


Mr. Green: Well, if they are,. I amr 
sorry that it is done in that manner 
that I cannot notice it; it is hardly 
noticeable. The situation is not get- 
ting better; people are getting laid 
off; you are having more unemployed. 
And I believe we ought to have a con- 
ference. We ought to have the State 
Tenement Department as well as the 
City Housing Corporation, including 
the Board of Health. In the Evening 
News printed this week they said that 
conditions in the Third Ward and a 
few other wards are darker than they 
were in the darkest days of darkest 
Russia. And do you believe me, I am: 
telling the truth, and I know it. There: 
is prostitution there and there are bad 
houses. Of course, Dr. Craster an- 
swered the Evening News. He is 
evidently under the impression that. 
the conditions are bad in the Third. 
Ward and we must take the people 
out of it. I am of a different opinion.. 
I think we must go after the condi- 
tions and not after the people. _ 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
have any matter they desire to take 
up with the Commission? 


Mr. Samuel B. Seidel: He also de- 
scribed general conditions due to the 
hard times. %00 ov o; i 


Mayor Congleton: Does ariyone else 
have any matter they desire to take 
up with the Commission? 


‘Mr. Maurice J. Donovan, 38 Under- 
wood Street: 


I have an application in for an al- 
teration to a present gas station at 
967 Eighteenth Avenue, and this was 
approved yesterday by the Board of 
Adjustment, and there were not any 
objectiors there. Now, it has taken 
us five weeks to reach this point, and 
inasmuch as we would like to start 
operations at once, and it will afford 
employment for about ten men, I ap- 
peal to you to consider this applica- 
tion. 


Commissioner Murray: Where is 
this? 


Mr. Donovan: 967 Eighteenth Ave- 
nue. . 


Mr. Rankin: It is the rebuilding of 
an existing gas station. The present 
office building is to be removed and a 
new one built to the south.

be bona fide residents of the city dur- 
ing the term of employment; 


THEREFORE, The Board of Com- 
missioners of The City of Newark Do 
Ordain: 


1. That all officers and employees 
of the Board of Commissioners now in 
the employ of or hereafter to be em- 
ployed by the City of Newark be and 
they are hereby required, as a condi- 
tion of their continued employment to 
have their place of abode in the City of 
Newark and to be bona fide residents 
therein. A bona fide resident, for the 
purpose of this ordinance, is a person 
having a permanent domicile within 
the city and one which has not been 
adopted with the intention of again 
taking up or claiming a previous resi- 
dence acquired outside of the city 
limits. Failure of any officer or em- 
ployee, except as hereinafter provided, 
to comply with this regulation shall 
be deemed a sufficient cause for re- 
mova] or discharge from the services 
of the city. 


2. The Director of any departraent 
is hereby authorized in his discretion, 
for good cause shown, to permit any 
officer or employee of the city in his 
department to remain in the employ 
of the city without complying with 
the provisions hereof, where— 


(a) The health of any officer or 
employee necessitates residence out- 
side of the city limits; 


(b) The nature o? the employment 
is such as to require residence outside 
of the city limits; 


(c) Special circumstances attach 
permitting residence outside of the 
city limits. 


3. If any officer or employee o? the 
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city not now a bona fide resident hav- 
ing his actual place of abode therein 
is unable to comply immediately with 
the provisions of this ordinance he 
shall file with the Director of the De- 
partment in which he is employed, 
within ten days after the adoption of 
this ordinance, a statement setting 
forth his actual non-resident address, 
and said Director shall fix a time 
within which the officer or employee 
must comply with the provisions of 
this ordinance, which time shall be 
not more than one year from the filing 
of said statement, 


4. All ordinances and parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with the pro- 
visions hereof be and the same are 
hereby repealed. 


5. This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately upon final passage and 
publication according to law.

Mr, Herman Schlesinger: Mr. May- 
or and gentlemen, J was more sur- 
prised today when I came down Fer- 
ry Street and saw the light removed. 
I would like to find out the reason 
why those street lights were removed. 


Mayor Congleton: Because we did 
not have any money in the budget to 
continue all the lights. 


Mr. Schlesinger: Wouldn’t that be 
possible to economize somewhere else 
and leave the lights there? 


Mayor Congelton: We have done 
that too. 


Mr. Schlesinger: No, he has no 
lights in the Ironbound District whien 
is actually a neglected neighborhood. 
There is no woman today, Mr. Mayor, 
that is safe enough to go out eve- 
nings on Ferry Street. I know the 


neighborhood more than half a cen- . 


‘tury. And there is not a corner to- 
«day in the Ironbound District—I am 
:speaking for Ferry Street alone— 
where a woman can pass she should 
chot be annoyed by young fellows. 


Mayor Congleton: Have you made 
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any complaint of that condition to the 
police ? 


Mr. Schlesiger: It would not do no 
good. They cannot ut a policeraan 
on every corner. 


Mayor Congleton: I do not agree 
with you. 


Mr. Schlesinger: He said the trolley 
car service was such on Ferry Street 
taat there was more than thirty min- 
utes between cars. 


Commissioner Egan: What part of 
the day was this? 


Mr. Schlesinger: Between ten and 
twelve o’clock yesterday. 


Commissioner Egan: Night time or 
daytime? Morning or eyening? 


Mr. Schlesinger: Morning. I am not 
there evenings. Something will have 
to be done. 


Mayor Congleton: There has been 
no discrimination, When we were con- 
sidering the budget I stated one way 
to economize was to cut down on 
street lighting. It was done, and you 
have not been discriminated against; 
Springfield Avenue, Washington 
Street, Halsey Street, Broad Street, 
Clinton Avenue, Orange Street, West 
Market Street and a great many other 
streets in the City of Newark have 
had some of their lighting curtailed 
until such time as we can restora it. 


Mr. Schlesinger: I know; but Mr. 
Mayor, we haven’t got the light the 
same as Springfield Avenue. I did 
not come here to knock Springfield 
Avenue, or anything like this. 
Nevertheless, there was a cluster of 
lights, there was a white way. We 
did not have them. Our street was 
dark as it was. 


Mayor Congleton: I will go over it 
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again and see if there are any places 
where perhaps lights ought to go 
back; but I can say to you that we 
cannot go on with the lighting as it 
‘was last year. During this year there 
“must be a curtailment of lighting. It 
is one of the items that we cut for 
‘the purpose of reducing the budget. 


Mr. Schlesinger: It just so happens 
on my corner opposite the bank they 
don’t make no lights evenings, they 
only are small windows. Those cor- 
ners look something terrible without 
lights and it is quite dangerous. Then 
it has quite a traffic there at that. 
There is no reason why that light 
should be taken off. Give us service 
with the trolley cars. There is quite 
-a few more people there. 


Mayor Congleton: I will go over the 
street again and see what I can do. 


Mr. Schlesinger: I wish you woula 
look around and see how many stores 
-are empty there. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, you know 
every store cannot have a light in 
front of it, 


Mr. Schlesinger: I don’t claim that. 


Mayor Congleton: There are stores 
vacant where there are lights in front 
of them, so I am not so impressed 
with that argument. I have been over 
these streets and have heard these 
arguments, and some of the stores 
where there are lights right smack 
in front of them are vacant, so it 
cannot be that the store is vacant be- 
cause there is no lights, — 


Mr. Schlesinger: But the neighbor- 
‘hood is killed; where there is no light 
there is no business. 


Mayor Congleton: I will go over it 
myself personally and see what res- 
‘ttoration we can make to correct any

a 


bad judgment that has been made in 
the removal of them. 


Mr. Schlesinger: It is a cheap 
neighborhood, mostly business in the 
evening, nothing doing in the day. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Schle- 
singer, you think the trolley service 
down there has been lessened right 
along? 


Mr. Schlesinger: I took it up—as T 
say, I don’t want the man to lose his 
job, but there is a man that stays and 
watches the cars. Now, the first car 
came thirty-nine minutes, it took the 
next twenty-nine, the third was thir- 
ty-three, the fourth twenty-one and 
the fifth was thirty-seven. I made it 
my business, because it was always in 
my brain, people moving away, some 
of them used to come back to shop 
yet. 


Mayor Congleton: Which line of 
trolley is that? 


Mr. Schlesinger: Ferry Street. They 
all come as far as Market Street de- 
pot and then turn back. They all 
turn back. The Kinney line coming 
a number of times and this is the 
only line what goes to Ferry Street. 
We business people suffer, property 
owners suffer. I am paying $5,000 
for taxes for Ferry Street and I sweat 
blood to get that money. 


Mr. Louis Adler, 50 Shanley Ave- 
nue: In addition, Commissioners, to 
Mr. Schlesinger’s expression at the 
last time we were up here there was 
mentioned to us that we were going 
to benefit a whole lot by improving 
the station. At the present time, it is 
only a little short time that we are 
now suffering by it. The Publie Serv- 
ice went ahead and made a loop on 
Union Street where it cuts off Ferry 
Street altogether. It takes some time 
ten or fifteen minutes until a car 


turns around and you cannot even 
pass by. 


Mayor Congleton: We will look into 
it and see what we can do. 


Commissioner Egan:.I think you 
are right on your trolley service down 
there. 


Mr. Adler: We have terrible trolley 
service. I was waiting on Broad 
Street for twenty-five minutes. Then 
I walked down and came down to 
Jackson Street, and then ten minutes 
later I had a trolley car. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to speak on this particular 
matter? 


Mr. Ernest Scuorzo, 80 Jefferson 
Street: He said the Ferry Street car 
service was inefficient. 


Mayor Congleton: What car goes 
down Ferry Street? 


Mr. Seuorzo: The South Orange 
Avenue car that goes down as far as 
the Pennsylvania station. Very few 
cars run beyond that. 


Mayor Congleton: Is it the South 
Orange line that. does run down Ferry 
Street ? 


Mr. Scuorzo: Yes. There is also a 
Newark car that operates along that 
line. Jt runs from the Public Service 
terminal along Mulberry Street to 
Market, down Market, and then along 
Ferry Street; but that does not ren- 
der the service that the people down 
there really need.. 


Commissioner Egan: I think Mr. 
Adler’s idea of a jitney bus line from 
down around Doremus Avenue up to 
South Orange Avenue would be the 
thing. 


Mr. Scuorzo: That is the most de- 


sirable thing that can be expected in 
the Ironbound. The Ironbound needs 
something of that kind. It is un- 
fortunate we have such a thing as a 
law that would prohibit the operation 
of a bus line parallel to the trolley 
line, but if that law was yade it can. 
also be taken off the books. We must 
have different service. We have te 
have perfect service and not haphaz- 
ard service. The Ironboand is mostly 
to blame for the conditions that exist. 


Commissioner Egan: I think you 
are right there; you have been asleep. 


My. Seuorzo: We must shoulder 
that responsibility, but there must be 
an awakening, and now that there is 
an awakening we intend to push it te 
the limit. So much for the lack of 
trolley service. 


Commissioner Egan: You have the 
Kinney line practically eliminated 
from down there. 

Mr. Seuorzo: Which was an in- 
justice. 


Commissioner Egan: You have very 
little trolley service as compared with 
the old days, and you have no bus 
service to take the place of the elimi- 
nation of the trolley service. It cer- 
tainly has done a lot to put the Iron- 
bound section sound asleep. I think 
if you just simply concentrate on Mr. 
Adler’s idea to get a bus line right 
through from Vailsburg, Dover Street, 
right down to Doremus Avenue, you 
would at least get a preity good ride 
for a nickel, anybody who wants to 
go the whole distance, and have some 
activity on Ferry Street. 


Mr. Scuorzo: That is want we want. 
I can recall the time— 


Commissioner Egan: You want to 
get them to urge more trolley service 
down to Jackson Street instead of 
looping at Union Street. 
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Mr. Scuorzo: That is the horrible 
condition. 


Commissioner Egan: Well , you had 
the loop at the Market Street sta- 
tion. 


Mr. Seuorzo: But the traffic was 
was then centered at a point where 
they could take care of it. 


Mayor Congleton: Don’t you. think 
the loop at Union Street is an im- 
provement over the one at the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Station? 


Mr. Scuorzo: No. 


Mayor Congleton: Because it per- 
mits the traffic to go through and it 
looked to me very much better. 


Commissioner Egan I think it will 
be better when they make the im- 
provements that are now under way. 


Mr. Scuorzo: That may be so; but 
the present condition of the loop there 
is simply unbearable. 


Commissioner Egan:. Wouldn’t it 
minimize that congestion at Union 
Street if they did not have so large 
a loop there? 


Mr. Scuorzo: If these trolleys 
could be made to run down Ferry 
Street and along Magazine Street and 
and back it would be a far better 
condition than we have now and it 
would be giving us more of that serv- 
ice that we are looking for. We want 
that trolley service to take us from 
the Ironbound to where we wan! to 


- go, from the Ironbound to Broad and 


Market and from the Ironbound to the 
tube station. 


Commissioner Egan You have 
practically no service along Wilson 
Avenue, up Avenue L and,over Maga- 
zine Street. 


Mr. Scuorzo: Very little except 
what the Ironbound Transportation 
may care to do. There is a line that 
has been doing wonderful service. I 


“hold no brief for them or the Public 


Service, but the Ironbound have done 
more for us than the Public Service 
has ever cared to do. At least when 
they get out to do something they 
consult the people in the neighbor- 
hood and ask them what they want 
and try to carry out their wishes. The 
Public Service does not consult us in 
the matter. We must be satisfied 
with what the newspapers tell us, 
and if we do not happen to find one 
of these insertions in the newspaper, 
if they insert it, we are just out of 
luck. 


Commissioner Egan: I think you 
are magnifiying the change of the 
loop from the Market Street station ` 
to Union Street. What you want is 
more trolley or bus service on Ferry 
Street down through Wilson Avenue, 
Avenue L, Magazine Street and up 
Ferry Street again. 


Mr. Scuorzo: That is right. We 
want the restoration of that service 
and we want bus service, if we can 
get it. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move the 
Traffic Supervisor be instructed to 
make a report to the Board on this 
service. 


Commissioner Egan: Second that 
motion. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the following 
votes:

Mr. Seuorzo: In connection with 
that I might say this: We now have 
an Jronboungd Improvement Associa- 
tion, and if the Traffic Supervisor 


‘would care to have a little talk with 
the officers of the Ironbound Improve- 
ment Association it might go a long 
way towards helping this situation. 


Commissioner Gillen: I will include 
that in the motion. 


Mayor Congleton: We will ask him 
to get in touch with you. 


Mrs. Anna Puro, 21 Homestead 
Park: We are a committee from the 
Americanization classes and we want 
that our classes should continue, We 
cannot have them closed because it is 
a necessity for us. We are ail 
foreigners and citizens of the United 
States, and we have to have those 
classes. Otherwise we will be lost, 
because it is really a necessity to us. 
‘We want you to see that our classes 
should continue. That is all I have to 
say. That is enough, isn’t it? 


Commissioner Murray: You ladies 
were here yesterday morning ? 


Mrs. Puro: No, we are from a dif- 
ferent class. 


Commissioner Murray: You are 
talking on the same subject? 


Mrs. Puro: Yes, we do. 


Commissioner Murray: They came 
before the Commission yesterday in 
conference and we said that we would 
do what we could te urge the Board 
of Education to continue these classes. 


Mrs. Puro: In order to strengthen 
that we came because it is a great 
necessity for us. We need those 
classes to give us a good lift, and we 
need them and want them to continue. 
I thank you. I hope and trust it will 
be so. Can we go home with good 
hopes? 


Commissioner Egan: You are a nice 
lady, you do not say much. 
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Mrs.. Puro: We do not have to say 
much, it means much. 


Mayor Congletcn: Does anyone else 
have any matter they desire to take 
up with the Commission this moxn- 
ing? 


Mr. T. W. Lamasena, 810 Broad 
Street: I want to say a few words re- 
garding the north side of Mechanic 
Street and the east side of Mulberry 
Street widening. I have here a list of 
five men that own 500 feet on Me- 
chanic Street. Also there are here 
property owners of a large number of 
the properties on the east side of Mul- 
berry Street. Although Mr, Matthews 
was supposed to be here to represent 
them, I did not want to leave them 
out, I want to mention they were sup- 
posed to have a word to say here. But 
speaking now for those I directly rep- 
resent, property owners on the north 
side of Mechanic Street, we ask that 
some action be taken to complete the 
purchase of the property that is need- 
ed to widen that street. There are 
many reasons why delays have oc- 
curred which the property owners are 
familiar with, as I am, and I have 
received a lot of information from 
you direct, and I have tried to convey 
in the same words, almost what I have 
been told; but still they say they have 
been unjustly dealt with by the City 
of Newark, because they were noti- 
fied over a year ago to be prepared to 
sell their property to the City. They 
have had their property properly ap- 
praised, their prices were given to the 
City of Newark through Dr. Kramer. 
Dr, Kraemer promised to make offers 
within a few days, which was never 
done. He stalled and said that he 
could not decide— . 


Mayor Congleton: There is no use 
of trying to pass the buck to Dr. 
Kramer or any other individual. If 
your clients are present I will make 
a statement, being the one directly in 
charge of the matter. I agree with 
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them that a hardship has been work- 
ed upon them. The City passed the 
ordinance for that improvement to the 
east side of. Mulberry Street from 
Market to Mechanic in the best of 
good faith, We had ‘hoped to go 
ahead with those improvements. Con- 
ditions have changed. We cannot get 
the money to pay your clients for 


the property, and I do not assume that, 


they want to give up their property 
without being paid for it. 


Mr. Lemasena: J am sorry, your 
Honor, you did not let me finish my 
statement, 


Mayor Congleton: I want to clear 
the atmosphere with you and your 
clients. 


Mr. Lemasena: I had already done 
so. 


Mayor Congleton: There is no use 
of trying to pass the buck to some 
one individual, 


Mr, Lemasena: I do not do that. I 
want you to understand it right now. 
But I will say to you this, that we 
are prepared to offer a solution so 
that you may go ahead and do your 
duty to the City of Newark and tu 
these property owners. 


Mayor Congleton: You have told 
me that your clients would take bonds, 
but as soon as those bonds are issued 
the interest has got to be paid on 
them and they have got to mature. 


Mr. Lemasena: True, your Honor. 


Mayor Congleton: And when we 
were able to make arrangements with 
the objectors to carry us through on 
what had actually been started, this 
Commission, not Dr. Kramer, but each 
and everyone of the members of this 
Commission agreed, in order to make 
arrangements for the renewal and the 
continuance of our financial needs for 
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the year, that improvements that had 
not been actually started and those 
that had been that could be stopped, 
would be stopped until the money 
situation changed. 


Mr. Lemasena: Now, let me say one 
word more to you. It is two weeks 
ago when I spoke to you right here 
after the meeting was over. The ques- 
tion of how to take care of the in- 
terest came up on those bonds. You 
said, “Could it be so arranged if bonds: 
were ever used that the interest could 
be in some way taken care of so the 
City would not have to pay interest ?’” 


Mayor Congleton: Wha:? 


Mr. Lemasena: That the interest 
could be allowed for, so the City 
would not be paying interest on those 
bonds to these property owners and 
thereby making the property cost. 
them more money than the bonds rep- 
resented. You remember just one re- 
mark you mentioned to me along 
those lines, 


Mayor Congleton: No. 


Mr. Lemasena: Well, I understood 
—I will make it as near as I can 
correct-—-I understood you to say that 
that was one of the drawbacks in us- 
ing bonds, that the interest— 


Mayor Congleton: And the matur-. 
ity of the bonds. All bonds issued 
now are serial bonds and they have 
to be commenced to be taken up a. 
year after they are issued, 


Mr. Lemasena: To try to get some- 
wheres, to have something definite in 
our minds, can you tell us when this 
time will arrive that you will be abie 
to do something, so that these people 
may know what to do with their prop- 
erties. 


Mayor Congleton: I wish, Mr 
Lemasena, that I had that power or 


vision of the future to tell you. I 
cannot prophesy that any better than 
you and your clients can. It is a 
great disappointment to me that those 
improvements are held up. I think 
that when some of the other improve- 
ments under way are completed and 
thrown open for use, that we are go- 
ing to have a nasty situation, by rea- 
son of those two streets stil] being 
narrow which will create two very bad 
necks in the bottle. I wish we could 
go ahead; but just now it is impos- 
sible to do it. I could have come in 
and asked my colleagues to repeal the 
ordinances, which would have put the 
thing to an end, perhaps for a long, 
long time. I purposely have not done 
that in the hope that with the ordi- 
nances there, some money spent on 
them,. that the conditions would so 
change that we would be able to go 
ahead. 


Mr. Lemasena: Mr. Mayor, may 1 
say one word more? I am sure you 
do know that yesterday a way was 
provided by our legislature so that 
‘those bonds could be used. There is 
no question about it, when you get 
ready to use bonds, it was definitely 
provided yesterday—I had Senator 
Harrison here to verify my statement 
that City bonds can be used—-maybe 
they could have before, whether or 
not legally they could be used in part 
payment of the property— 


Mayor Congleton: No, that was not 
the purpose of the statute at all. The 
purpose of that statute was, the bond 
attorneys that go over these proceed- 
ings for the prospective purchasers 
had raised a question that they did 
not believe that the City had the 
right to issue permanent bonds to 
take up the City’s share of an im- 
provement that had been completed, 
and for the purpose of removing that 
doubt this bill that you refer to was 
introduced by Senator Wolber and 
passed the Senate yesterday, and we 
hope it is going through the House 
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today; and if the Governor signs it it 
will then enable us to issue permanent 
bonds for what we roughly estimate 
is the City’s share of improvements 
that have been made that were fi- 
nanced upon temporary bonds which 
are now outstanding, so that we can 
endeavor to sell these permanent 
vonds and take up those temporaries 
as they fall due. It was not with the 
idea of furnjshing any authority to 
give bonds in payment of property at 
all. 


Mr. Lemasena: Of course, your 
legal mind knows better about that 
than mine, although I asked Senator 
Harrison and he said they could be 
used. 


Mayor Congleton: We have been is- 
suing bonds for some property, we did 
not require legislation for that. 


Mr. Lemasena: May I say in con- 
cluding, this, that I think the very 
demonstration prior to this represents 
that we hear of the conditions in the 
neck, and shows that we need Me- 
chanic Street more than any other 
street you are working on this minute, 
and if any should have preference it 
is Mechanic Street because you have 
got a congestion there at that Penn- 
sylvania Station now that you can ask 
the Public Service all you please and 


they cannot take care of conditions | 


there without having Mechanic Street 
in their loop. I am absolutely satis- 
fied some action should be taken in 
some way if you don’t want conges- 
tion. 


Mayor Congleton: I agree with you 
that the improvement is absolutely 
necessary or we would not have pass- 
ed the ordinances authorizing them. 


Mr. Lemasena: All right, Myr. 
Mayor; where there is a will there is 
away. If you will give me the op- 
portunity I will keep on my job and 
find a way and present it to you. 
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Mayor Congieton: Does anyone else 


` have any matter they desire to take 


up with the Commission ? 


Commissioner Gillen: I move that 
we adiourn.

And what 
Mr. Zemel says about their living out- 
side of Newark, I know some who live 
outside the state. 


Mayor Congleton: We cannot pass 
that ordinance, but the matter is be- 
ing considered, and I hope something 
will come out of it. 


Mr. Zemel: If Director Howe is in- 
structed by this Commission, and with 
his vote, to draw no checks that will 
benefit any outside employee that does 
not live within the boundary lines of 
Newark, if there is no money appro- 
priated or provided for they will soon 
live in Newark. 


Mayor Congleton: Of course, this 
ordinance does not cover that. situa- 
tion and cannot as an ordinance. 
Now, about your other criticism about 
certain people being exempt from this 
ordinance, I am quite certain that you 
do not really appreciate what that is 
meant for. You, of course, would not 
expect us to compel the people that 
work in the watershed— 


Mr. Zemel: Oh, no. 


Mayor Congleton: That is the rea- 
son for one of those clauses being 
there. They live there where their 
work is, and it would be very expen- 
sive for the city to transport those 
men back and forth forty miles every 
day. 


Mr. Zemel: That is right. 


Mayor Congleton: That is what the 
provision is there for. And there is 
another provision there that I am 
quite certain that you would agree 
with, which is intended to give the Di- 
rector discretion. JI have one in my 
own department, a man who has been 
very much concerned about this ordi- 
nance. He is living in Caldwell on his 
doctor’s orders, temporarily because 
of his health. In a case of that kind, 
on proper medical advice; I think it is 
perfectly proper that the head of a 
department should be permitted to let 
him go out for a year or a year and 
a half or whatever the doctor thinks, 
to benefit his health. 


Mr. Zemel: But, Mr. Mayor ani 
Commissioners, in these emergency 
appointments we have numerous out- 
side men that don’t come under civil 
service. In this emergency, these men 
who have been appointed in this 
emergency just now— 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t know who 
you mean, 


Mr. Zemel: I do, and I am calling 
your attention to it. 


Mayor Congleton: I would be very 
glad to know something of them. 


Mr. Zemel: There are plenty of 
them working in the City of Newark 
depriving good unemployed men in 
the City of Newark. They do not 
live in Newark and are not entitled io 
Newark’s pay. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr, Zemel, 1 
no not think there are any of that 
sort working in my department. 


Mr. Zemel: Director Egan, I com- 
mend you, I have been coming here—- 


Commissioner Egan: Of course, 
where you are handling a great 
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amount of this emergency work it 
might be possible that, one or two will 
sneak in. If they do, and you let me 
know about it, we will correct that 
situation. 


Commissioner Murray: Do you 
know of anyone who cannot afford to 
pay for insulin who has been refused? 


Mr. Zemel: The rule was made and 
it was made for everybody, and in- 
stead of giving them the full amount 
of insulin that the doctors prescribed 
for them, the Board of Health now 
gives them only one half. 


Commissioner Murray: If they can 
buy the other half. But if they can-. 
not they get all they have to have. 


Mr. Zemel: No, Director, I know 
different. 


Commissioner Murray: You have 
got people who have been getting in- 
sulin from the Department of Health 
for five or six or seven years, not in 
this depression period alone, but for 
years, and they have made no attempt 
to buy it for themselves. This 
amounted to thousands of dollars. 
Where they need it and cannot buy it 
they can get all they require, but 
where they can buy half of it they 
are expected to pay for every third 
dose. 


Mr. Zemel: Those that cannot af- 
ford it should not be cut in half. 


Commissioner Murray: They should 
not be given a burden beyond their 
ability to carry. If they can buy one 
dose out of three they are expected 
to do it, and if they cannot buy it we 
give it to them and give it to them 
very cheerfully. 


Mr. Zemel: That would be all right, 
but the rule applies to them all, be- 
cause I was over there and talked to 
Dr. Craster and verified that state- 
ment or I would not make it. 
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Commissioner Murray: It does ap- 
ply if they cannot afford to pay for 
it they can have it, and if they can 
afford to pay for it they have got to 
buy it. 


Mr. Zemel: That isn’t my under- 
standing of what Dr. Craster told me. 


Commissioner Murray: Well, J am 
Director of the Department and I am 
telling you. 


Commissioner Egan: In connection 
with employees of the Board of Edu- 
eation, I agree with you if Newark is 
good enough to work for it is good 
enough to live in, and as one member 
of the Commission, and I think the 
entire Commission feels the same 
way, every effort will be used to see 
that they live in Newark. I do not 
suppose we have over fifty per cent. 
of the employees of the Board of Edu- 
cation living in Newark today; they 
are living in the suburbs or New York 
City. f 


Mr. Zemel: They pass their exam- 
inations here and they stay here three 
years and they have got tenure .of 
office, and they snap their fingers at 
you, “Do as you please about it.” Js 
that fair to the employees in your 
department and everybody else’s de- 
partment ?

Mayor Congleton: I wish you could 
tell me how people can pay taxes if 
they haven’t got the money. 


Mr. Pellagrino: I believe we do not 
need any taxes at all. 


Mayor Congleton: Then’ L cannot 


tell you. . rae 
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Mr. T. W. Lemassena, 810 Broad 
Street: He renewed an appeal for 
the widening of the north side of 
Mechanic Street. He said: “I have 
been told indirectly that the bankers 
are dictating who shall receive atten- 
tion and who shall not. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, now, let us 
square that right now. You may have 
been told indirectly. I will say to you 
directly that the banks are not doing 
any such thing. 


Mr. Lemassena: I am thankful to 
know that. 


Mayor Congleton: The banks have 
cooperated with the City administra- 
tion in these times in helping to fi- 
nance us one hundred per cent. 


Mr. Lemassena: That is fine, and I 
am thankful to know it. That is all 
right, Mayor.. On the other side, you 
do know that there are ways by 
which this oroperty can be taken over. 
I know it nas been talked of a num- 
ber of times. One that I have in mind 
is the use of those bonds. In fact, 
one of my clients has offered to take 
all bonds from the City of Newark 
and said they would be glad to get 
them. Another case where they said 
they would take two-thirds bonds and 
one-third cash. Another case where 
they would take half bonds and half 
cash. And so it goes on. And I find 
a majority of the people are willing 
to help in every way that the Com- 
missioners want them to help, and 
they are trying to get somewheres. 
That is what I am here for today, to 
try to bring the thing along in some 
way so I can go back and report 
progress at least and not go back 
every time and say nothing was ac- 
complished. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Lemassena, 
-you have made the statement before 
-when you have had many of your cli- 
ents with you, and we have told you 


and we have told your clients the ex- 
act situation, and the situation today 
is the same as it was the last time 
we explained it to you. 


Mr. Lemassena: All right. 


Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
else who has any matter to bring 
before the Commission? 


Mr. Sidney G. Goldberg, 165 Mar- 
ket Street: 


At the meeting last Wednesday F 
desired to bring your attention to the 
fact that the Eaton Wrecking Com- 
pany today put in a certain bid, and, 
Mr. Mayor, you told mę to supple- 
ment my remarks with a letter, which 
I did. 


Mayor Congleton: And which letier 
was dated the 20th of April and was 
delivered to my office yesterday af- 
ternoon at four-fifteen. 


Mr. Goldberg: Well, I believe, Mr. 
Mayor, that there was time for con- 
sideration of this bid. 


Mayor Congleton: The bid has been 
considered, and your letter, the let- 
ter of your client, which we had last 
week and we referred to was befor» 
us, the matter was explained by me 
to the Board of Commissioners, and 
the contract has been awarded to the 
lowest bidder, which you know, under 
the law, we have to follow. The spec- 
ifications for the doing of this work 
requires the contractor to comply 
with the state statute and pay the 
prevailing rate of wage. Your client 
was the second bidder, and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, his bid should have been 
thrown out as being informal, be- 
cause it was. 


Mr. Goldberg: The fact that his bid 
was informal, Mr. Mayor, I do not 
believe is, in my opinion, goes to the 
essence of the contract, in view of the 
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fact that in the end I believe it will 
be a direct economy to the City of 
Newark if the respective bids were 
considered. 


Mayor Congleton: Now, Mr. Gold- 
berg, the contract has been awarded 
‘to the lowest bidder under specifica- 
tions that require him to pay the 
prevailing rate. You are a lawyer and 
you know that a publie body has no 
authority to throw out the low bid- 
der because another bidder comes in 
sand says that the man who is low 
has not on some other job paid the 
prevailing rate. Now, if your client 
‘is interested in seeing that this man 
pays, if you will look up the statute 
‘you will find if he does not do what 
he is called upon to do it is a mis- 
medeanor. And we have no author- 
ity to award the contract in any 
other way than we have awarded it. 


Mr. Goldberg: Do I understand, 
Mr. Mayor, that it is merely a mat- 
ter of form for the City Commission 
‘to approve the lowest bidder without 
going into the details of the why and 
wherefore ? f 


Mayor Congleton: Now, I do not 
take very much stock in complaints 
that come from another bidder be- 
‘cause he has been ousted by someone 
else. The Eaton people came to the 
rescue of your clients on the Debe- 
voise building, didn’t they? 


Mr. Goldberg: The Eaton Company 
-did not come to the rescue, we hired 
the Eaton Company. And, Mr. Mayor 


Mayor Congleton: They were good 
enough for you to work with your- 
selves before. Because I had this 
same thing with your client and the 
Eaton Company on the destruction of 
the Debevoise building. 


Mr. Goldberg: If I am not mistaken 
the City Commission has a right to. 
reject or affirm or approve the bid 


of the Eaton Company, and it is not 
mandatory upon the City Commission 
to approve the highest bidder if all 
the facts show that it would be to the 
benefit of the City of Newark if the 
second bid were accepted. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, you had 
better go and read.some of the cases 
that deal with the awarding and re- 
jecting of bids, Mr. Goldberg. I do 
not mean to be smart about it, but 
we have been through this time and 
time again. There is no valid reason 
that has been alleged by you why the 
contract should not be awarded to the 
lowest bidder. The mere fact that 
they had some other job that you 
think they did not pay the prevailing 
rate of wage on does not give us any 
justification for throwing them out. 
We have provided in our specifica- 
tions that they have bia under that 


-they must pay the prevailing rate. 


Mr. Goldberg: Well, under those 
circumstances, Mr. Mayor, I would 
suggest to yourself, being the head 
of this particular department under 
which the bid comes, that that job be 
supervised, and I believe it is under 
your power to remove the contractor 
if he does not live up to the specifi- 
cations, and I heartily hope that you 
do so; and I believe that upon inves- 
tigation on your part when the job 
is undertaken that my words will bear 


fruit. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
have any matter they desire to take 
up with the Commission ? 


Mr. Ernest Scuorzo, 80 Jefferson 
Street: He protested against buses on 
Norman Road. 


Mayor Congleton: Let me get the 
bus line clearly in my mind. Is it 
the one that goes from South Orange 
Avenue and then turns around the 
block ? odat 
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Mr. Scuorzo: I think it is the De- 
vine Street bus that is supopsed to 
run to the City line. 


Mayor Congleton: Is the complaint 
you make where they have gone off 
South Orange Avenue and gone 
around the block? 


Mr. Seucrzo: They have gone on 
to Norman Road. Norman Road is 
a purely one-family and two-family 
residential section. 


Mayor Congleton: I am just trying 
to find out which one it is. 


Commission Murray: It is the De- 
vine Street bus line. 


Mayor Congleton: Is it the one that 
goes almost up at the Alms House? 


Mr. Scuorzo: Yes, that is the one. 


Mayor Congleton: Or just around 
the block from South Orange Avenue. 


Mr. Scuorzo: My understanding is 
it is supposed to go up to the Alms 
House property. 


Commissioner Murray: The South 
Orange Avenue buses do not go over 
there, at all, it is the Devine Street 
bus. I came down Mount Vernon 
Avenue the other day and had to call 
a supervisor or checker or whatever 
they call them, a Public Service man, 
over, because there were five buses 
on one block and they were out on the 
street so far that I had to go almost 
to the north curb of the street to get 
by. I asked him why he did not use 
his head and keep them in some kind 
of a line to avoid just that sort of 
situation, which he very promptly 
did; but at that time he had them all 
spread all over the street, but he did 
straighten them out at once. 


Mr Scuorzo: I am glad Director 
Murray saw the condition, because 


there was some disagreement the last 
time I spoke to this gentleman in your 
department. I complained that the 
condition ought to be remedied, and 
he tells me the people in that neigh- 
borhood have been complaining for a 
long time for service and now that 
they have it they don’t know what to 
do with it. Now, that is not service. 
What the Public Service is doing here 
is depriving the City of Newark of 
another ratable, If the Public Serv- 
ice could be compelled to establish its 
own private terminal at that point 
where it could harbor its buses, it 
would mean, they would purchase 
property, they would invest in a build- 
ing, and that building would be tax- 
able. Now, it is very offensive, to my 
way of looking at it. 


Mayor Congleton: Your complaint 
is that they are parking their buses in 
the street at the end of their line? 


Mr. Scuorzo: Yes, sir. 


Commissioner Murray: I do not see 
why they cannot time that bus line so 
the buses would keep on rolling and 
not more than one or two at the most 
be waiting to start out at any time. 
Five or six of them makes an encum- 
brance on anybody. 


Mr. Scuorzo: That is not the oniy 
objection, gentlemen. 


Commissioner Murray: That is the 
rear entrance to the Alms House. The 
Convalescent Hospital is off Mount 
Vernon Avenue. T go up and down 
there very frequently. 


Mr. Seuorzo: The parking of buses 
is not the only objective, although it 
is the principal objection. Apparently 
those drivers have not the proper 
sense of proportion, they haven't a 
sense of decency; their lady friends 
call upon them on that particular 
block, and the love scenes are quite 
scandalous, I understand. Now, this 
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should not be permitted. It is a pub- 
lic thoroughfare. If it must be done, 
let them do it privately; those things 
should not be permitted on a public 
street. Now, I have asked the par- 
ticular property owner whom I repre- 
sent to give me a Schedule showing 
how many buses and at what times 
they are in that particular block. This 
is Monday’s schedule. Two buses at 
seven fifty-five a. m., three buses at 
seven fifty-seven, two buses at eight, 
three buses at eight five, one bus at 
eight two, two buses at eight seven,. 
one bus at eight ten; afternoon, three 
buses at three thirty-nine, three buses 
at five, two buses at five one, three 
buses at five two two buses at five 
twenty-nine, two buses at five thirty- 
five, four buses at five forty-five, 
three buses at five forty-seven, three 
buses at five forty-nine. Now, for 
yesterday, seven forty-seven in the 
morning there were four buses on that, 
street. Now, it seems to me that such 
a condidtion is not justificable. It 
seems to me that those buses, if it is 
the terminal of the line, the buses 
must be kept off the streets. The 
streets are not made for the Public 
Service to make a terminal out. of. 
The public can have no objection, and, 
in fact, it is a public service when 
buses stop at a point to let off or take 
on passengers, but the Public Service 
is under no circumstances rendering 
a service when it parks its buses there 
when they wait there for the time of 
leave or departure. That makes it a 
terminal, and under the circumstances 
they must have their own private gar- 
age to house their buses. ‘Now, if it 


_is not feasible for the Public Service, 


if their complaint is that the profit 


-on that line does not warrant their . 


having. a private terminal at that 
point, why can’t they pull the buses 
up: on the street towards the Alms 
House. That street is not inhabited, 
it is not improved, and there are not 
any properties on that street, They 
could just as well do that. 


Mayor Congleton: I will have it 
looked into. I am sorry that any em- 
ployee of the City treated you dis- 
courteously. I will try and have that 
corrected. So far as the service is 
concerned the Public Service did not 
want to go up in there. 


Mr. Seuorzo: That I know. 


Mayor Congleton: And I ordered 
them to do so, telling them they had 
to take the bad with the good, and I 
did that at the request, almost, you 
might say the unanimous request, of 
the people living up there on those 
streets. If they are now parking their 
buses as you say, I will take it up 
and see if we cannot get some relief 
for you. But the Public Service did 
not want to go up there. 


Mr. Scuorzo: I know they did not. 


Mayer Congleton: But that terri- 
tory has been built up, so when I had 
what seemed like a unanimous request 
from all of the property owners to go 
in there, I ordered it done. 


Commissioner Murray: If they go 
up five hundred feet above the corner 
of Mount Vernon Avenue they can go 
into the right-hand curb and won't in- 
terfere with anybody, because the 
streets is a dead end at the Alms 
House. ` 


Mr. Scuorzo: Now, another matter: 
We have not heard anything further 
about the Ferry Street matter and 
the loop on Union Street. 


Mayor Congleton; A report came to 
me and it did not contain all of the 
information I wanted. I sent it back 
and I should have had it in time for 
our conference yesterday tò lay before 
my colleagues as they requested that 
information. I will see to it that it 
is before the Commission next Tues- 


_ day. 
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Mr. Scuorzo: Now, there is one 
other matter which probably has not 
come to your notice. It may be small 
and if it is it may be disposed of im- 
mediately. The question of this ash 
‘can business. 


Mayor Congleton: It is a difficult 
matter. It is very difficult to get all 
those rules and regulations lived up 
to. You know as well as J the type 
of employee that does that work. 


Mr. Scuorzo: The four to six o’clock 
feature can be remedied. 


Mayor Congleton: That is difficult 
too. When we started collecting later 
the people complained their ash cans 
with the refuse and garbage and so 
forth were out in the street when the 
children were playing. It is a very 
difficult thing to work out. 


Mr. Scuorzo: There are a lot of 
children in the neighborhood who like 
to sleep during that hour of the day. 
and their fathers and mothers like to 
sleep in the night. 


Mayor Congleton: I do not think 
children are bothered very much, it is 
the fellows your age and my age. 
Children can sleep through anything. 


Mr. Scuorzo: It is a small matter 
and I think it can be handled so that 
instead of doing it at four o'clock 
they will do it at seven. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. Lemassena: To try to save time 
I want to ask you to answer one ques- 
tion. I have been asked to figure out 
what the assessment is going to be 
‘on one of the properties north of Mar- 
ket Street, between Market and Cen- 
tre, what their assessment should be 
on this particular piece of property. 
In order to do that I have got to know 
‘what the total assessment will be on 


that street. Is there any way of find- 
ing that out at this time? 


Mayor Congleton: Go to the As- 
sessment Board. They are working 
on it now and have gos all their fig- 
ures before them. Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. Harry Dudkin, 17 Mechanic 
Street: I represent 750 voters and 
citizens of the Thirteenth District and 
Thirty-seventh District in the Thir- 
teenth Ward. They are materially af- 
fected by applications 4432V respect- 
ing the granting of a permit to the 
Royal Laundry Company respecting 
the construction of a second-story ad- 
dition to premises known as 771 South 
Sixteenth Street. A hearing was held 
before the Board of Adjustment last 
Tuesday. Their decision was post- 
poned to next Tuesday, and that is 
why we are here, to appeal to your 
sense of fairness and your sense of 
justice, because we cannot get it frorn 
the Board of Adjustment. About two 
years ago application for a ‘permit for 
the construction of an addition was 
made by the Royal Laundry Company 
and it was granted upon the follow- 
ing: conditions: That the smoke nui- 
sance be removed, that the building 
or construction or addition be only 
used for office purposes, and that 
working hours be limited to certain 
hours. And every one of those con- 
ditions have been violated, and being 
violated they come before the Board 
of Adjustment with unclean hands— 


Mayor Congleton: What is it that 
you think we ought to do now before 
the Board of Adjustment has taken 
any action? 


Mr. Dudkin: If you will just let me 
finish— 


Mayor Congleton: No. We have 
nothing before us and there is nothing 
we can do until they have taken ac- 
tion. 
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Mr. Dudkin: It is true the regular 
procedure is to wait— 


Mayor Congleton: We do not at- 
tempt to dictate to them what they 
should do before they have given a de- 
cision. 


Mr. Dudkin: Your Commissioners 
represent the public. 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, sir, and you 
will have your hearing before us if 
they grant it. 


Mr. Dudkin: We feel if you were 
to take a hand in it now it would 
spare us the necessity of coming be- 
fore you and of having these people 
pay good money every time to be rep- 
resented by counsel. 


Mayor Congleton: They do not need 
to be represented by counsel. We 
have hundreds of cases come before 
us without counsel and we have al- 
ways heard them. 


Mr. Dudkin: Mr. Mayor, I do not 
like to say the things I would like to 
say here, but I think some remarks 
are in order, because we feel that the 
people were not given a fair deal be- 
fore the Board of Adjustment, 


Mayor Congleton: If you want to 
make charges against the members of 
the Board, of course, it is proper for 


_you to do it and we will hear you. 


But so far as trying to influence a 
decision which the Board is called 
upon to make, I don’t think you would 
really want us to o that. 


Mr. Dukin: Mr Mayor, as I under- 
stand it the Board of Adjustment are 
appointees of the Commissioners of 
Newark ? 


Mayor Congleton: They are created 
under an ordinance and have certain 
powers, the same as the Board of As- 
sessment Commissioners are created; 


and when they are hearing cases I do 
not think that your legal training 
would indicate to you that we should 
go to the Board that is supposed to 
sit and hear and to render a decision, 
and tell them how we think they ought 
to decide that case when we are not. 
sitting hearing the evidence. 


Mr. Dudkin: That is another point, 
we wanted our evidence at that hear- 
ing taken down, but it was refused. 
We wanted everyone to be sworn in 
but it was refused. And we know 
that the permit will be granted. 


Mayor Congleton: If it is, then it 
will be before us and all of the prop- 
erty owners—and they do not need 
counsel if they do not want counsel— 
will have a full opportunity. But, for 
one, I do not think that we should 
tell a board that is charged with a 
duty how they ought to decide a case 
before the case is concluded. 


Mr. Dudkin: Yes, but I do not con- 
sider this a case, your Honor, I con- 
sider this just a fact and circum- 
stance. It is something not governed 
by rules and proceedings in the law 
courts. That is why I come before 
you. I know the procedure was not 
correct, because under the Zoning Or- 
dinance and the State law we have 
sixty days to appeal their decision, 
and it goes before you for ratification, 
but I came here because f thought 
their conduct was unwarranted. 


Mayor Congleton: If you want to 
formulate charges against the board 
or any member, of course, that is 
your privilege and we will give it full 
consideration. 


Mr. Dudkin: Very well, Mr. Mayor; 
thank you. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Commissioner Howe: I move that 
we adjourn. . ` 
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The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

An ondinance authorizing the issu- 
ance of $4,000,000 Street Opening 
Bonds of the City of Newark. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark Do Ordain as follows: 


Section 1. Pursuant to Chapter-252 
of the Laws of 1916 of New Jersey, 
anc the acts amendatory thereof and 
supplemental thereto, n egoti able 
bonds of The City of Newark, to be 
known as “Street Opening Bonds,” 
and to be dated not later than July 
1, 1932, are hereby authorized to be 
issued in the aggregate principal 
amount of $4,000,000, for the purposes 
hereinafter stated, for which purpos- 
es it is necessary to raise said sum of 
money. 


Section 2. The money to be raised 
by the issuance of said bonds shall be 
applied in the following sums to the 
payment of the part of the cost of 
acquiring the lands necessary for the 
opening and widening of the follow- 
ing respective portions of public 
streets in said City, which it has been 
determined by ordinance shall not be 
specially assessed against property 
specially benefited, viz.: 


(a) The sum of $2,000,000 for Ferry 
Street from New Jersey Railroad 
Avenue southerly to East Mechan- 
ic Street and Market Street from 
Commercial Street easterly to 
Commerce Street and Commercial 
Street from Commerce Street 
northeasterly to the Passaic River, 
as authorized by ordinance adopt- 
ed on the 6th day of November, 
1929; 


(b) The sum of $1,000,000 for Ray- 
mond Plaza West from Market 
Street northerly to River Street, 
as authorized by Ordinance adopt- 
ed on the 7th day of May, 1930; 


(c) The sum of $1,000,000 for Mul- 
bery Street from a point about 27 
feet south of the southerly line of 
Market street northerly to Aron- 
son Square, as authorized by ordin- 
ance adopted on the 14th day of 
May, 1929. 


Section 3. The bonds authorized to 


be issued by this ordinance for each 
of the purposes described in Section 
2 of this ordinance are authorized to 
be issued in lieu of or to fund a like 
amount of tempory loan bonds or 
notes heretofore authorized to be 
issued for such purpose pursuant to 
the provisions of Section 13 of said 
Chapter 252 of the Laws of 1916, as 
amended. The proceeds of the bonds 
authorized by this ordinance to be is- 
sued for such purpose, shall, to the 
extent necessary, be applied to the 
payment of any such temporary 
bonds or notes issued for such pur- 
pose and outstanding at the time said 
bonds authorized for such purpose by 
this ordinance are issued. The amount 
of such temporary bonds or notes 
authorized for such purpose shall be 
deemed reduced by the amount by 
which the amount of the bonds auth- 
orized for such purpose by this or- 
dinance exceeds the amount of such 
temporary bonds or notes issued for 
such purpose and outstanding at the 
time the bonds authorized for such 
purpose by this ordinance are issued. 


Section 4. The following matters 
are hereby determined and declared, 
pursuant to the requirements of said 
Chapter 252 of the Laws of 1916, as 
amended: 


(a) The improvements or properties 
for which bonds are hereby auth- 
orized to be issued were not com- 
pleted or acquired prior to July 
1, 1981, and are of the class de- 
seribed in Subdivision (M) of Sub- 
section (2) of Section 4 of said 
Chapter 252 of the Laws of 1916, 
as amended, 


{b) The probable periods of useful- 
ness of the improvements and pro- 
perties described in Section 2 of 
this ordinance are, in each case, 
thirty years, and the average of 
said periods, computed in the 
manner prescribed by Section 4 of 
said Chapter 252 of the Laws of 
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1916, as amended, taking into 
consideration the amount of bonds 
to be issued on account of each 
of said purposes, is thirty years, 
beginning on the date of said 
bonds. 


(c) The average assessed valuation 
of the taxable real property (in- 
cluding improvements) of said 
The City of Newark, computed 
upon the next preceding three val- 
uations thereof, in the manner pro- 
vided in Section 12 of said Chap- 
ter 252 of the Laws of 1916, as 
amended, is $731,272,081,. 


(a) The net debt of Said City, com- 
puted in the manner provided in 
said Section 12, as amended, is, 
$45,520,549.23, 


(e) The statements required by said 
Section 12 (showing said net debt, 
etc.) have been made and filed 
with the City Clerk, as therein 
required. 


Section 5. This ordinance shall take 
effect in the manner provided by law.

Mayor Congleton: Does any person 
have any matter they desire to take 
up with the Commission this morning 
before we go into a hearing on the 
licensing ordinances? 


Mr. John J. Merck, 441) South 18th 
Street: Last week before the Zoning 
Board I represented Mr. Steck on his 
petition to sell ice from a vacant 
garage at 805 South 14th Street. It 
was passed by the Zoning Board. 


Mayor Congleton: That is the pro- 
cess. 


Mr. Merck: I am wondering if you 
gentlemen could concur in that at 
today’s meeting, There are no object- 
ors. 


Mayor Congleton: What is it, Mr. 
Rankin? 


Mr. Rankin: A retail ice depot con- 
verting an existing garage for that 
purpose. There were no objectors. 


Mayor Congleton: Where abouts is 
it? 


Mr. Rankin: 805 South 14th Street, 
south of Avon Avenue. 


Mayor Congleton: The application 
is to suspend the rules. You only have 
to wait one week more, and the Com- 
missioners think in a matter of this 
kind they do not want to suspend the 


rules. We would like to go and look 
at the location. I think you had better 
wait a week. 


Mr. Merck: All right. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
have any matter they desire to dis- 
cuss with the Commission other than 
the licensing ordinances? 


Mrs. Catherine Callaghan, 16 State 
Street, appeared and said that she 
had requested City aid but it was re- 
fused her because she owns property. 
Commissioner Murray informed Mrs. 
Callaghan that he would take it up. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
have any matter? If not, we will go 
into a discussion of the proposed 
licensing ordinances. We will take up 
first the one relating to open-air 
parking stations. Is there anyone who 
desires to discuss that ordinance with 
us? T think everyone is familiar with 
it. 


Mr. George B. Astley, 790 Broad 
Street, Relative to the open air park- 
ing stations, I understand this ordin- 
ance contemplates one cent a square 
foot instead of car space fees. Repre- 
senting closed garages in the center 
of the city, both Brandford Place 
and Center Street garages, I would 
state that taking a 100 by 100 foot 
plot as a basis for argument, the fee 
at one cent a square foot would 
amount to $100, Now, you take a one- 
story building on the same 100 by 
100 feet, would cost about $15,000 
to $20,000 to build, and would be as- 
sessed at the very least at $10,000. 
Your present rate on $100. would be 
a $388. tax on that building. Now, for 
the purpose of competition in the bus- 
iness a man would open up a parking 
space next: door to me and pay one 
cent a square foot, and he would be 
paying $100. for the same space of 
storage that I would be paying $388. 
as taxes on the assessed value of the 
building, and I do not think that is 
quite fair for the purpose of compe- 
tition in business. Now, if I appear 
before you and ask you to tear down 
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my building, which would tear down 
a ratable of $388. a year, you would 
hesitate in giving me that privilege 
whereby I could do my same business 
at $100. tax as against the $388. I 
am paying for the bulding. My point 
is that it would tend to lessen the ap- 
plications to tear down ratable pro- 
perty if there was a little closer fee 
there in comparison with the tax fee. 
In other words, I think if that was 
raistd to two cents or two and one 
half cents—-Now, just as a compari- 
son on the 100 by 100 basis, they 
would pay a tax under this proposed 
ordinance of $100; at two and one 
half cents they would pay $250. Now, 
on $10,000, the assessed value of that 
building, $388 is paid. Now, that is 
just a comparison of the figures on a 
plot 100 py 100, and therefore, I 
think that rate should be increase: 
and that is my request to the Board 
in considering the ordinance to in- 
crease that to at least twé and one 
half cents from one cent a square 
foot. 


Commissioner Gillen: For the open- 
air parking stations? 


My. Astley: Yes. 


Commissioner Howe: As compared 
to a building. 


Mr. Astley: That would be less 
than the value of a building, but it 
would give a man with a building an 
opportunity to compete for the bus- 
iness, and it would olso tend to lesson 
the application to tear down these 
ratables, 


Commissioner Gillen: How much 
would you suggest for the building? 


Mr. Astley: The building is fixed 
now at $388. This is open-air. In other 
words, I will tear down my building 
that I am paying $388. taxes on a 
year, and I can pay $100. under one 
cent a square foot, and dio the same

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business; and it is not fair to a man 
in the center of the city who has a 
building of that kind. I think it should 
þe increased a cent and one-half over 
the proposed one cent 


Commissioner Gillen: Two and one- 
half cents? 


Mr. Astley: Yes, on 100 by 100 
-foot basis That would be $250 ne 
would pay as against the other man 
paying, we will say, on a one-story 
building covering the same area, $383. 


Mayor Congleton: Are there any of 
the enclosed garages assessed for 
$10,000 on a 100 by 100 lot, do you 
know? i 


Mr. Astley: The two I 
do. 


represent 


Mayor Congleton: On the building. 
Mr. Astley: Do they what? 


Mayor Congleton: Are they assess- 
ed $10,000 on the building ? 


Mr. Astley: They pay more because 
it is more than a one-story building. 


Mayor Congleton: I was wondering 
how many garages there are assessed 
as high as $10,000. 


Mr. Astley: Where this is principal- 
ly effective is in the center of the 
city. 


Commissioner Howe: Wouldn’t that 
apply anywhere? l 


Mr. Astley: You cannot build a 
building one story high, 100 by 100, 
for less than $15,000, and I think it 
would be assessed at at least $10,000. 
I know the buildings I represent are 
practically new buildings and they are 
assessed way beyond that. Of course, 
they have other floors above. 
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Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to speak with respect to the 
ordinance relating to the licensing of 
open-air parking stations? 


Mr. Arthur L. Forrest, 24 Brandford 
Place: The Retail Trade Council of 
the Chamber of Commerce asked me 
to represent them and indicate their 
opinion as favoring in principle the 
proposed licensing of open-air park- 
ing stations on a square foot basis at 
a rate that will be established by the 
City Commission ag an equitable rate. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. Charles Handler, 790 Broad& - 
Street: I understand the only change 
now is instead of making it $1.50 2 
square foot—making it one cent @ 
square foot, 

Mayor Congleton: $1.50 per car 
space. 


Mr. Handler: I believe that the tax 
you are proposing is absolutely an 
unjust license tax, is discriminatory, 
and you ar levying it upon a class. 
of people who you are simply goiny 
to drive into bankruptcy or out of 
business. I challenge any of the Com- 
missioners, or anybody who has in- 
vestigated the matter, to show me 
where any of these people in the 
open-air parking places are making 
any money. You can take the place— 


Mayor Congleton: I wonder, then, 
why we have so many new applica- 
tions week after week for them. 


Mr. Handler: Tt is the condition of 
the times, Mr. Mayor; a man will 
grasp at a straw to try to make'a 
living. At one cent a square foot some 
of these people will have to pay as 
high as $900. or $1,000 a year taxes. 
I say some of those places do not 
make that much profit a year. The 
argument that the people in the cen- 


ter of the city are raising who have 
garages that this tax should be put 
on for the purpose of making some 
sort of fair competition is absolute- 
ly without the province of this com- 
mission or any tax-fixing body. Ques- 
tions of competition and the wisdora 
of going into one form of business 
or another with a certain kind of 
equipment or not, is a matter of 
judgment for the individual, and 
mistakes in judgment cannot be 
equalized by this board. 


Mayor Congleton: Justice Brandeis 
of the United States Supreme Court 
did not file a dissenting opinion along 
that line, did he? 


Mr. Mandler: Justice Brandeis, 
while a very eminent jurist, is not the 
whole court, and the court’s majority 
opinion was the other way. 


Mayor Congleton: He had a lot of 
good food for thought there. 


Mr. Handiter: Perhaps because it 
was so startling and radical in regard 
to the government regulation of bus- 
iness rather than to the strict legal 
merit of the question; but so far, un- 
der the theory we are proceeding un- 


der in Newark, I think nobody can_ 


come up here and say it is the func- 
tion of the commission to equalize 
competition between business by 
raising one tax against one set of 
men in favor of another, because that 
is purely discrimination, and I think 
this tax amounts to that. They raise 
the argumert that on some pieces of 
land you have a fine building and they 
pay taxes, or you haven’t got the 
building. But, Mr. Mayor, you are not 
fixing this tax on the improvements, 
you are fixing this tax for the license 
for the right to perform a certain 
type of business and carry it on. 


Commissicner Gillen: We want rev- 
enue, and as I understand it, ali these 
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tax. ordinances are to provide reven- 
ue, 
ordinance 


Mayor Congleton: The 


specifically so states. 


Mr. Handler: I think one sentence 
in the ordinance may not cover it— 


Mayor Congleton: The courts have 
decided so in this State many times. 


Commissioner Gillen: I would not 
vote for any ordinance that would 
impose further burdens on the people. 
I want to see money come into the 
city treasury, and we need the 
money. 


Mr. Handler: I agree we need the 
money, and I ac not urging tsat the 
commission do not find other fields 
of revenue; but I say if you are go- 
ing to tax the right to do business, 
then if that distinction is the amount 
of regulation one as to the other, 
that is unfair; but if the right to do 
business on a certain street is tax- 
ed uniformly, if I run a millinery shop 
and you run a parking station, tax 


them all alike wherever they are do- 


ing business, but don’t pick out the 
parking stations merely because it is 
a parking station. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard on this particular 
ordinance? If not, the hearing on this 
one will be closed. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move the 
hearing be closed. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Gillen, Howe, 
Murray, Mayor Congleton. ' 


Mayor Congleton: The next one is 
an ordinance to license transient mer- 
chants and itinerant vendors. Does

anyone desire to be heard on this 
ordinance ? 


Mr. Arthur L. Forrest, 24 Brand- 
ford Place: I spoke previously, Mr. 
Commissioner, that the Retail Trade 
Council of the Chamber of Commerce 
favors the ordinance in principle. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone 
want to speak on the transient mer- 
chants, which is the fly-by-night, six 
months period, 


(No response). 


Commissioner Gillen: I move the 
hearing be closed. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Gillen, Howe, 
Murray, Mayor Congleton. 


Mayor Congleton: We will then 


take up the ordinance to license- 


hawkers, peddlers’ helpers and non- 


. profit-making vendors and solicitors. 


Mr. George B. Astley: The Borden 
Milk Company did not receive word 
of this license until this morning; the 
Sheffield did not receive word until 
this morning; the Alderney Milk and 
Cream heard of it last night. My ap- 
plicotion is, first to have the hearing 
in this matter go over for a week to 
give these gentlemen an opportunity 
to be heard. 


Mayor Congleton: This is merely 
for the purpose of getting some infor- 
mation. The ordinances have to be in- 
troduced and then come up for the 
regular hearing fixed by law. 


Mr. Astley: You-mean for a hearing 
on second reading ? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes. 
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Mr. Astley: May I make the sug- 
gestion then relative to the drafting 
of this particular ordinance. In cases 
like Sheffield, Borden and Newark 
Milk and Cream, who have fleets of 
wagons, they are not peddling, they 
are delivering; and I do not see where 
there is any difference in that case 
than in Bamberger and Kresge’s de- 
livering goods from their stores. 


Commissioner Murray: Mr. Astley, 
goods sold by the department stores 
or any other stores are sold in the 
store, they are sent out and specifical- 
ly delivered at the address of the buy- 
er who went to the store to buy. In 
this other case they are going around 
and soliciting business, and it is ques- 
tionable whether on any two days 
they deliver the same amount. 


Mr. Astley: I would like to answer 
that, Mr. Commissioner, in this way: 
The Bamberger, Kresge and these 
stores send me letters continually of 
certain bargains they have, soliciting 
my buying them. I telephone in and 
order them, and I telephone Borden, 
Sheffield, or the Newark Milk and 
Cream and order so many quarts of 
cream or so Many quarts of milk. It 
is exactly the same; I do not see any 
difference at all. We do not go on the 
street two o’clock in the morning 
yelling “MILK” or ringing bells. We 
are delivering milk ordered from 
these concerns exactly the same as if 
I telephoned to Kresge and order a 
suit of clothes, 


Commissioner Murray: Kresge’s 
don’t go next door to you and try to 
sell the same order they sold to you. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


A resolution from the New Jersey 
Bakers’ Board of Trade Essex Divi- 
sion, signed by Paul Handler, Presi- 
dent and Henry F. Dylle, Secretary, 
urging the adoption of regulating li- 


censing baker peddlers, selling bread, 
cakes, pastries and other bakery pro- 
ducts, was received read and on mo- 
tion ordered filed. 


Mr. Louis Auerbacher, Jr., 60 Park 
Place: I am appearing here particu- 
larly for the Essex Division of the 
New Jersey Bakers Board of Trade. 
This organization is composed large- 
ly of the independent retail bakers in 
the City of Newark. In this Essex 
Division there are 130 independent re- 
tail barkers maintaining establish- 
ments in the City of Newark. They 
have adopted a resolution, the details 
of which I will state later; but I 
wanted to state also that it is of in- 
terest to a total of 400 independent 
retail bakers in the City of Newark, 
all of whom, I believe, are in favor 
of a tax against the peddling or vend- 
ing of bakery products from house 
to house. These independ retail bakers 
are a large part of the life of this 
city; they have maintained establish- 
ments for years; many of them em- 
ploy help; they pay taxes to the city; 
and they are confronted with thé situ- 
ation today where certain bakers go 
from house to house and solicit or- 
ders carrying the bakery products in 
a tray or basket and Solicit orders 
for cake and bread and pie. Our 
organization feels that the City of 
Newark should not only regulate 
these bakery peddlers by a license 
fee, but that there should be imposed 
upon them a substantial lisense fee 
to equalize the unfair nompetition. 
The New Jersey Bakers feel that a 
fee of $300 ought to be imposed on 
every vehicle which carries on a bus- 
iness of that kind in the city. It is a 
very dangerous situation, gentlemen, 
which confronts the independent re- 
tailers, the independent merchants of 
the city, with competition of this 
kind. 


Mr, Abramham S. Getchman, Lef- 
court Building: J am representing the 
Good Humor Company. It is quite ap- 
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parent that the ordinance that is 
about to be presented is to a greater 
or lesser extent a revenue measure, 
am I correct in that? 


Mayor Congleton: Very largely. 


Mr. Getchman: We heve a five year 
lease on a piece of preperty belong- 
ing to the Blanchard Securties Com- 
pany on Frelinghuysen Avenue, for 
which we pay a rental of $6,000. a 
year. This rental is going to be in- 
creased considerably because of larger 
quarters which are taking from the 
same company. Our expenses in the 
last year have totaled over $87,000, 
over $60,000 of which went out for 
payrolls to men living mostly in 
Newark, The balance, approximately 
$30,000, went out in power, light, tel- 
ephone and other expenses. Now, we 
purehase supplies in New Jersey, 
principally Newark, such as oil, gas, 
refrigerants, paper cartons, and many 
others too numerous to mention here. 
As a matter of fact, our raw pro- 
ducts are milk and cream and are 
purchased in and around Newark or 
close to Newark. Now, if it is the ob- 
ject of the Commission to bring in 
a revenue measure that will legislate 
us cut of existence, you are only kill- 
ing the goose that lays the golden 
egg. 


Mayor Congleton: I understand 
your clients have sent a letter out to 
all people around Newark and vicinity 
that you buy from that if this ordin- 
ance is passed you won’t deal with 
thera any more. 


Mr. Getchman: I would like to see a 
copy of that letter, Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Congleton: And have had 
thera all coming down and pestering 
us about it. 


Mr. Getchman: I do not believe 
there would be anything improper in 
that if such was the case, I would 
like to see a copy of the letter. This 
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is the first I heard of it. We have re- 
ceived no reasons from the commis- 
sion here, from the council, indicat- 
ing why our tar should be increased 
over anybody else’s; it is six times 
as large as some of the others. It 
is purely discriminatory, and there is 
no reason for it. 


Mayor Congleton: I think we get 
that idea from some of the cases that 
have been litigated and reported in 
our advance sheets of the Law Re- 
porter. 


Mr. Getchman: That is quite pos- 
sible. I believe if you gentlemen pass 
this ordinance you will probably force 
us to move out of the city and take 
up quarters elsewhere. The present 
property owners obtaining this rental 
from us will be unable to get that 
from anyone else. 


Mayor Congleton: So he has told 
me. 


Mr. Getchman: I didn’t know that. 
Thank you. 


Mayor Congleton: You have not 
lost or missed any bets; you have had 
them all after us, bank accounts, and 
so forth and so on. 


Mr. Getchman: Everybody is taking 
a crack out of it? 


Mayor Congleton: ‘Yes. You have 
stirred them up in good shape, your 
clients have, and they come all the 
way from very high places right on 
down, 


Mr. Getchman: I hope it has the 
desired effect. i 


Mayor Congleton: Well, that kind 
of pressure does not influence me 
very much, | 


Mr. Getchman: I don't think it 
does. As a matter of fact, I know 
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very little 
pressure, 


concerning that * kind of 


Mayor Congleton: If my mind was 
clear as to what was the right thing 
to do, it would not make much differ- 
ence what the pressure that had been 
put on me was. 


Mr. Getchman: It is quite natural, 
Mr. Mayor, for people to try to safe- 
guard. their business, in any way they 
can see proper, 


Mayor Congleton: I am not finding 
fault, I merely say your clients have 
not missed any bets. 


Mr. Getchman: The only thing I 
say, you will find the very object of 
your measure will fail if you legis- 
late them out of existence. A $300. 
license fee is greater than we can af- 
ford to pay under any circumstances 
anywhere; and if we give us the 
premises we occupy at this time— 


Mayor Congleton: I am certain your 
taxes on that property will receive 
some re-consideration. 


Mr. Charles H. Stewart, 810 Broad 
Street: I am speaking in behalf of the 
farmers and the Newark Farmers 
Market on this ordinance. The ordin- 
ance, in its first or second section, by 
an arbitrary definition, makes farmers 
who patronize a common public mar- 
ket, I think is the phraseology, ped- 
dlers or hawkers. Your board well 
knows that some six or seven hun- 
dred farmers, at a large expense, 
purchased a tract of land, and leased 
part of it, and own the rest of it, 
down at Chapel Street in Newark, 
and have developed a very substant- 
ial business proposition down there; 
and now that they have a business in 
the initial stage of success, the city 
Commission sees fit to propose to tax 
each farmer who comes in there a 
license fee of $50. It means those who 
do come down here and have to pay 


that $50. are going to pass that on to 
the consumer, because you all know, 
the newspapers are full of it, the 
United States government and our 
government—- 


Mayor Congleton: That would be 
somewhat in the nature of a sales 
tax, wouldn’t it? 


Mr. Stewart: It would be in the 
nature of a sales tax. 


Mayor Congleton: Which would re- 
lieve real estate to some extent, which 
is one of the purposes we are after. 


Mr. Stewart: I do not believe it 
would reduce real estate for one rea- 
son, you would not decrease our tax- 
es down there. 

Mayor Congleton: We would not 
have to increase them. 


Mr. Stewart: The amount which 
you will derive from 600 farmers at 
$50. a year is not going to make such 
a great reduction in the tax rate. 


Mayor Congleton: ‘Not that alone, 
but that is the same situation that 
they have been confronted with down 
in Washington, they all agree they 
have got to have more revenue; but 
everybody that is in a particular line 
wants it put on the other fellow and 
does not want their own particular 
line touched. It is the aggregate that 
we are after, Judge Stewart, and that 
we think we should get. 


Mr. Stewart: You well know that 
the farming industry is in a rather 
bad situation. As I was about to say— 


Mayor Congleton: Do you know of 
any that is not? 


Mr. Stewart: Well, they are in 
worse because of both conditions that 
prevail in other industries and also 
because of the fact that when they 
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have, as they had last last year and 
as they are going to have this year, 
for example, a peach crop that is 
going to be exceedingly large, it does 
not even pay to market their product 
and bring it in, 


Mayor Congleton: We might send 
some of our unemployed up there to 
his orchard, 


Mr. Stewart: What I want to point 
out is simply this, if this tax goes 
on it is going to drive a large number 
of farmer right from our district; 
they won’t come in; they cannot af- 
ford to pay that. The smal) farmer 
cannot afford to pay that additional 
tax. 


Mayor Congleton: Of course, I 
realize the merit in some of your 
statements. Your statement , about 
the farmers business being poor, but 
I don’t know of any business that is 
harder hit and more people affected 
by it than the municipalities business; 
and we have got to look at it too 
from that angle. It is a very trouble- 
some question and these are very 
troublesome times. 


Mr. Stewart: The attempt is, in 
every municipality, I think, today, to 
keep taxes down; but by levying a 
special tax on a special industry, 
while it may keep taxes down with 
regard to the people who are not in 
those special industries, it simply is 
a matter of raising the taxes to the 
people who are in that industry; and 
wherever they can they pass that 
tax along. That is what is going to 
happen. 


Mayor Congleton: Your commodi- 
ties are very very much lower than 
they were, and the cost of govern- 
ment ‘seems to stay up, and we have 


got to make strenuous efforts along 


many lines to reduce the cost of gov- 
ernment, 
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Mr. Stewart: I am going to admit, 
Sir that the cost of farm products is 
away down. 


Mayor Congleton: So the consum- 
er is getting them cheaper than at 
any time. 


Mr. Stewart: And therefore the 
farmer cannot afford to pay another 


: tax. 


Mayor Congleton:. You were talk- 
ing about his passing it on, 


Mr. Stewart: I say he will have to 
pass it on to those who can stand it. 


Mayor Congleton: So the ultimate 
consumer will be better off. Does 
anyone else want to speak on this 
ordinance ? 


Mr. A. Frosch, 1068 Bergen Street, 
appeared and stated he supplemented 
the statement by Mr. Auerbacher 
about the Newark bakers and house- 
to-house peddling. . 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. T. J. Mahoney, 350 Madison 
Avenue, New York: Do I understand 
that this is a proposed ordinance to 
inehide the taxation of vehicles used 
to distribute milk products?

Mr. Mahoney: I would like to say I 
do not believe that you could fairly 
Say that we are peddlers or itinerant 
vendors or any other classification 
that you may have in this proposed 


one representative here this 


ordinance. I think one of the mem- 
bers of your Commission well knows, 
for he opened up the milk plant that 
we have in this city, which is, I be- 
lieve, the finest in the world of its 
kind. At the present time we pay 
personal property tax on our vehicles, 
we pay real estate tax on our real 
property, we pay a Board of Health 
tax, we pay a gasoline tax, and on 
our motor distributors we pay an 
automobile license tax. 


Mayor Congleton: So does every- 
body else who runs an automobile. 


Mr. Mahoney: Of course, but I 
mention these to show you at the 
present time at least we have five 
burdens of taxes to remain here as a 
milk distributor and a seller of milk. 
We are not peddlers, we are an es- 
tablished business here, and I respect- 
fully ask to be premitted to at least 
at this time register. our protest 
against the enactment of this ordi- 
nance. And I might further say at 
the time I believe there is a question 
of law which I think may be raised 
as to whether or not if the ordinance 
does go through, assuming that it is 
to cover milk wagons or milk vehicles, 
whether or not that would be lawful. 


Commissioner Gillen: You can get a 
copy of the ordinance. 


Mr. Mahoney: I would like to get a 
copy of it. 


Commissioner Gillen: You can take 
it with you and study it. 


Mr. Mahoney: Thank you very much 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. Manuel Pogash, 24 Commerce 
Street: . 


I attended the first public hearing 
on the peddlers ordinance. At that 


time I pointed out to you gentlemen 
that the Newark Fruit Peddlers Pro- 
tective Association, which I represent, 
is not in any way opposed to the $25 
Aicense fee, but is opposed to the pro- 
vision of the ordinance which provides 
for a fifty per cent. reduction in the 
license fee for those obtaining licenses 
ater six months of the year have 
gone by. I see that that provision of 
the ordinance has not been eliminated. 
While it may be fair to have such a 
provision in the case of other kinds of 
peddlers such as bread peddlers or 
milk peddlers, it is very unfair for the 
fruit people who do all their business 
and make whatever they do make 
througout te summer months, during 
the months of July and August. 


Mayor Congleton: I think there is 
mevit in your contention. ‘Does any- 
one else desire to be heard? 


Mr. O. Henry Grois: He said he 
represented the Essex Trades Council. 
We have in the baking industry em- 
ployers that deliver and employers 
that are engaged in what we call 
store business. Naturally we know 
not what is the intent of this Com- 
wission in proposing any regulation 
on these specific wagons, and we feel 
that we would like to reserve the 
right for future comments on the or- 
dinance as it is introduced. We rep- 
resent in the neighborhood of 900 or- 
ganized bakers in Essex County. 
There are three locals. Naturally, we 
are vitally interested in the clause 
pertaining to bakers, and we feel that 
some sort of protection should be 
given to men who establish themselves 
in their local places of business over 
a period of years, and at the same 
time we are fearful of some great in- 
jury that may be caused to those 
«other people that are in this Industry 


that have had that investment in there 
over a long period of years. 


Mayor Congleton: These ordinances 
are not officially before us. 


Mr. Grois: I understand that. As 
soon as they are officially before you 
we want an opportunity to study them 
and digest their contents.

Mayor Congleton: Does any person 
have any matter to take up with the 
Commission this morning? 


Mr. Samuel Koldorf, 398 Orange 
Street: He said he represented a com- 
mittee of 127 produce merchants 
known as speculators. He said this 
committee wished to protest against 
the proposed $100 annual license fee. 
He said all speculators lived in New- 
ark. He talked about general eco- 
nomic conditions. 


Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
else who has any matter to speak of? 


Mr. George B. Astley, Kinney Build- 


ing: I represent leading milk concerns, 
delivering milk in the city, the Peo- 
ple’s, Jensen Dairy, the Newark Milk 
and Cream, the Alderney Dairy, Or- 
ange Dairy, Walsh, Sheffield Farms, 
Borden, and the Dairymen’s League. 
All are paying large taxes in the city. 
This ordinance, as I understand, is for 
the purpose of raising revenue. At 
the same time, these wagons are as- 
sessed as ratables for raising reve- 
nue, so you get the position where the 
one wagon will be assessed $2 by a 
license, Board of Health, assessed 
ratables, personal property, and then, 
under this ordinance, be taxed again 
for revenue. In other words, it will 
be three raps to one wagon, and, if 
the Board feels that there should be 
a license here, I should think it should 
be a low license, in order to save us 
litigation in the matter, and then, 
again, it might be arranged on a fee 
basis, because these people have any- 
wheres from 25 to 100 wagons going 
about, and it does not seem fair to 
pay tax on them, as long as the Board 
of Health is taxing them now. 


I bring this matter in view of the 
fact the Commission will go in con- 
ference before the first reading of the 
bill that they give that consideration. 

Mayor Congleton: All right, we 
will, Mr. Astley. 


Anyone else? 


Mr. J. Heller, representing the 
Ironbound Improvement Association: 
He filed a protest against the lessen- 
ing of city lights on Ferry Street. He 
said it hurt business. He pointed out 
that much business was done at night 
in the stores, 


Mr. Heller also spoke of the Ferry 
Street trolley service. It is bad, he 
declared. 


Mayor Congleton: We will look into 
it, again, Mr. Heller. 
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Has anyone else any matter to take 
up with the Commission ? 


Mr. Herman Schlesinger: Now, 1 
believe that Ferry Street is entitled 
to lights more than any street in 
Newark. It actually looks today like 
the coal mines in Pennsylvania; it 
does not look like a city street at all. 


As we go farther under the Central 
Railroad bridge it is dark, filthy, dirty, 
no sidewalks. I don’t believe there is 
a city in the United States or Europe 
with such conditions as exist under 
the railroad bridge. 


Springfield Avenue is still an open 
street; even if they have not as many 
lights, there is no obstruction, but we 
have nothing but obstructions on 
Ferry Street. We intend to have a 
beer parade and we want lights for 
the evenings, because we only can do 
it in the evening and not during the 
day. 


Mayor Congleton: I will go into it 
again, Mr. Schlesinger, and see what 
we can do. 


Anyone else? 


Mr. Harry Petchesky, 93 Girad 
Place: He said he operated several 
candy and ice cream stores. He pro- 
tested against granting licenses to it- 
inerant ice cream retail wagons. They 
injured his business. He said one of 
these wagons refused to move from in 
front of one of his stores. 


Mayor Congleton: Let me have the 
number, please, Mr. Petchesky. 


Mr. Petchesky: The number is 
X-21055. 


Mayor Congleton: What section of 
Newark does he operate in? 


Mr. Petchesky: From Renner Ave- 
nue—I mean, Huntington Terrace and 
Sheppard Avenue. 
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Mayor Congleton: I think you are 
right. : 


Mr. Petchesky: I pay over $25,000 
a year taxes, and I pay it no matter 
what I get, but I would like to have 
protection because I will have those 
stores vacant, they told me so. 


Commissioner Egan: We have that 


same condition up in my neighbor- 
hood. 


Mr. Petchesky: It is terrible, we are 
just simply starving to death. We 
will stay here as long as we like. 


Mayor Congleton: They are not only 
doing that but they are helping to 
litter the street. 


Mr. Petchesky: I hope you do some- 
thing for us. 


Mayor Congleton: It will be taken 
care of today. ` 


Commissioner Egan: It is not fair, 
they come around and take away the 
business that belongs to the little 
neighborhood store, 


Mayor Congleton: The Commission 
will now recess until two o'clock. 
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(At this time a recess was taken to 
two P. M.)

Commissioner Gillen: Mr. Mayor, 
in reading the newspapers I notice 
there is an account in here of a hear- 
ing at Washington on the disposition 
of the Army Base, which is part of 
Port Newark; and in this account it 
says that Edmund W. Wollmuth, exe- 
cutive vice-president of the Newark 
Chamber of Commerce, urged the 
committee not to disturb the present 
setup. He said Newark would like to 
buy the property but had no money. 
He said the City was very anxious to 
have the Army Base status quo re- 
served for fear of cancellation of the 
contract with the Mercur Corporation 
and cause a disturbance to business 
conditions in Newark. It also referr- 
ed to Mr. Fagg. I do not know who 
authorized Mr. Wollmuth to speak 
for the City of Newark. I did not. J 
con’t suppose you gentlemen did. And 
I do not know who told him to go 
to Washington and tell the people 
down there that Newark had no 
money. I have been poor myself, and 


if prohibition keeps on I will be poor 


95 


again, I guess; but I never went 
around advertising it. I do not think 
Mr. Wallmuth had any right to go 
down there and represent the City 
of Newark in that manner. He does 
not know what the governing body 
of the City of Newark wants to do 
with this Army Base, he does not 
know what our wishes are with re- 
spect to the disposition of it by the 
government. Sometime ago there was 
a proposition made, and I believe 
you still have it before you, in which 
the proposers want to lease the space 
formerly occupied by the Submarine 
Boat Corporation, which the City has 
now recovered, plus the Army: Base, 
providing the City of Newark can 
acquire the Army Base. Now, it may 
be that if this lease could be finally 
executed and it would be of real ad- 
vantage to the City of Newark, that 
the City of Newark could arrange, 
even if our finances are not very 
strong at the present time, with the 
Federal government to acquire this 
Army Base, to take it back in some: 
manner. And if that thing could be 
worked out so as to benefit the City 
of Newark and the taxpayers here 
and so as to bring new business, ad- 
ditional business to Port Newark, it 
should be done; and I do not think 
that the’ Chamber of Commerce or 
any person claiming to speak for the 
Chamber of Commerce, has the right 
to go to Washington and give the 
views of the City of Newark without 
consulting the governing body of the 
City of Newark. I resent this very 
much, and I would request that the 
Mayor take up with the War De- 
partment the further negotiation for 
this Army Base. As I understand it, 
we have never relinquished the idea 
of eventually repossessing ourselves 
of the Army Base, I remember very 
distinctly when the City of Newark 
sold that property to the government 
we sold it under protest. It was the 
policy of the City of Newark at that 
time to hold there all the property 
at Port Newark and lease it, but the 


government insisted on acquiring title 
to it because they were going to 
spend—at that time they had the 
notion of spending something like 
forty or fifty million dollars. They 
eventually spent $12,000,000. We 
sold it to the government under pro- 
test, and it was always understood 
that if the government should even- 
tually dispose of it after the war was 
over that the City would have the 
first right to buy it back. So I think 
that when these people go from 
Newark to represent the Chamber of 
Commerce or any other body or any 
other organization in that body, that 
they should first consult with the gov- 
erning body of Newark to determine 
what our wishes are. I think we are 
the ones who are supposed to speak 
for the people. 


Mayor Congleton: I want to say 
that there is no officer or official of 
the Chamber of Commerce ever dis- 
cussed this matter with me. My at- 
tention was called to the newspaper 
article yesterday, and before I came 
to the meeting this morning I address- 
ed a letter to the Chamber of Com- 
merce asking them where they got 
their authcrity to speak for the City 
of Newark. It looks to me as thouga 
they either consciously or wunconsci- 
ously were gumming up the works, 
to use a term that is very often used 
these days. The proposed legislation 
looking to the sale of this property 
we discussed with Congressman Lehl- 
bach, and he has been fathering this 
so that we could be in a position. to 
recapture this property, for the rea~ 
son that we have a prospective ten- 
ant who has been negotiating with 
us, and we have not been in a posi- 
tion to close with him until we knew 
the situation in Washington. If that 
proposition is consummated the City 
will recapture the property, and a 
proper rent, assuming we can make 
proper terms with the government, 
will not increase our bonded indebt- 
edness, but the income from the pro- 
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perty will make the payments to the 
government within a short period of 
years and we will have a real live 
going business zt Port Newark. I 
was very much astonished when I had 
this article called to my attention.

An ordinance concerning the opera- 
tion and maintenance of open-air 


parking stations in the City of New- - 


ark and providing for the licensing 
thereof. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


1. The words “open-air parking 
tati ” * hi edi 
station,’ as used in this ordinance, 


shall be held to mean and are hereby 
described as meaning any open-air 
plot of ground, lot or land, within the 
City, where motor vehicles are ex- 
hibited for sale, or are stored, parked, 
kept or located for compensation. 


2. No person, persons, firm or 
corporation shall manage, conduct, op- 
erate or carry on the business of an 
open-air parking station, as defined 
by this act, without first having ob- 
tained a license therefor as herein- 
after provided. 


3. The application for such license for 
the business of managing, conducting 
and carrying on an open-air parking 
station shall be made to the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety on 
forms to be supplied by him, and shall 
specify the location of the open-air 
parking station and the number of 
square feet of area occupied thereby. 


4. The annual license fee for each 
open air parking station shall be de- 
termined by multiplying the number 
of square feet of area occupied by 
said open-air parking station by one 


_ cent. Such permit or license shall run 


for a period of one year, commencing 
January 1st, and ending December 31 
of any year. If at the time of the 
application for a license under the 
provisions of this ordinance less than 
six months of the current year have 


expired, the applicant shall be requir- 
ed to pay the full fee for the year; if 
six months or more shall have ex- 
pired, the applicant shall be required 
to pay one-half of the full fee for the 
year. Where an open-air parking sta- 
tion is used exclusively by the patrons 
of a business that is seasonal in its 
nature such an amusement and/or 
athletic parks, the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety may issue 
a seasonal permit or license in lieu of 
the annual license. Such seasonal li- 
cense shall run for the number of 
months which it is contemplated to 
use such open-air parking station but 
in no event shall it run for less than 
two (2) months. The fee to be paid 
for such seasonal license shall be de- 
termined by multiplying the number 
of months for which said license is 
issued| by one-tenth of the annual li- 
cense fee for operating said open-air 
parking station. All permits or li- 
censes are revocable by the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety for 
the violation of any of the terms of 
this ordinance upon due notice and 
hearing. 


5. This ordinance is enacted for the 
purpose of raising revenue and for 
the regulation and control] of open-air 
parking stations, 


6. Any person or persons violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall, upon conviction thereof, for the 
first. offense, pay a fine not to exceed 
the sum of one hundred dollars ($100) 
and an additional penalty of not more 
than twenty-five dollars ($25) for 
each day such open-air parking sta- 
tion shall be maintained in violation 
of this ordinance, or in default of 
such fine may be imprisoned in the 
county jail for a term not to exceed 
thirty days (30), and any corporation 
violating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall, upon conviction there- 
-of, for the first offense pay a fine not 
‘to exceed the sum of one hundred dol- 
Jars ($100) and an additional penalty 


of not more than twenty-five dollars 
($25) for each day such open-air park- 
ing station shall be maintained in vio- 
lation of this ordinance, which may be 
recovered in an action of debt. 


7. The provisions of this ordinance 
shall not be contsrued so as to impair 
the obligations of ary contract or 
lease entered into by the City of New-

8. If, for any reason, any section or 
provision of this ordinanee shall be 
questioned in any court, and shall be 
held to be unconstitutional or invalid,.

ARTICLE I 
Purpose 


Section 1. The purpose of this or- 
dinance is—— 


(a) To put into effect Chapter 88 
of the Pamphlet Laws of 1931; 


(b) To prevent unfair competition 
and dishonest business practices by 


“requiring persons, intending to engage 


in any of the occupations to be licens- 
ed by this ordinance to furnish certain 
preliminary information, to conform 
to the requirements of this ordinance 
and to the extent set forth in this or- 
dinance ,to regulate the conduct of 
persons engaged in any of said occu- 
‘pations. 


(c) To impose upon transient mer- 
chants and itinerant vendors license 
fees for revenue. 


ARTICLE II 
Definitions 
Section 1. The following terms and 
words shall for the purpose of this 


ordinance have the meaning and effect 
as set forth: 


(a) “Transient merchant and/or 
itinerant vendor” is used herein as the 
term is defined in Chapter 88 of the 
Pamphlet Laws of the State of New 
Jersey of 1931. 


(b) A “new merchant” is a person 
who engages in business in this mu- 
nicipality by hiring premises for the 
sale of merchandise and intending to 
remain longer than one year subse- 
quent to the opening of said premises. 

(c) The word “person,” as used 
herein shall be construed to mean an 
individual, firm, partnership, corpora- 
tion, voluntary association, incorpor- 
ated association and principal or 
agent thereof, 


ARTICLE III 
License Required 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any transient merchant, itinerant ven- 
dor or new merchant to offer for sale 
or to sell or dispose of any goods, 
wares or merchandise within the mu- 
nicipality of the City of (Newark with- 
out first obtaining a license and pay- 
ing the license fee hereinafter pre- 
seribed, except that new merchants 
shall not be required to pay the li- 
cense fee provided for until the same 
becomes due as hereinafter provided,. 
nor shall a person who sells goods, 
the proceeds of which are devoted ex- 
clusively to the purpose of a philan- 
thropic, charitable or religious soc- 
jety, on whose behalf he acts as an 
agent without pay, be required to pay 
the license fee or meet the bond re- 
quirement as hereinafter provided; 


Section 2. A separate license must 
be obtained by a licensed “transient 
merchant,” “itinerant vendor,” or 
“new merchant” for each branch or 
separate place of business in which 
his business is conducted; and each li- 
cense shal] authorize the licensee to 
conduct business only at the location 
which is indicated therein. 


ARTICLE IV 
Application for License 


Section 2. In the case of an appli- 
cation for a license as a transient ven- 
dor or new merchant, the Director of 
Public Safety is directed to establish 
the classification of the business by 
procuring from the applicant a declar- 
ation of intention in writing as to 
whether he intends to remain in busi- 
ness within the municipality tempor- 
arily or for longer than one year. 


Section 2. Such applicant desiring 
a license to operate as a transient 
merchant, itinerant vendor or new 
merchant shall file with the Director 
of Public Safety an application on a 
blank form to be furnished by said 
Director. The applicant shall furnish 
on said blank the following informa- 
tion: (1) Name of applicant; (2) 
perment home adress; (3) names and 
addresses of persons from whom 
goods making up the stock were or 
are to be purchased; (4) three (8) 
business references (5) the place or 
places of residence of the applicant 
for the three preceding years; (6) the 
length of time for which the license 
is desired; (7) a description of the 
wares to be offered for sale; (8) the 
number either of arrests or convic- 
tions for misdemeanors or crimes and 
the nature of the offenses for which 
arrested cr convicted; (9) if applicant 
represents a person or firm a letter 
from the person or firm for whom ap- 
plicant purports to work, authorizing 
him to act as such person or firm’s 
representative; (10) the average 
quantity and kind, as ne-rly as can 
be, and the value of t.e stock of 
goods, wares and merchandise intend- 
ed to be sold or exposed for sale; (11) 
the location of such goods, wares and 
merchandise by street and number 
and whether on the premises from 
which they are to be sold or in ware- 
house or storage. The Director of 
Public Safety in arriving at the valua- 


tion of the stock cf goods may require 
the submission of bills or invoices of 
such goods, wares and merchandise 
intended to be sold. 


The statements required by this 
section to be set forth oy the applicant 
on his application shall in every case 
be verified by the oath of the ap- 
picant. 


Section 3. Following the filing of 
the application with the Director of 
Public Safety said Director shall 
thereupon with all convenient speed 
investigate the statements in said ap- 
plication: (a) as to arrests and/or 
convictions; (b) the alleged present 
and preceding place of residence of 
applicant, and! shall investigate the 
financial information contained in said 
application. If the statements made 
in said application are found to be 
correct and satisfactory, the Director 
of Public Safety shall issne a license 
to said applicant, provided all other 
requirements of this ordinance shall 
have been complied with. 


ARTICLE V 
Bond Required 


Section 1. Before any license shall 
issue the applicant for a transient 
merchant’s, itinerant vendor’s or new 
merchant’s license shall file with the 
Director of Public Safety a bond ex- 
ecuted by the applicant with good and 
sufficient surety or sureties to be ap- 
proved by said Director of Public 
Safety, in the amount hereinafter 
specified, which said bend shall re- 
main in force for one year and shall 
be conditioned to indemnify and pay 
ta the City of Newark any penalties 
or costs incurred in the enforcement 
of ary of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance and further conditioned to in- 
demrify or reimburse any purchaser 
of goods, wares and merchandise in a 
sum equal to at least the amount cf 
any payment or payments such pur- 
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chaser may have been induced to 
make through the misrepresentations 
as to the kind, quality or value of 
Such goods, wares and merchandise so 
purchased, whether the misrepre- 
sentations mere made by the owner 
or by his servant, agent or employes, 
either at the time of making the sale 
or through any advertisement of any 
character whatsoever, printed or cir- 
culated, with reference to the said 
stock of goods, wares and: merchan- 
dise, or any part thereof, and further 
conditioned that the bond shall be due 
and payable for any falsification of a 
statement of fact in the application 
filed for the license or if the business 
conducted under said license is con- 
ducted in a manner contrary to law 
or against’ the morals, public health 
or safety of the life or limb of the 
public, or, in the case of a new mer- 
chant if the licensee discontinues the 
business licensed in the municipality 
within one (1) year after the date of 
the issuance of the license without the 
payment of the license fee or fees re- 
quired under this ordinance. 


The penal amount of the bond in 
the case of a transient merchant or 
itinerant vendor shall be 25% of the 
value of the applicant’s stock and in 
no event less than the sum of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00). 


The penal amount of the bond in 
the case of a new merchant shall be 
ten per cent, (10%) of the value of 
the applicant’s stock but in no case 
shall said bond exceed $3,000. 


ARTICLE VI 


License Fees and Terms 


Section 1. Upon payment by an 


“applicant to the City Clerk of the sum 


of $300 the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety is authorized 
to issue a license as a transient mer- 
chant or itinerant vendor provided 
that such applicant shall otherwise 


comply with the provisions of this or- 
dinance. Such license shall continue 
in favor of the person to whom it is 
issued for a period of 180 days from 
the day of issue. 


Section 2. No license fee shall be 
required of a new merchant as a con- 
dition precedent to the granting to 
him of a license as a new merchant 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety. If, however, such new 
merchant removes his stock and busi- 
ness from the municipality within said 
year he shall pay to the City Clerk 
the sum of $800 for each place at 
which his business is conducted and 
which place of business is discon- 
tinued. 


Section 3. The license issued to any 
applicant shall not authorize any per- 
son except the designated licensee to 
engage in business under such license. 
Said license shall not be transferrable 
from the person to whom issued to 
any other person excepting upon the 
transferee complying with all the pro- 
visions of this ordinance in relation to 
the original application for a license, 
except that relating to the payment 
of the license fee, and shall then only 
be transferrable in case the original 
license fee has been paid or a bond 
given to guarantee its payment and 
the approval of the transfer given by 
the Director of Public Safety upon the 
payment of a transfer fee to the City 
in the sum of ten per cent. (10%) of 
the original license fee. 


Section 4. A licensee shall have his 
license posted at his place of business 
in a prominent position therein at all 
times during the valid period of .ex- 
istence of such license. 


ARTICLE VII 


Revocation of License 


Section 1. A license may be revok- 
ed by the Director of Publie Safety 


for the violation of the terms of the 
license or falsification in applying for 
the license or when, in the opinion of 
the Director of Public Safety the busi- 
ness so licensed is conducted in a man- 
ner contrary to law or to public 
morals or to the public health or to 
the safety of the life or limb of the 
public. Before a license is revoked 
the licensee shall be accorded: a hear- 
ing before the Dirctor of Public Safe- 
ty. The decision of the Director of 
Public Safety as to revocation shall 
be final. 


Section 2. A license may be sus- 
pended for not more than two (2) 
weeks by the Director of Public Safe- 
ty upon probable cause being shown 
that the license should be revoked. 


Section 3. The Director of Publie 
Safety shall hold such hearings and 
make such investigations as he may 
deem necessary in carrying out the 
provisions of this ordinance in relation 
to suspension or revocation of li- 
censes. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Section 1. Nothing in this ordi- 
nance contained! shall be construed to 
relieve any person, firm or corporation 
from complying with the provisions 
of any ordinance of The City of New- 
ark relating to the manufacture, sale, 
distribution or handling of food or 
food products. 


ARTICLE IX 


Section 1. Any person or persons

Gentlemen:— 


Upon the invitation of the Overseer 
of the Poor, Mr. Owen A. Malady, a 
number of persons interested in the 
care of the homeless unemployed in 
the City of Newark met in the office 
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of the Overseer on Friday, May 27, 
1932, and discussed the various phases 
of the problem. The following per- 
sons in addition to Mr. Malady at- 
tendied: 


Miss J. Isabelle Sims, Mrs. Florence 
T. Jenkins, Mr. Russell P. Walker, 
Mr. Frederick W. Smith, Colonel 
Joseph D. Sears, Mr. George E. Pot- 
ter, Mr. Joseph P. Murphy, Mr. 
Arthur H. Jones, Mr, Charles R. 
Hardin, Mr. Charles J. Roh, Mrs. 
Charles Niebling, Mr. Franklin Conk- 
lin, Jr. 


All of these persons are desirous of 
seeing the continuance of private 
voluntary effort in the feeding of the 
unemployed homeless so as to mini- 
mize the cost for this purpose to the 
Municipal Government. The members 
of the Committee realize the tremen- 
dous burdens which are now being 
carried by the City in its relief activi- , 
ties and we desire to preserve the 
fine spirit of practical Christianity 
which has motivated the work of feed- 
ing many of this group at Old St. 
Paul’s Church under the direction of 
Mrs. Florence T, Jenkins. It was the 
feeling of the Committee expressed in 
two resolutions, which were adopted, 
that the housing facilities which are 
now being prepared on Mulberry 
Street by the City, be privately oper- 
ated by Mrs. Jenkins in the manner 
now carried on at Old St. Paul’s 
Church and with the support and un- 
der the direction of the Newark Com- 
mittee for Employment, which now in- 
cludes those who met in Mr. Malady’s 
office Friday morning. The Commit- 
tee also felt that the means of gather- 
ing foodstuffs and the source of aid 
for this work should be more sys- 
tematically organized and that Mrs. 
Jenkins have the aid of municipal re- 
sources under the direction of the 
Overséer of the Poor for this purpose. 


It is our wish and we believe that 
we will have the cooperation of the 
Board of Commissioners of the City 


of Newark in the furtherance of this 
project. I recognize and appreciate 
the splendid manner in which your 
body has functioned both in the mat- 
ter of emergency work relief pro- 
grams as well as the provision for 
temporary relief during the past sev- 
eral years in this project. We hope 
to aid you in continuing the high 
standards which have heretofore been 
maintained during the present emerg- 
ency.

Mayor Congleton: The letter will be 
received and referred to conference. 
I think there is a great deal of merit 
in their suggestion. At any rate, I 
am sure the Commissioners are all 
very grateful to the people named for 
being willing to undertake such a 
task. ` 


Commissioner Egan: I think it is a 
fine thing, Mr. Mayor, to be able to 
provide thernselves to feed the home- 
less. The matter of panhandling in 
the City of Newark has gotten to a 
point where it seems a necessity on 
the part of those who are in need, but 
at the same time it is a great nuis- 
ance to the pedestrain public and some 
of the riding public. And if some or- 
ganized plan could be made effective 
to take care of the homeless and the 
hungry we could eliminate a great 
deal of this begging on the streets. I 
think it is a fine spirit manifested by 
this group of citizens to do this. 


Mr. Joseph Contino, 419 Fifteenth 
Avenue, appeared. 


Mr. Rankin: This is an ice depot; 
at 419 Fifteenth Avenue. 


Mayor Congleton: 419 Fifteenth 
Avenue?

Mr. Rankin: We had in, this case a 
petition protesting against it, but the 
applicant brought out that was in- 
stigated by another man in the same 
business. 


Mayor Congleton: If shere were ob- 
jections I won’t vote to suspend the 
rules. 


Mr. Rankin: Our Board passed this 
by unanimous vote. 


Mayor Congleton: In this case there 
were objections to the granting of the 
permit, and it is not the policy of 
the Board of Commissioners to sus- 
pend the rules where there are ob- 
jectors who may want to be heard. 
You will have to wait until next week 
to bring your case up. We must give 
them their day in court. 


Mr. Contino: Would a competitor 
have anything to say at all? 


Mayor Congleton: Anybody that 
wants to be heard on it will be heard. 


Mr. Contino: All right. 


Mayor Congleton: Does any citizen 
have any matter they desire to take 
up with the Commission? 


Mr. O. Henry Grois: Representing 
the Essex Trades Council, I would 
like to know if as reported by the 
newspapers the contemplated action 
of reducing salaries of all municipal 
employees is in effect, and when? 


Mayor Congleton: There has been 
no official action taken as yet. 


Mr. Grois: Will we have an oppot- 
tunity to be heard? 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t know. 
You have an opportunity today if 
you want to be heard, Mr. Grois. 


Mr. Grois explained that the Essex 
Trades Council supports the plan ad- 
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vocated by the American Federation 


of Labor not to reduce any salaries — 


of any employees, because it would 
in effect reduce the standard of living 
as enjoyed now by those who are still 
fortunate enough to be employed. He 
suggested the elimination by the 
Board of Commissioners of municipal 
automobiles unless absolutely neces- 
sary. He also urged the elimination 
of all unnecessary help. Mr. Grois 
suggested the licensing of all places 
that sell bererages. He asked that 
the Board of Commissioners oppose 
the proposed State sales tax. The 
speaker criticised the canal bed im- 
provements and other expenditures of 
city monies. He referred to the Board 
of Education, 


Mayor Congleton: The other Com- 
missioners are not responsible for the 
Board of Education, I alone am. 


Mr. Grois: And in turn the Mayor 
is responsible to the Board of Com- 
missioners. 


Mayor Congleton: Not for my ap- 
pointments to the Board of Edueation, 


Mr. Grois: I think they have the 
right to criticize if they feel it is 


wrong, 


Mayor Congleton: They have no 
power of veto. I am merely calling 
your attention to the fact that any 
criticism you want to make about the 
Board of Education should be made to 
me and not my colleagues. 


Mr. Grois: This is not criticism. We 
are trying to be constructive. We are 
not here to criticize today, don’t let 
us misconstrue that, because the 


newspapers will do enough of that. 
We are not activated by any personal 
desires, J am not activated by any 
office calling, I am not running for 
office and I never will. 


al 


Commissioner Egan: That is a 
broad statement, you are young. 


Mr. Grois: But I say labor is honest 
when they say this about the Board 
of Education: They just suggest to 
you that you suggest to the Board of 
Education that in their construction 
programs—take, for instance, on the 
West Side High Schoo] they built a 
monstrous cement wall fence around 
that school at a great cost, whereas 
had there been a wire fence it would 
have beautified that school more- so 
than now and it would have saved the 
City considerable money. The speak- 
er also said he believed the purchas- 
ing board of the Board of Education 
was overmanned He suggested a de- 
crease in the number of city govern- 
ment cars. 


Commissioner Egan: We have got a 
lot of them in the police and, fire de- 
partment, 


Mr. Grois: They are a necessity. We 
grant that. But we feel if they were 
always in use for police work, which 
someone suggested they are not, it 
would save wear and tear on a car, it 
would save gas, it would save oil; 
small items, but in the aggregate 
they amount to a lot of money. 


Commissioner Egan: Do you sug- 


_gest we should use roller skates? 


Mr. Grois: I don’t say they don’t 
need them. I am only one of a great 
number. I present the views as they 
are given to me. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


A resolution from the Workers Tax- 


‘payers Council of Newark relative to 


a moratorium on taxes for all unem- 
ployed workers and small taxpayers 
during the entire period of unemploy- 
ment, etc., was read and ordered filed. 


Mr. Albert Woods, 107 Seventh 
Avenue, Secretary Workers Taxpay- 
ers Council of Newark: 


This organization is not made up of 
wealthy taxpayers but taxpayers who 
happen to be in the position of losing 
their homes on January 7 for non- 
payment of taxes. 


Mayor Congleton: June 7. 


Mr. Woods: And we have gathered 
on May 27 and drew up the following 
resolution which I will read to you. 


(Read resolution 8755.) 


Mayor Congleton: With respect to 
your moratorum on taxes, of course, 
if you know anything about the state 
government you know we have no dis- 
cretion in the matter, and I am just 
wondering if you have addressed that 
request to the legislature that is now 
in session, the only body that would 
have any control over it. We work 
under the State Tax Law which re- 
quires us to sell for taxes. The re- 
lief you are seeking in that respect 
you should address to your state 
legislature now in session. 


Mr. Woods: Yes, but what about 
our Commissioner of Taxes, hasn’t he 
anything to say? 


Mayor Congleton: Absolutely no- 
thing. 


Mr. Woodss We direct this right to 
him, : 


Mayor Congleton: He has no power 
to postpone tax sales under the law. 


Mr. Woods: Do you mean to tell me 
5,000 people losing their houses in 
Newark does not mean anything to 
the Commission or anything else, that 
we have to go to the formality of go- 
ing to the state legislature and hav- 
ing the buck passed back and forth? 
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We have in this hall now. taxpayers, 
and I can have them all raise their 
hands and you can see what it means. 


Mayor Congleton: If you are as in- 
telligent as you woud have us be- 
lieve, and if you have made a study 
of the subject, you ought to know 
what I have told you is correct. It 
is not a means. of passing the buck. 
A municipality is merely creature of 
the state and we can only do what the 
state premits us to do, and we must 
do the things they tell us to do in the 
manner they direct. 


Mr. Woods: But cannot our Com- 
missioners recommend anything ? 


Mayor Congleton: No.

Woods: Something must be 


Mayor Congleton: We are trying to 
do our best, 


Mr. Woods: Does anybody have 
anything to say? 


Mr. R, P. Angelo, 151 Newton 
Street: As a member of the Workers 
Taxpayers Council, and also as a son 
of a taxpayer and one who has helped 
to pay taxes, I just want to say a few 
words to back up what Mr. Woods, 
the organizer of the Workers Tax- 
payers Council, has said. The speaker 
urged a moratorium on home tax pay- 
ments. He read a program suggested 
by the Workers Taxpayers Council. 


Mayor Congleton: We heard Mr. 
Woods read that, 


Mr. Angelo: I just want to reiterate 
these demands. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
Gesire to speak? 


Mr. Charles Mitchell, 547 South

We have an organization called the 
Workers and Taxpayers Council com- 
posed of the majority of the people 
whose homes have been advertised in 
the local press to be sold for taxes. 
At one of the meetings on the 25th-— 
or the 18th of May, we passed a reso- 
lution and forwarded this resolution 
to the Commissioners here and asked 
them to act upon it. As a reply to 
this communication we have received 
a letter in which it is stated that our 
communication has been received and 
acknowledged anq that certain per- 
sons—or rather, the Commissioners 
acted upon on May 25th. And the 
whole matter has been referred to the 
Director of the Department of Reve- 
nue and Finance, Mr. Howe. Today 
we hear here that Mr. Congleton the 
Mayor of the City of Newark, said 
that nothing can be done and: it is up 
to the state legislature, it is up to 
the people that are in the state offices. 
Now, we once more emphatically state 
that the workers taxpayers today is 
determined to convince the Commis- 
sioners and Mayor that they must. 
take action today and prevent a sule 
of their homes next June 7 at ten 
o'clock in the morning. Give the 
workers taxpayers a moratorium of 
two years and prevent the sale of 
their homes. 


Mr. Harry Harrison, 815 Hunterdon 
Street: 


I just want to ask the Commission- 
ers what the Commission have done 
with the demand? 

Mayor Congleton: You seem to 
know. All your previous speakers 
have said we have done nothing. 

Mr. Harrison: It seems so. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, that shows 


-how much you know about it. We 


have had these matters up and we are 
doing our utmost to try to help out 
in the situation. ` 
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Mr. Harrison: If this is your ut- 
most. I don’t think it is very much.. 


Mayor Congleton: We do not care 
very much what you have to say. If 
you went to come here and be dis- 
courteous we do not want to listen 
to it. 


Mr. Harrison: You can take it 
whichever way you like it. Here is 
an article in the newspaper “Newark- 
er ends life.” Notes left in his poe- 
ket”— (Reads newspaper article.) Yow 
cannot do anything, you cannot tax 
people, you cannot find people to tax- 


Mayor Congleton: I wonder if we 
cannot tax them where we are going 
to get this $8 and $10 and $12 a week 
that you are demanding. 


Mr. Harrison I will answer that if 
you want me to, 


Mayor Congleton: The trouble with 
you people is you are talking about a. 
lot of things that we have no power 
over. We do not make the state laws. 
Go to Trenton and put your proposi- 
tions up that you are arguing here 
this morning. 


Mr. Harrison: The point is this, Mr. 
Mayor: Something strikes me funny 
here when the newspapers come out- 
about the budget, straightening ou the 
budget, and the bankers start in dic-- 
tating and there was talk of cutting 
wages of employees of the City of” 
Newark. The same day I noticed that, 
statement in the paper there was a. 
statement Mr. Malady’s salary was. 
raised $1,000. Certain people’s sal- 
aries are raised while they talk of 
cutting the fellow that earns a few 
lousy dollars. Where is the sense of 
that? There are speakeasies right 
here in Newark. Of course, they are 
‘illegal institutions, but let us be prac-- 
tical, they are here. We have got to 
tax them. Therefore, I say we cam 
tax people earn taxes, tax church 


property, tax these religious racket- 
eers and these church racketeers who 
make millions off charity like the Y. 
M. C. A. and the Salvation Army. 
Something must be done. (Applause.) 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
wish to be heard? Have you any- 
thing more, Mr. Grois? 


Mr. Grois: No. 


Mayor Congleton: I desire to make 
a statement with respect to the posi- 
tion I have taken with respect to be- 
lieving that the time has come when 
there must be a reduction in salaries 
of municipal employees. I feel that 
at the same time there should be a 
reduction in tne salaries of state and 
county employees. The business of 
the City is not different in any man- 
ner from private business. We levy 
taxes, and from the day those taxes 
are levied they are on our books as 
accounts receivable. When those ac- 
counts are not paid we can borrow 
on them for a certain length of time; 
and just as private business, when it 
cannot collect in its accounts receiv- 
able, something else must be done. 
Until the present time J have oppose:! 
a salary redaction. Recently, how- 
ever, I have been forced to the con- 
clusion, and not a pleasant one, that 
it is now necessary. It is not any dif- 
ferent with our employees than it is 
with the employees in private busi- 
ness. I have pathered some data 
- which further convinces me that be- 
cause we happen to work for the pub- 
lie and have a pretty secure tenure 
for the time for which we were elect- 
ed, we are not in any different posi- 
tion. This data relates to the trades 
around here. The bricklayers have 
taken a decrease of almost thirteen 
per cent., carpenters fifteen per cent. 
plus, cement finishers twelve per cent. 
plus, dock builders fifteen per cent. 
plus, elevator construction twenty per 
cent., engineers six and one-half per 
.cent., hod carriers twenty-four per 
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cent., laborers twenty-four per cent., 
firemen ten per cent., lathers eighteen 
per cent. plus, painters twelve and 
one-half per cent., plastererg twelve 
per cent. plus, plumbers nine per cent. 
plus, sheet metal workers twenty-five 
per cent., stone cutters twelve per 
cent. plus, tile setters twelve per cent. 
plus, marble setters twelve per cent. 
plus. Since I gathered these I have 
read in the paper only this week that 
the steam fitters and, steam fitters 
helpers have come to the point where 
in order to try and help in this very 
trying situation they have proposed a 
new contract showing a reduction. 
The textile trades have offered to 
take a cut of twenty per cent, the 
iron molders have offered to take a 
twenty per cent., and so on down the 
line. I am glad to have heard the 
first speaker today state that this is 
not a political question. I agree that 
it is not a political question, it is 
strictly an economical one. And tv 
show that people have approached it 
other than from a political angle, all 
you need to do is to look through this 
state and see the different municipali- 
ties where very reluctantly, as I am, 
they have come to the conclusion that 
there must be a reduction in salaries. 
Camden has done it, Trenton has done 
it, Atlantic City has cone it. Jersey 
City and Hudson County, Paterson, 
and others throughout the state where 
it has been necessary, in order to pre- 
pare for the future and to get in 
sufficient money to pay city employ- 
ees. Now, a lot has been said about 
the poor wages and the low wages. I 
ask any of you who want to be fair,— 
and I think municipal employees are 
not overpaid,—but if you will look 
over the records you will see that dur- 
ing what we have called prosperous 
times the salaries of municipal em- 
ployees were raised. Both the police- 
men and firemen received increases; 
their last one in January, 1927, fol- 
lowing one made in 1925. And if you 
will examine the salary schedule of 
the Board of Education you will see 


it increased over a million dollars in 
a three-year period and, so in all of 
the city departments. So you see the 
City officials have at all times tried 
to be fair with their employees. Now 
when we are in the position that we 
are, [ think that the question should 
be approached with some reasoning. 
I have gathered, through the National 
Industrial Conference Board, figures 
which are very illuminating. They 
are relied upon by business and the 
press of the country as accurate and 
impartial. The figures relate to the 
purchasing value of the dollar, the 
changes in the purchasing value on a 
retail price basis. They reflect 
changes in the cost of living since 
the year 1929. Included in the basis 
are all the items which enter into the 
average man’s cost of living. The 
base rate or the rate with which com- 
parison is made is the 1923 average, 
which is taken as one hundred. It is 
an interesting fact that this figure 
was returned to in 1929, the average 
for that year being the same as in 
1923. That is, one hundred. And 
from 1923 then on up until 1981, the 
purchasing value of the dollar has 
risen to 113.4; and in April of this 
year it has raised to 126.9. The fig- 
ures mean, if you take the 1923 cost 
of living as normal, the dollar which, 
bought one hundred cents worth of 
the usual necessities in 1923 was cap- 
able of buying more in 1928; and in 
1929 the same as in 1923. The drop 
in prices which began in the latter 
part of 1929 adde¢ 2.1 cents purchas- 
ing value to the dollar of April, 1930. 
By April, 1931, this had increased to 
18-4 cents and by April, 1932, last 
month, to 26.9 cents. In other words, 
in 1932 the dollar in which private 
and public employees are paid, will 
buy approximately twenty-seven per 
cent. more of the things required by 
the average family at retail current 
prices than it bought during the year 
1929, the most prosperous for the 
most of its length the country has 
known. This is equivalent to an in- 
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crease of twenty-seven per cent. in 
wages, measured by the purchasing 
power of the dollar in 1929 or in 1923. 
Now, this is not local. In Chicago 
salaries and wages of employees have 
undergone reductions ranging up to 
twenty-seven per cent., and the per- 
sonnel has been greatly reduced, and 
it is now proposed to eliminate 2,479 
more employees. Salaries in excess of 
$2,000 a year for all employees in the 
general City departments have been 
reduced ten per cent. Eight hundred 
employees, it is reported, have been 
laid off to eliminate the necessity of 
a twenty-six per cent. general salary 
reducticn. Go to Detroit. The sal- 
aries of all employees receiving less 
than $4,000 a year were reduced ten 
per cent. on January 1, 1932; salaries 
in excess of $4,000 a year were re- 
duced ten per cent., and the amount 
over $4,000 an additional ten per per 
cent. Salary increases, either auto- 
matic or promised, were not allowed. 
Schools. All salaries in the school 
system were reduced three per cent. 
the beginning of the school year in 
1931, and an.additional salary reduc- 
tion of seven per cent, was made on 
January 1, 1932. Salaries exceeding 
$4,000 were first reduced ten per cent. 
and the amount over $4,000 an addi- 
tional 10 per cent. Log Angeles, a 
general salary reduction; Cleveland: 
salaries less than $1,200, no reduction; 
$1,200 to $8,000 eight and one-third 
per cent. $3,000 to $5,000, twelve per 
cent.; over $5,000, fifteen per cent. The 
same thing applies to Pittsburgh; sal- 
aries over $4,000 were cut from eight 
to twenty per cent. Minneapolis the 
same. Kansas City, Rochester, Tole- 
do, St. Paul, Oakland. And others 
round about us. In coming to the con- 
clusion that I have I never had in 
mind any formula such as has been 
put into effect in some other places. 
My thought has always been that the 
first $1,000 or $1,200, whichever 
amount might be arrived at, should be 
exempt from any reduction, and that 
the percentage fixed should apply to 


the excess over and above the mini- 
mum fixed; and I do not think it is 
fair that, starting from that point, the 
same rate of reduction should apply 
to all. I believe it should be a gradu- 
ated scale. Those receiving the 
smaller salaries taking a less reduc- 
tion, and those of us receiving the 
larger salaries bearing the larger per- 
centage, 


When we closed our books on De- 
cember 31, 1931, out of $35,000.000 of 
taxes levied there was over $10,000,- 
000 of taxes unpaid, and that money 
was spent in the support of the City 
government and: was represented by 
paper, to a very large extent, in the 
banks. And on that date we had an 
accumulation of back taxes, including 
the year 1981, of almost $15,000,000. 
So I say that we, after all, must con- 
duct our business as private business 
has to be conducted. The mere fact 
that we have power to sit and adopt 
a budget, which then goes into a tax 
levy does not put us in possession of 
the casa. If we cannot collect the 
taxes which are needed to run the 
government we cannot survive any 
more than private business can sur- 
vive. It seems to me that the state- 
ment of one of the great presidents cf 
our couritry, the late President Grover 
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Cleveland, that “It is a condition ant 
a very distressing one, not a theory 
which confronts us,” applies today 
just as strongly as it did at the time 
those words were spoken. It is not a 
pleasant task for any public official to. 
have to think of the reduction of sal- 
aries. I have come to the conclusion, 
very reluctantly, that it is necessary, 
and that it is the only salvation for 
the city to come through.

This ordi- 
nance as it is before you provides 
that the words “open-air parking sta- 
tion” as used in this ordinance shall 
be held to mean any open-air plot of 
ground, lot, or land, within the City, 
where motor vehicles are exhibited 
for. sale or are stored, parked, kept, 
or located, for compensation.” The 
part of this ordinance to which these 
gentlemen object is that which relates 
to the exhibiting of vehicles for saie. 
In the conduct of the motor vehicle 
business it is essential that the used 
cars be kept in Some space which is 
larger than the space which would be 
required if they had to pay rental for 
a closed building. These gentlemen 
are all taxpayers, indirectly or direct- 
ly: ‘Directly on the properties which’ 


they own and which they pay the city 
for, pay the taxes on, and indirectly 
through the premises which they lease 
at satisfactory rentals to the land- 
lords. It does seem that it is unrea- 
sonable to burden a business which is 
now struggling for existence, with an 
extra tax. They get no direct com- 
pensation, and it is not like a park- 
ing space in which the compensation 
is daily collected for the use of the 
space, but it is simply an added ex- 
pense to their business and is unwar- 
ranted. If this ordinance could be 
amended so that the land which is 
used for the exhibition of used cars 
by legitimate dealers would be elim- 
inated, it would mean everything to 
these men who are now struggling 
for their existence. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard on this ordinance? 


Mr. Arthur L. Forrest, Chamber of 
Commerce; representing the Retail 
Trades Council of the Chamber of 
Commerce. I spoke previously of put- 
ting the council on record as favoring 
this ordinance in principle, and we 
merely wish to reiterate that stand 
at this time. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard on this ordinance? 


Mr. C. H. Lane, 465 Clifton Ave- 
nue: Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, 
in reference to this open-air parking, 
we are here this morning not on open- 
air parking, but it runs along that 
line. Open-air parking is probably a 
very good thing right in the center of 
the city where congestion on the 
streets is so bad that they have to 
resort to parking in spaces available. 
But, Mr. Commissioners, I would like 
to say right now that the open-air 
parking is ruining a fifteen-million 
dollar industry in the City of Newark 
today. In the last thirty days there 
have been thrirteen foreclosures, and 
most of them building and loan fore- 


50 


closures, on public garages costing a 
good many thousands of dollars, and 
they paid thousands of dollars into 
the City of Newark in taxes. The 
rate per car space per garage in the 
City of Newark today for an ordinary 
garage runs from twelve to fifteen 
and eighteen dollars per car in taxes. 
It seems to me that it is a very vital 
question in this city. There are three 
hundred garages in the City of New- 
ark, and the average garage that is 
capable of parking one hundred cars 
has eight and nine cars in them today. 
Bat in reference to the parking sta- 
tions 1 think that they should be taxed 
the same as we are. They are taking 
the business away; the ordinary gar- 
age man who in former years, through 
demand, has invested his money into 
a property which brings in a ratable 
to the City of Newark and he has 
been vaying these taxes for years. 
Along comes a man with a building, 
he hasn’t got it rented, he tears it 
down and rents it out to a parking 
station. Does the City of Newark get 
any ratable out of that? They do 
not. They lose a ratable, I think it 
is a great menace to one of the larg- 
est industries this city has at the pres- 
ent time, and I think it is high time 
some action was taken in this matter.

Commissioner Egan: I move the 
adoption of the resolution, Mr. Mayor.

Commissioner Egan: Chief Towey, 
the Mayor and Commissioners will 
join you and your staff at lunch after 
the meeting. You many leave now if 
you care to. 


Mayor Congleon: Does any person 
have any matter they desire to bring 
to the attention of the Commission 
this morning ? 


Mr. G. H. Lane, 465 Clifton Avenue: 


Mr, Mayor and Commissioners, at a 
meeting last night of the Garage 
Owners Association it was decided to 
make another appeal to your honor- 
able body to se if there was not some 
ways and means by which you could 
save the industry, the garage busi- 
ness. We have been struggling for 
the past three years under difficulty, 
but at the present time it is beyond 
toleration. Automobiles are stored in 
lots which have no right whatever to 
store them; the owners of several lots 
that we know of are being compensat- 


ed to the extent of two or three dol- 
lars a month. 


Mayor Congleton: And they have no 
permit from the Board? 


Mr. Lane: No permit from the 
Board. We formally have gone to the 
Bureau of: Combustibles with com- 
plaints of cars being stored opposite 
churches and schools, and they say 
they have no jurisdiction whatsoever. 


The fact remains that we are ab- 
solutely destitute, and our businesses 
are all shot; we have witnessed fires 
between houses where cars are park- 
ed between houses; we have on record 
a fire in a lot, which if it had not 
been for the quick action of the fire 
department it might have been dis- 
astrous. We find cars parked in lots 
with one ahlf of the car over the 
building line; we find that private 
homes that have two or three cars in 
the garage in the back yard, are tak- 
ing two or three dollars apiece for as 
high as twelve or thirteen cars in the 
back yard. We can show whereby the 
majority of these cars are used for 
business. We can also show where in 
neighborhoods where people are pay- 
ing as high as $150 a month rent, 
they are storing cars in lots illegiti- 
mately. Something has got to be 
done. Our city is founded on indus- 
try, and if you kick the legs out from 
under industry what is going to hap- 
pen? In former years I can remem- 
ber where garages were full, if we 
happened to leave a couple of cars 
outside every night the police would 
come along and say, “You have got 
to get them inside.” On Broad Street 
there is a church yard packed with 
automobiles every night; opposite 
schools. The Bureau of Combustibles 
will visit our garages once a month 
and look around and see if the sand 
pails are full and fire extinguishers 
are in kood order. But I wonder how 
many sand pails and fire extinguishers 
they find on the lots? They no not 
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find any. The .Commission has co- 
operated with the Broad Street Asso- 
ciation to help them in their business; 
you can read lots of instances where 
the Commissioners help industry. We 
have a zoning ordinance in this city 
which doeg not mean a thing, so far 
as parking automobiles is concerned; 
we have a Bureau of Combustibles. 
that has a perfect right to stop cars 
from making a public parking station 
of a place where there is no fire pro- 
tection. The amount of taxes that: 
the boys pay that went bankrupt last. 
year—this month—amounted to some- 
wheres in the neighborhood of $12,000. 
The building and loans that were on 
these garages. One garage we know 
of had a one-hundred-thousand dollar 
building and loan mortgage on it. 
And the building and loan cannot rent 
the garage for $200 a month. 


Mayor Congleton I think there is a 
great deal of merit in what you say, 
and I am sure the Commissioners will 
take it up and give it serious thought. 


Mr. Albert H. Biertuempfel: Father 
Knappek of St. Casimir’s Church is 
arranging a reception for Flyer 
Hausner. He asked me to come along 
and come before you gentlemen and 
ask if you would be kind enough to 
assist him and give this man an of- 
ficial reception. 


Commissioner Egan: I move vou the 
Commission go on record and extend 
to Flyer Hausner an official reception 
when he comes back to Newark. 


Mr. Biertuempfel: I will take the 
matter up with you later on and make 
arrangements for all the other work. 
The man won’t be back before the 
27th. It will be the first of the month, 
I believe. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Egan, Gillen, 
Howe, Mayor Congleton. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. Louis J. Ferring, appearing for 
Ferdinand D. Masucci, Lefcourt Build- 
ing: 


I represent tħe New Jersey Master 
Bakers’ Union which urges the adop- 
tion of a resolution and passing of an 
ordinance prohibiting the sale of 
bread on Sundays and delivering of 
bread on Sundays, the sale to be pro- 
hibited in bakery shops only. 


Mayor Congleton: What? 


Mr. Ferring: Be prohibited in bak- 
ery shops only. It ean be sold in 
stores. 


Commissioner Gillen: Regular bak- 
eries where bread is baked ? 


Mr. Ferring: Yes. The reason for 
the resolution is this: Owing to the 
present economic conditions many of 
the bakers are selling bread on credit, 
probably about eighty per cent. of the 
members of the union at the present 
time extend credit on the sale of 
bread, and due to this condition they 
have had to lay off many of their em- 
ployees and take the business in their 
own hands. As a result they devote 
all their time to the business and their 
wives and children as well, and I think 
they should have a day of rest as well 
as everyone else. But outside of this 
fact, if this resolution is adopted and 
passed there should be some provision 
made to stop the outside tradesmen 
from coming into the City of Newark 
and delivering bread.to the customers 
and people of the City of Newark. 
The resolution is the only thing to 
prohibit the sale of bread, only in bak- 
ery shops, and delivering of bread by 
bakers. There are about two hundred 
members in the organization. Most 
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of them are taxpayers and citizens 
and rent payers, and they should te 
given some opportunity to safeguard 
their interest, 


Mayor Congleton: Under the other 
ordinance which was advocated, and 
which we passed, the people would 
have to go without bread except they 
ate stale bread, and you cannot sell 
bread that is more than a certain 
number of hours old under the ordi- 
nance that we passed, 


My. Ferring: Bread is always de- 
livered on Saturday nights to the 
stores, so therefore you would get 
fresh bread as is customary now. 


Commissioner Gillen: The ordinance 
you speak of now would not prohibit 
the baking of bread on Sunday? 


Mr. Ferring: No, merely the sale 
and delivery of bread by bakers on 
Sunday. Now, the bread would be de- 
livered to the different grocery stores 
and delicatessens on Saturday night, 
so therefore, you would have fresh 
bread on Sundays. I think the custom 
is that now. 


Mayor Congleton: The matter will 
be taken up in conference by the Com- 


mission. Does anyone else desire to 
be heard? 

Mr. Fred Mancini, 32 Garside 
Street: 


I happen to be business agent of 
the Master Bakers, and the main 
trouble we have, all our organization 
passed a resolution a month ago to 
stop the baking and delivering of 
bread on Sunday, but we checked up 
three weeks ago and we find there is 
over sixty wagons ccming in from 
Long Island, Brooklyn, and New York, 
to sell bread on Sunday. That will put 
our local bakers, which the lawyer 
previously explained are taxpayers 
and citizens of Newark, out of busi- 


ness. Ninety per cent. of the bakers 
in Newark today have their wives and 
children helping them out because 
they cannot afford to pay their labor- 
ers, and 1 think we are entitled to 
‘some kind of protection where we are 
local people, . 
Mayor Congleton: We will take it 
up in conference, 


Mr. Nathan Goldsmith: I am not 
familiar with the ordinance that was 
passed this morning on open-air park- 
ing spaces, but I presume it is for 
some charge, 


Mayor Congleton: Based on the 


area. 


Mr. Goldsmith: I presumed that, 
and I am heartily in favor of it. At 
the same time I was wondering what 
the Commission is doing in regard to 
protecting their own interests, as well 
as the property owners’ interests, in 
connection with the parking on the 
various highways that are being cut 
through. You take, for instance, 
Route 21, there is eompetition—I don’t 
know how it is affecting the tenants 
of the city—but they are parking cars 
down there at fifteen cents! a day. 


Mayor Congleton: That street is un- 
der the jurisdiction of the State High- 
way Commission. Have they granted 
any permission that you know of? 


Mr. Goldsmith: I wrote them and 
they said they had not. 


Mayor Congleton: I have been try- 
ing to get the State Highway Com- 
mission to fix that one block up, pave 
it, so it would give us an outlet there. 
Tf they did that it would stop it. 


Mr. Goldsmith: All around that cen- 
ter they are parking cars at fifteen 
cents a day. 


Mayor Congleton: If the State 


Highway Commission has not given 
any permission, and you say you have 
a letter to that effect, you send that 
letter to Commissionr Egan and I 
think he will probably attend to it. 
Does anyone else desire to be heard? 


Mr. Harry Petchesky, 93 Girard 
Place: 
Mr. Mayor and Commisioners, I 


never used to come here but now this 
is my second time. I come here for 
the purpose of saving people’s lives. 
I have a case in my residence on Gir- 
ard Place, in the First Princint. I 
have a sidewalk, two inches higher 
than the other. Which is right? My 
sidewalk lays opposite, maybe seven 
or eight years, at least when I bougat 
the property, and we had flagstones 
next to them. The flagstones settled 
away down, and I asked my neighber 
many times to fix it up and he did not. 
When I went to the proper party in 
the city hall a year and a half ago 
he did not do it. I was here two 
weeks ago again and made the same 


- complaint and nobody pays attention: 
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In the meantime somebody fell and I 
got a lawsuit on. I am insured, but 
that is not the thing: I do not want to 
see anybody hurt. If it is my duty, I 
wish you people to send down and I 
will have it fixed if it ig my duty; 
but it is not; some of them say my 
sidewalk is absolutely o. k., and every- 
body that goes by trips over that. 


Mayor Congleton: Give the steno- 
grapher your address. That comes 
under my department and I will see 
why you have not had some service. 


Mr. Petchesky: Then there is an- 
other one: I have also an apartment 
on Stratford Place, and back of me is 
an old homestead whereby it is torn 
down two sides of the wall and the 
whole roof is hanging on there. They 
put a “Danger” sign on now. You 
know how the danger is to children 
and some day it will cave in and we 
will probably have— 


Commissioner Egan: I understand 
they passed a law in Trenton this win- 
ter that gives us the right to have 
that building completely removed. We 
will have that taken care of.

Mayor Congleton: Does any person 
have any matter they desire to take 
up with the Commission this morn- 
ing? 


Mr. Harry Green: Mr. Mayor and 
gentlement of the Commission, in re- 
gards to that Third Ward plot that 
the Prudential bought for to build, 
and they have done no building, I 
think that Mr. Duffield would be public 
spirited enough to throw down those 
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buildings and open the ground for the 
children as a playground until they 
decide to do something with it. 


Mayor Congleton: You say, will 
they do that? 


Mr. Green: I thought if they would 
do that— . 

Mayor Congleton: They are tearing 
the building down now. 


Mr. Green: It would be a good thing 
if they are not going to use the 
ground immediately, to make an open 
space— 


Mayor Congleton: They have offer- 
ed to do that and they have the con- 
sent of the city to do that. The Pru- 
dential is prepared to go ahead with 
the building as soon as the city is in 
a position to do its part under the 
contract. If the city cannot go ahead 
the property will be rough graded and 
thrown open to public use. I think 
you will get- some information within 
the next few days which will clear 
up the entire doubts in your mind. 


Mr. Green: Another thing, Mr. 
Mayor and gentlemen of the Commis- 
sion, is the present situation of the 
unemployed. I understand that some 
people borrow a quarter or so and go 
down among these cheap merchants 
in the foodmarket and they sell them 
food unfit for consumption, and the 
man is out a quarter if he buys two 
pounds of meat. I know that food is 
being handled in an unsanitary man- 
ner, and they are the cheapest grades 
of food. It would be a fine thing if 
we got a little more rigid inspection 
and find out what kind of foods are 
being handled and sold to these un- 
fortunates at this time. l 


Mayor Congleton» I know of my 
own knowledge that the Food Depart- 
mentof the Board of Health is work- 
ing at high speed doing the very best- 


they can, and I know that they would 
undoubtedly welcome any information 
you could give them about any spe- 
cific places that you know of, and I 
know that it would be taken care of 
immediately. Of course, we can not 
have an inspector in everyone of those 
stores all the time, but I know they 
are doing a very wonderful work in 
following through on that very thing; 
and if you have any knowledge of 
any special places where things are 
going on as you say, I know that the 
Health Department would welcome 
that information, 


Mr. Green: I look at it more from 
a social matter than just chasing in- 
dividual cases or matters and in- 
stances. I know that it would not 
hurt if our foods and vegetables were 
handled and not exponsed to dust as 
they are. .

Mayor Congleton: Does anyone de- 
sire to be heard on this ordinance? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners: I would like to ask a 
qaestion: Did this body investigate 
every department of the city, includ- 
ing the Board of Education, which is 
appointed by his honor, the Mayor, 
before attempting this drastic reduc- 
tion in salaries? 


Mayor Congleton: Speaking for my- 


self I can say that I did, sir. We 
did that at the beginning of the year 
when we were making up our budget, 
and have been doing it constantly ever 
since; and it is going to be with the 
greatest difficulty that we will be able 
to continue in my department for the 
balance of the year on the money 
available, and keep all hands on the 
payroll, 


Mr. Zemel: If you recollect, Mr. 
Mayor. and Commissioners, some time 
ago this same question was up about 
reducing salaries, and I made the as- 
sertion that no man in the employ of 
the City of Newark was worth more 
than the Mayor of the City of New- 
ark. I still adhere to that. The 
Mayor, he has the appointment of the 
Board of Education and in that Board 
fifty employes are drawing a salary 
of over $400,000 a year. Mr. Logan, 
the Superintendent, is getting $15,- 
000; Mr. Shirley, $18,500; and Mr. 
Argue, $10,000; and they have counsel 
getting a big salary. Some of those 
principals getting seven to eight 
thousand dollars a year. Remember, 
gentlemen, when a man or woman in 
the employ of the city earns from 
fifteen, twenty, up to $100, they just 
about provide the necessities of life 
with that wage. )No man or woman’s 
salary in the employ of the City of 
‘Newark should exceed $100, and that 
goes for all employees excepting the 
Commissioners and the Mayor. $10,- 
000 deducted from Mr. Logan’s salary 
will provide for the cut that you pro- 
pose to make in the salary of 100 
men and women, approximating about 
nine thousand people in the employ of 
the City of Newark, I suppose it will 
figure, averaging about $110 per em- 
ployee. - Mr. Shirley with $18,500 does 
does not even live in Newark. 


We will go to Mr. Howe’s Tax De- 
partment. He has two fine men down 
there, Mr, O’Brien and Fitzsimmons 
running that entire business. They 
have five tax commissioners drawing 


about $3,500 each, all got private 
businesses of their own. In Mr. 
Howe’s private office, a lady is his 
private secretary, drawing about $5,- 
000 a year, and a married woman. 


Commissioner Howe: Just a minute. 
She does not draw $5,000 and she is. 
not secretary; she holds a civil ser 
vice position. 


.Mr. Zemel: The Mayor has a deputy 
Mayor— 


Mayor Congleton: No! Deputy Di- 
rector. . 


Mr. Zemel: The Deputy Director 
draws $5,000 a year. Director Egan 
is short of police, hasn’t enough. I 
want to know why there are three 
policemen over there. 


There aren't 
the 


Mayor Congleton: 
three policemen assigned to 
Mayor’s office. 


Mr. Zemel: In the Engineering De- 
partment, we have Mr. Costello at 
$15,000 a year. Is he worth over $5,- 
000 when another man has his wages 
cut that is only drawing $1,000, $2,- 
000, $3,000, $4,000 or $5,000? Mr. 
Dudley Coles, drawing seven or eight 
thousand, and a man by the name of 
Smillie drawing ten or twelve thou- 
sand; and Andress and ‘Doremus 
drawing excessive wages. Port New- 
ark has a flying man by the name of 
Aldworth getting about twelve thou- 
sand; and Mr. Ray Dempsey. 


Gentlemen, this must stop before 
you cut a penny from any poor man’s 
wage whose wages do not exceed $5,- 
000. In the City of Newark approxi- 
mately thirty per cent. of the tax 
money goes to the Board of Educa- 
tion. The West Side High School is 
only five blocks away from Vailsburg 
Park, the upkeep of which Newark 
pays about fifty-five or sixty per cent. 
The. Board. of’ Education expended 


$200,000 to construct a playground 
there, and within four blocks of 
Riverbank Park, three blocks, they 
have another playground. Up on the 
-hil at Eighth Avenue and Factory 
Street there is a playground a stone’s 
throw from Branch Brook Park. The 
people they employ do not benefit 
Newark, most of them live out of 
town. I understand that the City has 
made preparations down in Mulberry 
Street to open a new lodging house. 
_ Jersey City, Elizabeth, Paterson, Irv- 
ington, Orange, Montclair, Bloomfield, 
East Orange, haven’t any lodging 
houses. But it costs $100,000 to main- 
tain those two lodging houses. Now, 
I sincerely plead with you gentlemen 
before you attempt to make any cut 
in any class salary to investigate all 
these statements that I made. You 
wil! find that I have only scratched 
the surface. I thank you. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. O. Henry Grois: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, as heretofore, the 
Essex Trades Council, whom I repre- 
sent here today with Mr. Slater and 
Mr. Stein, come before this body again 
reiterating our position relative to 
salary reductions. We have been and 
are still opposed to the reduction of 
any of the salaries of any of the mu- 
nicipal employees that earn them. We 
‘have cited in the past many instances 
- whereby your taxpaying public could 
be somewhat helped by a reduction of 
your expenditures in your various de- 
partments. We do not feel that be- 
cause we are not working that he 
who is working should be penalized. 
We have a park that was given to the 
Prudential Insurance. Company at the 
expense of the city’s money, but I 
fail to see where the Prudential In- 
surance Company has as yet assisted 
the unemployed by giving them any 
free rents in their model apartments. 
When time like this comes before us 
and the abolition of positions is neces- 


sary in order to save money, abolition 
must come. Because we cannot af- 
ford to keep on the city’s payroll any- 
one, regardless of whom he many be 
if they do not earn the compensation 
that they receive over a prescribed 
period as their pay checks. Street 
lighting is costly and there can be 
some money saved along that line hy 
later lighting and earlier extinguish- 
ing of those lights. The canal speed- 
way, the cost of condemnation along 
that speedway, and acquisition. Its 
appropriation has been consumed and 
it is only partially constructed. And 
in the end who are to be benefited by 
this structure? Are the citizens of 
this entire city and outlying suburbs, 
or a private interest, the one to be 
benefited by it? We asx for a better 
system of assessments that those that 
are receiving the benefits of the City 
of Newark and that are in these lo- 
cations that are known as great busi- 
ness interest zones should be assessed 
more equally and more properly. We 
have now with the relief work that 
has come on, seen many a man taken 
out that was on the city’s payroll as 
a steady employee and placed on re- 
lief work, when that relief work 
should have gone to those that were 
in need. When men and women re- 
ceive what we call a living wage, we 
ask that their salaries be not reduced, 
because we do not want what we call 
the American standard of living any 
further reduced. The Trade Union 
movement is not selfish. It pleads at 
all times for a square deal to all and 
special privileges to none; it asks for 
a checkup on your payrolls, for the 
elimination, or we can call it abolition, 
of any unnecessary positions where 
taxpayers’ money is being expended; 
it asks closer scrutiny of your various 
departments and it asks, as never be- 
fore, a closer watch on your activities 
of your own persona] and in your per- 
sonal department. We come here to 
lay our cause before you. We have 
not singled out any one group. We 
ask that this consideration be shown 


“ 


us by not giving these reductions in 
salary or by not passing this ordi- 
nance until such time as you properly 
reduce your personal affairs in your 
separate departments, and that you 
eliminate your high-paid salaries that 
are being given to individuals that 
are not worthy of their hire. 


If you pass this ordinance there will 
be just as many homes lost next year 
than there was last year; and if you 
were successful in reducing your tax 
rate fifteen or twenty points through 
this reduction of salaries, that would 
not make these individual home own- 
ers or rent payers get any material 
benefit from it, but would allow the 
bankers and the huge interests that 
are attacking labor and the unem- 
ployed to gain great profit for them- 
selves. 


Mr. Henry Green: Mr. Mayor and 


gentlemen of the Commission: I am 
‘opposed to any salaries being reduced 
from those that work for a li:ving. 
I am sorry that our school system 
has been crippled, that you shut down 
the educational institutions that took 
250 years to develop and you have al- 
ready taken away the summer schools 
from the majority of the children and 


you took away the schools from the - 


people that work in factories and 
could go to night school to improve 
their mental faculties so they could get 
higher jobs and have higher earning 
capacity. From the smallest official in 
towns, cities, and counties, as well as 
state and national administration, in 
this particular economic situation that 
we face, most political people will not 
understand if it they come from the 
old school. We have an economic 
situation now like the United States 
never faced in all its history, or the 
whole world. When you started in 
with this overproduction and a stag- 
nation of markets and employment, 
people that understand economics 
said, “We got to increase the earning 
capacity of the people that work so 


that they could purchase this surplus.” 
Instead, our officials -turned around 
and cut wages and reduced hours and 
give men furloughs. Now, we will 
have more over production and less 
power of consumption; and I cannot 
see how they are so blind to the situa- 
tion. And this situation that we are 
facing now is worse than the earth- 
quake of California, it is worse than 
any pestilence, disease, including in- 
fantile paralysis, that we éver had in 
this nation; but the people don’t. be- 
gin to realize what they are up 
against. By next winter you will 
have more of the things to realize, 
you will see it much better. We do 
not see things until they happen. I 
should not, like to see you reduce 
wages. You should not. The City of 
Milwaukee, when every city faces 
bankruptcy, has $4,000,000 surplus 
and its bonds sell with no six per 
cent. interest, the bonds are in de- 
mand. They are constantly making 
improvements there, the unemployed 
are cared for, and no homes are being 
sold for nonpayment of taxes, nor 
did they have the number of evictions’ 
for nonpayment of rent that we have 
in the City of Newark. And you are 
going to have more of them. 


I met a woman in Military Park, 
plain dressed, an honest soul, a clean 
face, a real American woman, She 
came over to me and she said, “I had 


-all I can do to fight off the shutting 


off of my gas” where she could cook 
some lunch for her children. she said, 
“I am facing eviction.” That was a 
clean person. f 


Mr. John B. Alfone, 45 Stone 
Street: Commissioners, we are the 
workers of the canal and my feelings 
are those of my fellow workers 


Mayor Congleton: You mean now 
on the emergency work? 


Mr. Alfone: Yes, sir. 
Mayor Congleton: We will hear you - 


later. We want to hear everybody on 
this ordinance first and you are not 
involved in this ordinance. We will 
give you a chance to be heard. Does 
anyone else want to be heard on this 
ordinance ? 


Mr. Hugh Reilly: Mr. Chairman, I 
know that your proposal is based on 
the lack of tax income that you had 
anticipated. I do not share the sug- 
gestion that was made here this morn- 
ing that the salaries of your higher 
officials be cut as a means of meeting 
this problem that now confronts you. 
I feel that the city was wise in its 
selection of Mr. Costello, Mr. Brady, 
and any other heads of the various de- 
partments that have been mentioned. 
I believe that their selection saved 
far more to the taxpayers in days 
gone by than would equal the sal- 
aries paid them. As trade unionists 
we believe that the best men available 
should be selected for every position, 
and likewise in the administration of 
our school system. Surely the trade 
union movement cannot raise any 
word of objection to the creation of 
new schools and playgrounds that 
means work to our mechanics. I feel 
that you are making a mistake. I feel 
that by this proposed action you are 
merely following in the steps of our 
large department stores, and our 
newspapers, so far as their non- 
mechanical forces were concerned, and 
our large employers, in cutting down 
wages, your only thought is to save 
the taxpayer from bankruptcy. You 
want to reduce his tax rate if pos- 
sible. Now, let us suppose that that 
proposition is sound, that your pro- 
posal does become an ordinance of 
this city; let us suppose still further 


that the ordinary man who has a 


property worth say eight or ten thou- 
sand dollars and has an annual tax 
bill of $240 or $260 might I ask in the 
event of the passage of this ordinance 
where is that home owner going to 
get the other $230 or $240 even 
though you may save him $20 by this 


preposed action. I am going to add 
the additional thought that you. by 
your conduct here today, plus the con- 
duct of the other large employers of 
this country, that you are doing 
everything, unwittingly, perhaps, you 
are doing everything you possibly can 
to make his problem, the taxpayer's 
problem of next year, still harder. 
You may ask, how are the citizens, 
how are the employees of the city of 
Newark to be paid? And I grant you 
that it is a perplexing question, one 
that perhaps the average man cannot. 
answer offhand. 


What problems will you men con- 
sider one year from now when you 
are meeting again and perhaps your 
tax anticipation of next year is 
found to be more mythical than it is 
today? What is going to be your 
thought and what action will you 
take at that time? I believe the only 
sane and safe course for you gentle- 
ment to take is to come down four- 
square on this proposition and say, 
“No. No wage cuts; so far as New- 
ark is concerned we do not believe in 
them.” And that action, the morale 
of that action will be far-reaching. 
When this depression came on every- 
one seemed to concern themselves with 
getting work, getting employment for 
those who are out of work. It is up 
to you men to do it, it is up to the 
men in our legislatures to do it, and 
in our congress. All that is needed is 
confidence, a little pressure from our 
legislatures, that would put additional 
taxes upon those vultures who are al- 
ways lying in wait to buy up a man’s 
property that has beer. sold for taxes, 
Get money out of these people. You 
will find sooner or later they will 
come to realize that after all the best 
way of getting out of this trouble is 
to compel them to put their money to 
work, and when that is done we will 
get scmewheres. In addition, your 
wage cut proposal will not solve this 
problem. 
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Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to speak on this ordinance? 


Mr. Henry C. Reier, 827 South 
19th Street: Your Honor and mem- 
bers of the Board. I am here in op- 
position to the proposed wage cut 
particularly affecting the policemen 
and fivemen of our city. I just want 
to bring before you a few facts which 
will probably enlighten you before 
disposing of the proposed ordinance. 
I have here a certified and verified 
copy of the salaries of the various 
cities of our United States beginning 
the fiscal year of January, 1932. We 
have a minimum salary for policemen 
of $2,500 for Jersey City, and the 
maximum salary of $3,000. For the 
City of Newark we have a minimum 
salary of $2,100, and a maximum 
salary of $2,500. 


Mayor Congleton: You thought we 
did not know that? - 


Mr. Reier: I am just trying to re- 
peat it. 


Mayor Congleton: I thought you 
said you wanted to recite some facts 
that we probably did not know about 
that would enlighten the subject. 


Mr. Reier: Probably that you and 
your Board, if your Honor please, did 
not consider that. 


Mayor Congleton: We have con- 
sidered it, and we have considered it 
very, very carefully, and the repre- 
sentatives of the police and firemen, 
when we had this matter up before 
us, filed a schedule of all the salaries 
hereabouts with us. 


Mr. Reier: I agree with you whole- 
heartedly. We have at the present 
time what we call a depression. The 
policemen and firemen of our city or 
of any city in the United States, are 
the one who protect the citizenry and 
therefore, under the circumstances, is 


there any reason why they should be 
cut. At a fire on Broome Street nine- 
teen firemen were felled because of 
smoke. A number of years ago there 
Was a proposed ordinance to increase 
the wages of our policemen and fire- 
men, which did not take effect; and 
at this time there is a proposal to re- 
duce the salaries of our policemen 
and firemen. 


Mayor Congleton: No, you are mis+ 
taken in your facts. There was a ref- 
erendum, and the voters of the City 
turned down a proposal to increase 
the police and firemen when they were. 
not getting what they are now get- 
ting. Upon the initiative of the mem- 
bers of this Commission as it then 
existed, I prepared a bill which was 
introduced and passed by the Legis- 
lature, that notwithstanding the ref- 
erendum, gave the governing body 
the power to increase the salaries, 
and we did so. 


Mr. Reier: I am in error then, if 
your Honor please. 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, you are 
very much in. error. 


Mr. Reier: Considering then the cir- 
cumstances which the policemen and 
firemen give of their salaries, such as 
uniforms which they are compelled to. 
buy out of their own money; dona- 
tions contributed by the policemen 
and firemen out of their salaries. Be- 
fore considering the wage cut take 
into consideration the services that 
policemen and firemen have to render 
to the city. That they are not being 
renumerated sufficiently, 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to speak on this ordinance, 


Mr. John Hogan, President, Essex 
Council Civil Service Association: Mr. 
Mayor, Commissioner Gillen, Commis- 
sioner Howe, and Commissioner 
Egan: Last February we appeared 


here in opposition to any wage reduc- 
tion. We appreciated very much the 
attitude that you took at that time 
by stating that in view of the fact 
that the state or county had not set a 
precedent in the reduction of any 
salaries that you would take the 
stand. Since then conditions have 
changed that have put you in the 
rather embarrassing position, and we 
know that you have introduced a reso- 
lution contemplating the reductions of 
salaries. The Civil Service organiza- 
tion has held a meeting since that 
time and they seem to think that they 
have been discriminated against in 
view of the precedent that has been 
set by the State and the County. They 
think they are being more heavily 
taxed as employees of the City of 
Newark, which contribute a propor- 
tionate share of the taxes of the coun- 
ty, and their pension rights would be 
affected. The State in its statute 
that has been enacted specifically 
states “Deductions” and not “Reduc- 
tions” in salaries, and that it would 
stipulate it for one year; and the con- 
sensus of opinion expressed at that 
meeting was that they should be 
given the same consideration as the 
State and County employees and that 
they should not be discriminated 
against nor their pension acts af- 
fected. 


Mayor Congleton: There is no de- 
Sire on the part of any Commissioner 
«to in any way disturb the benefits 
that any member is entitled to under 


any pension fund, whether police, fire- 
men, municipal, Board of Works, 
Board of Health, and what not, and it 
was for that reason we stated in our 
ordinance that if during the period of 
these reduced salaries oy compensa- 
tion anyone retired or died, that the 
men who retired or their beneficiaries, 
in case of death, should obtain the 
same benefits from the pension fund 
as though this ordinance was not 
passed. 


Mr. Hogan: That is true; but the 
wording of the ordinance in itself says 
“Reduction in salaries,’ and, of 
course, reduction in salaries means re- 
duction, where dedluczion would act 
more as a contribution and it would 
in no way affect the salaries when it 
came to the question on pensions, 


Mayor Congleton: Do you think the 
employees you represent would be 
willing to sign waivers as well as the 
others? 


Mr. Hogan: I do not believe any 
waivers have been sent out to the 
State employees, and as far as I can 
learn they have trusted to the honesty 
of the employees to go along and be 
perfectly satisfied with the arrange- 
ment with the word “Deduction” in- 
stead of “Reduction.” 


Mayor Congleton: Do you think 
your group would sign a waiver if we 
changed the wording? 

Mr. Hogan: Well, I presume— 


Mayor Congleton: It is a legal 
proposition and we want to protect 
you in every way we can, Therefore, 
we feel we ought to be protected. 


Mr. Hogan: We feel that way, and 
we will be glad to dc our utmost to 


_ cooperate in every way to make it as 


lenient on the taxpayer as possible. 
We are only asking to be covered in 
our positions in regards to pensions, 
and stipulate a year’s time, and then 
if conditions warrant it we will have 
to reconsider the matter and discuss 
it further a year hence. 


Mayor Conglton: We are in a little 
bit different position than the State. 
The State’s fiscal year is July to July, 
and the State Legislature made up 
their appropriation bill during this 
last session. If we say a year we will 
be confronted with the proposition in 
January when we are making up our 
tax budget, and my thought would be 
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if a time limit should be fixed, it 
should certainly be a year and a half, 
because otherwise you put it right 
back to us in January when we are 
making up our tax budget, and the 
outlook today is not so good. You 
might better fix it a year and a half 
now and see what the situation is, 
rather than to have this whole ques- 
tion opened up again in January. We 
fix our budget for the calendar year. 


Mr. Hogan: The original State act 
was retroactive from January 1st, and 
when we spoke to Senator Wolber and 
Senator Kuser on the matter then 
they agreed to have it effective from 
July ist. 


Mayor Congleton: You see, their 
fiscal year is July to July and ours is 
January to January. The Commission 
will take your suggestions in confer- 
ence, 


Mr. Oliver T. Wood, 639 South 19th 
Street: Mr. Mayor and members of 
the City Commission, as representa- 
tive of the moulders union in Essex 
County, I have two things I wish to 
bring to your attention. First of all, 
we wish to reiterate the position as 
taken by the representative of the 
Essex Trades Council, of which we 
are a member, as regards wage cuts, 
and if they must come that they 
should come to those who have been 
receiving compensation in excess of 
normal conditions and times rather 
‘than those who have been receiving a 
minimized pay as city employees. The 
other matter we wish to bring to your 
attention is in reference to the state- 
‘ment made, I think it was three weeks 
ago, by you, Mr. Mayor, in reference 
to the Moulders attempting or propos- 
ing to accept a twenty per cent. wage 
reduction. This was not exactly cor- 
rect, as [ stated to you afterwards. 


Mayor Congleton: And I want to 
say that in looking at the stenograph- 
ers minutes I saw that I had said 


that the cut had been made What I 
should have said and what I meant to 
say was that the cut had been agreed 
to and new contracts had been sub- 
mitted taking effect as of July ist. 


Mr. Wood: Which is incorrect. The 
accepted wage reductions were for 
seven per cent. only in such places 
where the wages were in excess of 
the minimum rate of wages, bringing 
them down to the minimum rate of 
wages in the district, 


We are unanimously opposed to any 
wage reductions whatsoever. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to speak on the ordinance? 


Mr. Thomas Scully: Mr. Mayor, 
Commissioner Howe, Commissioner 
Gillen, and Commissioner Egan: 
Representing the Police Department 
of the City of Newark, we stand now 
as we have always stood, ready and 
willing to cooperate in any way with 
the City Commission. Nevertheless, 
we are oppoSed to any decrease in 
salary at this time. We realize thor- 
oughly that there is a depression and 
a majority of our members have been 
affected by this depression. I will 
safely say that ninety per cent. of our 
membership are affected by this de- 
pression, that they are contributing in 
some way to somebody not directly 
connected with their immediate fam- 
ilies. A reduction would be very 
detrimental to our ranks at this time. 

Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to speak on this ordinance? 


Mr. Andrew J. Brady, Jr., 17 Acad- 
emy Street: Mr Mayor and Commis- 
sioners of the City of ‘Newark I ap- 
pear here in the role of a friend of a 
group employed in the Department of 
Public Works, and it is with a spirit 
of cooperation that we submit slight 
changes in the proposed ordinance in 
regards to salaries of the city em- 
ployes. We respectfully ask this 


Commission to consider as an amend- 
ment or as a change in the proposed 
ordinance, one that will more likely 
correspond with other ordinances that 
have been adopted by the State and 
by the County. We feel that the City 
of Newark, being one of the biggest 
contributors to the taxes of the Coun- 
ty, and being one of the biggest con- 
tributors to the taxes of the State, 
that it would be a double hardship 
upon the employes of the City to ask 
them at this time to accept a salary 
reduction or deduction in excess of 
the salary reduction or deduction that 
will be accepted by the County em- 
ployees and by the State employees. 
We respectfully recommend therefore, 
that the schedule as adopted by the 
State be adopted by this Commission 
in regards to this ordinance, 


Mayor Congleton: We will take it 
into conference. Does anyone else de- 
sire to speak on this ordinance? 


(No response). 


Commissioner Egan: I move the 
public hearing be closed and that fur- 
ther action on the ordinance be post- 
poned until after the Commissioners 
confer immediately after this meet- 
ing.

Two weeks ago I appeared here in 
opposition to this permit and I .point- 


. ed out that on this intersection. we 


have two gasoline stations, and this 
one, if granted, would make the third; 
and within a space of five or six 
blocks there are now five gasoline 
stations. The Mayor at that time 
seemed to be in favor of this permit 
because he thought that these men 
who are making the application at 
this time were discriminated against; 
and I pointed out to the Mayor and 
the Commissioners that if the Adjust- 
ment Board used bad judgment in the 
past it was no reason or this Commis- 
sion to sanction a continuance of this 
bad judgment. I submitted at the 
last appearance a petition signed by 
twenty-three property owners and 
residents in the immediate vicinity all 
vehemently opposed to granting this 
permit.

There is also 
one directly opposite Sanford Avenue 
on the same corner, oni the east side. 
There are three others within a block. 
There are five altogether within three 
blocks. My property is assessed for 
about $90,000. I have seven vacancies 
now and three more going out on ac- 
count of the last gas station that was 
put there, and I strenuously object to 
any more gas stations going there. 

Commissioner Egan: Which is your 
property, the apartment house? 


Mr. Harper: On the northwest cor- 
ner. I have a twenty-four-family. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone de- 
sire to speak in opposition? 


Mr. F. W. Wilderotter: Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen, in answer to Mr. Har- 
per, Mr. Harper bought this property 
about two or three months ago. I 
happened to be counsel for the party 
selling it to Mr, Harper, and when Mr. 
Harper purchased this property there 
were these two stations operating. 
Therefore, I cannot see why this 
other station should in any way in- 
terfere or harm the vacancies in Mr. 
Harper’s apartments. I also know 
and have knowledge, representing the 
owner -who sold to Mr. Wilderotter, 
that there were five or six vacancies 
at that time, so I do not see that 


there are any more vacancies at this 
time, or why if Mr. Harper had knowl- 
edge of the condition of Sanford Ave- 
nue, and knowing that this other cor- 
ner was vacant, he certainly must 
have assumed that at some future 
time a gas station would be erected. 


Mr. Harper: Could I correct a state- 
ment of the gentleman? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, sir. 


Mr. Harper: I bought that property 
in April, Since that time I am not 
being notified at all. There has been 
another gas station placed there and 
I was not even notified about this 
gas station. I just want to correct 
that statement.

C ommissioners, we are workers of 
the canal, I am here in behalf of my 
fellow workers. We all have large 
families, we are unable to get along 
with the pay that we are getting 
now, and still you want to cut our 
wages. 


Mayor Congleton: No, we do not 
want to cut them; but we cannot get 
sufficient aid from the State Emer- 
gency Fund to do anything different 
than we are doing; and that appro- 
priation was made with the proviso 
that we could continue work relief for 
one week more from July 1. The first 
orders were that we stop relief work 
July 1. After much urging and the 
filing of many papers with the State 
Board, we got permission to continue 
it for one week with a reduced ap- 
propriation. from the State Fund. As 
it looks today, all work relief will 
stop one week from July 1. We are 
still working on it, however, and hope 
that you may continue If we do, it 
will have to be at the reduced rate, 
because we are not getting the funds 
from the state to do anything dif- 
ferent. This is not of our doing at 
all. 
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Mr. Alfone: But, Commissioners, 
our cut has been thirty per cent. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, you are not 
a regular city employee, dear man; 
tais is work that we tried to make to 
give you a chance to do something, 
and we have got to cut our garment 
according to our cloth. We cannot 
pick money off trees, and if the state 
does not come to our assistance we 
are just through. 


Mr. Arthur Scuarano, 279 Orange 
Street: 


Mr. Mayor and Honorable Commis- 
sioners, as I understand you, you are 
going to cut the wages, but it is not 
your fault. I am going to ask your 
Eonorable Commissioners that when 
it rairs why not allow the men to be 
paid for that day. 


Mayor Congleton: Simply because 
we haven't the money, dear sir; we 
would like to give every man that is 
out of work a position at fair pay. 
We simply haven’t the funds. 


Mr. Scuarano: But, Mr. Mayor, I 
am asking you that if it should rain 
for two days, at the present scale of 
wages consider what a man must 
earn. 


Mayor Congleton: I understand; 
and if we do what you ask you will 
all be through just that much quicker, 
because we only kave a certain 
amount of money. The allotment to 
the City of Newark was based on 
population the same as it was in 
other parts of the state, and when 
that money is gone we are through. 
We are working and doing our utmost 
to have the state continue giving the 
aid that they have been giving here- 
tofore; and as I say, the night be- 
fore July 1, we got word that we 
could continue for one week further 
with a reduced contribution from the 
state. We are hoping that the final 


i> 


word will not come through to stop. 
They are saying to us that relief is 
too expensive and we will have to go 
to the other alternative of direct re- 
lief through the Department of Wel- 
fare. I personally am very much op- 
posed to that. I think it is much bet- 
ter for the morale of the people to 
permit as many as we can to earn 
some money, supplementing where we 
have to in the other direction. We 
are doing our utmost to try and get 
ourselves in the position where we 
can carry on.

Don’t you think it would be better 
if there was more investigation made 
down at the airport? There is men 
working down there that own prop- 
erty and have a business. If those 
men were put off, at least other men 
that need work could be put in. their 
places, 


Mayor Congleton; I have no doubt 
that there may be some cases creep 
in, but we have used our best en- 
deavors through all the agencies that 
we have at our command, and they 
are many, to try and give the work 
to those that needed it most. Now, 
where you have got something over 
six thousand men working part time, 
I have no doubt that a fraud has 
been perpetrated upon us in some in- 
stances; but I am convinced in my 
own mind from my own investigations 
and tabulations that it is a very, very 
small percentage. Of course, we will 
continue to do what we have been do- 
ing by investigating that, and when- 
ever we get any information that 
looks reliable we never fail to follow 
it up. 


Mr. Barbario: But the thing is, 
when you make investigations there is 
only one way you can inxestigate that 
thoroughly if you have men working 
right down there with a pick and 


shovel to get the information out of 
them in that way. As far as going 
to investigate from house to house, 
that is no investigation at all. 


Mayor Congleton: You may think 
so. Our experience has shown to the 
contrary. There is no place to get 
better information than from a per- 
son’s neighbors and from his church. 
We have been very fortunate in hav- 
ing all of the churches, practically, 
in this community, cooperate with us, 
and we have used them to the fullest 
extent in getting the real low down 
condition of a person’s family con- 
dition; and I know of no one who is 
better qualified to tell us what those 
conditions are than the clergyman or 
priest or rabbi, whoever he may be; 
and they have cooperated with us one 
hundred per cent. 


Mr. Barbario: You are right there. 
But there is a lot of people, all they 
do is going around crabbing they 
haven’t got no money, and go to their 
minister, priest, or rabbi, whatever it 


may be, and naturally, he takes their 
word for it. 


Mayor Congleton: Oh, no, they do 
not; they know home conditions better 
than you do, 


Mr. Barbario: To a certain extent 
they do; but there is hundreds of them 
down there that really don't need it. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, we will 
look into it if you will give me the 
names of any of them. 


Mr. Barbario: I don’t like to go 
ahead and give any names out. 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t mean for 
you to give them publicly; you can 
send them to me or you can tell them 
to someone. in my office. We will be 
only too glad to find out any person 
who has perpetrated a fraud upon us.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Chamber, 
City Hall, Newark, at 10 A. M. Stan- 
dard Time, 11 A. M. Daylight Saving 
Time. 


Present: Commissioners Egan, Gil- 
len, Howe, Mayor Congleton 


Absent: Commissioner Murray. 


The minutes of meeting of July 6th 
were read and approved. 


The City Clerk presented An ordi- 
nance providing for the opening of 
Raymond Boulevard from Broad 
Street northwesterly to Warren Street 
and Wickliffe Street, and stated that 
today was the time fixed for hearing 
on the same. 

The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone de- 
sire to be heard on this ordinance? 


Mr. Ralph E. Lum, Griffith Build- 
ing: Mr. Mayor, may I ask whether 
there has been or is to be a like or- 
dinance covering Raymond Boulevard 
East as well as west? 


Mayor Congleton: From Broad 
Street to the Pennsylvania Railroad ? 


Mr. Lum: Yes. 


Mayor Congleton: As I recollect the 
‘canal bed has been thrown into the 
street. 


_Mr. Lum: There will be no ordi- 
nance whatever to make that a local 
improvement ? 


Mayor Congleton: I would say no 
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because the properties there all have 
street frontage now. 


Mr. Lum: The property of the 
Bowers Company on Washington 
Street has three streets. 


Mayor Congleton: That is west. 


Mr. Lum: That is on the west. And 
it is in much the same situation us 
property on the east, 


‘Mayor Congleton Except that this 
would give them a new street front- 
age. 


Mr. Lum: Which would be a dis- 
advantage rather than an advantage 
with the three already there, with the 
dimensions of the property. We have 
cooperated with the City, and protest 
against this as a special improvement, 
a local improvement. We feel that if 
this was a matter of merely opening 
up a street there would not be much 
substance in that objection; but with 
this feature that the street is a mere 
second thought, a very small incident 
in connection with a very large pro- 
ject which your engineering depart- 
ment has in the plans for the railway, 
this is a method of providing a rail- 
way which is to serve the entire city. 
The street will be an artery of traffic 
to the station. The original plan, as 
we understood it, contemplated this 
as a general improvement and we 
think the commission was on a sound- 
er basis when you were considering 
that. 


Mayor Congleton: For your infor- 
mation, Mr. Lum, I would like to say 
you are correct in that, and both or- 
dinances are before us today. The 
ordinance providing for this as a gen- 
eral improvement was very strenuous- 
ly objected to, and for that reason 
we have kept that one alive and in- 
troduced the other, and they are both 
here today. I agree with you that it 
will be a main artery and any assess- 


ment levied against any of the abut- 
ting properties, compared with the 
total cost, would undoubtedly be very 
small compared to what it would be 
if it was a brand new street. So far 
as Raymond Boulevard being a second 
thought, to some extent you are cor- 
rect in that. Our original plans did 
not contemplate it. It has only been 
undertaken at the insistence of many 
of the civic groups and business inter- 
ests of the community, looking forward 
to another connection with Route 10 
when it is finally fixed, which will 
bring the people, down into the center 
of the city; and if I mistake not, you 
represented one of the associations 
that advocated that very strenuously. 


Mr. Lum: The Broad Street Asso- 
ciation. And it will be a very great 
public improvement and advantage to 
the city, without doubt. | 


Mayor Congleton: Of course, you 
will have your day before the Assess- 
ment Commission when all those mat- 
ters will be taken into consideration. 


Mr. Lum: I understand that. Might 
I suggest if you do come to fixing it 
as a local iraprovement that you make 
every possible effort to fix with 
definiteness the limits for which the 
properties affected would be as- 
sessed ? 


Mayor Congleton: I do not think 
we would want to do that. 


Mr. Lum: If you can do that. And 
if you cannot do it, will you see that 
the situation is drawn with such 
definiteness that we can avoid a very, 
very fruitful lot of litigation, as you 
can see, as to where the railway ends 
and the highway begins; the floor of 
one is the roof of the other and there 
is a chance for very fruitful litigation, 
all of which can be avoided. 


Mayor Congleton: If we had not 
gone ahead with Raymond. Boulevard 
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it wou.d have been an open cut and 
then you might have been entitled to 
quite some damages, 


Commissioner Egan: I might say 
this to you, Mr. Lum: I was one who 
objected to this ordinance being a 
general improvement ordinance. I 
feit and do feel it should be a local 
improvement. Property in close 
proximity of that proposed thorough- 
fare will undoubtedly benefit greatly 
because of this artery for pedestrian 
and vehicular traffic; and I want the 
record to indicate in so far as I am 
concerned, that this Commission has 
no sympathy with your thoughts in 
the matter having to do with the 
definite area to be explained to the 
Board of Assessments when they deal 
with this assessment. I think that it 
will be utterly unfair to pass upon the 
city at large all of this cost, when, in 
my opinion, the territory in that local- 
ity will benefit so greatly because of 
this improvement; as I visualize it, 
the center of the city, the Broad and 
Market will be at Broad and Raymond 
Boulevard instead of at Broad and 
Market as it is today; and property 
values are bound to increase tremen- 
dously in that section, and I do not 
think that property owners in the 
neighborhood should be permitted to 
pass it on to the city at large and to 
gain the benefits, in my opinion, 


Mr. Lum: Wouldn’t that all be very 
much to the point if we were speak- 
ing of Raymond Boulevard East? 


Commissioner Egan: It is both east 
and west. 


Mr. Lum: You have covéred east as 
a general so that you are distinguish- 
ing and differentiating against the 
people who simply happen to be by a 
misfortune of chance on one side of 
Broad Street rather tham on the 
other; and if anything, the property 
on the east being much closer to the 
station would be vastly more improv- 
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ed. And it seems to us you are mak- 
ing fish of one— . 


Commissioner Egan: Two wrongs 
do not make a better right. 


Mr. Lum: We think we started 
right, that is the only difference. 


Commissioner 
with you. 


Egan: I disagree 


Mayor Congleton: I think there is a 
great deal of difference, Mr. Lum, be- 
cause the property east of Broad 
Street has had street frontage where 
people could drive in front of then, 
they had North Canal Street and 
South Canal Street; but you take 
west, take for instance, just to il- 
lustrate, the Kresge Store: When 
Raymond Boulevard is there with a 
sidewalk along it don’t you think that 
property will be benefited for show- 
room purposes, entrances and exits, 
with a street there rather than just 
the open cut? 


Mr. Lum: I think every property in 
the city would be benefited by it, but 
some more than others. Ours has 
already Plum, Plane, and Washington. 
I think we will be damaged and not 
benefited. 


Mayor Congleton: The people just 
across the street do not feel that way, 
because in the taking of property 
there are some little narrow strips 
and they are crazy to get me to sell 
it to them because it will give them 
access to this new street which they 
think will enhance the value of their 
property greatly. 


Mr. Lum: We desire to register our 
protest at this. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. Harvey D. Leuin, Lefcourt 
Building: Mr. Mayor and Commis- 
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sioners, on behalf of the Kresge 
Foundation, the Splitdorf Electrical 
Company, and the High Street Realty 
Company, I wish to go on record on 
substantially the same grounds that 
have already been stated by Mr. Lum, 
in protest against the opening of Ray- 
mond Boulevard as a local rather than 
a general improvement, 


Mayor Congleton: I imagine that 
the Assessment Comission will take 
care of you so far as the Splitdorf 
property is concerned, because Ray- 
mond Boulevard will be way below the 
grade there under-passing High 
Street But east of Plane Street 
where Raymond Boulevard will be at 
the same grade as the other streeis, 
those properties I think will be bene- 
fited. 


Mr. Leuin: Then the Kresge 
Foundation property and the High 
Street Realty property are more di- 
rectly affected in that connection? 


Mayor Congleton: You will have 
your day before the Assessment Com- 
mission on the question of benefits. 
Your objection here will be noted. 
Does anyone else desire to be heard? 


Mr. Morris Weinstein, 17 Academy 
Street: Mr. Mayor, on behalf of the 
Strauss Estate I desire to present a 
written communication and objection.

Rice and Louis Hood, 
as Executors of and Trustees under 
the Last Will and Testament of Flor- 
ence R. Strauss, deceased, and as Sub- 
st:tutionary Administrators, C. T. A. 
under the will of Bernard Strauss, 
deceased, as holders of the title to 
real estate of which Bernard Strauss 
died seized, situated on the Westerly 
side of Halsey Street immediately 
south of the old Morris Canal, and 
Irving Rice Strauss, as life tenant 
therein, herewith present their protest 
and remonstrance against the adop- 
tion of the above entitled ordinance 
which had its first reading on June 
22, 1932, and which will be taken up 
for further consideration before final 
passage at the meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners on Wednesday, 
July 13, 1932. 


The ordinance contemplates the tak- 
ing of a plot of land on the Westerly 
side of Halsey Street where it is 
erossed by the old Morris Canal im- 
mediately South of the Canal, having 
a frontage of 31.41 feet, an approxi- 
mate depth of 159 feet and a rear 
width of 30.80 feet. 


Some months ago the Commissioners 
authorized the taking of this same 
land under the Eminent Domain Act. 
The avowed purpose for such taking 
was the construction of a City rail- 
way and the laying of a public high- 
way. Under the proceedings taken by 
the City of Newark, the value of the 
land so to be taken, together with the 
damage to the remainder, was de- 
termined to be $410,000.00. The 
Commissioners were dissatisfied with 
this award and took steps to abandon 
the proceedings. 
to institute proceedings under the au- 
thority of the above named ordinance, 
to take the same parcel of land for 
the same purposes contemplated by 
the earlier proceedings, and it has not 


It is now proposed. 
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been concealed that the reason for the 
contemplated action is to have a new 
assessment of damages conducted by 
other commissions, to wit; the Board 
of Commissioners of Assessment, in 
the expectation of a lower awaré. 
The foregoing statement of facts 
demonstrates that the abandonment 
of the first proceeding was specious 
and not bona fide. Such an abandon- 
ment is not authorized by law, for, 
otherwise, a corporation clothed with 
the right of eminent domain would 
be empowered to “to abandon any 
judicial ascertainment that does not 
conform to its wishes and through 
the instrumentality of a new pro- 
cedure submit anew the question of 
just compensation” until an award 
was reached which the condemnor re- 
gards as sufficiently low. It is clear 
that such a procedure would “give 
undue advantage to one of the parties 
to the controversy and work a rank 
injustice on the citizen and property 
owner.” Objection is, therefore, made 
to the present proceeding at this time 
for the preservation of the objectors’ 
rights in the litigation which must en- 
Sue upon the adoption of the ordi- 
nance and to negative any contention 
that objectors’ silence constitutes con- 
sent or waiver. 


Objection is also made because the 
ordinance undertakes to make a new 
public highway of one already in ex- 
istence, and proposes to jlo this as a 
local improvement and at the expense 
of a limited district. Jt is common 
knowledge that several millions of 
dollars have been expended by the 
City in acquiring the fee to realty 
lying within a description of Ray- 
mond Boulevard as it appears in the 
ordinance—an expenditure which was 
justified because the improvement was 
general in fact as in name, i.e., one 
for the benefit of the whole of Newark 
and not only for a part of it. This 
view is supported by the ordinance on 
the same subject which had its first 
reading on March 16, 1932. and which, 
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except for postponements, has not 
been acted on subsequently. Is it not 
pertinent to ask why such an improve- 
ment so undertaken is now declared 
to be local in name and in fact? And 
is it not pertinent to ask why the 
owners of property in a given locality 
alone shall be at the expense of pay- 
ing for the same?

‘The assessment for paving is never 
spread beyond the property that 
abuts on the street.

We understand that you now have 
two ordinances under consideration, 
one which provides for the work to be 
done as a general improvement, and 
the other as a local improvement. 


It is our opinion that this proposed 
improvement is one which enures to 
the benefit of both the City at large, 
and property owners, such as our- 
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selves who will acquire new street 
frontages as a result thereof. 


We are quite willing that some 
reasonable assessment be levied 
against us for this improvement, the 
amount thereof to be considered here- 
after under the usual practice adopt- 
ed by law. .We, however, do vigor- 
ously oppose assessing the entire cost 
of this improvement to the property 
owners. We feel that the improve- 
ment is one which enures to the bene-

Mayor Congleton: Does any person 
have any matter they dpesire to ad- 
dress the Commission on this morn- 
ing? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel: Mr. Mayor, Com- 
missioners and citizens: J understand 
there is a movement afoot by a num- 
ber of men to oust the present form 
of government that Newark now en- 
joys and has enjoyed without blemish 
or scandal for the past seventeen 
years. This group of men who are 


trying to restore mayor and alder- 
manic rule to our city call themselves 
“Newark Property Owners Associa- 
tion,” and are being led by a man who 
is only a citizen of the United States 
for about six or seven years, whom 
we know nothing about—-we know no- 
thing about his past only that he 
came from Canada—and he has re- 
sided in Newark less than ten years. 
So what does he know about Newark, 
New Jersey, and mayor and alder- 
manic rule when he is only what I 
term!’ a carpetbagger and a false 
Moses, because he promises, over his 
signature, the impossible: A fifty per 
cent. cut in everybody’s tax bill. What 
does this Moses know about the Al- 
derman Lee and Alderman Baker- 
Kelly contract scandal? What does 
this Moses know about Alderman 
Schmidt selling a horse to the City of 
Newark while a city official, thereby 
causing a scandal and being compelled 
to resign as an alderman? Citizens 
of Newark, remember, if you restore 
mayor and aldermanic rule you will 
restore the notorious spoils system. 
“To the victor belongs the spoils’” was 
the aldermanic slogan, and you will 
instill into every Newark empployee’s 
heart the fear of losing their position, 
because civil service rule and the 
spoils system do not blend or mix, 
neither does oil and water. Citizens 
of Newark, be careful; you are being 
misled—misled, cajoled, hoodwinked 
and fooled by a Canadian carpetbag- 
ger.

Now, Mr. Parnell and your associ- 
ates, let us say that you have suffici- 
ent legitimate signatures of voters to 
recall these five commissioners. Take 
into consideration the cost of the re- 
call election, which will be about 
$100,000, a primary election to pick 
your candidates that will cost $100,- 
000, then the cost of the mayor and 
aldermanic election, which will cost 
another $100,000; then remember you 
must hold an election every year 
thereafter to cost $200,000. What 
will the taxpayer gain in the end? 
Higher costs make higher taxes that 
you cannot deny. Now, just bear in 
mind that Newark, through its Wel- 
fare Department for the poor, is taxed 
to the limit, the City of Newark is 
burdened to the limit and cannot at 
this time safely spend $100,000 for a 
recall and $100,000 for a primary and 
$100,000 for a mayor and aldermanic 
election.

We feel that 
the matter of assessments should be 
considered by the Board of Commis- 
sioners because the Ironbound Section 
will have to pay the taxes according 
to the rate, but at the same time the 
property owners can be helped and 
aided to the extent of their assess- 
ment. 


The property owners in that sec- 
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tion have been burdened with large 
assessments, especially the unit value 
per foot We feel that the unit value 
per foot is antiquatec. in that section 
due to the fact that the section, with 
regrets, has depreciated in value 


Commissioner Howe: Just a minute. 
I was born in the Ironbound District, 
lived there for over fifty years, am 
interested in the Ironbound District 
more than possibly any ather section 
of the city, financially. I would like 
to ask you where you received your 
information that the [ronbound Dis- 
trict is going to be raised per front 
foot or unit foot, and I feel, as head 
of that department, that I should 
know, mainly because of my interest 
in that section, and that if it was to 
be raised I would be one of the first 
to know it, and I have never heard of 
it. The reason I am asking you pub- 
licly, I think it is another one of those 
Fifth Ward political stories, and I 
want to kill it right away, 


Mr. Griffinger: Commissioner 
Howe, I do not want to take issue 
with you, but you put the question to 
me and I will answer it. And I feel, 
after I have answered it you will find 
it is not one of those Fifth Ward 
political stories, because the Iron- 
bound Improvement Association, I 
want it mentioned right now, is not 
in any way politically inclined. 


Commissioner Howe: I did not men- 
tion anything about the Ironbound 
Improvement Association. 


Mr. Griffinger: And 1 feel that the 
Commissioners would know, due to 
the fact that I am a member of the 
Bar, if I made such a statement it 
would not come from a political high- 
light.

Mayor Congleton: Does any person 
have any matter he desires to ad- 
dress the Commissior. on this morn- 
ing? 


Mr. Fred W. Dunn, 730 High Street: 


Gentlemen, I represent about at 
least 250 ironworkers of Local 11. 
There has been factions in our local 
for the last year and a half. I rep- 
resent one faction and Mr. Sherlock 
the other. This city work is all going 
to Sherlock. We haven’t a chance to 
get our men on this work unless we 
get you gentlemen to help us. This 25 
Highway all last year was done prac- 
tically by 45 men of Jersey City and 
Mr. Sherlock’s members. There was 
a meeting of men, and before even 
letting the foreman put our side to 
work he had them bring men in from 
New York and work all the way 
through on that job. We went to the 
foreman, the man that we had worked 
for, and he said he was powerless to 
hire anybody only Sherlock and Mr. 
Brandle sent him. We pay the same 
dues that Mr. Sherlock’s gang 
does, we pay $10 a month dues. 
We have men who have families that 
are almost starving just on account 
of Sherlock. If we are in the wrong 
the International can throw us out, 
but we are right. We won a decision 
by Vice Chancellor Berry doing away 
with this card and permit index sys- 
tem. We are licked still unless you 
gentlemen come to our rescue, because 
this Pennsylvania station is being 
manned by Local 45 men and Sher- 
lock’s gang. 


Mayor Congleton: What is Local 
45? 


Mr. Dunn: That is Jersey City. 


Mayor Congleton : Jersey City men 
working down here? 


Mr. Dunn: Yes, sir, there is a few. 
I checked on the job yesterday, and 
since I have brought this to your at- 
tention there is very few 45 men left 
there, possibly a half dozen. We are 
citizens of Newark and we are tax- 
payers. What we want on these city 
jobs is fifty per cent. of the work. 
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We want Mr. Sherlock’s gang to 
work as much as we do, but we 
want our share of it and we are pow- 
erless to get on any of these jobs be- 
cause they have what is known as a 
shop steward sent down there by Mr. 
Sherlock. Whenever the company 
wants a couple of men, that shop 
steward calls Mr. Sherlock’s office and 
he sends his men out. We would like 
to have you gentlemen help us get 
fifty per cent. of this work. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move it be 
referred to the Mayor’s department.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above date, 
in the Commissioners’ Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 10 A. M. Standard 
Time, 11 A. M. Daylight Saving Time. 


Present: Commissioners Egan, Gil- 


len, Howe, Mayor Congleton 
Absent: Commissioner Murray. 


The minutes of meeting of July 
20th were read and approved. 


The City Clerk presented An ordi- 
nance to license hawkers, peddlers 
and sellers of vegetables, green goods, 
farm products, shrubbery, plants, 
bulbs or products of the nursery in a 
common market or in stands or places 
in a common market in the City of 
Newark and providing penalties for 
violation thereof, and stated that to- 
day was the time fixed for hearing on 
the same. 


The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone de- 
sire to be heard on this ordinance? 


Hon. Walter D. Van Riper: Mr. 
Mayor, I would like to address the 
Commission, if I may, for a moment, 
on this ordinance. I assume that the 
ordinance that is now before the Com- 
mission is the same ordinance that has 
been published for the past two 
weeks, is that correct? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes. 


Judge Van Riper: I represent the 
Newark Farmers Market, Inc., the 
corporation which owns the market 
known as the Farmers Market. The 
stock of this corporation is owned by 
the farmers who use the market as a 
place for selling their goods. The 


cerporation has paid out and obligated 
itself to the extent o? approximately 
$400,000 for the land which it has 
purchased and contracted to purchase, 
and for the improvements which it 
has put on that land. consisting of 
improving what was heretofore 
swampland so as to make it adaptable 
for market purposes, and the putting 
of electric lights all without cost to 
the city. The streets surrounding the 
market have been improved by the 
city and the assessment has been 
levied upon this land owned by the 
Farmers Market Corporation, so that 
the investment which the farmers 
have put into this enterprise is en- 
tirely without any burden upon the 
city. Now, under normal circum- 
stances an investment of approxi- 
mately $400,000 entitles one to some 
standing as a substantial business 
concern; and I think under normal cir- 
cumstances an investment of that 
kind, subject as it is to the property 
tax which it carries, is enough of a 
burden for the owners of that busi- 
ness to carry. I would like to make 
it clear that we do not appear in any 
attempt to evade any responsibility 
for payment of any obligation which 
we ought to be called upan to pay in 
order to run the business of the City 
of Newark. We say to you that while 
we feel by reason of that investment, 
by reason of the fact that we relieve 
tke City of 'Newark of the responsibil- 
ity for investing its money for a mar- 
ket for us and have taken a piece of 
property and developed it and are 
paying taxes on it, despite the fact 
we are entitled to consideration by 
reason of that fact alone, that if in 
the judgment of this commission it 
is necessary for the conduct of this 
city, in order to raise money, that we 
pay a further share cf the burden of 
the city government we are perfectly 
willing to pay that share provided it 


. is a fair and reasonable share, and 
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provided that it is taxed alike upon all 
men who do business in the city in 
our line of business. This ordinance 


i 


J- 


appears to be most vicious on its face 
because it exempts from the payment 
of this $100 license fee those farmers 
who occupy the market owned by the 
City of Newark. Now, we haven’t 
any argument if the City of Newark 
wants to own its market and wants to 
go in the market business. But it 


seems to me most unfair, gentlemen, 


if the City of Newark erects a market 
and says to the farmers, “You can 
stand in our market free so far as 
the license is concerned, or each and 
every man here pay a nominal license, 
which amounts to practically nothing, 
by paying us a rental or stand fee, it 
does not anymore than cover the 
amount of taxes which this corpora- 
tion has to pay to the city by way of 
taxes upon its property. And what 
this ordinance seeks to do is to dis- 
criminate between the man who 
stands in the city-owned market and 
pays simply his stand fee as he comes 
in, and the man who stands upon what 
practically is his own property and 
for which he pays- a tax to the city. 


Now, if you want to get revenue, 
and after all, that is the purpose of 
this ordinance—it says so on the face 
‘of it--what about the farmers who 
come into the City of Newark, drive 
up to a commission house, unload 
their produce and go back home. They 
do not pay the City of Newark any 
license fee, and they are exempt from 
this ordinance because it only pro- 
vides for those who do business in a 
common market. I say on the basis 
of fairness, justice, and in the hope 


_and belief that this Commission will 


see that this revenue is raised in a 
manner that is fair and just and does 
not discriminate against any one man 
in a class. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. Louis Auerbacher, Jr.: Mr. 


‘Mayor and members of the Commis- 


sion, as president of the Steuben 
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Holding Company, I want to protest 
against this ordinance in its present 
form. 


Commissioner Gillen: Does it apply 
to your market? 


Mr. Auerbacher: It says the ordi- 
nance is enacted “for the purpose of 
raising revenue for the regulation and 
control of the business of hawking, 
peddling and selling vegetables in any 
market or any stands or places in a 
common market.” The Essex Market 
has about twenty-five stands which 
would come within the language of 
this ordinance, 


Commissioner Gillen: It was not the 
intention to include your market in it. 
Whatever change may be made neces- 
sary in the ordinance will be made to 
exclude your market, because you 
have put up a big building there and 
the tenants are mostly Newark citi- 
zens who are taxpayers outside of the 
market. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. William Meachon, 261 Bruce 
Street: Gentlemen, I represent the 
Unemployed Council, composed of un- 
employed— 


Mayor Congleton: This has to do 
with the market ordinance. You will 
have to wait until this matter is over. 
Does anyone else— 


Mr. Robert Davis, 385 Springfield 
Avenue: Don’t we have.an opportun- 
ity to speak about— 


Mayor Congleton: We are going 
ahead with our business. You have 
always had an opportunity to speak. 


Mr. Louis Adler, 50 Shanley Ave- 
nue: I want to speak on the market 
and some of those auctioneers stores. 


Mayor Congleton: We have a speci- 
fic ordinance before us. 


Mr. Adler: This includes to raise 
revenue from that too. This propo- 
sition I want to bring up will help the 
taxes of the city. 


Commissioner Gillen: You do not 
want to speak on this ordinance that 
is now before us? 


Mr. Adler: It is something on this 
ordinance of taxation. 


Mayor Congleton: All right. 


Commissioner Egan: This is not the 
ordinance that is before us. 


Mr. Adler: Where revenue could be 
brought in— 


Mayor Congleton: He wants to 
broaden it out to include something 
else. 


Mr. Adler: Gentlemen, I just hap- 
pened to see about that market to 
raise revenue for the city. We have 
in Newark quite a few stores, people 
coming in and opening a store for 
two weeks, for a month; they dont 
pay any revenue and they kill the 
other locations. 


Mayor Congleton: We have already 
passed an ordinance to take care of 
those itinerant merchants. Does any- 
one else desire to address the Com- 
mission on this particular ordinance? 


Commissioner Gillen; I might say 
about this ordinance, in reply to 
Judge Van Riper, that the reason we 
did not include farmers who come to 
the city-owned market is because they 
pay what we thought was a suitable 
fee for the privilege of selling goods 
in the city-owned market, We thought 
that at the end of the year the ac- 
cumulation of those fees of each 
farmer would pay the city-owned 
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market a sufficient revenue to compen- 
sate the city for their privilege of 
doing business. Judge Van Riper 
says the farmers who come to the 
farmers’ owned market also pay in- 
directly to the city for doing business 
there; he says they formed a corpora- 
tion and they own the land and they 
pay taxes on that land to the City of 
Newark. That is true, they do pay 
taxes. But the previous owners of 
that same land were forced to pay 
taxes before the farmers took it over. 


Now, some time ago the City Com- 
mission took up the question of li- 
censing all sorts of peddlers and it- 
inerants that come to the city and do 
business here, including many cor- 
porations that sell goods from 
wagons, running their wagons 
through the streets and selling from 
house to house. Many of these com- 
panies are outside companies, they 
come from outside of the City of New- 
ark and do not belong here, and they 
are doing a very grave injury to the 
merchants who are doing business in 
the stores of our city, and they are 
doing a very grave injustice to the 
owners of these properties in which 
these merchants are doing business. 
And the Commissioners at that time 
prepared a sort of omnibus ordinance 
to impose license fees on many of 
these companies, ‘and for one reason 
or another, fear of one legal technical- 
ity or another, that ordinance has 
been put aside and nothing has been 
done upon it. And I think that the 
Nity Commission now is faced with 
the serious situation of a very big 
drop in real estate valuations, a big 
constant decrease in the ratables from 
which the city must collect its taxto. 
And we agreed then, and I guess we 
are agreed now, that we must look 
to many other sources for sufficient 
revenue to pay the operating ex- 
penses. of the city government. Real 
estate no longer can bear the heavy 
burden that has been imposed upon 
it. Judge Van Riper saiq there are 
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a great many who want to tax every- 
body else except themselves, they 
want the burden to fall on everybody 
but themselves. That is true. But 
the City Commissioners must not 
recognize those people or give them 
any special privilege, we must tax 
them all. I am seriously thinking 
that the heaviest kind of tax should 
be imposed on all chain stores and all 
of those itinerants who operate 
wagons through the streets of New- 
ark, because unless there is a very 
heavy tax imposed upon them, all of 
the smal] merchants—maybe not all 
of them, but a great percentage of 
them, will be forced out of business 
even in normal times. I think of all 
the bad things that has come to mod- 
ern life, the big chain stores, formed 
by companies throughout the country 
and coming into a city and in one 
way or another underselling the legi- 
timate native ‘merchant who always 
did business here, and putting him 
out of business, leaving his store 
empty and the property non-produc- 
tive and the city is unable to collect 
its tax from that property, the chain 
store is the worst. The only way you 
ean fight this evil of chain stores 
that is offering the most unfair kind 
of competition to the small merchants, 
to my way of thinking, is by impos- 
ing such a heavy tax upon that class 
of business and upon the itinerant 
merchant that sells from the wagon 
and offers the same unfair com- 
petition to the small storekeeper, put 
the heaviest kind of tax upon him so 
that he won’t come to the City of 
Newark and he won’t enter into un- 
fair competition -—here and put our 
small native merchants out of busi- 
ness, destroy our properties and val- 
ues and prevent the city, through its 
taxing department, from collecting 
taxes on such properties. Now, Judge 
Van Riper says the farmers who own 
their own market down there are in a 
different position from this, and says 
they are willing to pay some tax, but 
they think that the amount of tax 
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imposed by this ordinance would be 
too heavy; and he also says that we 
must extend that tax to the farmers 
who already pay to the city a fee in 
the city-owned market for the privi- 
lege of doing business there. The dif- 
ficulty, Judge—I am going to talk to 
you a little bit more free than I would 
if I were up to the court-house and 
you were on the bench. 


Judge Van Riper: I will remember 
when you do get up. 


Commissioner Gillen: The difficulty 
with the farmers whom you represent 
is that just before the time we were 
about to abolish the farmers market 
over on Commerce Street, which had 
been there for a great many years 
and operated by the ‘City of Newark, 
they undertook to go into the real 
estate business, and they thought they 
saw a very bright prospect in taking 
over a city function, in buying prop- 
erty and making that a very profit- 
able thing for themselves. That is 
all right, we haven’t any serious ob- 
jection about that either. But from 
time on they have been trying to dic- 
tate to the City Commission what it 
should do. They have been trying to 
dictate in more ways than one. They 
are trying to dictate now when we 
say they ought to pay. These farm- 
ers come from outside. They do not 
come to Newark because they like the 
city at all, they come here because 
they want to make a dollar, they want 
to come in here and exchange their 
farm products for our good money and 
take it out with them. We need their 
farm products and we have no objection 
to that, but we do object to these non- 
residents who have no interest in the 
City of Newark save and except to do 
business here without paying rents in 
stores, regularly designated stores as 
other merchants are forced to do. 
And in addition to that they want to 
dictate the city’s policy; they have 
done it from the time that this whole 
controversy started. Down where the 


city-owned market is there was a 
wholesale provision market establish- 
ed there by a great many merchants 
who had been doing business in New- 
ark for years, most of whom are 
residents of Newark and taxpayers of 
‘Newark. They went there and put up 
their buildings ang have been con- 
ducting the wholesale provision busi- 
ness there for a long time, and they 
sell products that are raised right 
here on ‘arms near Newark and 
throughout the State of New Jersey 
and they also sell a vast amount of 
products that are raised all over the 
United States, and in foreign coun- 
tries, if you please,—products that the 
people of Newark want and the mer- 
chants of Newark want. And when 
the change was to be made from Com- 
merce Street they interceded with us 
as heavy taxpayers and men who had 
been doing business in Newark for 
years, and men who had employed a 
large number of citizens of Newark 
to work for them, and now employ a 
large number of Newark citizens who 
are now working for them and who 
pay a very substantial tax bill to the 
City of Newark. These men suggested 
that the city open a farmers market 
close to their provision market on 
Miller Street and Avenue A, and they 
pointed out that there were plenty of 
facilities for that purpose, lots of va- 
eant land with rail facilities, very 
ample rail facilities, better facilities 
than in most any other part of the 
City of Newark. And if your clients, 
the farmers who went down to the 
Island and started that market, had 
gone to some place in the vicinity of 
the wholesale provision market on 
Miller Street and opened a farmers 
market there, there never would have 
been any desire on the part of the 
City of Newark to continue the opera- 
tion and ownership of a city-owned 
farmers market. But they went off 
a long distance away from the whole- 
sale provision market and left the 
wholesale provision dealers who were 
citizens of Newark, heavy taxpayers 
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of Newark, employing Newark citi- 
zens to work for them, they left tném 
high and dry. And then the City de- 
cided that that was bad policy; that 
from an economic standpoint, and 
from every standpoint affecting the 
situation, that both markets should 
be located adjoining ox very close to- 
gether, and that they could operate 
more economically that way, because 
the merchants anq those having to 
buy the products handled by the farm- 
ers and by the provision dealers, 
could go there and shop very quickly 
without going from one point of the 
city to another, with the consequent 
delay. The farmers located down on 
Hog Island, and the City created and 
owns and operates a farmers market 
on Miller Street and Avennve A. And 
now we say they ought to pay some 
tax in accordance with the policy dis- 
cussed and adopted some time ago by 
the City Commission, that all of these 
itinerants should pay taxes, all of 
these outsiders should pay taxes. 
There ought to be a substantial tax 
placed on the farmers coming in from 
outside of the city and doing business 
there on what you say is their own 
market. I still can not see any 
serious objection to that. If there is 
anybody that does see any serious ob- 
jection to a policy of that kind, all 
they have to do is look at Atlantic 
City. In Atlantic City everybody that 
does business there is taxed and taxed 
plenty, whether they pay rent in a 
store or a public market or wherever 
they go; they are all taxed in Atlan- 
tie City, and there doesn’t seem to be 
any difficulty in collecting the taxes 
down there, notwithstanding many of 
our own fears that there are some 
legal obstacles to imposing and col- 
lecting certain kinds of taxes. So I 
think the farmers are in bad stand- 
ing and do not come in here with 
clean hands to object to this ordi- 
nance. If the chief objection is the 
amount of the tax there might be 
some discussion on that subject and 
the City Commission might take un- 
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der advisement and discuss it at their 
own leisure ang decide whether it is 
too heavy or not. That is a question 
that is open to discussion. But when 
you say that we can use our judgment 
as to whether we are getting sufficient 
revenue from the farmers who occupy 
the city-owned market and do busi- 
ness in the city-owned market, with- 
out imposing a further tax upon them, 
you.are getting into our business, and 
I do not think you are right about it. 
1 think the City Commissioners them- 
selves must decide whether that rev- 
enue which comes from these farmers 
in the city-owned market is sufficient 
without imposing any further tax on 
them, and that the other market own- 
ed and operated by outsiders, we think 
what they are paying in taxes now on 
this property which they own is not 
sufficient and that a further tax should 
be imposed ypon them, we have a 
right to do that. But there may be 
some legal technicality about that. 
But if we sit here listening to and 
considering legal technicalities we 
will never collect any taxes at all, be- 
cause there was never a tax that was 
imposed that you could not raise a 
hundred legal technicalities to show 
that that tax was illegal. In view of 
the protest made, and to consider the 
objections, I would move that the final 
passage of this ordinance be laid over 
for two weeks and that the matter be 
taken up in conference. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes;

I remember saying if 
in the judgment of the Commission we 
should pay this tax or any other fair 
tax, so long as it was passed upon 


everybody alike, we were willing to 
abide by it. I want to express ap- 
preciation for the fact you put this 
matter off so as to give it further 
consideration,

Auditor’s Trial Balance as of June

Mayor Congleton: Does any person 
have any matter they desire to ad- 
dress the Commission upon? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel: Mr. Mayor, I 
read in last night’s News that the 
owners of the new lodging house on 
Mulberry Street demand a five year 


lease. I hope the depression does not 
last five years more. I am tired of it 
now. 


Mayor Congleton: I am with you on 
that. 


Mr. Zemel: Another item I read is 
that they are going to ask for free 
taxes on the building but they are go- 
ing to collect rents. 


Commissioner Howe: I am against 
that. 


Mr. Zemel; I am with you because 
every dollar spent for all things in 
the City of Newark touches my poc- 
ket. Commissioner Egan has the 
right idea, nobody in the city of New- 
ark, after shey come here, is entitled 
to any aid from the city in the way 
of being given shelter, aid, or food 
unless they are here five years. Most 
of these lodgers are transients. Some 
of them just come here because New- 
ark is down on the map as an easy 
town. The lodging house keepers of 
Newark occupy valuable property and 
pay taxes, or if they pay rent they 
help the landlord pay the taxes. 
Most of them are suffering because we 
have no lodgers. The city has entered 
into competition with them, very 
esrious competition. These lodging 


house keepers are willing to lodge the 
worthy. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. Harry Green: Mr. Mayor. and 
gentlemen of the Cornmmission, I am 
glad you have established the mu- 
nicipal lodging house regardless of 
business interests or competition be- 
ing fair or unfair. I haye not seen 
the lodging house owners come here 
in a body and complain about your 
lodging men. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard ? 


Mr. William Meachon, 261 Bruce 
‘Street: 


Gentlemen, being a member of the 
Unemployed Council composed of un- 
employed workers and part-time work- 
ers, at our last meeting a vote showed 
all members were opposed to forced 
labor because in 1927 the State of 
New Jersey passed a law that it 
would pay no labor with anything but 
money. Also, we are opposed to send- 
ing the colored man back south. 


Mr. Robert Davis, 385 Springfield 
Avenue: 


Mr. Mayor and City Commissioners, 
I am speaking for several thousand 
unemployed workers who have elected 
and delegated a body to come here 
and present their demands and 
wishes. We have been here several 
times. On the few relief jobs that 
are given out there ig discrimination. 
The negroes are discriminated; they 
are given the dirtiest work, and when 
it comes to giving relief they are given 
the least, and the great majority of 
them are getting none. Single work- 
ers are not given any relief and 
neither are the youths. Workers on 
city jobs are deprived of accident 
compensation, 
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Mayor Congleton: Now, you don’t 
know what you are talking about. 


Mr. Davis: All right, I think— 
Mayor Congleton: Just a minute. 


Mr. Davis: I think there is a cus- 
tomary procedure which is given to 
any speaker. 


Mayor Congleton: You will be in- 
terrupted just as often as [ see fit to 
correct an error you are making. The 
city has paid compensation to every 
person engaged in work relief who 
has been injured, so that I want you 
to get that fixed in your mind. 


Mr. Davis; Is it correct that it is 
illegal to pay a worker in anything 
but cash, according to your law? 


Mayor Congleton: No, it is not. 
And under the statute passed recently 
for the emergency,—it is not the city 
that has fixed that policy, it is the 
state legislature. 


Mr. Davis: If that legislation was 
passed,, as I agree with you, it was 
passed without the consent of these 
workers on these jobs nor without the 
consent of the great majority of this 
city and this state. You are even go- 
ing further now. I see in the press 
you expect to go to those food pro- 
ducers to get the food that is edible 
but not salable, which means that the 
people with money refuse to buy it 
‘because it is rotten, and those people 
without money will be forced to eat 
it. We reject that. And not only in 
words, as will be seen later. 


Commissioner Egan: Wait a minute. 
What do you mean “Not only in 
words”? 


Mr. Davis: I mean we will refuse 
to eat it. ` 


Commissioner Egan: You infer that 


-Now, 


you would be glad to lead in physical 
movements. Now, let me say this to 
you— 


Mr. Davis:. I say we refuse to eat 
it. 


Commissioner Egan: You just wait 
a minute. Let me say this to you, 
when you address this governing body. 
you will act like a normal citizen. 
And if you come here possessing all 
of the characteristics of a professional 
“Red” you will not be accorded the 
privilege of addressing this board. 
just keep your feet on the 
ground, do not do any shouting, and 
present your propostion in a nurmal 
fashion. Otherwise,. we will deal with 
you in the manner in which you should 
be dealt with. You do not represent 
any thousands of people; you and two 
or three others have stepped into this 
situation when the authorities were 
attempting to do the best they could, 
in the hope of developing a mob scene. 
And you brought into the City Hall 
this morning just a few poor fellows 
who are suffering because of this eco- 
nomic depression, The government is 
set up to do the best it can under try- 
ing circumstances. And at no time in 
Newark, and I speak to you now as 
the Director of Public Safety, at no 
time in Newark will your type be 
permitted to take any position where 
you attempt, not truthfully, but be- 
cause of your own elaborated ideas, 
to represent a great mass of people. 
(Applause), 


You do not and you will not. And 
let me conclude by saying this to you: 
The rest of your presentation of this 
matter before the governing body will 
be done in a gentlemanly fashion. 
You will not try to question the right 
of the Chair to maintain proper par- 
liamentary procedure, and you will 
not attempt to create any feeling in 
the minds and hearts of these men 
who happen to be assembled here in 
the audience, who perhaps are suffer- 
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ing today, as are many other citizens. 
Many of your points are sound,. but 


you do not come here as a normal . 


citizen, you come here in the role of a 
professional Red. And at no time in 
Newark, no matter what the condi- 
tions are,. will your type of profes- 
sional Red be given any consideration, 
And bear that in mind, and that goes 
twenty-four hours a day regardless of 
you and those you are representing. 


(Loud applause). 


Mr. Davis: If I have the role of a 
professioal Red, you mean that— 


Commissioner Egan: I mean that 
you are a professional Red in my 
opinion, and that is how we have you 
tabulated in the Police Department, 
and I want you to know it and I want 
Newark to know it. 


Mr. Davis: The Police Department,. 
getting the orders from above— 


Commissioner Egan: Orders from 
me. 


Mr. Davis About ten days ago— 


Commissioner Egan; Wait a min- 
ute, You proceed with your presenta- 
tion and no extraneous discussions 
of other propositions. Submit your 
propositions that you have to the 
governing body, and the stenographer 
will take them down and the matter 
will be properly considered by the 
City Commission. And when you con- 
clude your talk you will take your 
seat, 


Mr. Davis: I also come here to pro- 
test against the breaking up of an 
open-air meeting held about two 
weeks ago on the corner of Waverly 
and Charlton Streets. However, about 
a week later I may mention that we 
had succeeded in winning the right to- 
hold an open-air meeting at the same 
corner. I want to mention one more 


point, a point of special importance, 
concerning its future effect. Attempts 
are being made here to evict and 
transport the negro people from the 
city of Newark to the southern 
states: North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Mississippi and Ala- 
bama. These five states are well 
known, not only throughout the coun- 
try but throughout the world as hav- 
ing the highest lynch record: The 
record of these five states amounts to 
about over three thousand since 1882. 
At present in one of these particular 
states, Alabama, an attempt is being 
made to legally lynch eight boys, in 
Scottsboro, Alabama. 


Commissioner Egan: That has no- 
thing to do with this city. 


Mr. Davis: I just want to point out 
why the negroes— 

Commissioner Gillen: We do not 
want to deport anybody except some 
person who is illegally trying to get 
aid from the city of Newark. We are 
asking the state to take them back, 
and we are willing to pay their trans- 
portation. It does not refer to the 
negro race, we have no prejudice 
against the negro race, it is against 
any person who is illegally here 
trying to get money from the 
city of Newark. 


Mr. Davis: You imply then that the 
newspapers were wrong here, because 
the newspapers did say— 


Commissioner Gillen: It is your own 
inference, it is the inference from the 
way you want to read the newspaper 
stories. Your mind is distorted. 


Mr. Davis: The negroes will refuse 
to do what one way they can do the 
other, if they are carried there dead, 
that they will resist I want to say 
the white workers of the Unemployed 
Council will support the negro work- 
ers who wish to remain here and who 
will refuse to go. 
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The demands in short are: 


1. Against force labor. We de- 
mand wages for work at the prevaii- 
ing union scale. 


2. We demand compensation for 
injury on all public works, 


3. No. evictions, no shutting off of 
gas, water or electricity of all un- 
employed or part-time workers, 


4. Free food and clothing to be 
given to the children of the unem- 
ployed at the public schools and pub- 
lie playgrounds. 


5. No evictions of negroes or white 
families from Newark . 


6. Cash payment of relief to fam- 


ilies regardless of length of time in. 


Newark: $4 a week for a single per- 
son, $8 a week for a couple, $1 ad- 
ditional for each dependent. 


In conclusion I want to say that 
the patience of the unemployed people 
of Newark has been taxed; it is very 
difficult as it is today for the unem- 
ployed council to try and stop these 
unemployed workers from taking in- 
dependent action. However, the un- 
tmployed council will not play the 
role any more of stopping the unem- 
ployed workers of taking independent 
action. 


_ Mayor Congleton: You are the kind 
that will be held responsible for try- 
ing to start an agitation, 


Mr. K. V. Knapp, Chairman of Gov- 
ernmental Cost Reduction Group, 107 
Lincoln Avenue: 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
Commission: The time is approach- 
ing, of course, for the new budget, and 
the group that I represent would like 
to have some definite action taken 
publicly before the actual presenta- 


tion of the budget. We would like to 
know costs and where economies are 
going to be practiced, and the various 
other factors that go to make a solid 
city. 


Mayor Congleton: What groups do 
you represent? 

Mr. Knapp: The Governmental 
Cost Reduction Group. 


Mayor Congleton: Of where? 


Mr. Knapp: Of Newark. Commis- 
sioner Egan pointed out some ten 
days or so ago that it is only a mat- 
ter of a short time when Newark will 
own all of the properties, which is 
quite true; and as Commissioner Gil- 
len pointed out this morning, it is 
necessary to get additional revenue. 
And we would like to know before the 
fifteenth or the first of January what 
is going to be taxed. 


Mayor Congleton: If you follow the 
public press you will find that anyone 
who has been interested enough to 
know what was going on, has been 
perfectly free to sit in conference 
when we are discussing our budgets 
and going over them, and we would 
be glad to see you and your group 
there. We spend weeks on our bui- 
get before it comes out. 


Mr. Knapp: That is very nice the 
way you say that, and we appreciate 
it greatly; but we feel that there are 
economies that can be practiced that 
possibly are not. 


Mayor Congleton: If you attend 
these conferences you will hear these 
matters discussed back and forth. 


Mr. Knapp: I thank you very much. 
I have attended the usual budget 
meeting, but it has usually resolved it- 
self in a demand on the part of the 
persons present for the commission to 
pick out specific instances at that 
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particular moment, which is quite 
impossible. , 

Mayor Congleton: That is when the 
budget has been formally approved 
and submitted. But for weeks before 
that we sit with open doors and peo- 
ple come there. 


Mr. Bernard Razanski, 306 Lafay- 
ette Street: 


Gentlemen, I am an unemployed 
worker. Today the young workers 
go into the city relief stations and 
are refused relief of any sort. The 
reason for this, we are told, is be- 
cause us young single workers have 
no dependents, and don’t need any re- 
lief. They discriminate against negro 
workers, as negro workers have told 
me and J have seen myself. We young 
workers when we worked in factories 
we supported families. When we 
worked in the factory we had fathers 
and mothers to support. Young work- 
ers too have stomachs and we demand 
we get city relief and jobs of the city 


government just like any other adult 
worker. 


Mayor Congleton: [s there anything 
further? 


Commissioner Gillen: I move we dd- 
journ.

Honorable Sir: 


It took my breath away when I 
read in a recent issue of the “New- 
ark Evening News” that the Farmer's 
Market is again a subject of debate 
by your Board of Commissioners. 
The “News” wrongly stated that the 
Department of Agriculture was for 
the move to force farmers to go to 
the City Market. From the outset 
we “supposed” agricultural experts 
tried to get an ideal situation where 
the farmer and all were together, but 
lack of space and past treatment 
given the farmer were obstacles and 
we finally gave up ir favor of the 
present farmer-controlled and farm- 
er-owned market. 


I personally know that ten Essex 
County farmers quit the old City 
Market because of inhuman treat- 
ment received there by those in 
charge. They went to New York and 
Paterson markets. That was true of 
farmers from eight other counties. 
These market gardeners have now re- 
turned to the Island Market to the 
advantage of consumers in Newark. 


Agricultural experts from nine 
eastern states have visited the pres- 
ent Island Market and believe it to be 
the best farmers’ market in the east. 
Nor was this market established 
hastily by farmers. The Agricultural 
Experiment Station, the State De- 
partment of Agriculture and County 
Agricultural Agents from ten coun- 
ties were called in for advice. 


At one of the largely attended 
hearings before your body on the 
market question the ,acting Mayor 
asked complaining farthers why they 
had not brought their’complaints to 
the Mayor. These farmers (oftimes 
with myself) took such complaints to 
the office of Mr. Corbett upon whose 
door’ were the words, “Personal rep- 
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resentative of Director Gillen.” 
Evidently they went no further. On 
two different occasions I wrote Di- 
rector Gillen personally about the 
dog-like treatment given the farmers 
by (I believe) Mr. McSpearitt, then 
in charge of the market. Most of the 
farmers worked all day in the heat 
and could (humanly like) only take 
so much at 10.00 at night from said 
gentleman, 


My feeling is that the imposition 
of the contemplated fee will not bring 
farmers to the City Owned Market. 
It will, however, cause some to go to 
New York, Paterson, Trenton and 
other markets to the disadvantage of 
Newark consumers. The farmers are 
now in the midst of establishing their 
own market in Paterson. Stock has 
been over-subscribed:and the leases 
have been signed. 


If you or any of your commission- 
ers have questions about the market 
situation in your city, I believe, I am 
safe in saying I can obtain the ser- 
vices of at least twelve of the so- 
called experts who advised the far- 
mers on their recent market adven- 
ture which to date has been more of 
a suecess than anyone dreamed of. 
All of us have studied and visited 
many successful farmers markets in 
this country. 


I trust that this will be treated as 
confidential as I would not go to the 
trouble of supplying any information 
not asked for to your commissioner 
under whose supervision the markets 
come. As I see it the market ques- 
tion is one of health and your com- 
mission need only concern itself with 
getting an abundance of fresh pro- 


duce to your consumers. A trip to 
the Island Market any evening (Fri- 
day in particular) should convince 
the most skeptical that it is being ac- 
complished hy the present set-up.

of the past year and with the im- 
position of a license fee of $100 each, 
it would mean an addition of $60,000 
annually to our living costs. 


The farmer who brings his produce 
to market here is an asset to New- 
ark. He aids Newarkers by bringing 
to them the best produce at a mini- 
mum cost. He deals with Newark 
merchants, purchasing here much of 
his supplies in the way of machinery, 
motor trucks and motor cars, fertil- 
izers, seeds, household goods and 
wearing apparel.

Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, I 
have anotner letter addressed to me 
and signed by Mr. Sherlock, business 
agent of the Iron Workers Union, to 
the effect that some eleven men on 
this work have given fictitious ad- 
dresses in Newark, and ask the Clerk 
to put this in the folder for confer- 
ence too; and I think we ought to use 
every effort to insist upon the rail- 
road company and the contractor to 
engage local labor. I do not see why 
we should be required to permit the 
expenditure of public money to labor 
outside of the City. It is not over 
two weeks ago that I discovered on a 
highway job they not only had non- 
residents of Newark, but non-citizens 
of the United States, who had been. 
imported here, as I understand it, 
from the Middle West; being employ- 
ed on a State Highway job and being 
paid out of public funds. I think the 
entire Commission should do every- 
thing possible to eliminate that prac- 
tice from the contractor and railroad 
company, or any other group that is 
given work to do in this City. 


Mr. Alexander Loeb: Gentlemen, I 
come here to speak about taxation a 
little. I trust you won’t say I should 
take my plea over to the Assessment 
Board, who are strangers to me com- 
pared to you; and being a property 
owner here, owning my one- family 
Thouse—but I was an owner of a six- 
family apartment which I have sold— 
in a way I am speaking to you in- 
-directly for the owner of this prop- 
erty. I have a slight mortgage on 
this property and he can not pay me 
‘because the rent is not paid. Land- 
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lords ‘have no security for their rent. 
I refer to the property owner here. 
We need laws to better protect the 
owner of property, as now with our 
one month’s notice, not to forget al- 
lowing the tenant $200 exemption. I 
have got a bill here, The City of New- 
ark to Uncle Sam—I made it out for 
you—where it cost the City of New- 
ark since 1920 to dae, since we had 
Prohibition, $38,000,000, a law which 
we don’t want.

Mr. Herman W. Brams: Gentlemen, 
I appeared here about six months ago 
and I attempted at that time to bring 
to your attention the question of 
clearing the slums in the Third Ward 
and erecting model houses. But I 
think the time has come, by reason of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion and the Home Loan Banks and 
other institutions that have been es- 
tablished to seriously consider that 
proposition. There are a number of 
blocks in the Third Ward that should 
be torn down and model houses erect- 
ed. The Prudential, I understand, 
contemplates starting to do something 
with their project sometime in the 
Fall. 


There should be established a com- 
mittee of city officials or city engi- 
neers, leading citizens who are inter- 
ested in planning certain improve- 
ments in the city. That committee 
ought to get together for the purpose- 
of looking into that matter with the 


to 


Directoy of Revenue and Finance. 


idea of planning something concrete. 
Money is now available for that sort 
of work, New York State Housing 
Commission has undertaken to carry 
forward their project of clearing some 
of those districts in New York City, 
and elsewhere in New York State. 


Mayor Congleton: There is no ma- 
chinery set up under our state laws. 
for the city to go into any such en- 
terprise. 


Mr. Brams: I don’t mean it from 
that angle. I don’t think the city can 
as a government help to finance any 
work of that kind, but I think that 
the city can be the leading spirit in 
carrying that .project forward by 
showing their interest in it. 


Mayor Congleton: The Commission 
will take it under advisement, 


Mr. Gaetano M. Belfatto: Gentle- 
men, high taxation is a morta] blow to 


the property owners, because the 
property owner does not get enough 
rent to pay the interest on the mort- 
gage. Thousands of property owners 
have lost their property because they 
are unable to pay the taxes. In have 
a memorandum containing a sugges- 
tion how to remedy the present con- 
dition, All taxes in arrears should be 
cut one-half because they can not be 
paid. The other half should be paid 
in five years in equal installments. 


Properties are not producing any- 
thing and they have decreased in 
value about fifty per cent. Now, 
about taxation in the future: Gentle- 
men, these taxes must be remedied. 
To tax fifty per cent. a piece of prop- 
erty, why, that is too much. They 
should be taxed one-quarter, because 
fity per cent., as a rule, is a mort- 
gage. If a property is worth $50,000 
and there is a mortgage of $25,000, 
why should we pay taxes on that 
mortgage? We pay six per cent. in- 
terest, That part of the property 
which is mortgaged should be immune 
from taxation. 


Mayor Congleton: Would you tax 
the mortgage then? 


Mr. Belfatto: I won’t tax that mort- 
gage. Why should you be penalized 
for taking or drawing $25,000 from 
your bank and putting it into real 
estate and then pay four per cent. 
on it? The other one-quarter should 
be allowed for vacancies, which are 
inevitable. We all know properties 
are not always rented, thereore, taxa- 
tion should cover one-fourth of the 
property. 


Now, gentlemen, I regret to say 
that our Mayor here first thought 
that salaries should not be touched. 
Well, he was right at that time. And 
he is also right now by taking the 
stand that salaries should be out. We 
have deluxe salaries in our city: $10,- 
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000, $15,000. Gentlemen, this is not 


right. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr, Belfatto, 
mignt I interrupt you for just a mo- 
ment at that point, because there 
seems to be not only in your mind but. 
in the minds of a great many people 
in the City of Newark that we have 
large, large numbers of city employes 
that are getting very nigh salaries. 
Now, I would like to state it as a 
positive fact that out of the thou- 
sands and thousands of city employees 
that come under this Commission, 
that there are just seventy-four that 
get over $4,500. 


Mr. Belfatto: Well, I am glad to 
know that situation, Mr. Mayor; but I 
suggest salaries above $10,000 should 
be cut down 40 per cent. 


Mr. Frederick J. Ullrich, 459 South 
10th Street: Gentlemen, I come before 
you to ask you whether you would 
reconsider the proposition turned 
down on June 22 for portable tanks at 
395 South 10th Street. 


Commissioner Egan: I move the 
matter be reconsidered and taken up 
in conference. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was deciared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: :

Mr. Dunsmore: There is any number 
of us here and we are just a little 
bit anxious to know what is going to 
happen, and we know these men are 
out-of-town men, any number of 
them, perhaps eighty-five of them. 


Mayor Congleton: It is the desire of 
every member of this Commission 
that all work that can be given to 
local people be given to them, and we 
have beeen battling that battle right 
along, and we intend to continue to 
do so. 


Rev. P. M. Beverly, 106 West Mar- 
ket Street: We come to bear a mess- 
age from a committee created by a 
mass meeting of colored citizens held 
in the Union Baptist Church on the 
evening of August 4, 1932. And we 
come to ask this Commission to help 
greate a better atmosphere in that 
very dense part of the city. 


Now, we would like each of these 
Commissioners, with the host of em- 
ployes, to use their good offices to 
bring about better relationship with 
the departments of the city. Appoint 
men who live in the area of the 
Fourth Precinct to committeees to 
bring about better relationship and 
let us have a more healthy atmo- 
sphere. All the trouble that happens 
comes from bad feeling between the 
citizenry. 


Mayor Congleton: All right, sir; we 
will be very glad to take the matter 
up and assist wherever we can. 


Mr. Frank J. Kosh, 68 Mott Street. 


Gentlemen, I have been before you 
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several times and you made a resolu- 
tion to the State Highway Commis- 
sion. It seems that I am making no 
headway. The Legislature hasn’t 
done anything for me. I went to the 
Attorney General’s assistant to get 
information and asked him why there 
wasn’t anything done. He told me 
the Legislature hasn’t done anything 
and they have adjourned. He told me 
the State Highway should put me on 
some position, which they haven’t 
done. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, I don’t 
know what more we can do than to 
continue urging the State Highway 
Department. We have no jurisdiction 
or power in the matter. We sympath- 
ize with you, but I know that doesn’t 
help you much. . But we will continue 
to urge the State Highway to do what 
they have held out to you that they 
would try to do. We will continue 
trying to assist you. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move the 
whole matter be referred to the State 
Highway Commission. 


Mr, Samuel Koldorf,. 398 Orange 
Street: 


Mr. Mayor and Honorable Commis- 
sioners: My protest is against the 
chain stores. They are handling groc- 
eries, butcher, vegetables, hardware 
and they don’t pay taxes. I will ad- 
mit it that I didn’t pay taxes. They 
get soda from Brooklyn. Why don’t 
they buy in Newark? There is plenty 
places in Newark selling soda. They 
sell near beer. I wonldn’t be a bit 
surprised if I get acquainted with a 
good manager they might be selling 
whiskey in the place. 


Mayor Congleton; When you find 
that out let us know. 


Commissioner Gillen I move we 
take the protest up in conference.

Rev. Tucker: No. I am speaking 
about the condition in general in 
which it has disturbed the peace of 
our people; good people of the city 
who keep tae religious life alive are 
afraid to walk the streets on account 
of the brutality that has been exhib- 
ited in the Third Ward. 
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Commissioner Egan: I would be 
very glad to take that up with you 
and correct any condition that you 
think is not proper. I wonder if you 
wouldn’t come in to see me and I will 
be very happy to go into iti thorough- 
ly. You see what it is here. We 
leave here and then go in conference, 
and then I have police trials at one 
o'clock. I will make an appointment 
with you. ’

Mayor Congleton: Does any person 
have any matter they desire to take 
up with the Commission? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel: Mr. Mayor ani 
Commissioners, I am interested in the 
affairs of the Centre Market. I would 
like to know exactly how much rent 
these people are in arrears, and I 
would like to know how much of that 
origina] $100,000 the City still has, 
and I want to know what the Commis- 
sioners intend to do with this build- 
ing; whether you are going to dis- 
possess the present tenant. I rep- 
resent a corporation that ig interested 
in leasing the Centre Market. They 
have authorized me to offer, on a five- 
year lease, $25,000 a year, and the 
privilege in the next five years for 
$35,000. And these people will put up 
a security of $10,000 cash, of course, 
to bear interest, I suppose, at five or 
six per cent. What I want to know 
is the exact status, the exact balance 
sheet on the market. 


Mayor Congleton: Of eourse, we 
cannot give you the exact figures 
here. We can easily get them. They 
are in arrears in rent for a substan- 
tial amount. Commissioner Gillen has 
the matter in hand, and had the mat- 
ter up in conference with the Com- 
missioners yesterday, and I am sure 
he would give you every bit of in- 
formation you want. 


Mr. Zemel: That would not be suf- 
ficent. I think the citilzens of New- 
ark are entitled to know. 
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Mayor Congleton: There is no in- 
tention to keep anything back, but 
you are asking for specific figures 
and we haven’t them here on our 
desk. 


Mr. Zemel: I agree with you; but I 
want to know if the original $100,000 
is wiped out. 


Mayor Congelton: My recollection 
on that is that there is still $50,000 
cash in hand. If you want positive in- 
formation— 


Mr. Zemel: How much are these 
people in arrears as against that in 
rent? Is that $50,000 wiped out yer 
or isn’t it? 


Commissioner Gillen: Yes. 


Mayor Congleton: By rent? Yes. 

Mr. Zemel: Then according to that 
you are in a position to dispossess 
the present tenant 


Commissioner Gillen: Yes. 


Mr. Zemel: That is what I want to 
know. And are you in a position to do 
business as to a new tenant? 


Commissioner Gillen: We have not 
decided on that, Mr. Zemel. We had 
it up yesterday, we have had it up 
frequently, and we have been trying 
to work the matter out with the 
lessees; and last spring they promised 
to do certain things by July or 
August. They thought they could re- 
finance, reorganize, get in some things 
in the building which would add to the 
revenue and which would place them 
in a position to pay the rents agreed 
upon. July is past and August is 
here and they have not yet decided 
- Just what they can do. 


Mr. Zemel: The corporation I rep- 
resent is reliable, responsible and has 
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the required amount of money to put 
up; and that is their bona fide offer. 


Commissioner Gillen: Well, $25,000 
a year I would say offhand would not 
interest the City at all. 


Mr. Zemel: For the first five years; 
and $35,000 for the next five. 


Commissioner Gillen: It would not 
interest the City for the first half 
of it. 


Mr. Zemel: I understand you are 
only getting $26,000 now, isn’t that 
so? 


Commissioner Gillen: That is all 
since April. We are supposed to get 
$100,000. But they are in arrears on 
that $100,000 a year. They paid 
$100,000 up to April, and since then 
they have been in arrears and have 
paid only $26,000 a year. But they 
are supposed to take that matter up 
this month or last month; and they 
Were supposed to take it up this 
month and agree to pay the arrears 
and pay for the balance of the year 
at the rate of $100,000 a year. 


Mr. Alex Loeb: Gentlemen, you 
know I appeared before you on ‘Au- 
gust 10th for better protection of the 
landlord. If the landlord had better 
protection the City of Newark would 
have better protection and could pay 
its debts and pay everybody. A man 
can move into a place and say, “I will 
take it for a year.” The landlord 
decorates it and paints it— 


Commissioner Gillen: How can the 
City cure that? We are operating 
under state laws, 


Mr. Loeb: You have got a lobby at 
Trenton, and you could have bills in- 
troduced to correct that and make it 
better for the City. Your best cus- 
tomers are real estate owners. You 
should give them protection. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, we are not 
in any position to correct all the eco- 
nomic evils of the day, and we cannot 
pass any legislation to guarantee the 
landlord that a tenant is not going to 
move out owing him money any more 
than we can a groceryman if some- 
body he gives credit to is not going 
to stick him. I got people who owe 
me money, I wish I knew how to col- 
lect it. They haven’t got it and I 
ean’t collect it. 


Mr. Loeb: You can very well change 
it. It formerly was that a tenant had 
to give three months notice. 


Mayor Congleton: And that is still 
the law. 


Mr. Loeb: I notice Mayor Hague 
had to change it and make it one 
month’s notice. 


Mayor Congleton: Not if you have 
a lease. 


Mr. Loeb: As soon as he gives a 
chattel mortgage the lease ain’t worth 
a snap of your fingers, and he can 
give it to his brother. 


Mayor Congleton: What you need 
to do is investigate your tenants a 
little bit before you put them in your 
house. 


Mr. Loeb: Is that so? You can’t do 
that. 


Mayor Congleton; Well, we are not 
going to do it for you, so far as I 
am concerned. You must go to Tren- 
ton if you want that law changed. 
Does anyone else desire to address the 
commission ? 


Mr. Frank Pellegrino, 90 Bloomfield 
Avenue: Your Honor, .have you the 
authority to regulate prices and rates 
on any products? 


Mayor Congleton: No, we haven't 


any right to regulate the prices of 
commodities, 


My. Pellegrino: Anything, whatever 
it is, maybe taxes, assessments of 
property, and water taxes, gas elec- 
tric— 


Mayor Congleton: We awn our own 
water plant and we fix our own 
water rates. That is the only thing 
I know of. 


Mr. Pellegrino: Have you the right, 
Mayor, to regulate and adjust prices 
accordingly ? 


Mayor Congleton: No: You want to 
go to the Public Utility Commission; 
they are the ones that regulate rates 
of transportation. gas electricity, ani 
other utilities. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
have any matter they desire to take 
up with the Commission this morn- 
ing?

Mayor Congleton: There being no 
quorum the meeting will be adjourned 
until next Wednesday. If there is 
any citizen present, however, who has 
any matter that he desires to call to 
our attention that we ought to know 
. about so that we may give it some 
attention during the week we will 
hear him. 


Mr. Alex Loeb: Your. Honor, last 
week you and I had a little argument 
about the character of the tenant. 


Mayor Congleton: Now, I am not 
going to discuss that with you week 
by week; this is the third time you 
have come in to discuss it. I am not 
going to sit and listen to it any more. 
You have made that statement and I 
have made mine, that we have not au- 
thority to regulate landlords and ten- 
ants} you have got to go to the legis- 
lature; so far as I am concerned I am 
not going to have any further argu- 
ment with you about it.

Mayor Congleton: Is there anybody 
else who has any matter to call to 
our attention? 


Mr. George F. Keegan, 19 Vermont 
Avenue: Mr. Mayor, we had a permit 
taken out through the Zoning Board 
to build a two-family house on Cleve- 
land Avenue. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Rankin has 
spoken to me about it, and so far as 
Commissioner Howe and I are con- 
cerned we are agreeable to have the 
permit extended, but we cannot act 
officially through lack of a quorum;

Mr. Rankin 
will you take that up with the Build- 
ing Department and say that Com- 
missioner Howe and I have both 
signed a resolution extending it and 
we do not see any grave reason why 
we should not permit this man to go 
to work. Is there anyone else who 
has any matter to bring to our at- 
tention? 


Mr. James Conole, Bloomfield, N. J.: 
Mr. Mayor, I have plans here for an 
apartment house on Roseville Avenue, 
Newark, and we are also making up 
plans for another one on North Broad 
Street, Newark, and on inquiry at the 
Tenement House Board he tells me to 
go to the Building Department of 
Newark. They have a law here since 
1924, no new apartments with kit- 
chenettes. This particular plan calls 
for fourteen and the other plan calls 


for fifty, and we are wondering if 
anything could be done about it.

R. Hardin, President of the Mutual

Mr. Charles Mitchell, 497 Souta 
19th Street: 


Mr. Mayor, I represent the election 
campaign of the Communist Party, 
also as a candidate of the Communist 
Party for Congress in the Twelfth 
Congressional District, and am here 
to present this resolution to the com- 
missioners. In the recent weeks the 
Communist Party and a member of 
other workers’ organizations attempt- 
ed to hold outdoor open-air meetings 
to discuss vital problems facing the 
working people in the City of New- 
ark. In the present election cam- 
paign we have been attacked, our 
meeting broken up by the police who, 
arrested a dozen or more men, women 
and young people. These attacks were 
particularly present last Thursday 
evening, August 25, when the police 
on foot, as well as mounted, charged 
a crowd of Communists, as well as 
men, women and children. 


The Communist Party with nation- 
al, state and local candidates for ofi- 
cers in the present election campaign, 
has held its meetings and asking the 
right to hold such meetings on the 
streets of the City of Newark. We 
demand of you, the City Commission- 
ers of Newark, as the authority in 
the City, to immediately order your 
police to stop interference with the 
proper function of the Communist 
Party in its present election cam- 
paigns. We will go on holding these 
meetings again. We demand rights 
as any other political party in the 
City of Newark to hold meetings any- 
here in the city. I think it is very 
obvious to us and to those in power 


in the City of Newark the reason why. 


they are trying to suppress the Com- 
munist Party, particularly at this 
time, to present the message of the 
Communist Party to the workingmen

- Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mitchell, 
didn’t your organization make a re- 


quest for permits to hold meetings at 
certain street intersections ? 


Mr. Mitchell: Yes,. they did. 


Commissioner Egan: Didn’t the De- 
partment of Public Safety grant you 
permits to hold meetings at certain 
street intersections? 


Mr. Mitchell: I think that— 


Commissioner Egan: Don’t think, 
you know, 

Mr. Mitchell: No. I have— 
Commissioner Egan: You know you 


are here speaking for your organiza- 
tion, Did they or did they not? 


Mr. Mitchell: They did not grant 
no permit, 


-Commissioner Egan: You sit down 
or get out, you are one of the men 
who was arrested on the 25th of 
August? 


Mr. Mitchell: Yes, sir. 


Commissioner Egan: Because of 
your holding a meeting at an inter- 
section that was not permitted be- 
cause of the congestion. Your organi- 
zation made formal application and 
your organization was extended the 
same treatment as would any other 
organization be extended by the De- 
partment of Public Safety under my 
supervision. But you were not satis- 
fied to carry out the program agreed 
upon by the Department of Public 
Safety and submitted to you with our 
approval.

Mr. Mayor and City Commissioners, 
I speak as a representative of the 
Young Communist League, not only 
against the breaking up of meetings 
of the Communist Party, but against 
the action of the police in arresting 
young people, some of them members 
of our organization, who distribute 
leaflets calling upon the people to 
come to these meetings. We know 
there is a law against littering the 
streets, however, this is not the rea- 
son why they were arrested, because 
they were not littering the st.eets, 
they were distributing these circulars 
to the people on the streets and in 
their homes. They have been arrest- 
ed not because they were passing out 
slips of paper, but because these slips 
of paper called upon the people te 
come to the election program of the 
Communist Party. 


Mr. Jack David, 7 Charlton Street: 


Commissioners, in February we 
held meetings on Broome Street that 
were broken up, no permits were 
granted. Later on I went down for 
permits for a Scottzboro meeting on 
the corner of Charlton and Waverly 
as well as two other corners. They 
were approved by Captoin Brady, ap- 
proved by Mr. McRell of the Police 
Department, and suddenly, at the last 
minute, these permits were revoked. 
We tried to hold the last of these

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revoked at the very last minute. The 
police claim that we produce riots, 
the only times there has been riots or 
trouble is when the police come in 
and broken up meetings . Whe Mr. 
McRell says that we are an organiza- 
tion that goes around and producing 
discontent, that is one of the nerviest 
statements to make on his part, be- 
cause when we go to these corners 
we speak only on problems that effect 
the working class, 


Mr. D. R. Crowley, 259 Weequahie 
Avenue: 


Gentlemer, we come before you as 
citizens and taxpayers of the City of 
Newark. How are chances of gettiag 
in on some of the work at this Penn- 
sylvania depot and the canal? ł 
mean some share of it. We need your 
help on this job. Out of five or six 
carpenter foremen or men in charge 
on the job, I believe there is one local 
resident there. We have capable men 
and foremen and mechanics in New- 
ark who would like to share in this 
work. 


Mayor Congleton: We have tried ts 
follow up the proposition that you 
have been discussing, and day in and 
day out we have been insisting that 
Newark mechanics be employed. And 
we have found out-of-town people 
and we have insisted that they be 
discharged and Newark people em- 
ployed. We intend to keep at that 
from day to day. We feel where the 
money of taxpayers of the City of 
Newark is in part paying for the work, 
although that Pennsylvanio job that 
you speak of is not a Newark con- 
tract, it is the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
but we are indirectly contributing 
through street changes, and so forth, 
that the work should be given to the 
bona fide residents of Newark; and 
so far as I can do so I will lend every 
effort that I can to see that accon.- 
plished, and I know the others feel 
the same way, because we have dis- 
cussed it many times.

They told me they were holding a 
meeting there and I came down be- 
cause it is the duty of this organiza- 
tion to hire lawyers and conduct de- 
fenses of all working class organiza- 
tions.

Mr. Gaetano M. Belfatto: Mr. 
Mayor and Commissioners, I was here 
about a month ago and made certain 
suggestions with reference to unem- 
ployment and depression. Now, 
gentlemen, in order that I may give 
force and effect to my remarks of a 
month ago, you will permit me to 
read to you what ex-president Calvin 
Coolidge said in an article which an- 
peared in the Evening Post of March 
26, 1982. Now, he said this: “High 
expenses have created debts and 
heavy taxes. The disaster is felt 
most keenly by wage earners. Tax- 
ing, borrowing, and spending beyond 
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the means of the people to pay calls 
for selling the. property and destroys 
values. It is demorailizing to bor- 
row to pay the cost of government. 
It breaks down public confidence and 
destroys credit. Borrowing is justi- 
fied only in emergency cases. Local 
governments have been the wors: of- 
fenders and find themselves in the 
most serious difficulties. Nothing but 
drastic retrenchment will restore land 
to financial health.” It may be that. 
the public improvements are indis- 
pensable, but as I said before, just 
now they are not. The people have 
no money. With reference to high 
paid salaries, some of the gentlemen 
feel hurt that I said that they should 
be cut, not because I questioned their 
efficiency or ability as experts, if you 
please, but I do say that at this time 
everybody should be human enough to 
accept the reduction with grace. Let 
us not spend millions for public im- 
provements which are not indispen- 
sible. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Belfatto, the 
city has not undertaken any new im- 
provements for a long time. We had 
to go along with the ones that were 
under way. 


Mr. Belfatto: I understand the city 
is going to lease a piece of property 
at Port Newark and get $300,000 cov- 
ering a period of fifty years. Now, 
I understand that these people are 
rather mysterious; they do not want 
to be annoyed. I would like to tell 
these gentlemen who come here and 
rent property to put the money on 
the table and give a solid guarantee 
so that the city of Newark don’t have 
to go crazy in order to collect the 
just rents which are due on a con- 
tract of that kind. And that is all I 
have to say. 


Mayor Congleton: Do you require a 
guarantee bond from a tenant when 
you lease him a piece of property, to 
secure payment of the rent during 
the term of the lease? ' 


Mr. Belfatto: Many times we do 
that. We do that because we lose 
rent and the tenant. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, we have 
nothing to lose in this; we are giving 
them vacant land on which they are 
to build a building, and if they de- 
fault, the land comes back to the city 
with the buildings upon it: and they 
give a bond guaranteeing completion 
of the building. 


Mr. Belfatto: But as a lawyer I 
would like to have security from any- 
body who comes from the other side 
of the ocean or the river. 


Mayor Congleton: These people do 
not come from the other side of the 
ocean, and when their identity is dis- 
closed I think you will be very happy 


that the city entered into a lease with 
them. 


Mr. Belfatto: We are nothing else 
but taxpayers and we feel the heavy 
burden on. our shoulders. 


Mayor Congleton: We are making 
this lease to try to lighten that bur- 
den. 


Mr. Belfatto: And this taxation 
should be reduced heavily so in order 
to make Newark a desirable place to 
live in. 


Mayor Congleton: I agree with you 
on that conclusion. 


Mr. Henry Green: Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen of the Commission, 1 
came here to ask that some provision 
be made for the unemployed to help 
feed them: I don’t know, Mr. Mal- 
ady said if anything like that has 
been undertaken he don’t know any- 
thing about it. And I say now is the 
time, there are plenty of people that 
are hungry now, and if they had some 
food it would come in handy for them, 
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Mayor Congleton: .Commissione 
Murray is sick, unfortunately; but the 
commission as a whole have taken up 
the matter, Mr. Green, and within a 
very short time I think you will be 
satisfied with the new facilities that 
are provided to take care of the fead- 
ing of the men that is now being done 
in the church. The Commission bas 
it up. 


Commissioner Egan offered the fol- 
lowing resolution:

Commissioner Gillen: This is not a 
permanent closing, as I understand it. 
It was suggested by the Overseer of 
the Poor's ‘Department that it be shut 
down for a month or so and then 
opened up when the cold weather 
came, and in the meantime these men 
were to be taken care of througa 
the Poor and Alms Department and 
the Salvation Army and the Rescue 
Home. If they are not, I would like 
to know about it myself, because I 
was not in favor of shutting it down 
unless those two hundred were taken 
care of elsewhere. 


Mr. Green: You know that our in- 
dustrious people that are honestly, 
and through no fault of their own, 
out of work, they hate to go to those 
good-will missions and Salvation 
Army and be stained with charity. 
We had a fine thing there in spite of 
the fact that the building is not lux- 
urious nor the most sanitary situn- 
tion, but it was a Godsend at that, 
and you treated those people better 
than they are being treated; you gave 
them pajamas, you gave them a 
shower bath, you gave them a place 
where they could lodge at night with- 
out going over and seeking charity 
and go to the charity institutions. 
And it would be my desire that you 
kindly open it at once. Last night 
was an extreme cold night, and it 
looks if you need it already. And 
may I ask you, Mr. Mayor, with the 
cooperation of Commissioner Egan, 
that you send out at once the police 
force and find out the exact number 
of unemployed people. Mr. McKee 
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of New York is doing that now, he is. 
sending out his police force. I asked 
Commissioner Brennan before he 
died, to do that, and I think he was 
going to do it; and it would be a fine 
thing if you send the police force to 
work now to find out the exact num- 
ber of unemployed people. You will 
need it very soon, and it isn't any too 
early to do it now; ard you will find, 
Commissioner Egan,-—I hope I am 
not right—that you did a fine thing in 
doing it early.

Laving 
proof of this exists today in the 
thousands of his fellow citizens en- 
joying restored health and happiness 
as a.result of his administration of 
the City Hospital which was perhaps 
his most notable success as a public

` Commissioner Murray gave equally 
of his time and energy ‘toward the 
betterment of that underprivileged 
group whom he found in need of com- 
munity ‘assistance, and throughout 
his career as a Commissioner of New- 
ark worked assiduously toward the 
proper development of its institution- 
al system including the Alms House 
at Ivy Hill, the Boys’ Home at Ver- 
ona, the Convalescent Hospital and 
Camp. Newark, as well as toward in- 
creased efficiency in the administra- 


‘tion of the Poor and Alms Depart- 


ment during the most serious eco- 
nomic crisis with which the Depart- 
ment has had to cope since its in- 
ception. . . 


Commissioner Murray served his 
country patriotically when the call to 
duty came at the outbreak of the 
World War in 1917. As Chairman of 
Draft Board No. 6, he rendered his 
full share of service in the formation 
of the National Army which later 
was to bring that great. conflict to a 
successful conclusion in France. 


In innumerable. other activities 
Commissioner. Murray gave of his 
great capacity for public service. For 
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years he worked energetically in the 
interest of the affairs of his church 
and religion; more than any other 
person he was responsible for the en- 
actment of the law granting pensions 
to indigent widows; for several years 
he served conspicuously well as Police 
Magistrate of Newark, and Hkewise 
he served with distinction for a full 
term as a member of the Essex 
County Board of Elections.

Honorable Commissioners: 


Several property owners in the City 
‘of Newark called to my attention the 


-fact. that’ they have not been fairly 


treated in respect to delinquent ten- 
ants who are being helped by the City 
of Newark. They have asked me to- 
make an appeal to your honorable: 
Board to curb the advice ‘and: recom- 
mendation of the City investigators: 


in respect to advising and requesting 
delinquent tenants to move from the 
premises they occupy.. 


The property owners have in many 
instances kept tenants for several 
months without payment of any rent 
with hopes of recovering some of the 
back rent in the event the tenant ob- 
tained work. During all of this time 
the running expense of the proper- 
ties have been charged to the owner 
and then suddenly, without any rea- 
son, tenants have reported to their 
landlord of the fact that in order to 
get help from the City toward the 
payment of their rent they have been 
requested to move into other quarters. 
I feel that this is very unfair and 
certainly uncalled for. I cannot see 
what purpose there is in the investi- 
gator requesting delinquent tenants 
to move. If the landlords have been 
fair enough to carry these delinquent 
tenants and then the City is willing 
to make some payment for the delin- 
quent tenant, there is no reason why 
the landlord, who has been carrying 
the tenant for a long period of time, 
is not entitled to this help. 


I feel that if your Honorable Body 
will instruct the investigators to give 
preference to the landlord who has 
been helpful in carrying the tenant, 
great good will be done.

Mayor Congleton: Does any other 
person have any matter they desire 
to take up with the commission this 
morning ? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel, 826 South Thir- 


teenth Street: 


Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, the 
drive starts tomorrow for delinquent 
taxes. You are justified in your ac- 
tion and you should have your money. 
But one of the reasons the people do 
not pay their taxes is because in the 
city of Newark the people are vover- 
assessed. 


In the last statement issued by the 
City of Newark you have over $900, 
000,000 in ratables that brings in in 
the neighborhood of $35,000,000 a 
year in taxes. In October we have 
what you call tax time. Everything 
is assessed as of some date in Octo- 
ber. And being so, and seeing that 
all commodities at the present time 
are down lower than they were before 
this $900,000,000 figure was arrived 
at. Real estate, stocks and bonds, 
people’s merchandise on the shelves 
and in the making in the industrial 
processes have suffered; everything 
has suffered. Assessors should be. in- 
structed to assess properties as of 
the present day value, not the value 
that was put on to it three or four 
or five years ago when times were 
normal. In appeals to the County 
Tax Board some can pay for experts 
who will testify as to their land 
values and they must have another 
expert for the building value, and 
then they must have an expert to 
testify as to depreciation. It is a 
No poor man can afford to 
pay an expert. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Zemel, the 
procedure that you speak of before 
the county board must be something 
new. J served as a member of the 
Essex County Tax Board for seven 
years. l 


Mr. Zemel: Yes, you did; and it 
was a pleasure, 


Mayor Congleton: And we always 
thought that if we did not have the 
knowledge in our records, and an ex- 
pert was needed to advise us, we used 
to employ our own, 


Mr. Zemel: Absolutely right, Mr. 
Mayor. 


Mayor Congleton: We used to urge 
people to come without their experts 
and that it was not necessary for 
them to employ counsel; and I can- 
not see any Yreason today why that 
should not still be the same practice. 


Mr. Zemel: I used to appear before 
the county board when you were a 
commissioner and it was a pleasure. 
If an ignorant person came there, a 
person that did not know his rights, 
I know that you at all times gave 
him his just dues and rights. 


Commissioner Gillen: Oh, you don’t 


have to have a lawyer. 


Mr. Zemel: If you haven’t got a 
lawyer to represent you and if you 
haven't got an expert to tell them of 
the land value, they immediately 
tell you it is the unit value on the 
street. My plea is that you take the 
handcuffs .off the assessors. 


Commissioner Howe: Mr. Zemel, 
there has not been one October Ist in 
ten years that I have not personally 
appeared before ‘the tax board and 
instructed every assessor to be 
brought in, ‘and this is usually the 
line of talk: “You will be starting out 
today to make the assessments on all 
the real estate in the city of Newark. 
It is up to you to note any change, 
good or bad, in any piece of property. 
If in your judgment any property has 
depreciated to any noticeable extent, 
make a note of it en your book, and 
bring it back to: your commissioners. 
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Each piece of property must be as- 
sessed on its own basis and must 
stand as such.” And if you will take 
the trouble to go into the tax board 
now—and I give you the authority-—— 
every address that I have made for 
the past ten years on the first day of 
October is written down in the books - 
and you may read it; and if you are 
around here and the Lord spares me 
to the first of October, you will be 
able to go in there and hear the same 
address. I invite you now to come in 
with me on October 1st and listen to 
the address. If there is any clerk in 
the assessors who is handeuffed I 
have got the key to open them; and 
no one knows better than you, be- 
cause you personally spoke to me be- 
fore the last taxing period, you com- 
plained to me, and I thought there 
was some justice in it, and I in per- 
son took your individual cases before 
the city tax board and you did not 
have to hire an expert, I was your 
expert, and it did not cost you a 
thank you. Is that right? 


Mr. Zemel: One moment. Mr. 
Howe, before proceeding further I 
want to assure you there is nothing 
personal in this matter. I have 
known you upwards of forty years 
and I have always been your friend. 
I am talking of the system. 


Commissioner Howe: You did not 
answer my question. 


Mr. Zemel; I will answer any ques- 
tion you put to me. 


Commissioner Howe: Was what 1 
said true? 


Mr. Zemel: What you said was true. 
And I did not get any relief. 


Commissioner Howe: Yes, you did. 
Mr. Zemel: I had to go to the state 


board and I had to hire experts and 
I got relief. Not from your board, 


not from the county board. And re- 
member, whether you know it or not, 
I am in the real estate business and 
I am broke today and cannot afford 
it, and that is honest. 


Commissioner Howe: But I want 
you to. know and I want the public 
here to know that when you told me 
your story I believed you and I took 
your case up to this board. 


Mr. Zemel: Yes, sir; and I got no 
relief until I got to the state board 
and paid for experts. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Zemel, I 
think you have got a wrong impres- 
sion underlying the appointment of 
this committee, and this may be the 
proper time to correct it, not with 
you alone, but with the public gener- 
ally, if others have that same view. 
The credit needs of the city of New- 
ark had outgrown the ability of the 
Newark bankers. The Newark bank- 
ers were having difficulty selling 
short-time paper to the New York 
bankers. This commission after very 
careful consideration, believed that if 
We invited the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, and they in turn to appoint 
as many or as few as they pleased as 
their associates to make an independ- 
ent study of our financial structure, 
and could advise New York bankers 
as to the situation, it would help. I 
feel that we have already been justi- 
fied in that action, because the very 
day after this resolution passed the 
New York bankers agreed to, pur- 
chase $4,000,000 of our paper at five 
per cent., whereas up to that time we 
had been paying six per cent.; and 
they have already taken up $2,000,000 
of it, and have the money in hand to 
take the other $2,000,000 as fast as 
we need it. We want the advice and 
the judgment of a group of the larg- 
est financiers in our city. We do not 
need just the advice of just'one man 
on this situation to reassure, if you 
please, the financial market of New 


York and the ultimate consumer of 
municipal paper. The group is made 
up of the heads of the two large in- 
surance companies of this city who 
are not only interested in the credit 
of the city of Newark, but are the © 
owners of millions of dollars of city 
of Newark permanent bonds aad 
short-time bonds. Mr. Rippel is there 
because he is chairman of the clear- 
ing house, and through that reaches 
every bank in the city. And they 
have selected others to join with 
them. 


Mr. Zemel: What you say, Mr. 
Mayor, only bears out my contention. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, I disagree 
with you. We do not want one man 
to sit here with the other four to 
take the place of that committee. In 


‘my opinion much more can be accom- 


plished through a group of men with 
the large bodies that they represent 
back of them, to reassure the ulti- 
mate investigating public of the true 
condition of the city of Newark. 


Mr. Zemel; How much more con- 
fidence would be restored into the 
citizens of Newark hearts if one of 


- those bankers would sit in that chair, 
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knowing the banking business as Mr. 
Rippel does, as Mr.Bachellor does, as 
Mr. Hardin does, and Mr. Feigenspan. 
They would know, as you say, that 
in New York they would have respect 
for Newark bonds. The best proof 
in the world is you appointed them, 
and since you have appointed them 
they have respect for Newark bonds 
and the interest rate has come down. 
They had no respect for Newark 
bonds before you appointed them. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, whoever 
takes Mr. Murray’s place has got a 
different line of work to carry on. 
Does anyone else desire to address 
the commission? 


Mr. Robert Davis, 385 Springfield 
Avenue: . . 


Gentlemen, I represent a non- 
political and non-sectarian commit- 
tee. And I have a resolution here 
that was adopted at a mass confer- 
ence last Sunday to fight against the 
deportation of the unemployed fam- 
ilies from Newark and against the 
system of forced labor. The resolu- 
tion is as follows— 


Mayor Congleton: Just a moment. 
Haven’t you sent copies of it to all the 
commissioners ? 


Mr. Davis I am not sure; I am not 
the secretary. 


Mayor Congleton You are not? I 
will say we all have copies and we 
have read it, and it is not necessary 
to read it again, 


Mr. Davis Then I will ask what 
answer we can bring back to our or- 
ganizations in relation to the four de- 
mands that are in the resolution. 


Mayor Congleton The matter is be- 
fore the commissioners and will be 
dealt with in such a way as we see 
fit, and we will exercise our best 
judgment in the matter. 


Mr. Davis Am I to understand— 


Mayor Congleton: You are to un- 
derstand just exactly what I said to 
The matter is before the com- 
mission. We got your resolution yes- 
terday and today we have nothing 
more to say to you. Is that clear? 


you. 


Mr. Davis: Yes. But how will we 
know of your decision? 


Mayor Congleton: You will get fair 
notice when we come to some con- 
clusion with respect to your resolu- 
tions. 


Does anyone else desire to address 
the commission ? 
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Mr. Murray D. Mate, 164 Market 
Street: 


Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, X 
represent several delegations of the 
local carpenters. Their grievance is 
the employment of some eighty-five 
out-of-town—J should say out-of-the- 
state—men on the City Railway con- 
struction job. Now, recalling your 
Honor’s own words at the meeting 
about a week ago at the American 
Federation of Labor, you stated that 
any Newark projects should be hand- 
ed over to Newark men only. 


Mayor Congleton: Now, does your 
question involve the dispute within 
the organization that you say you 
represent, a dispute between car- 
penters and dock builders? Are the 
men that you say are out of the city 
and out of the state carpenters or 
dock builders ? 


Mr. Mate: They are dock builders. 


Mayor Congleton: Dock builders. 
Well, now, that is just the point. It 
is a controversy within your own or- 
ganization, and we have had this up 
ever sirce this work started and we 
have used our best endeavors to put 
every dock builder that lives in the 
city of Newark to work on that job; 
and Mr. Costello, the Chief Engineer, 
has been there with the men and has 
seen that every dock builder that lived 
in the city of Newark and was avail- 
able was given a job before out-of- 
town people were given it. An or- 
dinary carpenter cannot do that heavy 
shoring work, and the representa- 
tive of the carpenters has told me so. 


Mr. Mate: Mr. Mayor, why is it 
that on the upper stretches of the city 
railway the dock builders were taken 
off ? 


Mayor Congleton: Because it is en- 
tirely different work. ‘Your car- 
penters cannot get down there, and 


they tell me, the carpenters them- 
selves, they cannot get down there 
underneath Broad Street and do that 
great big heavy work. 


Mr. Mate: they tell me they are 
doing it. 


Mayor Congleton: I am just as an- 
xious for Newark men to get work 
as you are, atid perhaps more so. 


Mr. Mate: Well, it is a whole cycle 
that affects thousands of people. 


Mayor Congleton: Why don’t you 
go to your own organization, have 
them come to some agreement be- 
tween themselves; the one national 
officer represents beth dock builders 
and carpenters, and they are in one 
union, and you keep coming back here 
throwing it at us all the time and you 
cannot settle your own disputes. 


Mr. Mate: These dock builders are 
from out of the state and they can- 
not argue with that. 


Mayor Congleton: Every dock build- 
er on that job has been put on there 
by a representative of organized 
labor. 


Mr. Mate: Not of this state. 


Mayor Congleton: Of organized 
labor in this state. Now, I have been 
through this for months and I am 
getting sick and tired of it, and it is 
-pretty near time the members of the 
organization got together and settled 
some of their disputes themselves in- 
stead of coming here week after week 
and trying to give organized labor— 


Mr. Mate: In other words, your 
claim is it is a jurisdictional question. 


Mayor Congleton: Absolutely; and 
it has been from the start. 


Mr.

Mayor Congleton: We have taker 
dock builders off the lower stretches , 
and we have taken dock builders off 
the job down at the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion whenever there were dock build- 
ers available. 


Mr. Thomas Dunsmore, 44 James: 
Street: Is it not a fact, Mr. Mayor. 
that we have got carpenters working: 
there now? 


Mayor Congleton: Whenever it has: 
been possible to put a carpenter, a 
resident of Newark, on any part of 
that work, we have done it; and, of 
course, there are carpenters there,.—. 
I hope so, 


Commissioner Egan: It is due to 
his Honor’s attitude in demanding 
from the contractors that Newark 
carpenters be put to work. The one 
thing I want you to do is explain. 
your thought as you express it. We 
have in mind what your problem is 
within your own outfits between car- 
penters and dock builders, Sometimes 
a wrong impression can be existent 
when discussion comes up in a meet- 
ing such as this, when, as a matter 
of fact, if there is any real trouble 
it is because of the arrogance of you 
people, of the leaders of the respective 
crafts within the boundary lines of or- 


ganized labor, and you know that. 


` Oo 
Mate: Why were the dock 
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Mr. Dunsmore: The citizens of 
Newark want work. The city of 
Newark has work to give them. Now, 
any jurisdictional disputes or any 
trouble some of our leaders are mak- 
ing, we are not interested in. You 
have carpenters doing what you con- 
sider dock building. Eighty-five dock 
builders pulling down $56 to $80 
weekly and seventy of those men 
could be replaced by Newark labor. 
We have 243 carpenters and their 
families subsisting on what trifling 


amount Mr. Malady gives them. They 
are working a system down in the 
Pennsylvania job where they stagger. 
It is not perfect, but it could be made 
such if those 243 poor unfortunate 
brothers could be brought off of re- 
lief cases. 


Commissioner Egan: How would 
this idea be: Suppose we invite your 
business agent— 


Mr. Dunsmore: No, sir. They don’t 
belong to Newark. 


Commissioner Egan: Wait a min- 
ute. You belong to the Newark car- 
penters, don’t you? 


Mr. Dunsmore: Yes, sir. 
Commissioner Egan: You have a 
business agent? 


Mr. 'Dunsmore: He cannot talk, be- 
cause if he talks he talks to the in- 
jury of the Essex County carpenters. 


Commissioner Egan: We have had 
that out with Mr. Reilly already. Mr. 
Reilly took the position he was busi- 
ness agent for the county, which is 
the district. We took the position 
that this was Newark work, and we 
have thousands of citizens unemploy- 
ed, and even the fact that he repre- 
sented the whole county, he had to 
cut the cloth to fit the suit and hire 
nobody but Newark men on the job. 
And he reluctantly was required and 
compelled, if you will, to agree with 
that attitude of the governing body. 
Now, he is doing a good job. Your 
previous business agent and your 
present business agent both have 
been pretty much on the job in the 
interests of the men whom they both 
represent. The dock builders’ busi- 
mess agent does not happen to be a 
Newark man, that is right, isn’t it? 
What is his name, Clark? 


Mr. Dunsmore: Clark. 


Commissioner Egan: From Hudson 
County. 


Mr. Dunsmore: No, from New York 
somewheres, 


Commissioner Egan: But most of 
the men that are looked upon as dock 
builders on this particular job come 
from Hudson and Bergen counties. 
And the position of both organiza- 
tions is that this particular type of 
work is the kind of work that the 
average wood butcher or carpenter 
cannot do. 


Mr. Dunsmore: We do not concede 
that. 


Commissioner Egan: All right, you 
do not concede it. Suppose we try 
this out: We suppose we ask you to 
come in. You are a sage in labor 
circles. 


Mr. Dunsmore: I am working down 
there. 


Commissioner Egar: Al right, I 
hope you are, But you arẹ a man for 
years in labor cireles, unselfishly, I 
know. Why can’t we invite your 
business agent and the business agent 
of the dock builders in for a confer- 
ence in the Mayor’s office, and bring 
into that conference the contractor, 
and let you fellows come in and join 
with your representative in this con- 
ference, and let us get the best pos- 
sible out of this controversy. And no 
one can question the sincerity or the 
attitude of his Honor, the Mayor, in 
using every effort possible, pugna- 
ciouly, if you will, to protect the in- 
terests of Newark labor; but he finds 
himself always dropping back into the 
same pocket, an inter-labor contro- 
versy, and you know that is what it 
simmers down to, because Clark 
bowed out of the picture, and he said 
to Reilly, representing your council, 


“Put your own men on this job,” and 


we would not have any trouble, and 


we would tell Reilly, “You must con- 
fine it to Newark residents.” I move 
you, Mr. Mayor— 


Mr. Dunsmore: Before you make 
the motion, Mr. Commissioner, we 
know that you have done wonders, 
you have helped us wonderfully; but 
the point is, you are getting hood- 
winked some by Brother Reilly, as 
Commissioner Egan mentions, by 
Business Agent Reilly, and probably 
our other business agents, they are 
representing Essex County, and it is 
unfortunate they cannot take a stand 
for making a deal for Newark. 


Mayor Congleton: We have told 
them what we insisted on; but the 
fundamental trouble I have been up 
against is that the representatives of 
the carpenters and the representatives 
of the dock builders, after we have 
battled and battled and battled, have 
agreed that certain work belongs to 
dock builders and certain work be- 
longs to carpenters. Now, when it 
got to that point we insisted upon 
having the name of every dock build- 
er that was working on the job, and 
we made some investigation on our 
own hook, and the information or- 
iginally given was not true. They had 
had an address here but they were 
not residents of Newark. And we got 
the name of every dock builder that 
lived in the city of Newark. Mr. 
Costello went down there with those 
men and with that list and insisted, 
‘at my direction, that every single 
dock builder resident of Newark 
should be put to work before any out- 
siders were brought in. Now, when 
they say to me that this work is dock 
builders’ work and this is carpenters’, 
what more ean I do, when your own 
representatives agree that that is so? 
We have put to work all the dock 
builders we have in Newark. And 
those men are working. I have tried 
to make that clear to you that the 
representatives of the carpenters say 
that this work below grade, or some 


‘is paying over $800 taxes. 
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rule that they have, is under the rules 
of their organization dock builders’ 
work. You apparently do not under- 
stand the dock builders and car- 
penters are all members of the same 
union, 


Commissioner Gillen: Why wou’t 
Director Egan’s suggestion take care 
of that? ; . 


Mr. Dunsmore: If I can take part. 


Commissioner Egan: You will be 
part of that conference, you or any- 
body else. You are the kind of 
Scotchman that has an Irish tongue, 
anyhow. ' 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Egan, Gillen, 
Howe, Mayor Congleton. 


Mr. Herman Lustig, 199 Ferry 
Street: 
Mr. Mayor, The Ironbound Im- 


provement Association used to pay 
$84 taxes and now the same property 
The Iron- 
bound District outlived its usefulness 
as a residential neighborhood; other 
parts of the city they are getting - 
rentals from $15 to $20 per room. © 
Here you get $3 per room—$4 per 
room is the highest you can get. 


Mayor Congleton: I do not mean to 
cut you off, but October ist is the 
date fixed by law for assessing prop- 
erty for the year 1933. I would sug- 
gest to you that you have a commit- 
tee from your Ironbound Association 
wait upon the tax assessors any time 
after October 1Ist—go make an ap- - 
pointment with them—and then you 
go in there and tell that body who are 
charged by law with putting the 
values on property, just what you are 
telling us. That is the time to do it. 


Do not wait until after the books are 
closed and the assessments made, but 
go before your taxing officials during 
the period that they are making the 
assessments, and that commences on 
October Ist coming. And I would 
suggest that: you take a committee 
and go there before that body. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, I 
would like to bring up a matter for 
the consideration of the commission 
and for the attention of the audience 
this morning, before the citizens of 
Newark generally, and that has to do 
with the tax drive. Commissioner 
Howe one week ago yesterday in 
conference with his colleagues launch- 
ed this drive, or prepared to launch 
the drive for the collection of taxes, 
starting tomorrow, September 15th. 
And I think it might be well for our 
citizens to appreciate the fact that 
this tax drive, in the first instance, 
is imperative for the welfare of New- 
ark. 


In order to put on the record a 
little of the history and a birdseye 
view, we have over $26,000,000 in taxes 
outstanding in the city of Newark, in- 
cluding the 1932 levy; we have over 
$6,000,000 of taxes outstanding cover- 
ing 1931; the payment of taxes for 
the first half of this year shows in 
the aggregate, or up until September 
ist, a little less than fifty per cent. 
of the taxes for 1932 collected. The 
levy in 1932 was reduced $1,200,00, 
bringing it down to $34,000,000 and 
reducing the tax rate from $3.98 to 
$3.80. The total assessed valuation 
of our property is over $900,000,000. 
There isn’t any question in the mind 
of anyone who knows anything about 
real estate that the tax burden at the 
present time, based upon the present 
valuation of property, is such a bur- 
den that it is almost impossible for 
our taxpayers, the property owners, 
to carry the load. 


Under the leadership of his Honor, 
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the Mayor, this commission has been 
functioning just as intelligently and 
as intensively as any group of public 
servants could functicn, and that is. 
more particular since the first of the 
year. And Newark enjoys an envi- 
able position in the financial world; 
Newark is respected by the banking 
circles; and that is due more particu- 
larly, partly because of the fine pre- 
sentation of Newark’s position by the 
chief executive of this city. 


The collection of taxes now due is. 
imperative ang fundamentally neces- 
sary in order to maintain a good gov- 
ernment. The question of our posi- 
tion, in so far as temporary bonds. 
are concerned, has been critical at. 
times up until now, but because of 
the attitude manifested by the gov- 
erning body, and because of the co- 
operation extended by our local bank- 
ers, we have been able to weather the 
storm up to the present time. We 
must collect these taxes if we are to 
maintain a good government. Mr. 
Zemel brings out what might be con- 
sidered an exemplified copy of the at- 
titude of every property owner in 
this city. Every property owner is 
suffering under the burden of real 
estate today. No expert could give 
an honest opinion concerning the 
present-day value of real estate. Con- 
ditions are so turbulent and so un- 
settled that it would be impossible 
for any man to support his position 
as to the value cf any particular 
piece of property. 


The property owner, the mortagee, 
the public body, the city, county, and 
state, find themselves in a critical 
position. We have in the form of 
permanent bond issues in the name of 
the city of Newark an amount almost 
equal to the maximum debt structure 
permitted by the law that we must 
recognize in the financial world, be- 
tween six and seven per cent. If we 
do what in my opinion should be done, 
reduce the assessed valuation of prop- 


erty, the first result .would be, if we 
do not reduce the cost of government, 
an increase in the tax rate, which 
would be just a game of checkers. 
If we reduce the assessed valuation 
of property, even though it should 
mean an increase in the tax rate, we 
immediately impair our permanent 
sécurities sold by Newark in good 
faith and now owned by trustees, es- 
tates, insurance companies, and 
others, who invest their money in 
securities of that type. 


With conditions as they are, and I 
do not say this with the idea of tak- 
ing credit as one of the Commission- 
ers, Newark has faced a situation 
which is critical, In arranging for 
our tax levy and preparing the bud- 
get for 1932, we reduced the cost of 
government in Newark this year $1,- 
200,000; on July 1st salaries and 
wages of employees, including the 
school system, were reduced to a point 
which saves, in the words of the au- 
ditor, approximately $1,200,000; or, a 
total of $2,400,000 in saving to the 
taxpayers by the city government this 
year. 


At the same time, in direct and in- 
direct relief for the first six months 
of this year,—and I take it the first 
duty of any city is to take care of 
its poor,—Newark has obligated it- 
self in the amount of over $2,000,000. 
We find ourselves in the month of 
August with over nine thousand fam- 
ilies destitute in Newark, and they 
look to Newark, as a municipality, 
for sustenance,—and. it a poor sus- 
tenance they receive, based upon their 
previous standard of living,—but they 
are fed, they are clothed, they are 
sheltered, because of the gracious at- 
titude of the taxpaying public of 
Newark, through the governing body. 
We expended more money to take 
care of our poor for the month of 
August than we spent in the month 


- straightened circumstances. 


of February, March, April, May, June. 


or July. 
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We are in critical times. If we are 
to maintain our standing, as his: 
Honor put it, we must maintain the : 
confidence of those who act as a clear- 
ing house for the sale of short-term 
securities. Because of the appoint- 
ment of this committee of three, 
which has now been increased to 
twelve, the banking circles in the city 
of Newark have manifested. the new 
confidence in Newark, and last week. 
they purchased Newark’s temporary 
bonds at a rate. of five per cent., 
which is a better rate than even the 
city of New York has been able to 
obtain in these difficult times for 
their short-term securities, 


The matter of collecting our taxes. 
is imperative, because the levy 
against real estate is a first lien, and. 
if the taxes are not paid, under the 
law the city is compelled to sell that 
property for taxes, or buy it in as a. 
city. We have used every effort to 
refrain from that, Commissioner 
Howe has been very magnanimous in 
dealing with the individual property 
owner who has found himseif in 
But if 
Newark’s government, which means. 
Newark and the people of Newark, is 
to maintain the position that it must 
maintain, we must collect the taxes. 
that are due the city from real estate 
taxes and personal taxes. In the last 
analysis, we do not have much dif- 
ficulty with non-payment of taxes on. 
real estate because of the law permit- 
ting it to be a first lien; but we do 
have difficult problems in dealing with 
the collection of personal taxes. But 
where an individual or a company is: 
able to pay personal taxes and he or 
the company deliberately remains in 
arrears, the law will be resorted to, 
even to the extent of issuing tax 
warrants. 


But the most important thing, as 1 
see it, in this campaign, and it is not 
the commissioners’ campaign; this 
campaign for the collection of taxes. 


is entirely stripped of politics, be- 
cause it has been said by the great 
students of economics that ever since 
the days before Christ the matter of 
taxation has been controversial. And 
we realize that and appreciate that, 
but we must face a positive situation. 
In my opinion the time has arrived 
where the cloth must be cut to fit the 
suit. The cost of government is he- 
ing reduced and the cost of govern- 
Ment will have to be reduced more in 
the future. But real estate cannot 
continue to carry this load, as I see 
it, and we must, of necessity, do many 
things: First, collect the taxes that 
_ are outstanding; second, use every 
effort to reduce the cost of govern- 
ment; third, find new avenues of rev- 
enue; and if we must resort to the 
income tax, then we should be organ- 
ized on it without any unnecessary 
delay. If we feel it is imperative to 
have a tax sale in New Jersey as 
they have had them in New York for 
several years, and as they have it in 
Pennsylvania and other states today, 
then we mubt do it, because Newark, 
the city beautiful, means nothing un- 
less it is populated by a public-mind- 
ed population interested keenly in the 
government of Newark. 


The bankers put it to us very plain- 
ly and in friendly fashion some six 
weeks ago when they conferred with 
us, and they said, “Gentlemen, we 
have reached the point where we are 
up to the last notch of our capacity 
in lending Newark money. Perhaps 
we are more interested in Newark 
than you are because we are interest- 
ed industrially, commercially, and 
professionally, and the government, 
after all, is the fundamental activity 
that will maintain the proper stand- 
ing for this city.” 


We appeal to the public today if 
they can pay their taxes to pay their 
taxes that are now outstanding; we 
appeal to the public today to be more 
interested in their government, be- 
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cause we who govern the affairs of 
the city as members of the City 
Commission are totally incidental, we 
are just temporary public servants 
who can be kept in office or removed 
from office at the will of the majority 
of the people who constitute the vot- 
ing population. But your government 
is an important prob.em your govern- 
ment today must have the sober- 
minded consideration of every citizen, 
whether he be a property owner or a 
rent-payer, because the rent-payer 
ultimately pays the tax through the 
landlord, and if the landlord cannot 
collect the rent he cannot pay his 
taxes; and if we do not collect taxes 
we cannot maintain the type of gov- 
ernment that we have now. 


Fundamentally, Newark is in the 
same position as practically every 
other American city. We have gone 
through a period of fifteen years of 
magnified prosperity; tremendous 
major improvements have been put in 
the city of Newark and charged back 
to the taxpayer either as a current 
expense or a bonded debt. Today you 
have in Newark every facility that 
constitutes a good government; your 
agencies, from every point of view, 
without going into details, goes from 
the physical to the protective and the 
educational and the cultural. New- 
ark has everything. And during this 
period of fifteen years no group of 
citizens has ever appeated before the 
governing body protesting against the 
expenditure of large sums of money 
running into the millions to develop 
the city that you have today. Your 
park system, your potable water sup- 
ply, the physical condition of your 
streets, your remarkably fine protec- 
tive organization in the Health De- 
partment, the hospital, the police and 
the fire activities, all of these things 
have developed a unified service that 
gives you every consideration as a 
citizen and a resident of Newark. 
And we do not pick the money out of 
the air; the money comes out of the 


pocket of the taxpayer. And as Mr. 
Rippel said here in this very room 
one day last week, “They asked us 
as bankers why we haven’t said some- 
thing about what was going to hap- 
pen. We did not know this was go- 
ing to be a depression of world-wide 
proportions; we did not know that the 
securities of every type of business in 
the world were going to go down so 
low that many investors found them- 
selves pauperized; we did not know 
we were facing a situation such as we 
have.” 


It is easy for the man who is in-. 


clined to complain because of his own 
distrubed mental position, to find 
something that might be constituted 
a target, and in Newark the govern- 
ing body can be looked upon figura- 
tively as the target; and we are here 
ready to take it, and we have been 
taking it. But it is not the Com- 
missioners’ problem, it is the problem 
of the citizens of Newark that makes 
for the whole-hearted, unselfish co- 
Operation of everybody no matter 
what his present financial position is; 
and we must collect these taxes, 
otherwise we will be confiscating 
property, which after all, will be the 
last word in stagnation of any com- 
munity. We must have your coopera- 
tion in reducing the cost of govern- 
ment further, if it is possible, even 
though it be necessary to curtail the 
services of our city. We must have 
your cooperation in reaching out for 
new avenues of revenue so we will be 
fortified in protecting our attitude in 
bringing out further revenue from 
other sources. 


I contend the weak spot in the local 
government today is taxes derived 
from so-called personal property. We 
have citizens and residents of Newark 
who are worth millions but do not 


own a penny’s worth of real estate.. 


And they enjoy everything in the way 
of the facilities of government, they 
have the advantages of every public 
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agency at their disposal, and they are 
able to sneak in under cover and 
make no contribution in the form cf 
taxes because they do not happen to 
own any real estate. They tell me 
that the tax problem on a personal 
tax basis is archaic and not practical; 
but nevertheless, it is the law, and 
while it is the law I say to you, no 
matter whom it may hurt, the man 
who does not own real estate in New- 
ark but who is using Newark as his 
clearing house, his center of activity 
to maintain a lucrative business, 
ought to be compelled to pay his full 
measure of taxes, no matter how tech- 
nical we may be, even though we have 
to reach in and demand from the’ 
banking institutions of this city the 
deposits that each and every erson 
has in his bank account so that our 
property owners—(loud applause— 
so that our property owners will not 
be compelled to be driven down into 
the dust. I do not say this to culo- 
gize Mr. Zemel, one of the biggest 
property owners in Newark, but he 
knows how he has suffered as a land- 
lord because of two wrongs; The ten- 
ants cannot pay the rent or the prop- 
erty is vacant. How can we expect 
Mr. Zemel to pay us taxes? I know 
Mr. Lustig’s problem in the Iron- 
bound Seetion, and I know what it 
was considered back ten years ago 
when you had a so-called boom on 
Ferry Street and valuations went sky- 
high, and as a result of that the as- 


sessed valuations of property was in- 


creased. Today Ferry Street is in a 
deplorable condition, as is Springfield 
Avenue. Anybody interested in New- 
ark would feel bad to drive through 
those thoroughfares and see the va- 
cancies there; and consequently, the 
man who is burdened with a mortgage 
and burdened with no money coming 
in from rents, cannot pay taxes; and 
if we do not get taxes we cannot 

maintain your government. 


We have put this drive on because 
we feel it is the public’s problem. We 


` are concealing nothing in so far as 
your city’s business is concerned. 
‘Under the leadership of the Mayor, 
his colleagues cooperating with him, 
this committee of outstanding citi- 
zens, presidents of banks and insur- 
ance companies, have agreed to come 
in and deal with your governmental 
problems from a financial standpoint. 
They are going to study the structure 
of the government thoroughly and 
technically and they are going to ad- 
vise with the governing body in the 
hope of one thing, maintaining the 
proper standing for your city and my 
city. 


And I appeal to you, ladies and 
gentlemen in this audience today, be- 
causewof my post, acting as the di- 
rector of publicity in this tax drive, I 
appeal to you and I appeal to the 
rest of our people of Newark, through 
the press, which has been magnani- 
mous in supporting this activity un- 
der the auspices of the City Commis- 
sion, to give us every bit of help you 
can, unselfishly, so as to get taxes in 
that are outstanding; and second, to 
help us with our problems, because 
no man has a corner on brains. We 
men here are busy men, and because 
of this depression our whole day, if 
we would give it, would be devoted to 
the individual cases, men and women,. 
citizens of Newark who are in des- 
titute circumstances, pleading. with 
us to obtain employment or to save 
them frorn being dispossessed, or to 
help them out with a little ready 
money in order perhaps to buy bread 
for the children and milk for the fam- 
ily. We have our problem, a con- 
centrated form of government. Men 
come to us, they are not reasonably 
minded; they have had so much 
trouble they want to pour it into 
somebody else’s heart and mind and 
we have to take it unto ourselves, 
because we try, after all, to use our 
best efforts to truly and unselfishly 
represent our people of Newark. But 
this problem has become so serious 
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that we must ask every citizen, man, 
woman, and child, to give us their 
whole-hearted, unselfish support. To- 
night in Central High School we 
have called a public meeting of our 
citizens and we have made it plain 
that every citizen of Newark is wel- 
come to come to that meeting. For 
what? To make it a city-wide or- 
ganization to take care of the poor 
and the destitute. And why? Two 
veasons: Newark as a city cannot con- 
tinue to pay this vast sum of money 
out of your pockets; Newark cannot 
continue to pay millions of dollars a 
year to maintain our poor and desti- 
tute, even though we are all agreed 
unanimously that the first duty is to 
take care of our poor. That is rea- 
son number one, Reason number 
two, we feel we are facing a win- 
ter that will be the most serious win- 
ter that this country has ever had to 
contend with. Unemployment is so 
definitely recognized, and misery is so 
pronounced, .that we are reaching out 
in our helplessness and asking our 
people to come and join with us to- 
night in the Central High School to 
band themselves into a committee so 
that we will use our best efforts in 
providing for everybody who is des- 
titute, weak and helpless. 


I am going to conclude my little 
talk, but I am going to again appeal 
in the name of the commission, in the 
name of Commissioner Howe, who has 
this particularly difficult’ and dis- 
agreeable task, in the name of every 
man of this commission, we need the 
help of every citizen of Newark, and 
I am asking you, in addition to giv- 
ing us your help, that if you do not 
like us, that does not make any dif- 
ference; but in this emergency give 
us your whole-hearted and unselfish 
support. Eliminate, to a certain ex- 
tent, unnecessary criticism. Do not 
let us be destructive, let us be con- 
structive for the other fellow who 
needs a helping hand. 1 thank you. 

(Loud and prolonged applause.) 


Mr. Henry Green: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, tonight that meeting 
was called under your auspices? 


Mayor Congleton: We are gather- 
ing together tonight, as Commissioner 
Egan has said, our citizens, for the 
purpose of creating a citizens’ com- 
mittee. It is not our purpose, Mr. 
Green, to go into the cause of this 
stuff tonight. We recognize a condi- 
tion. We want to organize a com- 
mittee to coordinate all the private 
charities together with the public to 
‘face the situation that we have got 
to face this winter. The question of 
new legislation and what is the cause 
of it all is foreign to this meeting, 
to get all of the citizens of Newark 
and the private charities coordinated 
and working together to avoid a dup- 
lication, and so forth, and to take 
care of the people this winter. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move we 


-adjourn.

The following Reports of City Of- 
ficers were received and ordered filed:

Mayor Congleton: Has any citizen 
any matter to bring before the City 
Commission this morning ? 


Mr. David Stein, 153 Monmouth 
Street: 


Mr. Mayor and members of the 
Commission: On Monday, September 
12, a banquet was served in one of 
the hangars at the Airport, at which 
about seventy-five cooks and waiters 
were employed to serve dinner. None 
of these men were residents of our 
city and none were examined in ac- 
cordance with the ordinance covering 
food handlers. The Waiters and 
Cooks Union, which I represent, and 
T am also a member of the Municipal 
Committee of the Essex Trades Coun- 
cil, appealed to Dr. Craster to enforce 
the ordinance on those New York 
men, as it is enforced on us Newark 
citizens. Dr. Craster informed us 
that if the men carried New York 
health cards, he would consider that 
equal to having our health cards. 
Since no report has been made on the 
matter, we doubt if any examination 
at all was made. 


In the City of Newark the citizeas 
who work at the catering industry are 
compelled by the ordinance to under- 
go a medical examination. Otherwise 
they are not allowed to work in an 
establishment. Yet 175 men came 
into the city of Newark and are al- 
lowed to serve this banquet, without 
being forced to undergo medical ex- 
amination, 


We therefore petition you gentle- 
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men to see that the laws are either 
enforced or repealed and that those 
in direct charge be so informed. 


Mayor Congleton: The banquet you 
speak of was the one held in the Air- 
port in one of the hangars, and the 
meal was served by the Waldorf 
Astoria Hotel? 


Mr. Stein; That is it. 


Mr. O. Henry Grois, 704 South 
Fourteenth Street: 


The only interest this council has 
is to see that the residents and the 
citizens of Newark be given employ- 
ment in preference to those outside, 
and at the same time to swing to our 
merchants and particularly to the 
caterers as much business as possible, 
in order to enable them to carry the 
heavy burden that has been placed on 
their shoulders in time of depression. 
I think that the request of the rep- 
resentatives of the Waiters Union is 
fair and honest. If this was an over- 
sight it should be checked up. If not, 
then some remedy should be found in 
order to rectify the mistake that was 
made and to safeguard a mistake of 
that kind being made in the future. 


Of course, we have studied it from 
every angle and we appreciate the 
fact that some claims come in from 
New York as well. Nevertheless, this 
is Newark’s metropolitan area and 
we want to see work that is being 
done here not done by outsiders but 
by the city of Newark’s own and 
particularly by the Waiters Union in 
cases of that kind. 


Of course, that is their problem. 
My problem, that I want to bring up, 
is one entirely different, so when you 
are ready to proceed I am ready. 


Mayor Congleton: All right, sir, 
we'll hear you, 


_i! 


Mr. Grois: Mr. Mayor and Commis- 
sioners, I am here representing -my 
bakers’ organization with a committee 
of five other men who are somewhere 
in the audience, to protest against the 
action of the management of the 
restaurants in the various schools 
throughout the city. In these school 
restaurants throughout the city the 
bread consumed is manufactured by 
Hill Baking Company, of Newark, 
New Jersey. On May 1, 1932, this 
year, that concern locked out our 
bakers. We have kept the bakers on 
our oWn payroll and we have tried in 
every way to keep them happy and 
as cheerful as we possibly can. In or- 
der to cover the point that I want to 
bring out, I want to say to you hon- 
estly and fully without fear of con- 
tradiction that there is not one bak- 
ery worker that belongs to my or- 
ganization that receives relief of any 
kind from the city of Newark. I pay 
my men who are locked out. by the 
Hill and Javas Baking Companies $16 
a week, in order to try to keep their 
families with some food and to pay 
for some of the necessities that are 
still left. In addition to that, I have 
some eighty more that I continue to 
pay. When J say “I” I mean my or- 
ganization—a weekly out-of-work 
‘benefit, in order that they, too, may 
exist. That money I raise through 
taxation of my membership that are 
employed or who are more fortunate 
than those who are not employed, and 
the assessment is quite heavy, indeed, 


Now we are faced with this prob- 
lem in this lockout. This firm not 
only locked out our men after they re- 
ceived a voluntary reduction in their 
wages, but we understand they em- 
ployed non-citizens and they employ- 
ed people from the city of New York 
who went ahead and did the work 
that our men formerly did. They 
with no dependents have come in here 
and taken away from our mouths the 
opportunity to earn a livelihood in 
these two shops. 
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Commissioner Egan: .Mr. - Grois, 
have you been before the Board of 
Education in regard to this matter? 


Mr. Grois: The Board of Education, 
Mr. Commissioner, meets on the 29th 
day of September. I have taken up 
the matter with Mr. Shirley and IT 
told him that I was coming before 
the Board of Commissioners to bring 
it up. He said it was perfectly all 
right and that he thought it would be 
all right to bring my point out. It is 
just this: These schools are using 
Hill bread. They have no right to use 
Hill bread to feed our union men’s 
children. We are fighting for a prin- 
ciple. Our children go to school, and 
if they patronize these restaurants 
they have to have forced down their 
throats these non-union products. 


` Mayor Congleton: Does the Board 
of Education itself operate these 
restaurants ? 


Mr. Grois: I do not believe that 
they do, but that does not take away 
from the fact that the responsibility 
rests with the city. What would the 
City Commission do if the trade union 
movement took the attitude that as 
long as that scab bread is going to 
be used in these restaurants we won’t 
send our children to school. You 
would say it is foolish to deprive our 
children of education, but what kind 
of education are they receiving if 
such things are going on, with the 
very thing that the American Federa- 
tion of Labor backs day after day in 
trying to create better and more 
healthful working conditions for 
American labor. 


We have firms like this, notoriously 
unfair. They are a menace not alone 
to workmen, but to the health of 
perhaps a large part of the com- 
munity. They defy workment who 
have been in that plant for twenty- 
eight years. Surely after twenty- 
eight years we were good enough to 


build up an establishment of that kind 
and give the best of value possible 
and give to the people a sanitary pro- 
duct and sanitary conditions, If our 
homes are in this city and we pay our 
taxes here and raise our children, and 
we are not supplied with work after 
we have built up that business, and 
instead people who live in New York 
City are brought here and live in fur- 
nished rooras, why, we leave that with 
you, 


We ask that the matter be rectified 
and not that we wait until the women 
who runs these restaurants consults 
her lawyer to see if she can take ac- 
tion. They attempted to restrain us 
through the use of injunctions, but as 
I said before, our local union which 
has continued to be clean and will al- 
ways continue to be so much so that 
Vice Chancellor Berry removed the 
injunction for our restraint and va- 
cated the application. That shows 
that we are honest and sincere citi- 
zens and it shows the regard in which 
we are held. 


If the City of Newark cannot help 
us by rectifiying these faults, there is 
nothing else to do but to stop assess- 
ing these members who are working 
and to put those not working on the 
city relief payroll. 


(Applause). 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Grois, I 
think that the entire Commission ap- 
preciates your bringing this matter to 
our attention, but you know that the 
Board of Education is a separate and 
distinct body. In order to bring the 
matter to their attention, I move you, 
Mr. Mayor, that the Board call to the 
atention of the Board of Educatioa 
Mr, Grois’s appeal here and express 
the desire officially on the part of the 
City Commission that local aid be en- 
gaged in all enterprises having to do 
with public affairs and public institu- 
tions. 
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Commissioner Howe: I second it. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

Mr. Grois: They always use a sub- 
terfuge in the matter of city residents 
being employed. They bring them. 
over here and establish residences for 
them.

Commissioner Egan: Mr, Grois, 
you have already heard the motion, 
which shows that the City Commission. 
agrees with you and will do every- 
thing possible for you. 


Mr. Grois: I hope the City Com- 
mission will do it as quickly as pos- 
sible, so that our children will not. 
have to continue to complain to us. 


Mr. Frank J. Kosh, 63 Mott Street: 


Gentlemen, I have been here so 
often to try to have something done 
for me by the state. You adopted a 
resolution and they ignore everything. 
I wish that you would take some ac- 
tion asking that they give me some 
temporary employment, 


Mayor Congleton: What action do 
you think we have in our power te 
take? We cannot order the State 
Highway Commission to pay out their 
money. 


Mr. Kosh: No, I don't say that you 
could. 


Mayor Congleton: We are in the 
greatest sympathy with you and we 
have made an appeal to the State 
Highway Commission to take your 
matter up and adjust it. 


Mr. Kosh: Yes. Well, they haven't 
done anything. 


Ei 
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Mayor Congleton: I know they 
haven’t. You say they haven't, but I 
am asking you now how you think we 
can force the State Highway Commis- 
sion to go ahead, as you want it done. 
We have made appeal to these people. 


Mr. Kosh: Well, I am a citizen of 
Newark and I was a taxpayer when 
I was in business. If the state ignores 
in putting lights on state highways as 
they build them, I think that they 
should stand the damages. 


Mayor Congleton: I agree with you 
in that, but the question bothering me 
is how we can make them do it. 


Mr. Kosh: Well, I don’t know. 
There was an argument in court that 
the state was forced to put up the 
lights instead of the city, so if they 
were compelled to put up the lights, 
I think the state is compelled to keep 
cripples created through their neglect. 


Mayor Congleton: Well, if there is 
any legal question it is against the 
State Highway Commission. We are 
not in a position to commence suit 
against it. I do not know what more 
we can do, sir. I personally have 
made a n appeal to them urging them 
to adjust this matter. I do not know 
what I can do. 


Mr. Kosh: Of course, they have 
written letters to me to come to Tren- 
ton. They sent me up to Jacob Hagin 
and Hagin tried to argue. and tell 
me that I have no claim against the 
state. He said, “All right, I will try 
to get you some Job,” but that is al- 
most three months now. 


Mr. Henry Green, 280 Goldsmith 
Avenue: 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
Commission, last Wednesday night we 
had a meeting concerning welfare for 
the unemployed, and you have a list 
from which to appoint a committee to 


act on it, 
acted as yet. 


I don’t think you have 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, I have 
named the committee. Last Saturday 
I named Mr. Franklin Conklin as 
chairman and he named heads of dif- 
ferent organizations with some others 
whom they added to their committee. 
I may not be absolutely correct, but 
my impression is that Mr. Conklin is 
calling a meeting of this committee 
on Monday to get this committee or- 
ganized and to break it up into 
smaller groups to take care of differ- 
ent activities and asking people from 
different organizations to subscribe. 


Mr. Green: From what I got of that 
meeting it does not look like any plan 
to meet the situation the way it ought 
to be met. It means more charity and 
more food in the church and a drive 
for second-hand clothes, old shoes and 
old hats. I don’t think the American 
people want that. We will have to 
plan action of a different kind. We- 
must secure food, not under the au- 
spices of charity, but food in a 
humanitarian and human-spirited 
way. 


Mayor Congleton: Has anyone else 
any matter that he desires to addfess 
the Commission on? 


Commissioner Howe: I move we ad- 
journ.

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Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
who desires to address the commis- 
sion at this time? 


The next speaker was recognized as 
Mr. Thomas Dunsmore. 


Mr. Thomas Smith, 44 James Street: 


Mr. Mayor, some three weeks or a 
month ago you heard my appeal and 
you promised to do something about 
it. I waited for three weeks more or 
less, and last Sunday the Call pub- 
lished what you intended doing. 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t know 
what the Call article was. If you will 
state your proposition that you want 
an answer to, I will try to give it. 


Mr. Smith: You stated in that Call 
article that since the dock builders 
had no representation in this city you 
could not do anything with it; also 
you could not take too parochial a 
view on the county carpenters work- 
ing on city work. 


Mayor Congleton: I never said any- 
thing like that. I still stand one hun- 
dred per cent. for all carpentry work, 
mason work, and everything else that 
the city is interested in being per- 
formed by Newark residents, regard- 
less of the territory that the local 
covers, 


Mr. Smith: Well, Mr.| Mayor, I 
think we have satisfied your office as 
to the justness of my claim. The ‘last 
time I was here you kind of thought 
that I was stretching the point a bit 
in claiming that work at the Pennsyl- 
vania depot. We have substantiated 
that information by official informa- 
tion to your office since then. 


Mayor Congleton: F received your 
letter, 


Mr. Smith: I guess so. 


—we have had no action. In the 
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meantime all of the carpenters with 
the exception of fifteen are off the 
job and now there are all dock build- 
ers. Have we got to wait, Mr. Mayor, 
until probably the job is finished, 


Mayor Congleton: I think you have 
to wait until your own organization 
cleans up the mess you are in. I can- 
not do it. I have done everything 
within my power. When the business 
agent of the carpenters deals with the 
representative of the dock builders 
and says that certain work is dock 
builders’ work, how can I change it? 


Mr, Smith: I think you are mis- 
taken, Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Congleton: All right. I have 
had them in and they have agreed. 


Mr. Smith: Will you kindly recall, 
Mr. Mayor, just when that happened ? 
And how it happened? We have al- 
ready challenged our business agent 
to that effect. Now, if you can re- 
fresh your memory as to that I should 
like it. 


Mayor Congleton: I can refresh my 
memory, and I will invite you within- 
in two or three days to be present 
with those delegates and face them 
with it. Commissioner Egan was 
present when the thing took place. 


Commissioner Egan: What the busi- 
ness agent representing the Car- 
penters’ Union said in the presence of 
Mr. Reilly was this, in substance: “I 
am the business agent of the Car- 
penters’ Union in the County of Es- 
sex. If there is any work to be done 
in the county, as the county repre~ 
sentative it is not my right to confine 
Newark work to Newark members of 
our county organization.” 


We said this to him: “Whether you 
like it or not, and no matter what 
your problem might be as to the 
county representative, this particular 


work in Newark belongs to men who 
live in Newark as against men who 
live outside of Newark., We are tell- 
ing you that we insist that you give 
this work to nobody but Newark 
men.” 


Even in that particular conference 
he shadow-boxed in so far as the 
Italian unit of your union is con- 
cerned, and he had wus discuss the 
matter of labor for the members of 
the Italian union. We had the repre- 
sentative of that particular union 
come into the conference and we told 
those representatives, in the presence 
of Mr. Reilly, that it was his duty to 
allot the work equitably to members 
of his union who lived in Newark. We 
placed the responsibility entirely upon 
Mr. Reilly and told the representa- 
tives of that particular union that if 
My. Reilly was not equitable and fair 
in the matter, to come back and let 
us know. Reilly, however, took the 
position that there were Newark men 
working outside of Newark, under the 
auspices of his union, and that he 
could not quite consistently confine 
Newark work to Newdrk men. We 
told him that he had no choice in the 
matter and that in so far as the gov- 
erning body of Newark was concerned, 
he would be required ta engage New- 
ark men for Newark work. That is the 
distinct understanding in so far as the 
representative is concerned, speaking 
for you and the othey members of 
your union, dealing with the govern- 
ing body of the city of Newark. 
(Applause.) i 


Mr. Smith: We appreciate what the 
commissioners have done. 


Commissioner Egan: Now, Donnie, 
to get the other angle; you know per- 
fectly wel. that you are not satisfied 
internally with the relationship be- 
tween the carpenters’ union ang the 
dock builders’ union. In your union 
circles you are apparently not able to 
handle your problem, and you reach 
out and hand to the City Commission- 
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ers, a matter that has to dö with the 
internal union activitzy. 


Mr. Smith: Not at all. I take ex- 
ception. I have proven my statement. 
I said the same thing the last meet- 
ing when I was here. I gaid that our 
business agent was wrong when he 
made the assertion. 


Commissioner Egan: Well, do not 
in the eyes of the public try to blame 
the governing body for what your 
business agent is responsible for. 


Mr. Smith: I have proven since then 
that the work did not belong to the 
dock builders. 


Mayor Congleton: How have you 
proved it? 


Mr. Smith: We have, our official 
body sent down information that that 
work belongs to the county. 


Mayor Congleton: What is your 
business agent doing in permitting 
dock builders to work on what you 
now say is carpenter’s work? 


Mr. Smith: Because there are some 
men don’t know how they act. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move that 
this be referred by the mayor to the 
conference and that Mr. Smith be in- 
vited to join. 


Mayor Congleton: And I would in- 
vite my colleagues to attend with me. 


Commissioner Egan: One second, 
Mr. Smith. I want to tell you that 
so far as we are concerned, we want 
to give you a fair deal to the best 
taat is possible, 


Mr, Smith: Thank you, Mr. Com- 
missioner. There has been an aver- 
age of 85 dock builders working there 
for eight months and they have taken 
within one quarter of a million dol- 
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our jurisdictional disputes; can’t you 
cure it? 


Mayor Congleton: I wish it were 
possible. I have tried to get my rep- 
resentatives on the job day in and 
day out. On one section of the city 
railway because your carpenters and 
the dock builders could not agree, a 
strike was called, and both groups 
were out for three weeks. Then they 
agreed to divide the work fifty-fifty, 
under the arrangement made by your 
business agent. Then they went back 
to work. 


Mr. Smith: Mr. Mayor, might I ask 
one question before we close this 
argument? Is it your contention that 
our Newark carpenters can’t do the 
work? 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t know 
anything about what your carpenters 
can do. I say that that is a matter 
which is within your organization. If 
you have a business agent who is 
not doing what you think is the right 
thing to do, and if the majority of the 
members of your local agree with you, 
I should think that he would go out 
the window fast. 


Mr. Smith: Mr. Mayor, wouldn’t 
you think that when our relief com- 
mittee here through Mr. Malady is 
keeping 243 men of our craft, don’t 
you think that someone else ought to 
throw them out? Don’t you think it 
is up to the men here that they should 
do something to take them off that 
relief ? 


Mayor Congleton: I certainly think 
they ought to be off and that they 
ought to do that work. Your officers 
and representatives, as you say, are 
preventing them from going to work. 
It is right back in your office. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Smith, 
you know that there is a contract 
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existing between the carpenters and 
the dock builders ? 


Mr. Smith: Did you ever see it? 


Commissioner Egan: Pardon me, 


you know it exists?. 


Mr. Smith: Not embracing the 
work, 

Commissioner Egan: Generally 
speaking. 

Mr. Smith: We have a contract 


whereby we do divide work, but not 
that work. 


Commissioner Egan: All right, you 
do not like that particular agreement. 


Mr. Smith: No objections. 


Commissioner Egan: You told us a 
short time ago you didn’t like it. 


Mr. Smith: No objections if they 
stay on agreement, 


Commissioner Egan: After all, it 
simmers down to a question between 
your union and the dock builders. 


Mr. Smith: Not at all; these men 
are in there with a dock building con- 
tract and they employ nobody but 
dock builders. Normally we would 


not have been able to get one car- 
penter on the job without the assist- 
ance of City Hall, but they have no 
right to have one dock builder on the 
job. That is what we are battling 
for. 


Commissioner Egan: Well, we are 
going to have the conference. 


_ Mr. Smith: They told us a month 
ago we would have a conference. 


Commissioner Egan; Well, we have 
had other things to deal with. 


Commissioner Gillen: Mr. Mayor, I 
move that it be referred to a confer- 
ence with the mayor. 


Mr. Charles Lockhass, 819 South 
19th Street: 


Mr. Mayor, I would like to have 
a few words in respect to this job of 
the Pennsylvania depot and also the 
carpenters, and I am going to bring 
taxes in. It. is a very hard matter 
for anybody, especially men in the 
carpenter line and building line, to 
make any money. If he should hap- 
pen to own a little property or just 
have his name in it and the rest is 
mortgage. I have one and owe here 
over $350 which I am unable to pay, 
because I could not get a job on the 
Pennsylvania depot, because we put 
today 350 carpenters on that job. 
That is oniy from Essex County, and 
the balance of them are from New 
York City, Brooklyn ang all over, and 
not residents or taxpayers of this 
city. 


Mayor Congleton: I want to say a 
word to the last speaker. So far as 
the dock builders residents of Newark 
are concerned, we put every single one 
of them down there and had them put 
to work. So far as I know, they are 
still working. I am in no position fo 
say what work is dock builders’ work 
and what is carpenters’. That, I take 
it, is within your province, within 
your organization. The contractor 
tells me, and I have checked up on 
him, that every man that he has em- 
ployed, be he carpenter or dock build- 
er, when it is dock builders’ work, as 
designated by your representative, 
has been employed through your local 
representative, the business agent. 


Mr. Lockhass: All right, Mr. Mayor. 
How about the communication from 
‘our secretary-treasurer of the district 
council designating what work be- 
longs to carpenters and to the dock 
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builders, but I haven’t seen any action 
taken by this commission. 


Mayor Congleton: Action has been 
taken by me. When your representa- 
tive on that job says that certain 
work is dock builders’ work, I say to 
you very frankly that I don’t know 
whether he is right ọr whether he is 
wrong. 


Mr. Lockass: You would rather take 
Mr. Green’s advice? 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t know who 
you mean. 


Mr. Lockass: That is the general 
foreman of the job. 


Mayor Congleton: I do not mean 
him; I mean the agent of your or- 
ganization, 


Mr. Lockhass: That agent of our or- 
ganization, Mr. Mayor, is representa- 
tive of four thousand men, and I think 
it is worth while to the commission 
to take a little bit of notice. 


Mayor Congleton: We have taken 
p-enty of it. 


Mr. Loeckhass: Well, I have not seen 
any action. 


Mayor Congleton: You have not 
been on the job. 


Mr. Alexander Bruce, 299 Schley 
Street: 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
Commission, I came before you about 
a year ago upon the city canal work. 
The carpenters as a whole were very 
much satisfied with what you done 
over there. You were able to get the 
dock builders out of there. It seems 
that you are not able to do the same 
tning over in the Pennsylvania depot 
2S you were on the canal. There 
seems to be somebody restraining you 
from this. 
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To bring back your own quotations 


that there are only eleven dock build- 


ers, remember only eleven out of 
about sixty-four are residents of the 
city of Newark. Where does the rest 
come from? 


Mayor Congleton: There are no 
more in Newark, so I am told. 


Mr. Bruce: Here is an instance. 
Just lately they fired every one of our 
Newark foremen, but they didn’t fire 
an outside foreman. Now, Mr. Mayor, 
I understand one of our business 
agents came down here ang said if 
the work was given the carpenters 
they could not do it. Will you tell me 
the name of that business agent? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, sir; Mr. 
Reilly. I would like to make it clear 
that the work that has been referred 
to is not work that the city is doing. 


That work is being done under a con- 


tract let by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company. We have to the ut- 
most of our ability tried to get New- 
ark people employed, anq we intend 
to try and do the same thing on the 
post office job but it is not our con- 
tract. 


Mr. Bruce: Why it it that you see 
that the other trades get it? 


Mayor Congleton: I have not dis- 
cussed this just alone with the busi- 
mess agent. I have had one of the 
International officers here—and your 


‘dock builders and your carpenters are 


both under that jurisdiction—and by 
gosh, he could not get it settled. Can 
I settle something that you cannot 
settle through your International 
officers? Hutchinson sent a man by 
the name of Flynn here as his rep- 
resentative. I have had conferences 
and have done my best to get this 
work ‘specified as carpenters’ work. 
He will not do it, and he is your 
International officer that I assume you 
helped put in office. 
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Mr. Bruce: Mr. Mayor, our general 
president sent us a communication 
telling us that if the Mayor and his 
commission sees fit that only Newark 
men be employed on that job. 


Mayor Congleton: All right, you 
say that there are only eleven dock 
builders in Newark, and those we 
have insisted be put on the job. If 
your International officer will not say 
that work that these out-of-twon 
dock builders are doing is carpenter 
work, but that it is dock builders’ 
work, where am I going to get the 
dock builders from, or rather, where 
is the contractor going to get the 
dock builders from? , 


Mr. Bruce: Must you need dock 
builders to do that work? Don’t you 
think a carpenter can do that work? 


Mayor Congleton: I don’t know. 
Your International man won't say. 


Mr. Bruce: Mr. Mayor, can you use 
a pick and shovel if you were out of 
this job? 


Mayor Congleton: I do it every day. 


Mr. Bruce: So can we do carpenter 
work. We demand action. I am-not 
speaking for myself, because I work 
on the canal, and thank you for that; 
I am speaking for the men that have 
not worked for three years, who have 
lost their homes because they could 
not pay the taxes. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Bruce, in 
order to have the record clear, you 
are a member of the carpenters’ union, 
are you not? 


Mr. Bruce: I am, yes. 
Commissioner Egan: That -is an or- 


ganized union affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor? 


Mr. Bruce: We are, 


Commissioner Egan: This govern- 
ment has always used its best efforts 
to maintain a friendly attitude toward 
organized labor, is that not right? 

Mr. Bruce: So far we have found it 
to organized labor, but not to indivi- 
duals. 


Commissioner Egan: All right. We 
did some work here during the last 
year known as work relief. In my de- 
partment J called in all the business 
agents, and the work was done by 
card men selected by the representa- 
tives of the respective crafts. That 
is right, isn’t it? 


Mr. Bruce: That is correct, and we 
appreciated it at that time, Mr. Egan. 


Commissioner Egan: Just one min- 
ute. In so far as the city work is 
concerned, you admit here that you 
were given your share of the work. 
That is right, isn’t it? 


Mr. Bruce: Yes. 


Commissioner Egan: This partien- 
lar job on the railroad is a railroad 
contract, is it not? 


Mr. Bruce: Well, it is partly rail- 
road and partly city, is it not? 


Commissioner Egan: ‘Yes. We are 
contributing toward that contract in 
so far as the surface work is con- 
cerned. | 


Mr. Bruce: Therefore it is city 
money you are using on, that. 


Commissioner Egan: To a certain 
extent. Now, the point I want to 
bring out is this, Mr. Btuce: You hap- 
pened to find a criticdl setting this 
morning. You know in your heart 
that this governing body has used 
every effort possible to protect the 
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position of the skilleg labor affiliated 
with organized labor. You know that 
this trouble really sirmmers down to 
differences between the carpenters’ 
union and the dock builders’ union. 
You know that the real trouble is 
this, putting it bluntly—that Clark is 
able to subordinate Reilly and every- 
body else in that union. 


Mr. Bruce: Can you blame us for 
coming down and asking for your sup- 
port? 


Commissioner Egan: Of course I do 
not blame you. Why don’t you go 
back to your union and make your or- 
ganization stand up and get leader- 
ship? Do not come in here and talk 
before all these citizens generally 
with the idea of brow beating the 
mayor, when you know in your heart 
that the mayor as chief executive of 
this city has done everything he can 
possibly do, when you know that the 
other members of the commission 
have done everything to maintain 
proper equilibrium in this community, 
to see that organized labor, the card 
men, get all the work that is pos- 
sible to give them. 


Let us call a spade a spade. I do 
not intend to sit here at this desk and 
allow these people to go away, after 
hearing you speak, with the impres- 
sion that you are a hero and we are- 
scoundrels. You know deep down in 
your heart that we are using every 
effort to help your mén, and you 
know, if you call a spade a spade, that 
the difference is that Clark is able 
to subordinate Reilly and everybody 
else in your organization. You know 
perfectly well that even so far as con- 
tractors are concerned, Clark, because 
the organization is composed of men 
mostly outside of Newark, holds the 
whip hand. Let us be fair about it. 
Do not try to create through the 
newspapers the idea that the men in 
your union are being dealt with un- 
fairly. 
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Anybody can come in here and make 
a spread-eagle speech. You are an 
able speaker and are able to arouse 
the emotions of men. You come in 
here this morning and you send out 
key men into every section of this 
city creating the impression that this 
governing body is not using its best 
efforts. We know our problem in so 
far as welfare is concerned; we know 
our problem in so far as taxes are 
concerned; we know our problem in 
so far as unemployment is concerned; 
but please let us be fair. Do not try 
to take unfaiy advantage. You would 
not want somebody to punch you be- 
low the belt. I am not going to sit 
here and let you shadow box with me. 
Do not hit me below the belt. I know 
you do not mean to do it. 


Mr. Bruce: Oh, yes, I mean to do it 
just as much as I can. 


Commissioner Egan: You are one of 
the follows within organized labor 
who, if you have your way, will vote 
down organized labor. You will prac- 
tically have the man with a card who 
today occupies a position, in a posi- 
tion where he will be at the mercy of 
those who want to keep down and 
make a galley slave of him. You are 
not right either above the neck or be- 
low the neck. 


Mr. Bruce: Mr. Egan, you have 
placed me as a hero. I am fair. I 
will call a spade a spade. As to the 
newspapers, I do not want one piece 
of that spread across the newspapers. 
You admit that Clark has brought 
foreigners into the city. I class a 
foreigner as a non-resident of the city 
of Newark. Couldn’t you work out 
some solution at all where it could be 
Newark men on that job. 


Commissioner Egan: All right, 
Bruce, I just wanted to get the record 
straight.. 


Mr. Frank Jones, 44 James Street: 
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Honoreble Mayor and Commission- 
ers, I know the Comissioners do alf 
they can to do their duty, but I am: 
going to do all I can to help put local 
men on local work and not to a lot- 
of New Yorkers. That work on the 
canal was started to help the unem- 
ployed of Newark, not to help the un- 
employed of New York City .- 


Commissioner Egan: Let me say 
this to you: You are the last orator 
of the day, so go to it and finish your 
talk. 


Mr. Jones: I can finish it just as 
quick as I know I am going to get 
some action. 


Mr. O. Henry Grois, 499 South 13th 
Street: 


Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, to- 
day I appear for the last time here 
representing the Essex Trades Coun- 
cil as chairman of the city. 
don’t 


Commissioner Egan: You 


mean that, do you? 


Mr. Grois: I mean it. I have come 
here always in the interest of organ- 
ized labor. I want to leave this with 
you. There were never four finer 
shooters for organized labor in the 
city. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move that 
we take up the question of filing the 
vacancy in the City’ Commission 
caused by the death of John F. Mur- 
ray, Jr. 


The roll being called, the motion. 
was declared adopted by the follow-. 
ing votes:

Mayor Congleton: At this time we 
will listen to anyone who desires to 
speak to this question. We will sit 


and lsten to anyone and everyone 
who wants to speak. After that has 
terminated the members of the com- 
mission will go into balloting, I as- 
sume. After we begin balloting, no 
one will be permitted again to speak 
from the floor while that is on. I 
make that statement now so that any- 
one who has anything to say will say 
it at this time.

Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, I 
move you now that the commission be 
recessed until two-thirty this after- 
noon.

Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
else who desires to address the com- 
mission ? 


Commissioner Gillen: I move that 
the hearing be closed. 


Mayor Congleton: The motion is 
that the hearing on the matter be- 
fore us be closed. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Egan, Gillen, 
Howe, Mayor Congleton. 


Commissioner Gillen: Mr. Mayor, I 
think that I can express the unani- 
mous sentiment of the commission 
when I say that we are thankful to 
all of the citizens who have come here 
today to help us try to solve this 
problem. We are thankful to those 
who have spoken and we are thank- 


ful to those who have not spoken, but ' 
but who came, anyway. We are 
thankful to all of you and we are 
very happy and very glad to have the 
advice that has been given to us. I 
want to say that the hearing has 
been, to say the least, very instruc- 
tive and very enlightening. It clear- 
ly demonstrates that there is, after 
all, a vast number of citizens who are 
really taking a deep iriterest in the 
city government. 


The man who takes this position 
should have the proper qualifications. 
I do not think that the City Com- 
mission ought to select someone 
merely because he is the popular man, 
because he is a good fellow, because 
his name is acclaimed here and there. 
I think that he should also be a man 
of ability, a man of unquestioned 
standing, a man of high character, 
and a man of- principle. In that di- 
rection I am going to address myself. 
I am going to place in nomination a 
man who I believe possesses these 
qualifications. 


Before I mention his name I want 
to refer briefly to the argument in 
favor of selecting the sixth man for 
this vacancy. When the late Mayor 
Archibald died, for a time I did not 
believe that that argument held much 
water, and I know now that there 
is no legal obligation upon the com- 
mission to elect the sixth man. That 
we must clearly understand. If the 
sixth man were a man unqualified for 
the position, we would be very fool- 
ish to select him. When Mayor 
Archibald died, however, citizens 
came before us at the hearings that 
we had in this chamber and they ar- 
gued in favor of selecting the sixth 
man. The press of the city at the 
time, I think, was almost unanimous 


‘on that question, and the arguments 
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were so convincing that I could not 
ignore them. They made an indelible 
impression on my mind, and although 
I am a Democrat, I voted to place 


John Howe in the vacancy that oc- 
curred at that time through the 
death of Mayor Archibald. I have no 


apologies at all for that vote. John 
Howe was a good man then. John 
Howe is a good man today. (Ap- 


plause.) He was my friend then, and 
I hope we will be friends until the 
end of our time. I felt, after all, 
that the opinions that were so force- 
fully expressed at the time were what 
a gentleman here has termed the vox 
populi. the voice of the people. I be- 
lieve that we who are public servants 
are placed here to listen to the voice 
of the people and to try to interpret 
it to find out what they want, and 
then decide accordingly. When we 
realize and come to feel that a great 
majority of our people want a certain 
thing done, I believe it is our duty 
to do it, unless it is something that 
is so radically wrong and unwise that 
we know it cannot be done but some- 
thing that is reasonable, something 
that is feasible, something that 1s 
right we should do, when we feel 
that the great mass of the people of 
the city want it done. 


Now, ladies and gentlemen, I feel 
today thet my position has not 
changed with respect to the selection 
of the sixth man. You will then ask 
me why we didn’t select the sixth 
man when Mayor Raymond died and 
why we didnt select the sixth man 
when Commissioner Brennan died. 
Well, I think that that was answered 
today by Mr. Roessler when he said 
that when Mayor Raymond died the 
gentleman who knew his department 
best, with all its intricate and great 
problems, imposing at the time heavy 
financial obligations on the city and 
requiring great knowledge and 
thought, was the Corporation Coun- 
sel, Jerome T. Congleton. He had 
for months ang months during the ill- 
nesses of Mayor Raymond practically 
operated that department. He took 
control ard ran the department. He 
knew ıt from A to Z, and he was 
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placed m the vacancy, and the sixth 
man was turned aside. When Di- 
rector Brennan died, as Mr. Rossler 
said, there was no ma:n who knew Di- 
rector Brennans departnent better 
than Commissioner Egan. ( Applause.) 
Commissioner Egan is Commissioner 
Brennan’s protege. It was Commis- 
sioner Brennan origirally why nomi- 
nated Commissioner Egan for City 
Clerk and placed him in public life. 
Out of respect for the memory of 
Commissioner Brennen, and feeling 
that we would put in that position 
tke best qualified ma:a in the city of 
Newark, we selected Commissioner 
Egan, and we have no apologies for 
that vote. At the time, however, 
there was great pressure brought to 
bear to elect Meyer Ellenstein. I 
want to say that if the arguments in 
favor of Commissioner Egan had not 
been so overwhelming, I would have 
voted for Meyer Ellenstein at the 
time. 


Meyer Ellenstein has been describ- 
ed to us today, and I know that near- 
ly all that has been said of him here 
is true. Maybe here and there some 
enthusiastic friend rnay have exag- 
gerated his qualities, but on the 
whole, in the main, everything that 
has been said here of Meyer Ellea- 
stein is true. I have campaigned 
with him and have traveled with him 
through the city of Newark. I have 
attended any number of gatherings. 
where he was. I nave heard him 
speak. I have seen him mix with the 
people. I want to say that in all my 
lifetime in politics in Newark, and 
that goes back a few years, I have 
rot seen a more pepular man than 
Meyer Ellenstein. I have seen him 
at all sorts of gatherings, political, 
social, or private, eng wherever he 
appears he is ‘received with great ac- 
claim. I have wonc¢ered why and 1 
have often tried to analyze it. It can 
cnly be figured out in one way, and 
that is that after al, this man has 
not only a pleasing personality, is not 


only a fine citizen with a splendid 
character and reputation, but he must 
have something that appeals to the 
rank and file of the people. 


Someone has:suggested since Com- 
missioner Murray died that perhaps 
we should select a high-class busi- 
ness man who has held aloof from 
the rank and file, who has traveled 
in certain secluded ang exclusive 
channels, who can take the business 
problems of the city ang solve them 
without the noise of the mob ringing 
in his ears. Let me tell you that I 
believe that that would be a great 
mistake. I think that the man who is 
selected to be a public servant should 
know the people that he serves. He 
should not travel in one particular 
channel; he ought to be able to travel 
in any walk of life. He ought to be 
able to walk with the rich and with 
the poor, with the great and with 
the small. He ought to know the 
people. He ought to know who they 
are and what they are, what their 
wants are and what their likes and 
dislikes are. In other words, he 
should rub elbows with all the peo- 
ple of the community that he has to 
serve. Only in that way can he real- 
ly know what the people of this com- 
munity want and what they really 
desire. Meyer Ellenstein has done 
that. All his life he has mixed with 
all classes. He has led a most active 

‘life. He has been most active, as it 
has been stated here today, in chari- 
ties of various kinds. He has been 
to a great extent a humanitarian. 
He, it seems to me, above all other 
men at this moment, is better 
fitted to occupy this vacancy. As has 
been said, he was a poor boy in the 
city of Paterson. He, throwing aside 
all the handicaps of poverty and of 
humble origin and beginning, studied 
and acquired and conquered two pro- 
fessions. My dear friends, there are 
very few men in this life who can ac- 
quire one profession. When a man 
acquires two he must have a very 
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fine mentality, a very remarkable 
mentality. That is one of the reasons 
why I am urging the name of Meyer 
C. Ellenstein. (Applause.) 


There can be no question about his 
ability and qualifications. There is 
none in my mind. If there was I 
would look elsewhere for a better 
candidate, but there is no question in 
my mind at all, 


Now, there have been statements 
made about racial groups in the city. 
Today I listened attentively to the 
representatives of almost every 
racial group in the city of Newark. 
When a man looking for a position of 
this kind can interest almost every 
racial group and every denomination 
of a group in the city of Newark, 
and if they send their representatives 
here to talk for him, that man must 
be some man. He must be a broad 
minded man, to say the very least. 


Newark is a cosmopolitan city. The 
old American element that lived in 
Newark years ago, the Yankee ele- 
ment, has moved out into the suburbs, 
up over over the mountain and into 
Montclair. Into Newark has come a 
great immigration from many foreign 
countries, and today in Newark even 
the Germans who were so prevalent 
in Newark years ago, when Newark 
was known practically as the German 
city, when I was a boy, have moved 
out into Union and Irvington. A 
great many of my race, the Irish 
race, have moved out. In their places 
has come this great influx of Jewish 
population, of Italians, of Polish, 
Slavish, Spanish, Portuguese, Greeks, 
and today, we have this great cosmo- 
politan population in the city of New- 
ark. Somebody said we must pay no 
attention to that. Well, I disagree 
with him. I think that where there 
are large racial groups in a city, in 
selecting public servants they should 
be selected so that each racial group 
will be properly represented. 


Now, I think that the Jewish popu- 
lation here—I mean citizens of the 
Jewish race—represent probably one 
fifth of the population of Newark. If 
they do, there isn’t any reason in the 
world why they should not have a 
representative on this board or on 
any other board for that matter. If 
there may he some little prejudice 
against the Jewish race, coming from 
the old countries, we can not find it 
here in Newark. If there is any 
prejudice against a person of the 
Jewish race, it must be a very ignor- 
ant prejudice. I have watched the 
Jewish race since I was a boy. I 
have lived with them on the most 
friendly terms. I have associated 
with them. They were my friends and 
I have aways been their friend. 
When I was Mayor I attended every 
gathering to which I was ever in- 
vited, held by citizens of the Jewish 
race of the city of Newark and I al- 
ways found a warm welcome. I have 
watched them take their part in the 
city’s growth and progress. As a 
real estate man I saw the wonderfal 
aid that they gave to the growth of 
the city of Newark. The upbuilding 
of the city to a great extent is due 
to the people of the Jewish race, anil 
they are undoubtedly and unques- 
tionably the heaviest taxpayers of 
any racial group in the city of New- 
ark. They have contributed im- 
mensely ir. that way to the growth 
and progress of the city, and to that 
extent I think it would be a very wise 
thing and a very good thing to have 
a member of the Jewish race sit on 
this board. (Applause.) 


I feel very strongly on this subject. 
I think that when the people voted 
to make Dr. Ellenstein the sixth man 
they meant just exactly how they 
voted. They meant that in case of 
vacancy he ought to be the next man 
in line. They showed their prefer- 
ence just as much as they showed 
their preference. when Wwe were 
selected I was fifth man, which 
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showec that they lked four others 
better than they did me. Meyer El- 
lenstein was sixth man, and it show- 
ed that the people of Newark ex- 
pressed an unquestionable preference, 
which cannot be contradicted, and 
that they preferred nim to all the 
other candidates on the list. Today 
when the vacancy occurs there is no 
better guide that the City Commis- 
sioners can go by, there is no better 
rule they can apply in making this 
selection, than to pick the sixth man, 
even though there is ao legal obliga- 
tion there. 


I have been on this commission 
from tie beginning. As has been said, 
I am the senior member of it. I 
have no right to dictate to my col- 
leagues on the board as to how they 
should vote on these important mat- 
ters. They prehaps have better 
minds than I. There is no question 
at all about their mental equipment. 
I know that they know how to de- 
cide these matters for themselves, but 
age and experience count in every 
walk of life and I ara the only sur- 
viving member of the original com- 
mission and I have seen this com- 
mission government from its very be- 
ginning, from its inception. I have 
seen it work along and J have seen 
these vacancies occur. J have seen 
selections made to fill these vacancies, 
and I have heard all the arguments 
advanced. I have lived with the sub- 
ject from 1917, fifteen years ago. I 
was in the city government for years 
before that, before commission gov- 
ernment was adopted. As I say 
again, I think that age and experi- 
ence count a little bit, and I am go- 
ing to appeal today to my colleagues 
to throw aside anything in thelr 
minds that might be of political na- 
ture, to just look as the sentiment 
that exists in the City of Newark to- 
day, to consider the position that this 
man had in the final count of the vote 
in the last election, to throw aside 
all other sentiment and to consider 


the great appeal that has been made 
here today by many of the finest citi- 
zens of the city of Newark, New Jer- 
sey. I am going to appeal to them 
to stand up with me here today and 
vote for Meyer Ellenstein. (Ap- 
plause.) 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen of the Commission, as 
I understand the law, the responsibil- 
ity is upon the City Commission to 
fill a vacancy caused by resignation 
or by death. Unfortunately for New- 
ark in the first instance, and particu- 
larly unfortunately for the present 
members of the City Commission, our 
good colleague, the late Commis- 
sioner Murray, has been called to his 
reward. As the result of that va- 
cancy we are here today publicly 
dealing with the problem of filling 
this vacancy. The law is clear liter- 
ally that it is the duty of the re- 
maining commissioners to fill the va- 
cancy. The form of government it- 
self is, literally and in spirit, a gov- 
ernment of the people, written par- 
ticularly so that we would have gov- 
erning the affairs of this great city 
a group of five men who, in seeking 
election, are not permitted under the 
law to seek support as partisans. It 
was my good fortune, or perhaps my 
bad fortune, to be associated with 
this government, first in a subordi- 
nate capacity, beginning in 1917, and 
then taking a post on this commis- 
sion in 1930. In the first election and 
in the three succeeding elections I as 
a citizen and a voter totally disre- 
garded partisan politics. I voted for 
the man. I am very happy to state 
publicly today that I enjoyed im- 
mensely voting for the successful can- 
didates in the last election, Commis- 
sioner Howe, our late friend Commis- 
sioner Murray, Commissioner Gillen, 
and our late friend Commissioner 
Brennan. Whether I may be in pub- 
lie life or a private citizen, in the 
event of another municipal election 
I will be guided by the law literally 


and in spirit, and vote for the man- 


` Publie opinion in this particular in- 

stance must be expressed in a politi- 
cal atmosphere, I, too, appreciate 
greatly this outpouring of citizens 
today advising the governing body 
and suggesting to the governing 
body, counseling the governing body 
in so far as the vacancy and the 
filling of the post are concerned. 
Newark today is the melting pot of 
the world. We have populated here. 
the peoples of the earth, and after 
all, the only discipline that a man in 
public life hag is public opinion usual- 
ly crystallizeqg in a group form and. 
as a rule, at least in the last analysis, 
presented in the form of editorials. 
either by word of mouth or on the 
editorial pages of the newspapers of 
our community. 


Commissioner Murray was called 
to his reward over three weeks ago.. 
We four commissioners have deliber- 
ated on this subject very seriously, 
very sincerely, and in a very friendly 
way. We have exchanged views: 
without reservation, realizing full 
well that always subordinated to 
good government is what might be 
looked upon as sentiment. We know 
that our first duty is to use our best 
judgment in selecting a successor to 
the late commissioner. We do not, 
however, happen to be of the genius 
type, where we have a corner on 
mentality; we reach out into our city 
and we converse with our neighbors 


“in order to find out what our neigh- 
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bor, the exemplifieq neighbor might 
feel is the best for the city. Usually 
public opinion organized from every 
nook and corner of a city constitutes,, 
as a rule, editorial substance. Poli- 
tics in the law itself is recognized. 
because, after all, men in public 
office who are elected must be politic- 
ally minded. When a candidate pre- 
sents himself to his people in a cam-. 
paign he has a platform, and in that 
platform he has certain planks. He- 


knows fully well, particularly m a 
eity such as Newark, that he must 
meet with the popular approval ot 
his fellow men otherwise he cannot 
occupy public office. 


We have a well balanceg city. We 
have a city that enjoys an enviable 
reputation, comparable with that of 
any other American city in this coun- 
try today. It is a well regulated city 
because the voting population of 
Newark has used good judgment in 
selecting its public servants, not only 
since 1917, but prior to that time. 
We have a well regulated city be- 
tause we have a well balanced people 
and because the men who occupy pub- 
lic office use their best efforts, whole 
heartedly, substantially anq sincere- 
ly, to maintain a standing worth- 
while. We have gone through a 
critical stage, particularly in the last 
year. We find ourselves in the cur- 
rent period unable to collect taxes, 
We find ourselves in the current 
period finding it extremely difficult to 
borrow money on short term basis. 
We even fing it difficult to borrow 
money on a long time basis. With 
all of that, however, because of the 
leadership manifested by this govern- 
ing body, and particularly exempli- 
fied oy his Honor, the Mayor, Newark 
today enjoys an enviable reputation 
even in the financial districts of this 
section of the United States. (Ap- 
plause.) 


Were I to be guided entirely by my 
personal attitude in this matter, I 
would be inclined to totally subordi- 
nate myself to the attitude expressed 
by my colleagues, either of them. 1 
find a difference of opinion, and, 
ladies and gentlemen, it is an honest 
difference of opinion. As against my 
own personal feelings I recognize the 
duty that is mine, written clearly as 
a responsibility under the law that 
not only governs the city in the form 
of government, but as it has to do 
with the filing of a vacancy such as 


exists at the present time I am cer- 
tain that there is no thought of part:- 
san po.itics, 


They say that there are two happy 
days for a politician, tre day he comes 
into ofice and the day he leaves 
office. Perhaps that is near at hand 
for me, I don’t know, but whether it 
be or not, while we are in office we 
must expect to assume the duties that 
are thrust upon us under the law. 
Candidates? Yes, mary. Influences? 
Yes, varied. Desires and ambitions? 
Only natural in a city sueh as New- 
arx. I do not take it into considera- 
tion so very much, but still and all 
it has to be weighed in the balance— 
the mater of the vote in 1929. After 
all it is something that can be used 
by the members of this governing 
body to guide them in this particular 
instance. 


I know that in this city leaders 
are born and not made, and I know 
that in a city such as Newark is, 
complex in population as it is, few 
in the last twenty years have arisen 
to the heights where they have en- 
joyed the love and affection of a great 
mass of our people. Yes, it is such, 
and we might as well face it frankly, 
that it is the Jew. All right, what 
is unusual about that, politically 
speaking? Suppose it is the Jew. We 
have no reason to be displeased be- 
cause the Jews of this city have 
found in their midst a man whom 


, they Icve sufficiently to be regarded 
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as their leader politically, regardless 
of partisan lines, one whom they es- 
teem so highly that they feel they 
caa publicly express themselves ia 
the hope that he will be one of the 
governing body of this city. There 
are other examples in American his- 
toxy. American history tells us that 
Washington was the leader of the 
American people in his day and age. 
We read much of the great Eman- 
cipator, the great lender nationally 
who has gone down in American his- 


tory indelibly, that great character, 
Abraham Lincoln. We come to the 
local picture, if you will. I am the 
son of an Irishman and we look upon 
Al Smith as a great leader of our 
people, one who is recognized in the 
great State of New York, who has 
been its governor, one who has been 
recognized in the nation as the leader 
of humanity. What is strange about 
the Jewish people of this city finding 
in their midst a single individual 
whom they are perfectly willing, an- 
xious, and ready to recognize as their 
leader? It is not only that, however. 
‘Throughout this city, from the far- 
thest point of Forest Hill down to the 
nook of Port Newark, way to the 
edge of the Weequahic section or the 
Clinton Hill section we find a tre- 
mendous sentiment for this citizen 
Meyer C. Elienstein. There must be 
some reason for it. 


T have known Dr. Ellenstein not in- 
timately, but casually, we will say, 
for a dozen years. Who is Dr. Ellen- 
stein? Just a lad who came along? 
What is his background? ‘The son of 
‘poor parents, his father called to his 
reward when Ellenstein, the doctor 
and lawyer, was just a boy. 
not have the good fortune of living 
in the midst of a luxurious family 
life; he had to work his way up the 
ladder rung by rung. What did he 
‘do? He satisfied his ambitions and 
recognized his talents and became a 
member of the dental profession. 
While he was practising dentistry in 
this city he took unto himself the 
laborious activity of studying law at 
night, and he finisheq his course in 
law with honor and distinction. He 
passed his bar examination for at- 
torney the first time out, a better 
man than I was, because I flunked. 
‘On his first time out for the coun- 
selorship he was licensed to practise 
as a counselor-at-law in this state. 


What are his activities in this city? 
Active in civice circles, active in 


. charitable circles, active in benevolent 


Tee=-dicds, 
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cireles, active in fraternal circles. 
What has his religion been in this 
daily activity? Based upon three car- 
dinal words—charity, justice and 
benevolence, supported by the basic 
word “fidelity.” 


I am not surprised to find in this 
great city of Newark the whole 
hearted love and affection manifested 
for one of the citizens of such a 
great group of our people. 


I think that every citizen will 
recognize the fact that in this City 
Hall the men charged with governing 
the affairs of this city since 1917 have 
ever subordinated partisan politics in 
handling the affairs of our citizens; 
and let me come back for just a mo- 
ment to a group of citizens—and I do 
not say this with the idea of being 
in the least political—taking groups 
as you find them. When you analyze 
a municipality you are compelled to 
recognize groups. Newark is the 
happy city, and it is the happy city 
because it is the contented city, and 
it is the contented city because it is 
the democratic city in spirit. We per- 
mit our people to enjoy the old coun- 
try customs, if you will, yet even to- 
day, in order to maintain content- 
ment and happiness, and what do we 
see in this great city of ours? Tak- 
ing out of the mass of humanity a 
group of people commercially, indus- 
trially, professionally, charitably, 
philanthropically, and civically prom- 
inent, what group as a group has 
done more to make Newark the great 
city it is today? What group has 
done more than the Jews of Newark? 
(Applause.) 


J. will subordinate all the elements 
that constitute what might be prop- 
erly catalogued as political feeling. 
I will subordinate what might be: 
looked upon as personal popularity. 1 
will subordinate what might be con- 
stituted a day’s work of the man who 


is being considered seriously before 
this governing body today. I will 
make superior to all those elements 
what will be for the best interests of 
the city, to my city. After weighing 
it in the balance with the intelligence 
that God has given me, with the con- 
science that I have in my religion, I 
feel that the best thing I can do as a 
public servant in the city of Newark 
in this particular instance is to cast 
my vote for a man who I believe has 
the character, the intelligence, and 
the personality that will constitute 
the component parts of a man who 
will make an excellent public servant 
in the position of city commissioner. 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
commission, I do, as I said, based 
upon my intelligence and my con- 
science, cast my vote for Dr. Meyer 
C. Ellenstein, (Applause.) 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Commis- 
sioners, a great deal has been said 
both this morning and this afternoon 
about this form of government being 
a non-partisan form of government. 
I rest on that principle and point to 
my official acts from January 1, 1906, 
to bear me out that in the transac- 
tions of municipal business I have not 
attempted to play party politics. 
(Applause. ) 


Some speakers this morning made 
reference to the fact that they under- 
stood from the public press that Com- 
missioner Howe and I were standing 
on political lines. That is not a cor- 
rect statement. There is a difference 
of opinion. I have arrived at the 
conclusion that I have arrived at hon- 
estly with myself and not for the 
purpose of trying to promote any 
party polities. 


To fill the vacancy causeq by the 
death of our colleague, Commissioner 
Murray, I have consistently advocat- 
ed the selection by the Board of Com- 
missioners of a person who is not 


now an avowed candidate for election 
as commissioner at the municipal 
election to be held in May, because f 
honestly believe that to take Mr. A 
or Mr. B or Mr. C who is a candidate 
already announceg does savor of 
party politics. This attitude applies 
nct only to Dr. Ellenstein, but also 
to several other candidates, some of 
them close personal friends. 


Those who in 1930 took the stand 
that the filling of a vacancy in the 
Board of Commissioners by the seler- 
tion of the person wno ran sixth in. 
the last municipal election was with- 
out merit, but who now advance the 
argument that such a person shoul? 
now be selected because he ran sixth 
in that election, to my mind, are il- 
logical, unreasonable, ang contradic- 
tory. A short time ago Freeholder- 
Dodd died. There wag a man who- 
ran fourth when he ran. There was 
another election last year, when 
someone ran fourth. Have you heard. 
that that man should be the persom 
put in to fill that vacancy, I have 
not. It is possible in my opinion for 
us to find a person who is qualified 
tc carry on the work for the next 
seven and a half months, who is not a 
candidate. I know of no good reasom 
way I should by my vote say to the 
publie that I think one person is bet- 
ter qualified than another from 
among the group of avowed and an- 
nounced candidates. That is a duty: 
to be performed by the vating public. 


With that thought in mind I have 
suggested and have endeavored to see 
elected some one frori Commissioner 
Murray’s official fam ly to carry om 
for the balance of the term. Failing 
in thaz, I have again suggested the 
names of some outstanding citizens 


with experience in governmental 
work who are not candidates and who 
under no circumstances, in my 


opinion, would be candidates. I have 
suggested the names of Mr. William. 
H Seely, Mr. Jacob L Newman, Mr. 
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Louis V. Aronson, and Mr. Charles R. 
Hardin. I have also suggested the 
name of Mr. Franklin Conklin, Jr., 
who for more than a year has been 
actively engaged in relief work, 
which is so closely connected with the 
work of Commissioner Murray’s de- 
partment, 


I want it distinctly understood that 
I have a very high personal regard 
for Dr. Ellenstein, and I resent to 
the utmost the insidious statement 
that is being whispered from mouth 
to mouth as the reason why I will 
not vote for Dr. Ellenstein. It is a 
malicious falsehood, and I would sug- 
gest that those who are indulging 
their intolerance inquire of Mr. Louis 
V. Aronson whether when he was a 
candidate for mayor of the city of 
Newark he had any more ardent or 
earnest advocate than myself. 


Feeling as I do, I shall cast my 
vote against the election of Dr. El- 
lenstein, ang I hope that the com- 
mission may get together on some 
candidate along the lines that I have 
outlined. I have taken this stand and 
have refused to sponsor the candidacy 
of close personal and political friends 
for this appointment because they 
likewise are announced ang avowed 
candidates. All these candidates, it 
seems to me, should be placed on aa 
' equal basis and no one of them should 
be given an advantage jn his can- 
didacy by the action of four indi- 
vidual voters of this city. 


I have stated my reasons honestly. 
I have respected your views as ex 
pressed here this morning, and I trust 
that you will respect my views and 
at least give me credit for being 
honest. (Applause.) 


Commissioner Howe: Mr. Mayor 
and Commissioners, I have been in 
conference with you on a number of 
occasions, and since the death of 
Commissioner Murray, I too, have 


been of the opinion that some one 
connected with the administration 
should succeed him, 


Reference has been made here to 
the 33,000 votes for my friend Meyer 
C. Ellenstein, who is as close a friend 
of mine, almost, as any man on this 
commission. Reference has also been. 
made to the fact that I was sixth 
man. That was an unusual occasion, 
back in the election of 1921. The 
seventh man had been a city com- 
missioner and had run some 4,500: 
votes behind me. When Mayor Ray- 
mond came to my office in the Tax 
Bureau and informed me that they 
were going to select me to succeed 
the late Mr. Archibald, he mentioned 
the fact that were it not for the fact 
that I had run so far ahead of the 
previous incumbent they might not. 
have selected me, but the people of 
the city of Newark turned out a man 
who was in the office, and I, naturally 
being the next man and some 4,500 
votes ahead of the next man, the pre- 
vious incumbent, was given the pref- 
erence. 


There has been a current rumor 
daily that I was going to flop to 
Meyer Ellenstein for the reason that 
I had received a vote as a Sixth man. 
I have on my desk here a telegram 
from my good personal friend and 
Dr. Ellenstein’s personal friend and 
advocate, Rabbi Julius Silberfield, as 
follows: “Director John Howe: I recall 
your promise to me if Ellenstein had 
two votes you would give him a 
third.” 


That promise was made in the 
Progress Club on the day following 
Director Brennan's funeral. I was 
invited there. Commissioner Egan 
had asked me to go to lunch with him 
and had told me he was putting me 
on the spot. I said, “I think I know 
what you want.” When I went into 
the Progress Club, a Jewish club in 
Newark, there were—some of you 
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may tecall these names—Rabbi Sil- 
berfield, Louis V. Aronson, Morris 
Scheck, Jacob Schwartz, Mr. Gold- 
smith, Albert Hollander, in fact, at 
least fifteen representative men. At 
that time they said “Do you know 
why we have invited you?” 


I said, “I think I do.” They called 
attention to the fact that I had been 
the sixth man. I assured them then, 
“If you can get two more votes you 
have mine.” That was to fill the va- 
cancy of William J. Brennan, a Demo- 
crat. Since then John F. Murray, 
who receiveg forty thousand votes in 
this city, has died. Now, I have some 
consideration for his friends and I 
know what they have asked me to do, 
so I want to go on record not as an 
enemy of Meyer Ellenstein, but as 
one who was ready to vote for him at 
the proper time, at that time, as vot- 
ing no. (Applause.)

Commissioner Egar: Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen of the Commission, I 
weuld like the privilege of making a 
statement at this time. Our former 
colleague, Commissioner John F. 
Murray, Jr., has been called to his re- 
ward. The law of the State of New 
Jersey placed upon the City Commis- 
sioners the responsibility of selecting 
a successor. Much interest has been 
manifested by the public for the past 
few weeks; much excitement has ex- 
isted in so far as the individual can- 
didates are concerned; much feeling 
has existed, particularly in so far as 
the candidacy of Dr. Meyer C. Ellen- 
stein is concerned. We, the four 
members of the commission, in con- 
ference and-in public meeting used 
our best judgment in dealing with a 
very serious situation. We had in 
mind particularly the best interests 
of the city of Newark. But men in 
public office, elective office, naturally 
are the result of politics, which, in 
another form, is publie opinion. Dr. 
Ellenstein arrived at the heights and 
the hearts and the minds of a great 
throng of our citizens, and conse- 
quently his being a candidate before 
this board aroused unusual interest 
and remarkable enthusiasm. 


The form of government recognized 
in this country is partisan, the two 
dcminant parties, the Democratic 
party ang the Republican party. That 
form of government does not prevail 
in the city of Newarx. The law it- 
self states clearly that it is a non- 
partisan form of government. Men 
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occupying these positions have as one 
of the factors and a basis of can- 
didacy, their partisan affiliations in 
their respective parties. And we find 
ourselves in this situation: Two 
members of the commission affiliated 
officially with the Democratic party 
and two members offcially affiliated 
with the Republican party. Taking the 
two Democrats, my colleague Commis- 
sioner Gillen and I, we are actively 
engaged in partisan politics as the 
representatives of our people in the 
County of Essex. On the other hand, 
his Honor the Mayor, and Commis- 


sioner Howe, too, are actively en- . 


gaged in partisan politics under Re- 
publican auspices. 


But in Newark since 1917, the city 
has been guided under the auspices 
of the City Commission in a non- 
partisan form. Partisan polities have 
never been considered more than in- 
cidentally. The affairs of this city 
have been handled by the commis- 
sioners of Newark since 1917, up to 
and including today, by five men who 
have been non-partisan in their every 
act and every deed. 


Much has been circulated through- 
out the city having to do with parti- 
san polities; much feeling has de- 
veloped in so far as this particular 
‘vacancy is concerned. Naturally, 
men in publie life, who are the prod- 
ucts of politics, must recognize the 
will of the people as it is presented 
to men in public office in organized 
or unorganized fashion. I felt in my 
own mind and in my own heart that 
‘the best interests of Newark would be 
fully protected inthe selection of the 
man whom we have just selected 
unanimously, Dr. Meyer C. Ellenstein. 
(Applause. ) 


He enjoys a very fine reputation in 
this city; he is not recognized partic- 
ularly because of his partisan affilia- 


‘tions; and my voting for him today, 
„yesterday, and the day before, was 
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not based upon Democratic politics 
but was based upon what I thought 
in the first instance, that he repre- 
sented the type of man who could fill 
this job satisfactorily in the interests 
of all of our people in Newark. And 
this organized feeling for him in this 
city indicates clearly that he enjoys 
an enviable position in the hearts of 
a great many of our citizens. 


I have seen Newark governed from 
within this building since 1917. I oc- 
cupied the position of City Clerk un- 
til 1930. Fate willed it that I occupy 
a seat on this commission. Because 
of partisan politics being recognized 
as the system of politics in this gov- 
ernment, outside of this City Hall I 
took my position with my party, a 
Democrat. Inside this building I 
have never taken a partisan position. 
I have seen since 1917 more than one 
man occupy the position of Mayor of 
this great city; I have seen prosper- 
ous times in Newark since 1917. I 
have seen this great municipality go 
on in leaps and bounds, building 
major improvements in order to make 
this the city beautiful., I have. seen 
the taxpayers of Newark acquiesce 
in the actions of the City Commission 
in expending millions of dollars to 
maintain.a high standard of public 
service under the auspices of this 
government. And then I have seen, 
particularly after this period of pros- 
perity and luxury, a period of depres- 
sion which showed itself on the sur- 
face in 1929. And as the individual 
has suffered and as the company and 
corporation has suffered, so has New- 
ark the municipality suffered because 
of this depression. I do not say this 
with the idea of being in the least 
political, but I am expressing myself 
today as one of the five men charged 
with governing the affairs of this city 
under the laws of the State of New 
Jeysey. We have had trying times in 
Newark, particularly in the past 
year. Newark's credit has been im- 
paired; Newdrk’s ability, based upon 


its credit to borrow money, has been 
reduced below normalcy. The custom- 
ers of Newark, the taxpayers and the 
property owners, have found it im- 
-possible to pay the taxes due the city 
in order to maintain government. We 
found ourselves just about a month 
and a half ago, with approximately 
$26,000,000 outstanding in unpaid 
taxes, and we launched a campaign 
known as a tax drive in the hope of 
having come into the city treasury 
money due the city, in order to main- 
tain goverrment. Government, after 
all, is far more important than poli- 
tics. Politics is the vehicle that brings 
a man in the capacity of a public serv- 
ant to his public duties in public 
office. But once a man occupies a 
public position he has to subordinate 
the so-called honor and glory, and 
power, if you will, to the responsibil- 
ity of his office in representing all of 
his people. In times like these there 
is no room for popular trend, popu- 
lar feeling, if the man in public office 
‘is going to do the right kind of a 
job. There isn’t any opportunity for 
minority groups to develop contro- 
versy in the hope of confusing and 
intimidating the man in public office. 
And I say frankly, today, that New- 
ark is the blessed city of American 
cities in having as its chief executive 
the present mayor of the city of 
Newark, Jerome T Congleton, (Ap- 
plause.) 


And I want to make these state- 
ments, and I do not care what at- 
titude the press may manifest in so 
far as I am concerned, but I think it 
is important that every citizen. of 
Newark should have at least that 
which represents the thought that I 
am attempting to express today. The 
public in general, no matter what 
their feeling may be politically, must 
totally subordinate politics if they 
are interested in good government. 
The business interests of our city are 
entitled to a most unusual leadership 
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and support at the hands of the gov- 
erning body. 


And I want to particularly talk to 
the public employees today,—and 
when I say it I heap myself with 
criticism because I have been the 
politician in my job, while this man 
has been the fearless, courageous, 
able, public official. We have had to 
do things in order to maintain our 
proper position as a city, ang because 
of his position the chief executive of 
this city, it was incumbent upon him 
to manifest leadership In the first 
instance, he dealt over a year ago 
with the school system of this city, 
and later on he dealt, as the leader 
of Newark with all of the other pub- 
lic employees of the city of Newark. 
You have to cut the cloth to fit the 
suit; you cannot spend a dollar if you 
do not earn it. Newark cannot ex- 
pend money if it does not have it 
coming in to spend. We maintain our 
government based upon a taxing sys- 
tem whereby we set up no reserve. 
We prepare our budget at the first of 
the year and we estimate the cost of 
the government for the current year, 
arid we levy taxes for the amount 
that is represented in that estimate 
or in the budget to maintain the gov- 
ernment for the present year. In 
1931 we levied taxes in an amount 
which was more than six millions of 
dollars greater than the amount 
waich we have collected up to the 
present time, 


Yes, we have done great work in 
Newark, physically, protectively, edu- 
cationally, and culturally. But the 
bil is being paid and will be paid by 
the taxpayer. The Mayor found it: 
necessary, as the chief executive, to. 
take a particular position in so far 
as public servants were concerned, 
and we find those public servants not 
manifesting the intelligence that 
they must manifest in times like 
these if we are going to maintain 
government. And as a result of that. 


we find a nasty, contemptible set up 
propaganda creeping into the high- 
ways and byways of Newark, partic- 
ularly showered upon an individcal, 
in the person of his Honor the Mayor, 
but more particularly, a hurricane 
upon Newark as city. There isn’t 
any room today, ladies and gentle- 
men, for petty politics in handling 
governmental affairs ‘These are try- 
ing times. There isn’t any room in 
this city in the form of the law or in 
the spirit of the law for handling the 
afiairs of Newark that will make 
partisan politics anything other than 
an incidental feature of this govern- 
ment. 


Much has been said since the pass- 
ing of our good friend, Commissioner 
Murray, about the Democratic party 
hoping to take hold of the city gov- 
ernment; and much too has been said 
about the Republican party doing the 
same thing. I speak only for myself, 
but I say to you that today, tomor- 
row and so long as I remain in the 
City Hall as a City Commissioner, I 
will not conduct my official duties as 
a partisan. I will not manifest any 
partisan politics in dealing with the 
important problems of this ‘govern- 
ment. And I want to particularly 
speak to this audience today. Natur- 
ally, because of this tension existant, 
a drama has been unfolded: First in- 
terest, then enthusiasm, then an in- 
tense feeling, then anger, then mad- 
ness, and then bitterness; all con- 
stituting the respective paragraphs 
of a picture in drama. Nothing to be 
surprised about, the natural reaction 
of the human being. ` 


I want you to bear in mind above 
all things that this is your city. 1 
hope and pray that the future will 
prove that we four members of this 
commission at this table today have 
made no mistake in selecting the man 
to occupy the vacant chair. 

I want to make this other thought 
plain, and then J am done; I have no 
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idea what his thought may be, I have 
no idea what his future ambition may 
be; I would be inclined to think that 
he is perhaps of the same frame of 
mind as I am, that if it were not for 
the hope of rendering unselfish ser- 
vice to our people we would be only 
too happy to sing the swan song, be- 
cause a job in public office today is a 
job in the full meaning of the word. 
But I hope for Newark’s sake that 
he will be spared the physical 
strength and I hope he will still 
maintain the unselfish attitude to- 
ward his city to continue to serve in 
the interests of Newark as public 
official, (Applause.) 


And I speak about our present 
Mayor, Jerome T. Congleton, and I 
am not political. (Applause.) I am 
not political. I know I embarrass him, 
and I perhaps embarrass my other 
two colleagues when I take this at- 
titude in my talk today. I am inter- 
ested in my city, and I want Newark 
to be governed by the right kind of 
intelligence and character. And I 
want to make this public declaration 
now, that if I choose to remain in 
public office,—and I expect to remain 
for the time being, and 1 expect to 
present myself to the public next 
Spring for reelection—(Loud ap- 
plause.) and I take it because I am 
more of a practical politician than he 
is that I have more popularity in this 
city than he has then if I am before 
the public next Spring and you do not 
have your city at interest above poli- 
tics, then I do not want anybody in 
the city to give me a vote if you are 
interested in Newark, unless you vote 
for Jerome T. Congleton. (Loud ap- 
plause.) 


Newark knows in the editorial ave- 
nues of this city—and I say editorial 
because I mean the kernel of thought 
that is boiled down to the essence of 
thought,—Newark today knows what 
this man has done for Newark. He 
does not neeg this job. What does it 


mean materially? He can make 
more than that in any two months as 
a lawyer, and he is an able lawyer. 
One more word, and it has to do with 
an intimate situation: It has to do 
with Newark’s family, Newark’s 
great mass of public employees. 
Only in the last week the representa- 
tives of the schoo] teachers made it 
plain that the school teachers had 
never been political before, but be- 
cause of the Mayor doing his plain 
duty in handling important and diffi- 
cult problems, the spokesman of the 
school teachers made jt plain that 
they would not be friendly politically 
to the mayor should he seek election 
in Newark again. That same feeling 
has existed and been spread by word 
of mouth by many other employees. 
And I want to say to you in the name 
of Newark and in the names of your- 
selves as occupants of public jobs, 
that propaganda must and will cease. 
Ladies and gentlemen, no matter how 
little you read, no matter how much 
you take ‘nterest in public affairs, if 
America was ever in need of unsel- 
fish substantial thought it is today. 
And what applies to America applies 
to the city of Newark, a diversified 
industrial city, a great mass of 
humanity, who must, if we are to 
maintain the proper standard, have 
leadership in government. 


And in conclusion let me say once 
again, that while I am active, and 
perhaps I am too active to satisfy 
some people—in partisan politics, it 
has no effect upon my official duties 
as a meniber of this governing body. 
The four men of this Commission are 
rendering sincere service to the city. 
And the man above all of us, and that 
goes for me and my other col- 
leagues, who has done the gargan- 
tuan job for Newark in these unusual 
trying times, is his Honor, the Mayor, 
Jerome T. Congleton. (Loud Ap- 
plause.)

Commissioner Gillen: Mr. Mayor 
and Commissioners, I wish to con- 
gratulate very heartily Mayor Con- 
gleton and Commissioner John Howe 
for their attitude in this affair. We 
must all respect each other’s opinions. 
1 know that most of this audience are 
friends of Dr. Ellenstein, and to them 
who are here and to those who are 
not here I would like to say that this 
contest has been conducted in a very 
fair and honorable mamer. Mayor 
Congleton and Commissioner Howe 
were in quite a different position 
from that occupied by Commissioner 
Egan and myself. They had their own 
opinions, and I believe they were hon- 
est and sincere in everything they 
did. Shakespeare says, “All’s well 
that ends well.” And there is an old 
adage which says, that “A wise mau 
may change his mind, but a fool 
never.” Commissioner Egan and I 
thought from the beginning that be- 
cause of Meyer Ellenstein’s position 
on the ballot in the last election, be- 
ing sixth man, that he was entitled 
to our support all through this con- 
test, and I know that we had it in 
our minds not to deviate at any time 
from the vote that we cast. 


Mayor Congleton and Commissioner 
Howe had different friends to meet 
with, different conditions to contend 
with, and they felt that perhaps 
someone else would have been better 
in this position. They were honest 


and sincere in their action towards us 
and in their expressions from the be- 
ginning in the balloting, and I want 
all of Dr. Ellenstein’s friends to re- 
spect their honest opinions and their 
sincere contentions ang to appreciate 
to the full extent the fact that not- 
withstanding the fact that they felt 
so strongly for some other candidate 
other than Dr. Ellenstein, that they 
did finally fee] that the people of New- 
ark had perhaps expressed a prefer- 
ence, and they did finally agree to 
subordinate their own personal opin- 
ions and they voted with us for Dr. 
Eliénstein. So I feel every friend 
of Dr. Ellenstein in the City of New- 
ark, and I feel confident that they 
will, must give credence and full 
credit for the manner in which Mayor 
Congleton and Director Howe handled 
themselves in this contest. They 
stuck to their men as best they could, 
and that is what they should have 
done; and when they finally felt that 
perhaps public opinion favored the 
man whom we have chosen, they came 
over with us, and in that respect they 
showed that they were real men, 
ready to changé when they knew 
what the people wanted. So I con- 
gratulate them heartily, and I would 
like every friend of Dr. Ellenstein in 
the City of Newark to ás likewise. 
¢(Applause.) 


Mayor Congleton: Is Dr. Ellenstein 
about? If so, we would be very glad 
to have him come to the desk. 


(Dr. Meyer C. Ennenstein was es- 
corted to the dais by City Clerk O’-

and understanding, so help me God.”) 

(Loud Applause.)

Mayor Congleton: The members of 
the commission in offering this reso- 
lution desire to stress the importance 
of the carrying of these two refer- 
endums, as we view the situation. 
The city of Newark, up.to October 25, 
since January 1, in direct aid to peo- 
ple in need, has spent $2,023,000. 
That does not include the amount 
that the city spent and that the state 
contributed too for work relief, which 
runs well into $2,000,000. If these 
referendums do not carry, it is my 
humble opinion that it will be neces- 
sary for the Governor to reconvene 
the Legislature promptly for the pur- 
pose of providing funds to take care 
of the people in distress throughout 
this. winter. And the only way which 
the Legislature will have of raising 
money will be in the form of addi- 
tional taxes. Now, all of the people 
that were so strongly opposed to 
a sales tax and the people who 
were opposed to an increase in 
the gasoline tax, and other forms of 
taxation that were proposed when the 
Legislature was in session last year, 
I want to serve notice on you if you 
do not want some kind of new taxa- 
tion you had better take an interest 
in the passing of these referendums 
this year. It does not increase the 
bonded debt of the State, but it is 
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merely transferring $20,000,000 that 
has already been voted by the people 
for the building of state highways, to 
the Emergency Relief Fund; and I am 
sure We are all agreed that in times 
like these we can well afford to post- 
pone the building of additional state 
highways and devote that money to 
the caring of the people in need. 
They cannot be permitted to go un- 
housed; we cannot permit them to go 
hungry; and we cannot permit them 
to go unclothed. So we are endeavor- 
ing to call this matter to the atten- 
tion of all of the voters of the State, 
especially in this community; and if 
you do not want some new and addi- 
tional taxes, then you had better vote 
for the referendums. 


(Applause. ) 


Commissioner Gillen: The Mayor 
very properly stateq this is a non- 
partisan appeal. Because you are a 
Republican, for instance, and Mayor 
of the City of Newark, and the Gov- 
ernor of the State is out on the stump 
appealing to all the people of New 
Jersey for the adoption of these ref- 
erendums on the ballots. And he also 
warns that if we do not adopt these 
that the chances are we will have a 
direct tax placed upon us, which 
would be a very bad thing at this 
time. So I think the appeal ought to 
be listened to by all ‘citizens, and, re- 
gardless of party affiliations, every- 
one should vote for it. 


Mayor Congleton: It is strictly non- 
partisan, passed by a Democratic 
House and Republican Senate, and 
the bill signed by a Democratic Gov- 
ernor. And in all of the meetings I 
have been attending lately, regard- 
less of their nature, I have been try- 
ing to call this matter to the atten- 
tion of the citizens and voters of our 
community. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Mayor, 1 
would like to say a word about this 


resolution zs it 1s being passed by the 
governing body of the city of New- 
ark. It is iooked upon as imperative, 
regardless of partisan politics, to 
pass these referendums in order to 
provide this $20,000,000 that is now 
in the Highway Department to be 
used for relief measures during the 
coming winter. As was indicated 
clearly during the last legislative ses- 
sion, something unusual had to be 
done to relieve the miserable condi- 
tions existing in this State. An at- 
tempt was made by certain legisla- 
tors to offer a sales tax, in the State, 
as you indicated, and also a gasoline 
tax of an additional two cents a gal- 
lon; and some attempt was made to 
have considered by the legislative 
body an income tax. We in Newark 
realize full well from dealing with 
our problem of money, that it is al- 
most impossible to collect the taxes 
due and outstanding, owed by the 
property owners of this municipality. 
Last Thursday night in this city, his 
Excellency, A. Harry Moore, Mr. Ed- 
-ward Duffield, president of the Pru- 
dential Insurance Company, and Mr. 
Chester I. Barnard, State Admini- 
strator of Relief, in a mobilization 
committee meeting in the Mutual 
Building on Broadway, presented a 
case that to cay the least is alarm- 
ing; and to use the words of Mr. 
Barnard, which reflect the view of all 
of those men who were assembled in 
that auditorium, he stated clearly that 
the public relief activity of this State 
would be very, very busy in attempt- 
ing to put bread in to the stomachs 
of the hungry of our people of New 
Jersey. In urging action on the pari 
of every individual citizen of this 
State, he made the public statement 
that at least fifty per cent. of the 
people of this State are in destitute 
circumstances. He indicated clearly 
in his statement that he and his asso- 
ciates officially charged with this very 
tedious and difficult public problem, 
were very much concerned about the 
welfare of our people during the com- 


ing winter months. An appeal was 
made to every citizen, who could, to 
aid as much as possitle in the Com- 
munity Chest activities of this and 
every other municipality of this State. 
If this bond issue of $20,000,000 does 
not pass, your prediction, Mr. Mayor, 
will be factual in every respect. These 
are trying times; and regardless of 
any thought on the part of the man 
who is active politica.ly, all political 
features should be entirely subordi- 
nated to the welfare of our people. Jn 
the first instance, we must pass these 
referendums in order to provide 
money to feed and clothe the hungry 
of our State. We must cooperate to 
the fullest extent in our Community 
Chest campaign. Much could be said 
that it does not look like we have 
proper leadership today; and I want 
to say publicly, as one member of the 
governing body, that = do not believe 
the leadership that should exist ia 
this country is existent today. Only 
yesterday the United States Steel 
Corporation passed a dividend paying 
preferred stockholders millions of dol- 
lays, and they were required to take 
the money out of their surplus in 
their own treasury to look after the 
stockholders of the United States 
Steel Corporation. If there is any 
equity left in this country at the 
hands of those who ave charged with 
guiding the industrial activities of 
this nation, it would strike me as 
more fitting, more proper and more 
ecuitable for the big brains of the 
country to use those millions of dol- 
lars to provide labor for the men and 
women of our country who are walk- 
ing the streets and who have noth- 
ing to offer other than their services, 
in order to provide for the necessities 
of life for those for whom they are 
responsible. (Applause.) The time 
has arrived when every citizen must 
assume full responsibi-ity in this criti- 
cal period. The first move, officially, 
in New Jersey, in ozder to provide 
funds, is to pass these referendums 
on election day so New Jersey will 
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have available these $20,000,000. 
Newark is no longer able, out of its 
treasury, to maintain this relief work 
as it should be maintained. [ have 
here in my hand a resolution author- 
izing the issuance of $1,000,000 in 
temporary loan bonds to take care of 
our poor people. We have been re- 
quired to expend a tremendous 
amount of money this year to provide 
for those of our city who are in need. 
The first duty of any city is to take 
care of its poor. Newark is doing its 
full measure of service and duty. The 
State now asks, under the leadership 
of the Governor of this State, sup- 
ported by Mr. Chester I, Barnard, 
State Administrator of Relief, to have 
this referendum passed. The citizens 
of every community are’ asking’ the 
people to show more interest and to 
be more responsive in the Community 
Chest campaign. We have in Newark 
a Citizens Committee assuming re- 
sponsibility by looking after our re- 
lief problem in this city, and it be- 
hooves every citizen, no matter what 
his position might be to give that com- 
mittee the fullest cooperation and sup- 
port in order to make it just as com- 
fortable as possible for the families 
that find themselves destitute because 
the head of the family is unable to 
sell his labor to bring in sufficient 
money to provide the necessities of 
life. If ever there was a time in New 
Jersey that we must have leadership 
and whole-hearted, unselfish activity 
on the part of our citizens, it is at 
the present moment. And I hope too, 
joining you, Mr. Mayor and Commis- 
sioner Gillen and the other members 
‘of this commission, that the citizens 
of the city of Newark will come forth 


‘in full force on Election Day and vote ` 


for these referendums, and let it be 
just another starting point that re- 
quires heavy service on the part of 
everybody. We cannot let our citizens 
who find themselves unable to find 
employment, to suffer during the com- 
ing winter months that are just ahead 
of us. (Applause). 


The roll being called, the resolution 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

Then the second amendment al- 
locates $20,000,000 to the State Wel- 
fare Committee. And I believe it 
ought to be forcibly brought to the 
attention of the voters that it is ab- 
solutely necessary to vote for both 
amendments in order to make their 
vote effective. 


(Applause.) 


Mayor Congleton: That is very iin- 
portant, and I hope everybody will 
take notice.

Overseer of the Poor for Septem- 
ber, 1932. 


Mayor Congleton: Does any person 
have any matter he desires to bring 
to the attention of the commission ? 


Mr. Anthony Grasso: Mr. Mayor 
and commissioners, I have prepaid 
stock. I am willing to give my pre- 
paid stock as a payment toward my 
taxes for my property, and I know 
several people who will do this. Now, 
my proposition is to have people that 
have prepaid -stock and would like to 
pay their taxes to take the prepaid 
stock to the Home Loan Bank and 
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ask them if they will releve us from 


the burden of at least twenty-three - 


per cent. of the interest on that 
money. 


Mr. Henry Green, 280 Goldsmith 
Avenue: 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
commission, last week I suggested 
that the city buy food for the unem- 
ployed in carloads at wholesale prices. 


Mayor Congleton: We had that 
question up in conference and it has 
been referred to Dr. Ellenstein for the 
purpose cf making a study, and J 
know he will be very glad if you will 
talk to him, to tell you what his plang 
are. We have not been asleep en- 
tirely, Mr. Green. 


Mr. Green: In Italy they also have 
the unemployment insurance. The 
minute a person steps out from his 
job they receive— 


Mayor Congleton: We haven’t got 
that. What is the use of discussing 
it? And we cannot put it into effect. 


Mr. Green: Mr. Mayor, there is use 
of discussing it. We have been dis- 
cussing a little while ago the unem- 
ployed situation. 


Mayor Congleton: But we haven’t 
any unemployment insurance and we 
cannot put it into effect, and you 
know it. 


Mr. Green: I do. I understand 
what municipal affairs are. Commis- 
sioner Gillen knows, he was a member 
of the Board of Works when I used 
to appear before that commission. 


Mayor Congleton: Yes, and I was a 
member cf the council when you used 
to come there too. I have known you 
for a good many years. 


Mr. Green: Yes. And you are down 


on record at that time as being one 
of the progressive ones when you 
were a younger man, 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
have any matter they desire to bring 
to the attention of the commission? 


Mayor Congleton offered the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


A resolution providing for the is- 
suance of temporary bonds for relief 
of the poor. 


WEEREAS, The City of Newark 
desires to take advantage of the 
State aid for dependency relief au- 
thorized by Chapter 394 of the Laws 
of 1931 of New Jersey, and has pre- 
pared a program for such relief by 
said City, as provided in said act, and 
iż is estimated that the sums herein- 
after appropriated therefor will be re- 
quired for relief of the poor as pro- 
vided in said program; and, 


WHEREAS, the total of all bonds or 
notes authorized to be issued for such 
purpose, pursuant to the provisions 
of Chapter 398 of the Laws of 1931, 
of New Jersey, including the tempor- 
ary bonds authorized by this resolu- 
tion, amounts to the sum of two mil- 
lion, two hundred twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars ($2,225,000), which is 
less than one-half of one per centum 
of the average of the assessed valua- 
tion of taxable real property (includ- 
ing improvements) in said City for 
che three next preceding years; 


NOW, THEREFCRE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED by the Board of Commis- 
sioners of The City of Newark, as 
follows: 


Section 1. Pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Chapter 395 of the Laws of 
1931 of New Jersey, temporary bonds 
shall be issued from time to time in 
an aggregate amount not exceeding 
one million dollars (81,000,000) for re- 
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lief of the poor in said City, as set 
forth in said program prepared and 
approved by the Board of Commis- 
Sioners, as provided by Chapter 394 
of the Laws of 1931 of New Jersey. 


Section 2. Any such temporary 
bonds issued pursuant to this resolu- 
tion may be renewed from time to 
time in the manner provided by law. 
All such temporary bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding six 
per centum (6%) per annura. 


Section 3. Power is hereby dele- 
gated to the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Revenue and Finance to de- 
termine all matters in relation to said 
temporary bonds, subject to the lim- 
itations and restrictions prescribed by 
law or by this resolution, and he is 
authorized to do all things necessary 
or convenient for the issuance of said 
temporary bonds. The proper officers 
of the City are hereby authorized and 
directed to execute said temporary 
bonds from time to time, upon the re- 
quest of said Director. 


Section 4. No temporary bonds 
shall be issued under the authority of 
this resolution until the program here- 
inafter described has been duly sub- 
mitted to and approved by the State 
Director of Emergency Relief of the 
State of New Jersey. All moneys re- 
ceived by said County from the Treas- 
urer of the State of New Jersey in 
aid of such program shall be placed 
in a separate fund and utilized only 
for payment of the principal of tem- 
porary bonds issued pursuant to this 
resolution.

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MINUTES OF MEETINGS

Newark, N. J., November 2, 1932. 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above date, 
in the Commissioners’ Chamber, City 
Hail, Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Egan, Gil- 
len, Howe, Mayor Congleton. 


Absent: Commissioner Ellenstein. 


The minutes of meeting of October 
26th were read and approved. 


The City Clerk presented An ordi- 
nance to provide for the grading, 
curbing, flagging, paving and repay- 
ing of Academy Street from Plane 
Street to Wickliffe Street with as- 
phalt pavement (13” top—1$” binder) 
or new oblong granite block pave- 
ment; the granding, curbing, flagging 
and repaving of Summit Street from 
Bank Street to Academy Street and 
from Academy Street approximately 
800 feet northerly with asphalt pave- 
ment (12” top—14 binder); the grad- 
ing, curbing, flagging, paving and re- 
paving of Colden Street from Acad- 
emy Street to Warren Street with as- 
phalt pavement (13” top—14” bind- 
er); the grading, curbing, flagging, 
paving and repaving of Silk Street 
from West Market Street to Academy 


Street with asphalt pavement (13” 
top—1%” binder), and stated that to~ 
day was the time fixed for hearing om 
the same, 


The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone de- 
dire to be heard on this ordinance? 


Mr. Joseph Zemel: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, I appear on this or- 
dinance on a. matter of principle. 7 
notice Section 2 of this ordinance pro- 
vides the work is to be done as a 
general improvement. It seems to me 
that this work if it is to be done, 
ought to be done as a great deal of 
other work is done in this city, as a. 
local improvement. In other words,. 
if any property is benefited by this: 
work it ought to pay for it. It may’ 
not be. Nevertheless, it seems to me 
the assessors for local improvements 
can ascertain what part if any ought 
to be borne by adjoining property 
owners. I need not go into the facts 
of what has been done in other cases; 
there are any number of widenings, 
curbings and gradings that have been 
paid for in part by adjoining property ` 
owners. And it seems to me all peo- 
ple ought to be equal here. If and’ 
when Ferry Street is widened or: 
paved the property owners must pay’ 


a part, when Market Street is paved 
the property owners must pay a part, 
and I think all fairness requires the 
people benefited by this paving ought 
to be required to pay a part. There- 
fore, my thought is that this ordi- 
nance ought to be amended to provide 
that this work be done by the city as 
a local improvement and any part the 
assessors may determine as a benefit 
ought to be assessed on the properties 
at that time. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Zemel, I 
agree with you in general principles; 
but let me call your attention to a few 
facts and possibly you may agree 
with me. That part of Academy 
Street that is now in existence has 
been ruined by the trucking in con- 
nection with the City Railway, all of 
that driving in and out. The part 
that is widened to be paved is all city- 
owned property and no assessment, of 
course, could be levied against it. 
Then when you come to the inter- 
section of Colden Street, Summit 
Street, and High Street—it is stated 
as a general improvement, but we re- 
ceived from the county a substantial 
sum of money which will cover that 
part of the work, whén we had to 
build new bridges in connection with 
the City Railway and the change of 
grade. Up to that time those old 
wooden bridges hag to be maintained 
by the county under some old agree- 
ment, maybe one hundred years old. 
We got a lump sum; and my recollec- 
tion is it was something like $300,000 
or $850,000, which we are using in 
part to build those bridges and to do 
the paving and the approaches to 
them. So, as a matter of fact, the 
real sum that will go on the city after 
we get through is a very small sum. 


Mr. Zemel: Of course, I was not 
aware of that Mr. Mayor. In that 
event, I have no objection. 


Mayor Congleton: You see, the part 
where Academy Street is widened is 


city-owned property and we cannot 
levy an assessment. 


Mr. Zemel: Thank you. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard on this matter?

IN RE: EMERGENCY RELIEF AND 
CONSTRUCTION ACT OF 1982. 


The Board of Commissioners 
of the City of Newark. 


Gentlemen: 


I have examined the act entitled: 
“Emergency Relief and Construction 
Act of 1932.” 


That act provides that the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation is to 
make available out of its funds the 
sum of three hundred million dollars 
($300,000,000.00), to be used for fur- 
nishing relief and work relief to 
needy and distressed people, etc. 


My examination of the act leads me 
to believe that the application for re- 
lief must be made by the GOVERNOR 
of the State of New Jersey, who in 
turn must furnish a certificate, certi- 
fying the necessity for such funds 
and that the resources of the State or 
Territory, including moneys then 
available and which can be made 


, available by the State or its political 
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sub-divisions, and priyate contribu- 
tions, are inadequate to meet its re- 
lief needs—the loan to be repaid with 
interest at the rate of three per 
centum (3%) per annum, beginning 
witk the fiscal year of 1935, by mak- 
ing annual deductions from the regu- 
lar apportionments made through 
future Federal authorizations to the 
States or territories foy the construc- 
tion of highways and rural post roads, 
etc. 


The same act provides that the 
Corporation shall not be authorized 
to deny an otherwise acceptable ap- 
plication because of constitutional or 
other legal inhibitions, or because the 
State has borrowed to the full extent 
authorized by law. 


The constitution of the State of 
New Jersey, however, prohibits the 
Legislature from creating any debt 
in excess of one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000.00) without the as- 
sent of the majority ofl the voters. 


I may add that if the twenty mil- 


ly 
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lion dollars ($20,000,000.00) bonds 
referenda are assented to by the peo- 
ple of New Jersey on November 8, 
4932, the Governor will not be in a 
position to furnish the certificate re- 
quired by this act because funds will 
be available for the various munici- 
‘palities.

On information: Hearing on an or- 
dinance relating to, and providing for 
the licensing and regulating of cer- 
tain kinds of sales of merchandise, 
defining offenses and providing pen- 
alties flor the violation thereof. 


Mayor Congleton: This ordinance 
is before us for information and hear- 
ing, and we will be glad to hear any- 
one who desires to speak. 


Mr. Ogden H. Bowers, 790 Broad 
Street: 


There are three reasons why we 
ask to have the ordinance passed: We 
want to protect our members and 
other merchants from unfair competi- 
tion; second, we want to protect the 
buying public; and third, we want to 
have people feel when they come to 
Newark that we do not have false 
statements made about merchandise. 
We nave no thought of! interfering 
with regular business. We know 
Newark merchants have special sales. 
It is these so-called fake sales that 
we want done away with if possible. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? . 


Mr. J. Heller, 149 Ferry Street: 


Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, 1 
represent the Irenbound Business- 
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men’s Association. We are in favor 
of that ordinance, but we are not en- 
lightened on one point, and that is it 
looks to us that we are not allowed 
to make legitimate sales. In this 
paragraph here— 


Mayor Congleton: Which para- 
graph are you referring to? 


Mr. Meyer Selzer, 109 Ferry Street: 


Section 1. Part of it I am just 
quoting—“Or closing out the goods, 
wares, or merchandise of any busi- 
ness for less than the current or go- 
ing retail prices thereof,” Can you 
enlighten me on that? In other 
words, if a party wants to sell mer- 
chandise at a sacrifice he cannot do it. 


Commissioner Gillen: Do you mean 
if a store is going out of business ? 


Mr. Selzer: No, closing out at the 
end of the season, or reducing the 
prices of merchandise. 


Mr. Heller: If we want a dollar sale 
it looks to us we are not allowed to 
put in the window— 


Commissioner Egan: That ought to 
be eliminated because nabody under- 
svands it. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I think 
that refers to goods sold under mis- 
representation and does not refer to 
any legitimate sale. Of course, it 
would not be constitutional, anyway; 
it would interfere with a person’s 
right to contract. 


Mr. Selzer: If you go further on it 
says, “Without filing with the Di- 
rector of Public Safety an inventory 
therecf.” 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That just 
refers to goods sold under misrepre- 
sentation purporting to be goods of 
bankrupts, or the like. 
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Mr. Selzer: Is there any way of 
clearing that up? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: It can be 
cleared up and made more specific. 


Mr. Selzer: Otherwise we are in 
favor of the ordinance. 


Commissioner Gillen: What is the 
‘difficulty with filing an inventory? 


Mr. Selzer: Sometimes at the end 
of the season you have an inventory, 
the smaller merchants, 


Commissioner Gillen: Another fel- 
low comes in and keeps on selling and 
buying junk. 


_ Mr. Selzer: That is a thing the 
neighbors should be watching and re- 
port that. 


Mayor Congleton: There is no in- 
‘tention of interfering with the trans- 
action of legitimate business. But 
what we are opposed to, we are at- 
tempting under this ordinance to get 
at anybody, even though he is carry- 
ing on a business regularly, advertis- 
ing a bankrupt sale or closing out 


“sale, and after the close oft business 


at night, having trucks come from all 
over loaded with merchandise, put it 
in the back door and try te sell them 
next day to people on the representa- 
tion that it is the ordinary stock that 
this merchant has been carrying, 
when, as a matter of fact, it is some 
cheap stuff that he has picked up 
‘somewhere else. That is the purpose 
‘oft it. 


M. Selzer: We are in favor of the 
ordinance if that part is cleared up. 


Mayor Congleton: We will give fur- 
ther consideration to the point you 
‘make and endeavor to clear up any 
ambiguities about it. 
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Mr. J. D. Nusbaum, 151 Ferry 


Street: 


If we want to run a dollar sale— 


Mayor Congleton: It won’t inter- 
fere with that. 


Mr. Nusbaum: We are very much 
in favor of this ordinance as it stands. 


Mayor Congleton: All you need to 
do is walk up Broad Street today and 
see it. It is not good advertising to 
a city for people passing through to 
get the impression that everything in 
Newark is bankrupt. 


Mr. Alex Loeb, 307 South Eleventh 
Street: 


T wish to call your attention to the 
fact that the Eighteenth Amendment 
will soon be repealed— 


Mayor Congleton: Are you going to 
speak on this ordinance? 


Mr. Loeb: I am going to speak on 
the benefit of the city. 


Mayor Congleton: We will hear ycu 
later. We are going to confine our- 
selves to this ordinance. 


Mr. Irving Stern, 31 Clinton Street: 


Mayor Congleton and Commission- 
ers, I represent a group opposed to 
this ordinance. And I refer you gen- 
tlemen to Section 1. The fee’ for 
such license shall be and the same is 
hereby fixed as follows: 


“For a period not exceeding ‘ten 
days, $100. : 


“For a period not exceeding twen- 
ty days, $200. ` 


“For a period not exceeding thirty 
days, $300.” 


Now, to strictly construe this sec- 
tion of the ordinance would mean 
that any merchant, and retailer or 
any business man who seeks to con- 
duct a sale in the city of Newark 
must apply for a license from the 
Commissioner of Public Safety and 
pay for a thirty-day period $300. 

Mayor Congleton: What kind of 
a sale? 


Mr. Stern: Any of the sales as 
aforementioned, or any sale wherein 
he intends to sell his goods at a 
price lower than the going retail 
price. There is no such thing as a 
fixed retail price. The proposed ordi- 
nance further provides that but one 
such license shall be issued to any 
merchant during the year. Now, it is 
quite evident that every retail mer- 
chant in the city of Newark runs at 
least two sales a year, and if this 
proposed ordinance is passed such 
things will be impossible. During 
these times special sales are neces- 
sary. Every business man seeks to 
dispose of his merchandise. He must 
do so in order that he exist, and 
more than one sale is necessary, and 
a $300 license fee and a limited per- 
iod of thirty days is prohibitive. 
Also, why snouldn’t the buying pubiic 
receive the benefit of sales? 


Mayor Congleton: This does not 
prevent them from doing so. 


Mr. Stern: Section 1 prevents any 
sale. 


Mayor Congleton: Without filing an 
inventory where he is going to deal 
in bankrupt sales, 


Mr. Stern: The section very spec- 
ifically points out any sale whereby 
the retail merchant seeks to lead the 
buying public that his price is lower 
than the going retail price. There is 
an ordinance on our books passed, I 
believe, in June of this year. “An 
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ordinance to license newly established 
merchants, itinerant vendors, and 
transient merchants, and to provide 
penalties.” It is provided in our 
statutes that there is a penalty, and 
it is a misdemeanor for anyone to 
falsely advertise or represent his 
goods. Now, if these ordinances or 
statutes were enforced there is no 
necessity for this proposed ordinance. 
If it is intended to prevent fake sales 
it does not convey that idea to me. 
I construe this to include any mer- 
chant who seeks to run a retail sale 
and to sell his goods at less than the 
going retail price. As such I believe 
this proposed ordinance is unconstitu- 
tional. I believe it is beyond the 
police power of any municipality to 
seek to prevent sales such as is going 
on in the ordinary course of business. 
I believe it is unfair to the smaller 
business man and unfair to the buy- 
ers, because it will drive them out of 
business and will take away the bene- 
fits which may be given to the buy- 
ing public, 


Mayor Congleton: I think there is 
some merit in your criticism of some 
of the language. There iş no inten- 
tion of having this ordinance do some 
of the things that you have said; and 
so far as I am personally concerned, 
it is an effort to prevent the very 
thing that you will see advertised up 
Broad Street right today, where they 
come in and take empty stores for a 
few days as Thanksgiving time is ap- 
proaching, or Christmas time is ap- 
proaching. I saw one last night 
where they are advertising bankrupt 
sales from sixteen different places. 
Now, you speak about this ordinance 
being unfair to your small merchant. 
I think that is absolutely unfair to 
your small merchant, because I know 
of cases where they have put up signs 
in the window “Closing Out” or 
“Bankrupt Sale”; and as I said be- 
fore, after darkness overtakes them, 
big vans come up with cheap stuff 
anc they put it in the store and sell 
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it out again, trying to make the pub- 
lic believe that they are selling goods 
that this merchant was in the habit of 
carrying when they are not, they are 
inferior, and it is a misrepresenta- 
tion. That is the fellow I am after. 


Mr. Stern: Every one agrees with 
you there; and if the merchant to 
whom you refer were taken in hand 
and placed under the conditions im- 
posed by this ordinance— 


Mayor Congleton: That other ordi- 
nance that you refer to does not 
cover this situation. 


Commissioner Gillen: There was a 
store operated by the Landay Broth- 
ers. About two years ago they went 
into bankruptcy. They had a stove 
on Broad Street, and they sold out all 
of their bankrupt stock to another 


firm which was in that line of busi- 


ness; and they kept pouring in a lot 
of junk from every place they could 
get it, and they were selling it as 
Landay Brothers bankrupt stock, 
which was entirely unfair to every 
other merchant in the same line of 


. business in Newark. 


Mayor Congleton: We think we can 
reach them a good deal faster with 
an ordinance like this than to seek an 
indictment by the Grand Jury and 
trial and conviction by the petit jury. 
We think in this manner we can regu- 
late to help the people. 


Mr. Stern: It is entirely too broad. 


Mayor Congleton: I think there is 
merit in some of! the criticism you 
make about use of language. We will 
study that further. 


Commissioner Gillen: Why not take 
that up with the Law Department? 


. Mayor Congleton: When you start- 
ed to speak you said you represented 
a group of merchants. Will you state 
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for the record the name of the 


group? 


Mr. Stern: I will mail you a com- 
plete list if you so desire. 


Mr. Edmund W. Wollmuth, 24 
Branford Place: 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
Commission, I am speaking for Mr. 
Jerome Wiss, chairman of the Retail 
Trade Council of the Chamber of 
Commerce, which is well pleased with 
the ordinance, and agree that this is 
an additional step in the protection of 
the legitimate merchants and supple- 
ments the itinerant merchant ordi- 
nance which was adopted by the com- 
mission some time ago. If this ordi- 
nance is adopted, with some revisions 
in the verbiage to make it clearer, 
this ordinance, the itinerant merchant 
ordinance, and then the State statute 
which has to do with false advertis- 
ing, those three instruments will offer 
a measure of protection to the legiti- 
mate merchant who is here all year 
round. 

Mr. Wiliam L. Greenbaum, 164 
Market Street: 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
City Commission, I represent Mr. 
Samuel Lerman who has been in busi- 
ness in the city of Newark for eigh- 
teen years. His business consists ex- 
clusively in buying stocks of bankrupt 
firms and sells them to the public. 
He runs a legitimate business and 
gives the public the benefit of the re- 
duced prices on furniture which he ` 
purchases at reduced prices. I be- 
lieve, “This ordinance is enacted for 
the purpose of raising revenue and 
for the regulation and control of cer- 
tain kinds of sales of merchandise.” 
Now, if your idea is to raise revenue, 
as you say in the ordinance, why 
don’t you tax chain stores? They 
take everything out of the community 
and put nothing in it. An individual 


like my client lives in this city, has 
an investment in real estate where he 
runs his business of $125,000, and 
pays taxes to the city of Newark, and 
the very effect of this ordinance 
means it is going to put him out of 
business at least for eleven months 
of the year and that he is going tn 
pay a $300 tax for thirty days. Now, 
it does not seem fair, it looks to me 
like class legislation. Now, another 
objection that we have: My client is 
an honest man, conducting his busi- 
ness in strictly honest and ethical 
lines. 


Mayor Congleton: He comes down 
on Broad Street and rents a vacant 
store for which he pays not the rent 
that will pay taxes, but he is con- 
ducting something, in my opinion, 
that is absolutely unfair competition; 
and if he wants to stay in business 
permanently he ought to take a lease 
on the store and conduct his sales, 
But he comes down and takes a lease 
on a place that happens to be vacant, 
for a short period, and is trying to 
carry on business in unfair competi- 
tion. Jf it is your client that is ad- 
vertising those sixteen bankrupt sales. 


Mr. Greenbraum: My client has a 
place on Mulberry Street for which he 
paid $125,000. 


Mayor Congleton: Why doesn’t he 
conduct his sales down there? He 
comes up on Broad Street among the 
people who are paying substantial 
taxes year in and year out. 


Mr. Greenbaum: All right. Assum- 
ing he will go back to. Mulberry 
Street, under this ordinance he could 
not even do business there. 


Mayor Congleton: I think that is a 
fair criticism. That is why the or- 
dinance has not been introduced on 
first reading, even; it is introduced 
for the purpose of getting the views 
of various people. 
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Mr. Greenbaum: It also happens 
that we paid $81,000 for this store 
when the firm which conducted it be- 
fcre went into the hands of receivers, 
and that is how we came into that 
place. $81,000. That is a lot of fur- 
niture. 


Mayor Congleton: For the prop- 
erty? 


Mr. Greenbaum: For furniture. 
That is a lot of furniture. We have 
a place on West Kinney Street. Un- 
der this ordinance we will have to 
close up shop on Mulberry Street, and 
that does not seem fair. We have 
been on Broad Street for a year and 
a half. 


One more criticism. In paragraph 
8, “A license may be revoked by the 
Director of Public Safety for the vio- 
lation of the terms of the license or 
falsification in applying for the li- 
cense, or when, in the opinion of the 
Director of Public Safety the busi- 
ness so licensed is conducted in a 
manner contrary to law or to public 
morals or to the public health or to 
the safety of the life or limb of the 
public.” That paragraph is very 
broad. It puts in the hands of one 
man an absolute dictatorship, the 
power to put a man out of business. 


Mayor Congleton: With respect to 
your last criticism of the last para- 
graph, that is not a bit different from 
the power that is now vested in him 
under many of the other licensing or- 
dinances. 


Mr. Greenbaum: Well, under the 
other ordinances I think you provide, 
sir, for penalties, 

Mayor Congleton: He has the 
power to revoke any of them. 


‘ommissioner Egan: J move you, 
Mr. Mayor, that this ordinance be re- 
ferred back to the Corporation Coun- 
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sel, and that all interested parties be 
invited by the Corporation Counsel to 
confer with him so that these differ- 
ences of opinion can be ironed out be- 
fore it is considered any further by 
the governing body. We are going to 
refer this back to the Corporation 
Counsel. Suppose you or anybody 
else who is interested in the ordi- 
nance, give your name and address to 
the stenographer and then the Cor- 
poration Counsel wil] invite you into 
a conference so you can sit around 
the table and discuss these things. 


(The following names and addresses 
were given to ‘the stenographer: J. D. 
Nusbaum, 151 Ferry Street; Leo B. 
Weisgal, 685 Broad Street; Abraham 
A. Eisenstein, 60 Park Place.) 


Mayor Congleton: That will be the 
procedure unless there is some objec- 
tion. The matter will come up before 
us later,

account of the laying of the pavement 
or the setting or resetting of the curb, 


` under and by virtue of the provisions 


of an act entitled, “An Act Concern-

plements thereto and amendments 
thereof, in accordance with the plans, 
specifications and profiles dated No- 
vember 16, 1932, and now on file in 
the office of the Department of Public 
Affairs. 


In order to avoid the necessity of 
excavating and tearing up the im- 
proved portion of said street after 
the making of said improvement, the 
owners of any and all lands on the

Mayor Congleton: Well, that is 
what has given us what we have got 
now, because we did have too many. 
and they were not properly regulated. 


Mr. Kasoff: Do you feel that the 
gasoline station there would make the 
competition— 


Mayor Congleton: I think it is a 
very bad traffic point myself, for a 
gasoline station, coming right out of 
the new Raymond Boulevard cut, and 
we had thought it was such a con- 
gested point that.Director Egan has 
put traffic signals in there. I myself. 
am not prepared to vote for it this ~ 
morning. 


Mr. Kasoff: I have been to the site 
there quite often, but at that time the 
street has not been improved as it 
has been now. In those days traffic 
has been slight. What it may bring 
I don’t know. ` 


Mayor Congleton: I~have been go- 
ing over there a great deal since it 
has been opened for the very purpose 
of observing it. I think it is a bad 
place for a gas station, myself. That 
is only my own personal view. If 
some of the other commissioners 
would like to look into it further—

Gentlemen: 


The Ironbound Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation respectfully submits for 
your consideration a recommendation 
made at its annual meeting held on 
November 10, 1932, that the Morris 
Canal Bed be used for the Newark 
section of the proposed Route No. 10 
of the State Highway System. 


The canal bed seems ideal for this 
purpose. Already a large portion of 
it has been converted into a highway, 
namely that section from Plane Street 
West. To this will be added another 
link from Plane Street to the new 
Pennsylvania Depot. Later this 
month, with the opening of the super- 
highway across to Jersey City the 
ramp at the Newark end will descend 
to grade at Lockwood Street at the 
top of the canal bed. Thus, there will 
remain but the small stretch of a little 
over a mile from Lockwood Street to 
the Pennsylvania Railroad develop- 
ment. 


If this undeveloped portion of the 
canal bed were made part of the State 
Highway System, it would give a coni- 
plete route for Route No. 10 through 
the center of Newark at a minimum 
of cost and would solve the problem

Descriptive Specification 
for 


Apartment Buildings on Blocks No. 


2563 and No. 2556 in the Third 
Ward—Newark, N. J. 


SCOPE: Along the Somerset and 
Barclay Street sides of the blocks, on 
lots 30 feet in depth, there shall be 
erected tenements approximately 25 
feet in depth, so sub-divided on each 
floor as to provide cross ventilation 
for most of the apartments. Conven- 
ient access shall be had to the Park 
through wide openings between the 
buildings leading direct from the side- 
walk. 


MATERIALS: The buildings will be 
constructed fireproof 
Eight of the buildings will be five (5) 


Stories in height and four (4) of the 


buildings (6) stories in height. The 
enclosure walls will be of brick and 
terra cotta; floor arches of reinforced 
concrete and interior partitions of 
fireproof blocks plastered. Each stair 
will extend to the roof which will be 
paved with tile for recreation pur- 
poses.

That the sixty ar seventy 
thousand school children in Newark be 
given a little barrel to take home and 
the people who can will deposit a coin 
in the barrel and it can be brought 
back to the teacher, and that money 
turned in to this relief fund and food 
bought for the poor. That the four 
hundred thousand people that go te 
the moving pictures of this eity be ad- 
dressed by the young lawyers of this 
city, known as four minute men.

Mr. Green: That is not the way it 
ought to be done; and you are a medi- 
eal man, a professional man— 


Commissioner Ellenstein: What has 
a profession to do with the obtaining 
of food? 


Mr. Green: It has a certain amount 
of intelligence and bioology attached 
to it, and it is closely related to soci- 
ology, and you would be able, with a 
dose of economics, you would see into 
the economic situation probably—I 
am giving you some credit now— 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Of course, 
my education along biological lines is 
limited. However, biology and eco- 
nomics are too far apart to discuss in 
the same breath. 


Mr. Green: I protested about the 
poor people having to stand in Mili- 
tary park in cold, wind and rain, to 
be fed sandwiches and tin cups of 
coffee. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Just a 
minute, Mr. Green. Now, I have lis- 
tened to you—this is the second oc- 
casion—and at no time did you ever 
come to me personally. And I want 
to say to you or anybody else, that 
my office is open to you or anybody, 
no matter how lowly his position may 
be, financial or social or otherwise, 
and any just complaint that you or 
anybody else has, you can come to me 
and the door is wide open for you, 


and I will sit down with you and give 
you as much time as you desire, and 
more too, to correct that condition. I 
want to say to you too, that only yes- 
terday—or rather, the day before yes- 
teday, on Monday, I saw fifty-eight 
citizens in my office from nine o’clock 
in the morning until seven at night. 
Now, that is applying myself diligent- 
ly, isn’t it? I think even you will 
agree to that. You were welcome to 
be there. 


Mr. Green: And I don’t want to. 
come in there. I never came to Mayor 
Congleton in his private office, I don’t 
go to Howe nor Gillen nor Egan; I 
come here as a publie citizen on pub- 
lic matters. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Let me 
tell you something: I did you the 
courtesy of listening to you very in- 
tently, 


Mr. Green You are not getting sore, 
are you? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Now you 
are interrupting me, and J did not in- 
terrupt you, Mr. Green. 


Mr. Green: It was nat done with 
any mischievous purpose. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I said to 
you you are evidently seeking the in- 
terests of the citizenry, and I appre- 
ciate that, and I think you are sincere 
about it. If you are, you want to get 
the best results, and you can obtain 
the best results, not by taking up the 
time of the members of this board, 
but by coming to me directly, and f 
promise you that I will do everything 
in my power to correct it. More 
than that you cannot ask. Let 
me tell you about the commis- 
sary department: you may not be 
aware that the state contributes 
to the money that is expended by 
the deparment in the interests of poor 
relief, and they are diametrically op- 
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posed to a commissary department, 
based upon investigations and past 
experiences by experts in that direc- 
tion. They' say there ts too much un- 
perishable food that would be used, 
and from past experiences they are 
opposed to it, and we are to be guided 
by what they recommend. In the city 
of Irvington they have a commissary 
department, but the one at the head 
of relief there would very much 
rather not have such a department, 
they are only compelled to do that be- 
cause of the fact the grocers won’t 
supply by grocery checks as we do 
here in the city of Newark, due to the 
fact they have to wait too long for 
their money; and so they are compell- 
ed to take up the commissary depart- 
ment. Now, I am limited as to what 


I can do. I am not prepared to say—. 


I have not had sufficient experience to 
say whether or not the commissary 
department is the most economical 
way of handling the situation, and I 
am guided, therefore, by experts, and 
guided by state relief headed by the 
one actively engaged, Colonel Seers, 
and I don’t think a more conscientious 
or diligent man exists in our state. So 
far as the municipal lodging house is 
concerned, I have spent several nights 
over there. The night before last we 
housed 560 men, and we are making 
every effort under strict hygienic con- 
ditions. The clothes are sterilized, 
they are given sleeping shirts to sleep 
in, they are compelled to take a bath 
before the clothes are returned to 
them, and they take a bath before 
they go to bed. They are in bed at 
eight-thirty. Everything that is pos- 
sible to be done for a human being is 
being done. 


Mr. Green: Is there a sufficient 
amount of hot water? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Yes. 
Mr. Green: Some of the elderly peo- 


ple have been compelled to take ice- 
water showers, 


Commissioner Ellenstein; You don’t 
know that of your own knowledge? 


Mr. Green: I do. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Any time 
you want to go with me I will be glad 
to go with you and show you that is 
not the condition. 


Mr, Green: You have an arrange: 
ment there to furnish sufficient hot 
water for these unfortunates? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: We have 
shower baths and sufficient hot water 
and soap, and they are given a clean 
sheet every night, and that laundry is 
done by the City Home at no cost to 
the city: We have five municipal em- 
ployees ag compared to twenty em 
ployees last winter, and everything 
possible is done in an economical fash- 
ion to make everybody comfortable. 
So you have no basis for criticism 
since you don’t know of your own 
knowledge; and if you have any critic 
ism, come to me and I will do every- 
thing in my power to correct. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard?

I, as a representative of the youth 
of the Unemployed Council, in view 
of the fact that a delegation was here 
last Wednesday demanding free hot 
lunches in the schools for the children, 
and clothing and shoes. We suggest 
that the commissioners and the mayor 
have a conference with a delegation, 
a committee from the Unemployed 
Council of Newark, to discuss the 
problem and to take definite action. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard?

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Mr. Mayor and- Commissioners, I 
come here every week and I hear Mr. 
Green making all these motions. I 
want to ask Mr. Green what has he 
done personally to help?

Mr. Grasso: We want to get down 
to brass tacks on this, because he is 
making a display here every week.

I see you are going to 
open the Weequahic section High 
School. I don’t think that school 
should be delayed.

Commissioner Howe: You bet they 
own it. 


M. Eiser; It is a Newark owner 
that owns that property. He owns 
about five hundred feet of land in’ the 
immediate neighborhood.

Newark objectors. 


Mr. Eiser.: There is no Newark resi- 
dent only this one, gentlemen, and I 
served ahout eighteen residents of 
Newark, and none of them ever ap- 
peared because they are in favor of it.

fiiscatory tax rate. Property values 
in Newark have fallen since 1927, 
1928 and 1929, nevertheless the As- 
sessment Commission of Newark has 
not cut assessments. We must have 
a tax rate in the city of Newark which 
will be not ever $2.50 a hundred. The 
assessed valuations in the city of 
Newark are in the neighborhood. of 
$900,000,000. ‘The total amount of 
taxes collected for the fiscal year end- 
ing December 1, 1932, was in the 
neighborhood of $22.000,000. The total 
amount collected in the previous year 
was in the neighborhood of $23,000, . 
000. We have to pay out $34,000,000 

or $35,000,000 for running this city. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Zemel, I just 
want to clear up one thing—that does 
not change the big picture that you 
have painted—but you speak about 
$34,000,000 of taxes that we levied. 
You are correct in that, $34,388,000. 
But I want to take this opportunity of 
making it clear to you and your as- 
sociation and other taxpayers that are 
present, that the commissioners of the. 
city of Newark are not the ones that. 


levy the entire $34,000,000. $9,000,- 
000 of that is the city’s share of the 
county tax over which we have ab- 
solutely no control or say except as 
we go before the freeholders when 
they are having hearings and when 
they are making up their budget, and 
urging them to keep their budget 
down to the minimum. Now, when 
they have fixed their budget and certi- 
fied to us what our share of that tax 
is, it is final so far as we are con- 
cerned. Newark’s share of the county 
taxes, included in this $34,000,000 for 
1932, as I recollect, is a little over 
$9,000,000. Is that correct Mr. Brady? 


Commissioner Egan: That is right. 


Mayor Congleton: And there are 
other items that go to make-up our 
budget that we have no control over. 
If you would take and analyze the tax 
budget you will see that under the 
mill tax for the building of state high- 
ways, the taxpayers of the city of 
Newark have paid into the state treas- 
ury, since 1917, I think it is, when the 
mill tax commenced, approximately 
$11,000,000. We have no control over 
that. The state speaks about paying 
the soldiers a soldiers’ bonus. They 
do not pay it out of the state inconie, 
it is on your tax bill every year. We 
have to raise it. That is the way they 
started the building of bridges and of 
tunnels now controlled by the Port 
Authority: They levied the taxes on 
your real estate and on mine, and we 
paid two and one-half millions to the 
state for that purpose. For state in- 
stitutions and agencies. So when you 
are analyzing the tax figures—aot 
that we are trying to run away from 
anything that we are responsible for 
——I do think, that in fairness to the 
entire situation you should take and 
analyze it by what is the city rate, 
‘what is the county rate, what is the 
state school tax, and so forth and so 
‘on, so that you will see that this great 
tremendous increase that has taken 
place in the cost of government all 
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over is not solely the doings of the 
members of the Board of City Com- 
missioners. 


Mr. Zemel: I realize, Mr. Mayor, 
thet it is not solely the fault of this 
board. But the fact remains that if 
our assessments in Newark— 


Mayor Congleton: The point I want 
to make is, we are glad to have you 
come and do what you are doing, but 
you ought not to rest here, you ought 
to now, with your association, if you 
want to help keep the county tux 
down, go to the freeholders who are 
now making up their budget. Very 
few people go there. The point I 
want to stress is they come to the gov- 
erning body in each municipality as 
though they were responsible for the 
whole thing. So far as this Board of 
Commissioners is concerned we are 
qquite alive to the’ situation that be- 
cause of the times the cost of govern- 
ment must come down, and we are g0- 
ing to do everything in our power to 
have the budgets cut; but it is up to 
the taxpayers. in addition to the elect- 
ed officials in the municipalities, to lay 
their ease before the freeholders and 
before the state legislature and get 
some of these mandatory appropria- 
tions that are put on your property 
and on my property, lifted and paid 
out of their state income. 


Commissioner Gillen: We pay near- 
ly sixty per cent. of the county cost. 


Mr. Zemel: If the tax assessments 
in the city of Newark were put at the 
proper figure, if the assessed property 
in Newark instead of being assessed 
at $900,000.000 were assessed at the 
true value, namely. $400,000,000, then 
we would not have to pay such a large 
percentage-—— 


Commissioner Gillen: What would 
your rate be then? 


Mayor Congleton: You would pay 
just as much in money. i 


Commissioner Gillen: You would 
have to pay the same amount in 
‘money. 


Mr. Zemel: Not to the county. 
` Mayor Congleton: Yes. 
L 
Commissioner Gillen: Suppose we 
‘make a substantial reduction down 
neck, don’t we have to do it all over 


Newark? 


Mr. Zemel: 
have fallen. 


Wherever properties 


-Commissioney Gillen: Suppose vou 
reduce it from $900,000,000 down to 
$400,000,000, as you say, which would 


. be a ridiculous reduction, of course, to 


make under any condition, your rate 
‘would be $10 instead of three dollars 
and something. 


Mr. Zemel: Hardly, sir. 


Commissioner Gillen: Your rate 
‘would be eight, nine, or ten. 


Mr. Zemel: When the county goes 
to work and figures out what taxes 
they are going to levy upon the city 
of Newark, they figure in what the 
total assessed— 


Mayor Congleton: Don’t you sup- 
pose if we reduced our assessments 
‘that the other municipalities in Essex 
‘County would do the same thing? 


Mr. Zemel: They have already done 
it. 


Mayor Congleton: No, they have 
not. The result would be, just as 
Commissioner Gillen points out, we 
would still pay a percentage of the 
money. It would just push the rate 
up. 


Mr. Zemel: We have got to have 
‘some relief or else you will own the 
property. 


Commissioner Gillen: It will be re- 
duced; you reduce the ratables, you re- 
duce the assessments, and your rate 
is going up just as surely as your as- 
sessments goes down; because if it is 
reduced on Ferry Street they have got 
to— . 


Mr. Zemel: I think by a proper ad- 
justment of the budget expense it will 
not be necessary to raise the rate at 
all. 


Commissioner Gillen: We are try- 
ing to do that; we are even discus- 
sing the question of a sales tax or in- 
come tax to take some of the burden 
off. 


Mayor Congleton: Mr. Zemel, while 
you are on your feet, may I ask if you 
will give the stenographer the name 
of someone of the officers of your 
Ironbound Improvement Association. 
When we had up before us the ordi- 
nance to prevent these bankrupt sales, 
and so forth, we attempted to. send 
copies to all of the civic associations 
of the community with any number of 
people that we thought were connected 
with the Ironbound Improvement As- 
sociation, and we could not find any- 
body who would take the responsibil- 
ity of being their representative up to 


_that time, to whom we could send a 


copy of the ordinance. 


Mr. Zemel; The president is Mr. 
Joseph Leonardis, Ferry Street, cor- 
ner Jefferson; the first vice-president 
is Louis Adier, 50 Shanley Avenue; 
the second vice-president is Mr. J. D. 
Nusbaum, 151 Ferry Street. 


Commissioner Howe: What does it 
matter if your house is assessed at 
$10,000, a tax rate of $1 and you 
spilt it in half and make your assess- 
$5,000 and.the rate becomes $2. And 
incidentally, no matter which way it 
is you pay $100 in taxes. 


T Mr. Zemel: I think if you figure it 
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out you will find that the tax is not 
quite $2 if you spilt it in half. We 
have to contribute proportionately. to 


our assessed valuation to the county’ 


and to the state. 


Commissioner Howe: What the 
county loses one way we pay another, 
because we now pay sixty per cent. of 
it, and of the appropriations about 874 
per cent. is mandatory. You want to 
go to Trenton and get laws that will 
allow us to adjust those things. 


Mr. Zemel: How am I going to do 
that, I am not in the legislature. 


Commissioner Howe: We have not 
been able to do it. Maybe you can. 


Commissioner Egan: Mr. Zemel, as 

I understand the tax structure, our 
budget figure jis $34.000,000, in round 
figures, for 1932. $17,000,000 of that 
is chargeable against the city as a 
municipality, which includes manda- 
tory appropriations and debt service. 
$9,000,000 of it represents our share 
of the county cost of government, and 
$8,000,000 of -it represents our shure 
directly from the taxpayers of New- 
ark to the Board of Education of the 
city of Newark. Computing that ma- 
thematically you will see at a glance 
that fifty per cent. of the taxes levied 
. against the property owners and other 
taxpayers of Newark, is chargeable to 
the government of Newark, which in- 
eludes mandatory expenditures; and 
the other fifty per cent. is chargeable 
to the county and the educational sys- 
tem. The Mayor conveyed to vou the 
thought that in dealing with this very, 
very serious problem, that it would be 
necessary for not only the governing 
body of Newark to interest the tax- 
payers of Newark to impress upon the 
county :and the school system and 
upon the legislature. if you will, the 
absolute necessity of curtailing the 
cost of government. We arranged 
yesterday to attend.the budget con- 
ference of the Board of Education. 
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Three of the menibers of the City . 


Commission are on the Board of 
School Estimate: His Honor the 
Mayor, Commissioner Howe and my- 
self. We, at the proper time, will deal 
with the other members of the Board 
of Schcol Estimate who are represent-. 


ed in members of the Board of Educa- 


tion. This entire probiem is unusual- 
ly serious. From a legal standpoint it 
is complicated because of the different. 
units of government having to do with 
the expenditure of this money, and it 
is also complicated from a legal point 
of view for the reason that many of 
these items are mandatory. Now, you 
must bear in mind in connection with 
this entire problem. the matter of our 
debt structure. which is very closely 
and necessarily correlated with the 
matter of assessed valuation of prop- 
erty. We have, in round figures, out- 
standing as a debt against the city, 
$110,000,000 represented in bonds that 
have teen sold by Newark and are 
now owned by insurance companies, 
banking inst'tutions. estates, corpora- 
tions, and individuals. You know, I 
am surte, as a lawyer and as a citizer 
intimately associated with public prob- 
lems, how deep’ seated that question is 
when it comes to a matter of main- 
taining a substantial credit positior: 
for the city of Newark. After all, 
that is your fundamental basis of op- 
eration so far as the present situa- 
tion is concerned. I do not think any- 
one with any knowledge of govern- 


ment or with any common sense could’ 


do otherwise than fully agree with the 
sentiment you expressed here this 
morning. In my opinion real estate 
today has no value comparable with 
real estate as of 1928 and 1929. The 
property owner finds himself, because 


of reduced rents or non-payment of . 


rents. or vacancies, utterly unable to 
carry his property. As a rule he has 
interest carrying charges as well as 
taxes, and when he adds taxes and in- 
terest carrving charges and main- 
tenance of his property he finds him- 
self, generally speaking, with little or 
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no equity in his property. And your 
summation of the case indicating that 
the ultimate result of conditions con- 
tinuing as they’exist in confiscation of 
property, is a sane and sound state- 
ment. This entire situation is so seri- 
ous that even though this governing 
body and the Board of Freeholders 
and the Board of Education and the 
legislators of the state, if they were 
all super men, and none of them are, 
including. the members of this com- 
mission, would not be able to deal 
with it with full intelligence unless 
they had the complete technical coop- 
eration of every interested taxpayer 
and citizen. And as one member of 
this governing body, I am happy. that 
you and your associates came before 
ug this morning, because after all, the 
men who occupy public office are tem- 
porary. public agents. You citizens 
who own the property of this munici- 
pality maintain this government fi- 
nancially, and unless you do manifest 


‘unusual interest in unusual times you 


cannot expect to obtain: the results 
that you, the ultimate payer of these 
costs of government, are entitled to. 


And I am glad that you came here 
this morning, and I hope you will live 
intimately and technically with this 
subject until the budget of the city of 
Newark is finally adopted, because I 
know of no reason why any man in- 
terested in his city as a property own- 
er or a taxpayer should not show 
every thought possible in the hope of 
solving this problem. You must, how- 
ever, not only come in and deal with 
this governing body, but you must 
support your contention directly with 
the Board of Freeholders, directly 
with the Board of School Estimate, di- 
rectly with the Board of Education, 
directly with the Legislature of this 
State, and, if necessary, directly with 
the Governor of this State, in order 
to give us a condition in this city that 
will least preserve the precarious posi- 
tion of the property owner today. 
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Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
desire to be heard? 


Mr. Adler: The Ironbound Section: 
in the last three years, the way that 
we have it rented, ninety-five per cent. 
of the income goes for taxes. lt 
would not take long until all the prop- 
erties will be turned over either to the 
banks or the city, because they can- 
not meet obligations, either taxes or 
water rents. We have tenants for- 
eight and ten months without collect- 
ing rent, receiving water bills, and the | 
Board of Health notified me if I would 
not pay the bills they would have me | 
arrested and fined. ` f 


Mr. William Selenfreind, 39 Bald- 


win Avenue: 


Gentlemen, I got tax bills in 1925. 
This was assessed $12,700. That was 
1925. 1982 and 1931 I am assessed 
$16,400. The income in 1925 I had 
$270 per month; 1932 I only got about 
$175 a month. It is impossible to pay 
the taxes. 541 Market Street, 1925,. 
was assessed $6,200; 1932 it is assess- 
ed $8,000. And in addition to this 
they assessed me $715 street assess- 
ment. I cannot pay 1932 taxes. 


Mr. Zemel: Mr. Commissioner, for 
the purpose of the record, I had one 
figure wrong. The amount collected 
as of December 1, 1932, was $20,767,- 
616. 


Mr. Seymour Klein, 20 Clinton

Pursuant to Chapter 252 
of the Laws of 1916 of New Jersey, 
and the acts amendatory thereof 
and supplemental thereto, negotiable 
bonds of The City of Newark, to be 
known as “Public Park Bonds,” and to 
be dated not later than July 1, 1933, 


_ are hereby authorized to be issued in 


the aggregate principal amount of $1,- 


or not including playgrounds as a part 
thereof, pursuant to the provisions of 
the ordinance entitled “An Ordinance 
to authorize the acquirement of lands. 
in The City of Newark for park use; 
and to authorize the execution of a 
contract with the Prudential Insur- 
ance Company of America for the ac- 
quisition of the same, and providing 
for the financing thereof,” adopted by 
the Board of Commissioners on the 
15th day of October, 1930. 


Section 3. The bonds authorized to. 
be issued by this ordinance are author- 


- ized to be issued in lieu of or to fund 


200,000, for the purposes hereinafter - 


stated, for which purposes it is neces- 
sary to raise said sum of money. 


Section 2. They money to be raised 
by the issuance of said bonds shall be 
applied to the payment of the cost of 
acquiring certain lands in the block 
bounded by Waverly Avenue, Barclay 
Street, Spruce Street and Somerset 
Street and in the block bounded by 
Spruce Street, Barclay Street, Mont- 
gomery Street and Somerset Street, 
for a public park, whether including 
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a like amount of Temporary Loan ' 
Bonds or Notes heretofore authorized.

(d) The net debt of said City,

(f£) No part of the cost of ac 
quiring said properties has been or 
is to be assessed against property 
specially benefitted thereby.

Mr. Henry Green, 280 Goldsmith 
Avenue: Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of 
the commission, some time ago I came 
here anc proposed that the City of 
Newark buy food and essentials for 
the poor in wholesale and large quan- 
tities. You referred the thing to 
Commissioner Ellenstein. That bread 
line in Lincoln Park should be done 
away with. These people ought to re- 
ceive the food under a roof. 


Mayor Congleton: The City is main- 
taining just exactly the kind of a place 
you speak of. The food that is being 
handed out in the park is not being 
done by the city, it is some volunteers, 
and the people who are being fed 
there, by going around to Washing- 
ton Street where the city is maintain- 
ing a place, can get free food there. 
But for some reason or other they 
prefer to go to Lincoln Park. So that 
you may know my views on the ques- 
tion of wholesale buying, Mr. Green, 
I have no hesitancy in stating it. I 
have given a great deal of thought 
and attention to it, and while now and 
then frauds will creep in, even if we 
are buying it wholesale, a great many 
of the small storekeepers have done 
their bit to carry many a needy fam- 
ily just as far as they could; and jast 
as long as they can supply the fam- 
ilies, the city paying it, I think Lhey 
are entitled to be helped just as much 
as the others; and I am for helping 
as far as we can, the small store- 
keeper to stay in business and make 
his own livelihood, : 
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Commissioner Ellenstein: Mr. 
Green, I want to say to you that some 
two weeks ago you appeared before 
the commission and I asked you to 
communicate with me. You made a 
statement at that time that the men 
down at the municipal lodging house 
were not getting a warm bath. Now, 
that was not based upon any knowl- 
edge of yours. As a matter of fact, 
‘we have a three-hundred gallon tank 
of hot water there and an additional 
reserve tank with a capacity of three 
hundred gallons, and every man that 
goes in that municipal lodging house 
receives a hot bath, both morning and 
night, and his clothes are taken cure 
of and sterilized properly. And there 
is no man that appears at that lodg- 
ing house, which is under the super- 
vision of the Citizens Relief Commit- 
tee, outstanding citizens of our city, 
in conjunction with my department--- 
there is no man that appears there 
that is not given a hot meal and given 
a breakfast, so that he receives two 
meals a day. Now, there isn’t any 
person that you know of that was ever 
refused treatment there. I asked you 
two weeks ago if you had any com- 
plaints to make on that score to com- 
municate with me, and if you received 
no satisfaction it then was the proper 
time for you to come before this 
Board of Commissioners. Now, I do 
not see any significance but that pri- 
marily you are motivated by the fact 
that you come here in an endeavor to 
seek publicity, and nothing else. if 
you had any interest of anybody else 
at heart you would come to me and T 
would then satisfy you that everything 
was done that is humanely possible; 
but on the contrary, you did not ap- 
pear at my office, but come here again 
and voice your criticisms, which are in 
the large measure unfounded. The 
State Relief Committee contributes 
sixty-six per cent. of the outdoor ye- 
lief, and their opinion is that we are 
not to put in a commissary, and that 
is based upon actual experience had 
by these men, and based upon the 


opinion of scientific men who have 
studied this angle from every possible 
source. They know more than you and 
I do about this, and we are obligated 
to follow the dictates of the State Re- 
lief Administration. (Applause). 


A communication dated December 
14th, from Herbert I. Segal relative 
to changes in taxing methods was re- 
ceived, read and on motion ordered 
filed. 


Mr. Herbert IJ. Segal, 8 Centre 
Street: Mr. Mayor, I represent tax- 
payers who are assessed over two mil- 
lion dollars. It is the duty of the City 
Commission to initiate and sponsor 
such changes in the law which will be 
for the common good. The State of 
New Jersey should take over the pub- 
lie school system. The cost of the 
educational system should be wholly 
paid by the State. The taxpayer 
should be permitted to pay his tax 
bills in monthly installments. 
County and State should bear their 
share of refunds due to reduction of 
values by county and state tax boards. 


Mayor Congleton: We get credit the 
next year, Mr. Segal. We did when I 
was on the Tax Board. 


Mr. Segal: For the proportionate 
amount ? 


Mayor Congleton: Yes. 


Mr. Segal: We will take that back. 
We believe that separate tax bills 
Should be issued by the city, county 
and state. The municipality should 
bill only for its own needs in making 
up its own tax rate on ratables: with- 
in its jurisdiction. The County and 
State should do the same. All three 
tax bills should be mailed through one 
central body, thereby avoiding an in- 
crease in the cost of billing. 


Mayor Congleton: That is on every 
tax bill that you get now, Mr. Segal. 


Mr. Segal: Yes, and the taxpayer 
cannot read it. 


Mayor Congleton: It is on there 
how much the city, exclusive of 
schools, how much of it for local 
schools, how much for state schools, 
how much for the county tax, how 
much for the state road tax— 


Mr. Segal: Is that on the personal 
property tax? Does that appear on 


- the 1932 tax bills? 


The . 
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Mayor Congleton: Yes, sir. Right 
up at the top of your bill in red ink 
—I think it was red this last year— 
they usually make it a different color 
from the other to try and attract the 
taxpayers’ attention so they will see 
how the amount of money they are 
paying is distributed and not charge 
the local officials who send out the 
bills with being responsible for it all. 


Mr. Segal: You will find the big 
body of your taxpayers are not cogniz- 
ant of that fact. All they are inter~ 
ested in when they get their tax bill 
is how much they have to pay. By 
segregating it into three separate bills 
you would be focusing their attention 
more accurately than otherwise is pos- 
sible. 


Mayor Congleton: You will find if 
you will look at your bill for last 
year, while we had to raise $34,000,- 
000 in taxes, $25,000,000 was for mat- 
ters this commission has jurisdiction 
over and the local schools, and $9,000,- 
000, approximately, was for the other 
activities that you have referred to. 


Mr. Segal: We believe by splitting 
up your tax bills you will more nearly 
succeed in the focusing the attention 
of the taxpayers on those tax pay- 
ments. 


Mayor Congleton: If a person could 
not pay his taxes for some reason or 
other, his property would be soid 


three times for unpaid taxes, and in- 
crease the burden and hardship on 
him. What you have in mind is on 
the bill, and it is done for the purpose 
of avoiding some of those things. 


Mr. Segal: We believe that the tax 
law should provide for automatic an- 
nual decreases for building deprecia- 
tion. The law should be changed so 
that only owners of property may vote 
on bond issues. 

Gillen: 


Commissioner You mean 


State bond issues ? 


Mr. Segal: Local bond issues, any 
bond issues. Provision in the law 
should be made if the city of Newark 
or City of East Orange or the county 
wants to vote a big bond issue, that 
the taxpayers should determine it. 


Commissioner Gillen: That is not 
the law now. 


Mr. Charles Handler, Kinney Build- 
ing: Mr. Mayor and members of the 
commission, last week a recommenda- 
tion came before you from the Adjust- 
ment Board for the approval of a 
gasoline station on Irvington Avenue 
up near Putnam Street, near the Ma- 
plewood line. I was not able to get 
here. I would like to move for a re- 
opening anc reconsideration of that 
case. The people in the neighborhood, 
the property owners excepting one, 
on the Newark side of the line, sre 
in favor of this project. The man who 
owns the property right next door to 
ours is in favor of it. The only ob- 
jector who appeared, in Newark, he 
appeared once and did not appear 
any more, never came down any more. 


Mayor Congleton: He was here last 
week, wasn’t he? 


Mr. Handler: I don’t know whether 
he was or not. 


Mayor Congleton: There was a man 
here said he had property and three 
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houses across the street from the lo- 
cation and that he had received notice 
within a day or two from his tenants 
that if the gas station went there 
they weve going to move. I thought 
he was a Newarker, 


Mr. Handler: We had our men go 
up there since then and speak to the 
tenants and they didn’t know any- 
thing about it. 


Mayor Congleton: I hear no mo- 
tion, Mr, Handler. 


Mayor Congleton: Does anyone else 
have any matter he desires to bring 
to the attention of the commission? 


(No response). 


Mayor Congleton offered the follow- 
ing resolution:

Mr.: Henry Green, 280 Goldsmith 
Avenue: Mr. Mayor and gentlemen 
of the Commission, city officials favor 
small quantity buying. We are go- 
‘jing to have wholesale buying of the 
food in large quantities and distribut- 
æd to the neediest without any stain 
of charity. 


Mr. Valentine Kane, 356 Seventh 
Avenue: Gentlemen, in the City of 
of Newark right after the war we 
‘had a storehouse at Port Newark piled 
high with groceries, and the mayor 
established food relief, food stores in 
the fire houses, and the people went 
“there and bought goods in the amount 
of millions. After the new Mayor 
came in, men that we call in the food 
-line—a bunch of chiselerg came in and 
controlled the bids. 


Mayor Congleton: That is not so. 
‘Part of the action that we have taken, 
Mr. Kane, is on the advice of Conr 
missioner Gillen, who was the Mayor 
‘that you have referred to. He stated 
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that the city buying and selling after 
the war was a failure and that a good 
part of the merchandise was stolen. 
Every bill is a public record and you 
ean go there and look:at them to your 
heart’s content. We are not covering 
up anything. [ challenge you to show 
me where the money spent has been 
covered up by us. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Mr. Kane, 
I might say to you—and I think I 
have stated it here before, during the 
month of November—that the State 
Emergency Relief ` contributed $175,- 
000 as against $75,000 contributed by 
the City of Newark. That is about 
seventy per cent. of what was con 
tributed. I stated here before—I don’t 
yecall whether it was to you or to 
somebody else who appeared before 
the commission—that I in my depart- 
ment am in a great measure guided 
by the insistence of the State Emer- 
gency Relief, and that they insist 
based upon experience and the opinion 
of their experts that it would be un- 
wise for the City of Newark to have 
commissaries. 


If you could get the State Emer- 
gency Relief to coincide with your 
view I think I would be happy and: 
glad to try it. That is the situation. 
Our hands are practically tied in that 
direction. Should we not follow the 
suggestions of the State Emergency 
Relief they would cut off the relief to 
the City, because, as you will under- 
stand they are giving us more than 
they are giving any other municipal- 
ity in the State, because of the fact 
that they realize that our City is not 
only in dire circumstances as com- 
pared with the others, but the money 
is spent in an expeditious fashion and 
spent most economically, and they are 
willing to go along with the city, 
provided we follow their suggestions. 
If you will go to the State Emergency 
Relief and they will coincide with your 
views on the commissaries, I as an . 
individual of this commission, at. the 


head of this department, will be glad 
to try it; but I don’t know any more 
than you do about it, and I am willing 
to take the opinion of these men who 
are trained and whose expert opinion, 
of course, supersedes that of my own. 


Mayor Congleton: Is there anyone 
else who wishes to be heard?
